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INTRODUCTION, 



The volume, now for tlie first time printed, forms 
part of the Sloane MSS. in tlie British Muaeumj 
No. 750, and consists in the original of 363 pagea 
of closely written foolscap, excluaive of some docu- 
ments bound up with it, but written in a different 
hand. There is no Title-page or date, and no clue 
to its authorship from beginning to end, except what 
is supported by a very sparing introduction of the 
personal pronoun, and by an amount of internal 
evidence which leaves no doubt in the Editor's mind 
that we have here an unpublished work of Captain 
John Smith, the historian of Virginia — the indi- 
vidual of whom it has been said, with much justice, 
that "he has for nearly three centuries maintained 
the unparalleled honour of being the most dis- 
tinguished member of the moat uumei-ous family 
(patronymically speaking) of all the tribes of men"/ 
"Well established as Smith's reputation is, however 
it rests rather on the intrinsic interest of the subjects 
on which he wrote, and the debt of gratitude we owe 
to him aa the editor, compiler, and preserver of the 
narratives of other men, than on the quantity of his

own writiiigs, any addition to which must be accept- 
able to hia admirers. In effect, tlie present work 
needa no recoTritnendation, for tliouf^di the theatre of 
the events described was a small one, and the Ber- 
mudas have not, aud could not poaaibly have, maiu- 
taiiied the prominent place before the world which 
they occupied on their first plantation, the graphic 
style of his narrativcj and the vivid picture lie givea 
of the social conditions of life in his day, must fjlways 
have attractions foi' those who delight to throw theln- 
eelves into the past, and to coutraat its liabits, its 
ideas, aud its aspirations, witb what aucceediiig 
centuries have bionght fortk 

The MS. terminates abruptly with tbe trial of one 
Thomas Harriott of Southampton Tribe, at the 
Asnizea of 1622, and the appointment of Mr. John 
Yates, to be Captain of Soutliainpton Fortj and there 
is addedj in a different hand, this important note.

good of iheplme, ydi, he hath returned with very litde pmjiU 
or thanlii more from that unyrateful Oompany then thosfi that 
iVL're hefvra him." 

From the great prominence given to Capt^tn 
Nathaniel Butler's aaylugs and doinga in tliia Hiatory^ 
and from a note at the end of a chiipter in the Fifth 
Book of Smith's Histor\j of Virginia, "collected out 
of their Kecorda by N. B., and the relations of Mr. 
Pollurd and diners others", it might be haattly con- 
cluded that Butler was the author of the work ; hut 
the above exti-act clearly implies the contrary. He 
may have furnished Smith with the collecLiona in 
question, or they may have been famished by tlie 
Hev. Nathaniel Bernard, one of the first miuistera, 
whose initials are the same; but Butler long survived 
Smith, He was Governor of (old) Providence Island/ 
16;38-1641, and appears to be the individual who was 
committed to Newgate by the Council of State for 
dispersing treasonable and scandalous books, in June 
1649.^ 

He omitted to inform the writer of the note quoted, 
that although "he stayed hla full time on the Island", 
perhaps, or within a few days of it, he quitted it very 
irregularly and contrary to his inatructlouSj before 
the arrival of his successor, and being the nominee 
of the Court party, with which the commercial 
element of the Company was at feud, he fared aa one 
or the other got the upper hand. In 162:3, the com- 
mercial party, led by Sir Edwyn Sandys, was in the 
ascendant-

The baptiamal register of Captain John Smith Is 
preserved at Willoiighby, Lincoln. "John^the son of 
George Smith, was baptized the sixth day of Jaauary 
1579." That L3 to say, as we now compute, 6th Jan- 
uary 1580. He died on 21st June 1631, ag-ed about 
fifly-ODe years and a half, rather unexpectedly, being 
still actively engaged on Hteiary labour. He had pub- 
lished in that year his Adv&rUsenmtts; or. Pathway of 
Experience to erect a Plantation^ tin which he refers 
to a History of the Sea on which he was engaged in. 
terms rather Implying a conscious failure of atrength. 
" It ia hard to conceive whether those inliuraanes** 
(fcyranta and peraecutora) "exceed the beast of the 
forrest, the birds of the aire, the fishes of the sea, 
either in numbers, greatnesse, swlftnesse, fiei'cenesse 
or cruelty, whose actions and varieties, witli such 
memorable observations as I have collected, yon shaJl 
find with admiration in my History of the Sea, if 
God be pleased I live to finish it." His last Will, 
dated the same year, has been printed by Mr. Charlea 
Deane, in the Proceedings of the Massachussetta 
Historical Society for 1367. We can scarcely sup- 
pose that the present uufiuished work, expressly en- 
titled a Histoiy of Bei'muda, waa any part of the 
intended History of the Sea, but there is no difficulty 
in the supposition that he had both works on hand.

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The fuhiess of detail, and the great prommenee given 
to particulars which lost all their importance as soon 
as men's minds began to be absorbed in the great 
political and religious struggles of the reign of Charles 
I, preclude the idea that it was written much after 
1G31. The prominent place given in it to Butler 
marks hia influence in the composition, but that per- 
sonage left England in August or September 1619, 
and the writer was at homej and a member of the 
Virginia Company, when Sir Eldwyn Sandys was 
Treasurer (1S19-20), for, he says (p. 248) he was 
" noe leaa passionate than when I heard him, being 
Treasurour of the Virginia Company, for one only 
yeave, to tearme the whole Company uniuate".' 

Ttiis is the fact as regards Smith, who returned 
from New England in 1617, and appeara not to have 
left it again. He was certainly at home when the 
news arrived of the massacre of the settlers in Vir- 
ginia, by the Indiana, 27th March 1622, as he offered 
himself to the Council of Virginia to go out and 
avenge it, Butler, on the contrary^ left England for 
the Somers Islands, as just observed, about August 
1G19, and cannot have returned before IS'23, for he 
left Bermuda in October 1()32 and went first to 
America.' But there ia even stronger confirmation

Smith never was in Beiniiidaj he derived all his 
information from hia opportunities as a member of 
the Virginia Company, and from correspondence, or 
personal narratives of returned planters. Thia was 
hie habitual way. And the following hst of authori- 
ties he quotes, will show how extensive his docu- 
mentary materials were.

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The initials W.C. written in pencil with a bracket, 
tlius, "] W.C." occur nine or ten times in the MS. ; they 
are those of the Author of the " Epistle Dedicatorie" 
to the Discovery of the Barvtvdas, now called the Som-l 
mer J^andSj 1613j addressed to Sir Thomas Smith; 
which ia identical in text with the Discovery of the. 
Barmudas otherwise called the lie of Devils, etc., by os-u'tf 
Sil. Joui'dau, 1610. He is supposed to have been 
Dr. WilUani Craahaw, D.D. (Neill, p. 34) and there is 
nothing very improbable in the idea that the MS, 
may have been overlooked by him. On the other 
baud, they may be simply the notations of some for- 
gotten copj/ist. 

Probiibly Sylvpster JonrJau, page to Sir Thomas Gates. 
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Smith's literary success bore no proportion to hi8 
diligence. The Prospectus of lus History of Vir- 
ginia concludles with these words : 

■"These observations are all I have for the expense of a 
thousand pound, and tha losso of eighteene yeeres of time, 
beside fkll tlie tmvelsj dangers, miseriea and iucamberances 
for my countriea good, I have endurod gratis, and had I not 
diacouered andliued in the most of these parts, I coald not 
possibly have collected the substantiall trueth from anct 
an InBnite mimber of variable Relations that would make a 
Tolume of at loo-St a thousand sheetes^ and this is composed 
of less than eighty sheetea, besides the tliree Maps, which, 
will staud Qie ncere in an hundred pounds, which some I 
cannot diabarase, nor shall the Stationers have the coppy for 
nothiug- Therefore I humbly entreat your Honour' either 
to adventure, or giue me what you please towards the im- 
pressioQ, and I wiU be both accountable and thankfuU ; not 
doubting but tliat the Story will give yon satisfaction, and 
&tirre up a doubly new life in the adventurers,, when they 
shall see plainely the causes of all those defailements and. 
how they may be amended.''* 

Elsewhere he says ; " Though I had divulged, to my 
great labour, cost, and losse, more than seven thousand 
bookea and maps, and moved the particular com- 
panies in London, cs also noblemen, gentlemen and 
merchants, for a Plantatioa, all availed no more than 
to hew rocks with olster-shels, so fresh were the

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living abuses of Virginia and tho Summer Ilea in 
tlieir memories."^ 

Posterity has, however, been more kind. I subjoin 
an eloquent tribute to bis memorj, borrowed from a 
source where we should perhaps have little expected 
to find it. 

" The little book of Antoninua (Marcua Aureliua Aaton- 
inna, a.d. 121-180) has been the companion of some great 
men. Machiavelli's Art of War, and Marcvs Atdommts, were 
the two books which were used, when he was a young manj 
by Captain John Smith, and he could not have found two 
writers bettor fitted to form the character of a soldie^r aqd 
a mac Smith ia almost tuaknown and fgrg-otteo in Eogland, 
his Dative country, but not in America, where he saved the 
young Colony of Yirgicia. He was great in his heroic mind 
and his deeds of arms, biifc still greater in the nobleoeaa of 
his character. For a man's greatness liea not in wealth and 
station, as the vulgar believe, nor yet in his intellectaal 
capacityj which is often associtited with the meanest moral 
character, the moat abject servihty to those iu high places, 
and arrogancB to the poor and lowly : hot a man's true 
greatness lies in the consciousness of an honest purpose in 
life, founded on a just estimate of himself and everything 
else, on frequent self-examination, and a steady ob&dience 
to the rule which he knows to be right, without troubling 
himself, as the Emperor says lie should not, about what 
others may think or say, or whether they do, or do not do 
that which he thinks and aaya and doea."^ 

Not leas gratifying to Smith's admirers is the 
genuine appreciation of Alexis de Tocqueville, him- 
self pre-eminently qualified to vakie the breadth of

view, the large prescience, and tlie mauliness of 
tone, which, characterize his writings, and atone for 
hia unpolished style.

I have retained the orthogrj.i.phy of the orig-inal, 
which is Bometimea siiffieiently qmiint, partly for 
convenience of comparison with thoae piii ts of Smith's 
Ilistoiy of Virginia which, he expressly tells us were 
" writ with his owne hand," chiefly Books ii and vi.

The resemblance in the spelling perhaps does not go 
for muchj but It will be apparent at once on turning 
to that work. The reaemblance in the tone, when 
he is referring to the factions that divided the Vir- 
ginia Company, and man-ed their great enterprise, to 
the greed and ahoi-taightedneas of the trading ele- 
ment, and to the aspirations of the Colonists for a 
larger measure of self-government, ig even more 
striking, and very characteristic of the bold adven- 
turer, ajid valiant soldier, whose name I venture, 
with considerable confideneej to connect with thig 
volume. 

I have abstained from many references to my pre- 
vious work, the Memonals of Bermuda ; but may 
remark generally that the present History, while 
travelling over much of the same ground^ as far as it 
goes, supplies some defects of that work, especially aa 
to the Assizes of 1621-IG22,' 

I am greatly indebted to Miss Bellamy of Ply- 
mouth, for permission to engrave for this volume an 
oi'iginal and unpublished portrait of Admiral Sir 
George Sommers, which she has inherited from her 
ancestor, Dr. Bellamy^ M.D., who was connected with 
the Somniera family.* The darkened condition of 
the picture made it impossible to obtain a photo- 
graph, but II faithful copy has been produced by an

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THE HISTORYE OF THE BERMUDAES 
Oil SUMMER ISLANDS.

Befoee we preaent you with, the relation of matters of fact, 
it is fitt to offer to your vewD the stage wheron they war 
acted. For (it is well aayd) as geography without hiatorye 
seemeth a carkasae without motion, ho history without 
geography waadreth aa a vagrant witbout certaino habita- 
tion.'^ 

The Uaads of the BermudaeSj therfore, lieiug in a huge 
Tnaine ocean, and two hundred leauges from any continent, 
not farr from the mouth of the bay of Mexico, are situated in 
33 degrees and 2b miuutes of nortberlye latitude, and are 
distant from Englandl to the weat south-west 3300 miles or 
there abouts, being iu au squall eleuatiou with that of the 
Holy Land, and in perticuler very nero with the very citty 
of Jerusalem^ which is a clime of ye sweetest and most 
pleaseiuge temper of all others, especially when the naturall 
heates are. somewhat moderated by accidents of coolenosae, 
as here is by an open aod maiue ocean.^ They consist of 
diners small broken ilanda severed one from another by 
narrowe breaches and inlotta of sea, wherby are made many 
necessary saudy bayea for the anchoi'age of botes ; two com- 
modioua and large soandes for the vse of fiahinge, and two

dustry noe doubte will one day discouer j and already cer- 
taiue of them, since the comeingo fn of the news guests, 
haue gotten them appellations from their apparent effects^ 
as the piHttle peare, the which growes like a shrub by ths 
ground, with broad thick leaves, all ouer armed, with long 
and shsrpe dangerous thornes, the fruict being in forme 
not maeh vnlike a Kniale peare, gresne on the onside, hut 
inwardly reddi>*h and full of juice, with grains not much 
Tclike a pomegranate ; as likewise the poysonous weed, being 
in shape but little different from our English yaie j but 
being touched canseth reddnesse, itchinge, and lastly blys- 
terH, the whichj howsoever, after a while they passe awaye of 
themselnea withoot further harme j yet becanse for the time 
they are somewhat painefull, aud in aspect dangerous, it 
hath gotten to itselfe an ill name, although quostionlesse of

K"ow, besidsa tlisa natural! productions of the eartli, pro- 
nidencB and paines Lfiue since the plantation offred diuers 
other seedea aad plants which the soj Ib hath greedily 
e mbrased a nd cherished. Eence, at the present, are their 
a great aboundance of figge-traes, numbers of plantans, 
plenty of pome-^graoates, many vines, orange and leiuou 
trees, wild olives^ very many and great store of malberrio 
trees, goodly tobacco, aad store of corue (I meaa Indian 
come, for the Christian proues not as yet had, by oner vn- 
kiudnessa of the ground ruunes all to gmsae), besides many 
other proffifcable rootea, as an infinita qnantitie of white, 
redd, and orange-conloared potatoes, sugar canes, indicoe, 
per-snippa, osceedsinge great radishes, tho Americano 
bread-roota, cassuda, tha ludiao pompioD, water-melons, 
musk-melons, and the delicate pine-apple: briefly, what- 
soever els may (in this kind) be expected for the satisfaction 
eitber of necessitye or delight. 

Neither hath the ayre for her part bin wautinge, with 
due sappliea of many aortea of fouleaj as the graye and 
greene plouer; ^Dm$ ducks, and mallards, red-psbancks, 
sea-wigeons, graye bitturnes, cormorantSj the white and 
graye herae, great store of sparrowes and robins (which 
haue lately bin destroyed by the catta), woodpeckers, very 
many crowes (who for a while overboldly wonderinge at the 
newe sight of men) many of them findings the cost of their 
cnriositio, the rest are now flowna away, and acldomo seene, 
only some few are sometimes found in thC' most solitary 
partes, from whence, notwithstandinge they are generally 
obaerued to tate their flight to bb, about the sunues settinge, 
bllwayea directingQ their course to the nortk-west; whence 
many (not improbably) conjecture that some vuknowen iland 
beth out thatwaye; uott farr of here are alaq, aometimes 
of the yeare, faulcons, and farfalcona, ogprayea^ and a smale 
kind of hawke, in shape and plumo like a sparrow-hawk e, 
but larger winged, and hoofers for ber praye, hke a cay-

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.strell, bat thes being but seliloms foand, are (iuafcly) thought 
tt> be only passgTigers. But abone all tliea, most ^eseruing-e 
obs^ruation and respoct are thoea two sorfces of birdea, tha 
one (from the tune of hia voice), the oblier (from the effect), 
called the cahowe^ and e^ge-bird of the which thes taafc, 
an-iueinge with the first of the springs vpon the first of 
May, a day constantly kept, falls a layeinge infinite stora 
of eggsa, vpon. certaine amale sandy ilands reserued for 
them; and so coatiaae all that monethej being all thewhils 
so tame and faarelesse that they suffer themaelaea, with 
much adoe, to be thrust of their eggesj the which, notwith- 
standingo they laye and aitfc vpon promiacuous-ly ; so that 
many tboasandeg of eofges (being a3 bigge as hsn's egges) 
are yearely eaten, aad many more would be, but that by 
stricte inhibition, they are preserved. For the cahowa (for 
so Boandes his voi'Ce)^ it ia a night hird^ and all the days 
long lies hidd in holea of the rodcs, whenca both themaeluea 
and their young are in gi-eat numbers extracted with ease, 
and proue (eapecially the young) so pleaseioge in. a dish, as 
ashamed I am to tell, how many doaen of them haue bin 
devoured by soois one of our northern stomacka, euen at 
one only meale. Some fevf other klndea of foule ther are 
also, which are nnknowen in onr partes; as the tropick 
birds, which £s an large as a. puLLstt, in COulgnr white, with 
one only very long feather in the tayle, and hath its name 
(as I think) by reason it is neuer seene, either to the north- 
ward or southward, far distant from one of the two tropicka. 
Another stnale birda ther is^ the which, by some ale-hanters 
of LondoQ sent oner hether, hath bin termed the pim- 
plicoe," for so they imagine (and a little resemblance putta 
them in mind of a place so dearely beloned), her note 
articuEatea ^ and this alaOj for the moat part, ia a bird of the

nigbt, and whenaoDuer she sing's ia too true a prophett of 
black and foule weather. And thea are the natiues of the 
ayre; to which haue bin added, by the late inhabitants, 
great store of turkeys, and abouadance of cocka and hena, 
which euery daye growe wildo; cnmbers of tame chicks, 
and some fewe geese and house-pigeons j but thes last two 
Hke not so well, for by some disagreeioge foode they kill 
themselnea. As for the beaata of the field — cowes and 
bulls, ther are which prosper esceedingly ; hogges (wherof 
some fewB wilde) in great numbers j Indian and English 
goates bkawisej but of noo great hope, for (Hko the pigeons) 
they also are found dead and dieiage in eu&ry comer j and, 
lastly, there are a late great increase of tame conyea, the 
which, being reserued in certaine empaled places about tbo 
houses, are ther fedd with the potatoe alipps, and other 
simples natiue of the place, the which they eate very 
greedely ; they fare well withall.^ Concerning vermin, and 
noyeome creaturesj many ther arc not, only ratta and catta 
(and yoa will think it strange thes two should stand to- 

famoua for cates and ale ; probahly named from its first pro- 
prietor.

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getter) &re too common ; tlie moBcitoes and fiies also are 
iBomewliat over busie, witli a certain Indian bugga called, 
by a Spanifih appellatioa, a caca-roclie,' the wbicb, creepeinge 
into chestes and boxes, eate and defilo with tbeir dung (and 
thence their Spanish name) all they meet mth; as doalike- 
■wiBB the litle aiintj which are in the summer time in infinite 
numberBi woraiBa in the earth, and mould also, thor are 
but too many (but of theni we shall saye somewhat mor$ 
by and hy}, as likewise the graBB-hopper, and a certaine 
Eommer-sioginge great flie, the aoi-e token of the esta- 
blished springe (and in that respect aa the English night- 
ingale and cckoe), whose loud note very much resemblinge 
the whirlo of a spindle, hath caused bers.elfe thereby to b& 
called the good-huswife.^ For venemons creatures ther are 
none at all knowen ; the serpent, anake, adder, toade, nor 
any of those kindes wer euer seene there; certaine spiders, 
indeed, of a very large size, are found hangeinge vpoo the 
trees; but insteade of beinge dangerous, or any way 
harmefull {as in other places), they are hers of a moat 
pleasiuge and beautifull aspect^ all over^ as it wore, deckt 
with eilnerj goldj and perle ; and their wehba (woven in. 
the Bomraer vpon trees) are found to be perfect ailck, and 
that as well in respect of substance as conlour, and so 
stronge they are generally, that birds bigger, and by mnch 
strong'er than eparrowes, are often taken and snarled ia 
them as in uetts.. 

But aboue all the rest of the elements the sea is found 
most aboundantly liberall to thos ialaads j hence hane they 
as much excellent fish and of a much varietye most easily 
taken as any place in the world j the most of which being 
vnknowcn to our more northerly partesj haue lately gotten 
them names, either from their shapes or conditions, as the

large rock Bsb, from hia like hewe, and haimtinge araouug 
the rockes ; "ttie fatte hog-ge fisli, from bis swine-like sbape 
and Buoute (for this is not the old koowen tog-ge fishe with 
prickles on kis back) ; tliB delicate amber fish, from his tnst 
and smell ; angell fish ; coqj fish, the smale yellowe tayle, 
from that oaturall paiijtBitige ; the great grouper^ frotu hia 
odde and Btrang-e gruntinge ; with many other kindes, some 
of them knoweo to the Americans oalyj aa the porguiae^ the 
cavallo, the garrfishj the rest in common to theui with 
other continentg, as they are in parallel with them^ as the 
whalsj the sharke, the pilote fish, the sea-breamej the 
oyster, the lobster; and, for the amphybjangj the tortoise, 
with diners other tedeous to reherse.^ And thus bane you 
briedy epitomized mother Daturc<s benehcence towards this 
Bpott of earth. Neither wer it ingenuitie in me to conceale 
the perticulera wherin she shewea hereelfe inclinable to the 
step daiDe, especially since they are so fewe and gentle as 
may, indeed, rather Beeme fitte and necesBarye antidotBa to 
preserue against idlenesse and for the quickKiining of in- 
dustry, than any true cause of great trouble, much lease 
dispayere, and of thes ther are only two, the wiudea and 
the WOrmea (for as for their not haueiuge atreames qf fresh 
water, the streightnesse of the place and the situation 
therof, can in no possibilitie allowe it), and yet are they in 
most places very sufficiently sapplied with wells, not aboue 
a fadotue deepe, whereinto through the sandy redd sojle 
the sea-water beiiog vented, and, as it wer, strayned through 
Icaninge its saltnesae behinde, becomes very fresh, sanorye, 
and holsome.^ For the windes, for two moneths space in 
the auturae, and aa many in the spring, they blowe with ex- 
traordinary boystrousnessB, and therby do greatly offend

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the toQsea on the land, tlia ships in the harboursj and oft 
times blast tte -winter crops of corne (for tho ilands haae 
two haruests jearely) , tearinge the tobacco and other plants. 
The wormea (which many timesj especially vpon frequent 
easterns gal^a, are found in wonderoiia number) do eodenly 
deuore both corne, tobacco, and almost euery greene tliinge. 
And thus conditioned rest thes small ilands, in the midst of 
a hnga mains oceaHj whoso violence ia borne of and broken 
in their north east side by infinite numbers of vncertains 
rocks being shallowely hidd for three leagues out at aea. 
Ab to the southwards of them is found a continued ledge of 
the 5aD3e mettall -witbin, balfe leag-ue of the shore, serueiuge 
to the same purpose on that side, tbe which betwixt them 
(leauioge noe open approach to any part of the shore which 
vessels of any burthen, aaue onely through thoea two chan- 
nella which gentEy and peaceably eonueye the benefitt of 
the sea throu^di the straight and narrows mouthes of the 
two harbours into the large boaome of the firme and rocky 
earth) prone therby so terrible and sure a fortification 
against all inuaaiue attempts that wayc, as by hauoinge 
some art added vnto them at the harbours mouthos bIdcq 
the plantation, they cauae the whole peece to become as 
fully impregnable, and aa easily to be defended against any 
eimemye as (I think) any one in that natnre of Christiau- 
dame< Aa for the health and genorall salubritye of the 
place, I doubt not to afiirme but that ther is not a pai-t of 
the world that can escell it, fewe eqnall it. I deny not but 
that at the first entrance of newe commers moat of them for 
a while are troubled with a gentle flux, and some ther are 
that neuer recouer it, but (by its groweiuge into extremitye) 
purge out their lives with all ; but tbia generally worcks 
thus only vpon such diseased bodyes as consist only of cot- 
Tuptionj wherby it seemes that the qualetye of tho ayro is 
either to cure or kill quickly. For the serenitie, it may aa 



traely be sayd of these ilands aa euer it was of the Ehoodea^' 
that ther ]S Qoe one day througli-out the yeare but that in 
some houre therof the sunne lookas eleairelj' and smilingly 
out Tpou them ; stinckinge and infectioues micta are neoer 
seen, nor the coffe and reumatie nnknowen. For their tem- 
perature, it ia admirablBj noe eolde ther is beyonde an 
Engligh Aprill, nor heate much greater than a hotfc Jaly in 
France. And thus haveing presented you with the furni- 
ture and trimme of this little theatre,, not poetically and in 
fiction, bnfc in truth and reahtyCj we will nowe prpceede to 
the narration of aueh representation a as hare bin acted 
vpou it since the disconery aad plantation. 

It was not long after Columbus his fatall discovery of 
America and particularly of the Weat-Indies, but that the 
Spaniards, who had as Inckely embrased this offer, aa the 
Portugalls, and our Henry the 7th, improvidently neglected 
it, in their voiages to and againe from thes part&g, fell 
within the sights and gome of them [to their coaf.) vpon the 
rocks and sholes of tbes shores : which the first, a Spanish 
ehipp called La Bermuda, wrecked vpon tham and by the 
losso of her salfe, bequeathed her name to the (vntill then) 
Qameleaae Hands :^ whether her people saved themselves by

Tpon 
which grouudSj ioynedwith some intelligences (astheygaye) 
out of Spayne it eeife^ a report hath bin raysed of a great 
treasure, that should be liidd tber abouta, which hath caused 
divers greedy eearches ; which all of them hitherto have 
provBd vaine and effect-lease. And truely this place hath 
alwayes bin very adverse to the approaches of the Spainards, 
whence it is in aa anger by them atyJed the llande of DeviLls, 
and by ther marriuers therfora to this daye shunned and 
avoyded as much or more than their Vtopiun purgatory. 

Besides thes, I find also that one Henry Maye, an 
Englishman, wag Ul welcomed hether by the rots (by 
reason it may be that he came in a French bottome which 
wracked vpon them) but be bimselfe and most of his com- 
pany wer spai'ed ; and so scaped home, to tell the tydeingea 
both of his owno fortune and tho fortune of the place. And 
thna farr of such pilgrimSj who in their peregrinations, 

heen kaown to him, would 'be correctly informed. Heneca, Bays, Thia 
iBland was called Bermuda, or La Garza, because the captain who dis- 
covered it was called Juau Bermudez, and Iiis Teiael La Garza" {flerrera, 
Dec, iv, lib, ii, cap. vi). I have gliowu in ajy MemQriais of Beramda 
that this m-nst have iDeen earlier than 1511, aud thtreftitfc before the 
visit of Oievdo in 1515.

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being cast upon this Tnaydeo earth, fled from her embraces, 
and with all the speed thoy could retirecl themselves. Here- 
after Tve treats of thoes who by the Hfce accidentsj comeing 
to have a sight and knowledge of herperfectionaj have ac- 
cepted the offer, and taken her to wife (aa it wer) hj a 
willing'e and ioyfuU residence. And this was in the yeara 
1609, when the Virginian Company at London. perceiveingB 
that by the slack and lame supplyes of former times (which 
alwayea came droopeingly on) that plantatiaa went rather 
backwards than forwards (being a worckj to apeake truth, 
■which to bring it to perfection requirea the power and purae 
of a monarch) resolved to fall somewhat more lively and 
snbstantially to the busainesse j they therefore rigged and 
set out for that voiagB eight sajle of ahipps, whose cheife 
Cqmmandoura w&r, Sir Thomas Gatos, for the land-service ; 
Sir George Sommers and Captaine Newport for the sea. 
This fleete putticg-e out from England, kept fayre!y together 
from the 15th of May vntil the 23rd of July, when 
(being gotten op much about the heighte of the AQores or 
W&sterne Hands) ther sodenly arose 30 terrible and strong 
a tempest of wind and weather as forced them to a dispar- 
Bion and every one to shift for themaelvea. In which storme 
the Admirallj called the Seaventnrej wherein moat of the 
commandoars were, being a shipp of three hundred tunnes^ 
loat sight of the rest, and by the violence and extremitye of 
the weather was carryed farr to the south-ward, at what 
time spiinginge a leake and so maine a one as that she had 
nine foote depth of water in her hold, she became everye 
honre ready to founder in the seaj all her men being vtterly 
Hpent with want of rest, and cootinaall bayleinge and pampe- 
inge. Being- in thia hard plight ap-d almoat come to vtter 
dispayre. Sir George Sotnmers who satt bound vpon the 
halfe deck condeinge the shipp^ to her moat eaas from the

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blowes of the billowe, vnespecEodly discoticrs and crycs oat 
Land : this sodaiue wolcomo news hurryeth all men aboue 
hatches to looke out and see, what tbey could scarce belieuej 
so that improuidently forsakeinge that taste which imported 
them Tioe lesse than their Hues, they gaue such aduantage to 
their greedy enemyej the Bait water, which mainely entred 
fit the large breach of their wooden castle, as that in gapeinge 
after life^ tbey had well nigh swallowed their death : but 
being vrg'ed and brought faact ag^ame to their fortner de- 
fence, by the better settled discretion of their commaDdoura^ 
they thereby kept themselvea aboue water with very much 
adoSj the cra2;6ie shjp beitig th^ whiUt haatiied to har full 
speed by the spreadinge of all her canaaa before a fresh and 
lusty gale of wind, and thus drew they nere the shore, to 
the great comfort of the ignorant paasengera ; but with the 
skillfuU and understaadinge marrinonr (who by th.ia time 
was come to a perfect knowledge of the place and the dan- 
gers of it), restinge aa much horror and diapayre aa euep 
before; yet findings noe better euasion and reaoluing-e to 
see a quick end, they determined if it was possible to thrust 
in the shipp upon a smale aaody bay, which lay fayrest to 
their eye, but before they came nere it by three leagues, 
they struck upon a rock the which they rubbed over, and 
tben preaeotly vpon another, from wHouce alao (e^ipectioge 
from enery blowa a death), they wer violently carried be- 
twixt two rocks and ther stuck fast. The shyp being thus 
luctely lodged, and lieing upright a^ if she bad bin on the 
fltocksj behold sodenly the wind giuea waye to a calmej and 
the billowes, wbidi els by ouer-rakeing of her would haue 
shivered her in peeces^ bocomes peaceable and quiet, so that 
with great conveniencye and ease they unshypped all their 
goods, TictaaSlg, and persons into their botes, and with ex- 
treame ioye, almost to amazednesae, arrived all of them in 
s»fetye on the shore, without losse of auythinge, saue the 
shyp only. 
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Being tTiaa gotten on drye-landj with thsir furnitrre and 
prouiaioDj eueiy man presently becfins to playe a seuerall 
part, for the good of the whole i some looked out for fish 
which, enen offerod themselues to thoir hands : others to 
catch birdea and foulea, who likewise with their multitudes 
and tftmenease wearied the catcher with being caught; the 
reat contriued cahbins to koepo themaelueB from weather, 
which was a taske as easily performed as the other by 
reasoQ of the store of palmitoe leaneSj most proper for that 
turnej and the iiei'enegse of woode. The whilst the wisest 
and most prouident among them bestowed a curiona search 
for fresh water, the which alao, haveing digged but a 
smale depth into the howeHa of the earth, at the very 
first easaye, flowed out upon them, to good satisfaction. 
And thu3 rested they the first nig-ht, dureing the which 
wer first found (by such whose turnes fell out to watch 
whilst others slept) the wilde natiue hoggs of the Hands ; 
who sentingo thea newe commers, and eapecially some 
tame hue swine, that they had preserved and landed with 
them, came presently to sea in the darck what newes they 
had broaghfc with themj by which meanea, the nest daye, an 
eager chase began for the takeing of thes wild gamej and 
ttsrby tnatiy of th&m killed and maoy more discouvered : 
BO that by reason of the pleasure of the place, and their 
present ease and plenty the most of the company began to 
growe into snch a content and carelessuesse, that tiot only 
they seemed to forgett all former perills, but even to neg- 
lect the curea. due to a future retume and remoue ; only 
the commandoura and some fewe of the ckiefe, that dis- 
cerned the danger on the ono side and the losse of repu- 
tution on the other, meditated upon it; and therefore con- 
triveinge their shyp-bots into the form of a pinnace, with 
a deckj a good njast and sayle, some compases, and very 
well victualled ; certaine to the number of fourteen of 
their most resolute men, aduenttired to make a voiage of 
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adnisse to Virginia, and so from thence to bring a shyp, 
for the conreyeioge of them thether. But of thia, neither 
bote nor men wer euer heard of. 

After ten moBethea abode and expectancs nf them, there- 
fore, by ths rest of tho company, in the nawa diacouerod 
ilanda, th© eommandours toke a resolution to make that 
good of theiuaelves which they diapayred to &nd from 
•othera : and so being furnished by the Hands, they framed 
two Bmala pinnacea of ceedar, which, being" fioiBhed, and 
abouudautly supplied with pondered porck, line turtles, 
salted btrdeg, and fish, which the place afforded them of her 
owne natureSj they at lastj all of them, ahypped themaelnes 
for Virginia: only two of the campaay (seeming to be in 
lone with the ease and plpaaare of the place) hideinge 
themeelues in the woodes vpon the time of departure^ 
And by tioe m&ana to be found (as it wer to keeps possea- 
sion of the place for the rest that wer afterwarde to come), 
wer left behindo : their names wer Christopher Garter, and 
Robert Walters : butj how-soeuer, this was the publicke 
apprehension of tbeir staye: the secret was, that the sea 
and land-commandours, being alienated one frotn atiother 
(a qualetye oner common to the English), and falne into 
jealousies.), ther was produced, not only a separation of the 
company (even in thia extremitie, euen m thia stretght 
place)j bnt an affection of disgraceinge one another, and 
Croasingfl their deaignea, HO that thes two men, deauing 
notorionaly to Sir Geo. Sommera hia side, and improuidently 
baaeing slipt in some actions that gaae adnantages against 
themseluea to the other parties, they were eagerly sought 
out to receiuB sharpe rowardea; neither could Sir G-eorge 
otherwise preuent it, than by giueing them this direction of 
atayeioge secretly behind, makeing them a faithfull promisa 
that he would speedily retume to their releife, the whicb 
(aa you shall see horeafter) be sone made good vnto them : 
an accident qnestioulesse, not without any especiall hand 
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from Heauen; jt &o in the iaterim, the place and the 
worth of it might the better be discerned, and a returoe 
nourished. It waa not loDg before thes two pinnaces thua 
franghted arnved safely {n Virginia, wher they found the 
colony in laach diatresae of victuall; bo that the ouer-plaa 
of tbsir soDimer iknds store relieaed many, aod saued 
some linBB. 

But Sir Goovge Sommers moditating' a retume iuto' thes 
ilatids, as well by reason of his protniae to thoes two left 
behind, as vpoa an affection lie carryed to the place it selfe, 
under a pretence of fetchinge newe releife from thence for 
the languiBhingfl Virginia colony, in a short time made a 
seconde voiage thether^ wher he found hia two friends both 
aliue and lustyCj and from them receiued farther light of 
the commodities of the soyle, the which, ioyned with hia 
first inclination, so inflamed him as it is well knowen (and 
wittnesae that part of Sands his Tribe, called by him Som- 
mers-seate*), that he resolued vpon a plantation, though 
it wer but by tbs purae and meanea of himselfe and bis 
freinda. When labouringe in thea desires, it pleased God 
to Base him of them, and all others, by takeing him ont of 
this world to hia mercye; and diein^ upon the iland of 
St. George's^ and at that very place wher the cheife towne 
and residence of the goiiarnours is since erected and esta- 
! blisbedj hia heart and bowels wer ther buried, a greflt 
croase of wood being pitched ouer his graue, which re- 
mained ther vntilj about eight yearss after. Captain Butier 
being chosen and sent ouer gouernour of the ilands, come- 
ing to the knowledge and sight of it^ and mislikeinge the 
smale respect showed to the memory of soe true and 
noble a deeemour, of hia own cost caused a smale monu- 
mental tombe to be framed ouer it, tho fabrick whereof 
rather expressed his present meanea, and the meianea of the 
place, then either the deceased's deserts, or his owne desires. 
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As for the t^at of h>3 corps, it was carried into Eogland 
secretly putt vp into a ceder chest, and so putt abord the 
shypj for othcrwisH it had not bio possible to haue wonna 
the superstitiQus toarriners to the receipt of it within bard, 
who (as all knowe) hold the portage of dead bodyea ex- 
troamely, prodigiously, omrainous. 

Sir George Sommera thus dicing-, howsoeuer his last 
charge to tlie captaine of the shyp, and some other of the 
cheife was to returne into Yirgiaia with thpir Tclieue, yet 
the greatest part, which ia generally the vnworthy, f&areinge 
to be stayed ther, and (as uoe where contented) longing to 
be at home againe, forced the rest (who, perhaps, wers not 
80 thoroughly resolued as became them) to shape their 
course for England ; So that once ag-ain ttes ilaiids had bitl 
left desolate, had it not bin for one of those two formerly 
left behind, named Christopher Carter (who, for the fact 
onlydeseruea to be personally mentioned), who being verely 
perswaded that Sir George Sommera had taken some order 
with his friends in England, and had made some prepara- 
tions for a plantation, he would by noe meanes be induced 
to a returne with the rest, but vowed a longer staye, 
although it wer by himselfe alone, the which vnvsuall re- 
Bolution moued them all, bat especially it wrought vpon the 
huiDOQra of two (ona of which had bin Six George's aor- 
uant), so that at last they offored themaelyea to be the 
cumpagnions of hia fortuneSj the whioh, being toUerated 
by the rest, and accepted of by him : the ship departea, 
and leaues thea three behind. 

Not long it was before the home-minded company had 
their wished desire by a safe footeing in England (for the 
westerne voiages, howsoeuer they are generally lopg and 
todions outward, yet, for the moat parfc, in the returne are 
faaorable and quick), noe soner are they ther, bat euery 
man tells abroad, and eucry whor rnmoura bis trauailss and 
aduentures; and as trauailours war they heard and not 
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belieaedf only some of the most teraiieratG and discreet 
(viiderstandeiogo tiic benefit af the place, and weig^liinge 
the impoftancye), wisely mado choice of more charitable 
eares to powre theii' intolH^'-cucaa into, ao that thcrby 
diners of eojinencye aud muck (especially of the Virg-iniaa 
Company, who rig;htly apprehended tha aydefall vininitie 
of the place to that colony of thers), began not only to 
hoailcen to the reporteSj but at last to propound a course 
of experiment^ and ao resolued vpoti a genorall parse 
(ivhich could not bo much aenneable of it) to send ouer 
thethcT for the discoUDry aoiiie voliiutary men, who wer to 
be entised with hope of gaine; and to he conducted by 
some such commandour, as was GttBst for the present, and 
as would serue them vpon generall tQarmeg and hopes. 
After two yeavcs' cousiiltiition, thorefove, they rigged up a 
Biniile shyp called the Plough-, and inanning her with about 
fiftie passengers of all Bortes, they made choice of one 
Mr, Moom (by hia trade a carptinter, but an GxcelliLige 
master of hia art), to be thtfir cominandour j a man car- 
tftinly who, had He but bin educated aaswerably to the 
capacitye of his mind and speritt, would hare e^prosscd 
hiciiselfe very worthtjiy, since, when clogged with the im- 
pedimenta of an vnrulye companyj and want of authoritye 
to beare him nut (for as yet the king's letters patents wer 
Hot procured for the enableinge of their Commisaion) ho 
liath, notwithstandins^ej left behind him in thoes partes 
many testireionyes, both of his aufficieiicye and honosty^ 
But, ^or a while, we will leave him and his company at 
Boaj to aee how our triumviri left in the Sommer Iland.s 
bestowed themselves in the mean time, dureing their solitniy 
abode ther. 

The shyp that brought them in, being tbna out of the 
harbour and past ken; thca three (for the time tlie only 
tordes of tlie ilauds) began their common wealth for a 

c 
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whilQ with ec|;nall and brotherly regencye : and first of all 
tlioy fell to clearein^ of some ground, plaiitmge of come 
and acttirige of pompionaj aa their groundworck; nest for 
coBueniencyCj they began to cutt dowoe timber, saweing 
of hordes and plannckg to make them oabbinSj thon a 
feelinge superfluityo and wealth, they raiiko a priuye 
search into euery nooke and corner of the craggia rocks 
for whataoeuer of vahie the open armed ocean had for a 
long time conuayed thether and secretly horded up, so 
that at length (answerable to their wish and paines) they 
chauncod vpon the goodlyeat and greatest peeco of Amber- 
Grec6 that the world is knoweu eaer yet to have had 
in one lampe ; and nowe are they become rich folke ; and 
eo to bo pi'oude, and from being proude to bo ambitious, 
and from that into a contempt one for another, and a 
desiro of snper-emineneys ; fla that lastly (being only thi-ee 
forloroo men in a uarrowe desolate place, three thoosand 
miles from their natiue conntry and to their knowledga 
in noo hkly-boode of euer recoueringe of it) they fell into 
a most hott and violent contention for superioritye and com- 
mande ; so that ri^uickly they came from wordcis to bloweaj 
beitige sometime by tha earea and at cuffsj about the 
dressing of their victuailSj in which fitt one of them being' 
scufHinge with his felJowe is bitten by his owne dogg, as 
if the dombe beast (like Balaams assp) wonld reproue tha 
madnesse of hia master. One "while, wonld they begin a fierca 
combatt in their bote at fisbinge, and with their oarea 
strike one another oner board ; another while chalendgea are 
delinercd for tho feildo, thc-r to tryo it out witli their swordes, 
likely enough to a sharpo cntcrtainmentj but that allwayes 
in tbia case the third man became a stickler (as affectingo 
rather to liu.a among enemies, for so wer they nowe, than 
by losoing them to Hue all alone) and kept away their 
weapons. And thus iu this desolate place aod miserable 
fuahion lined thes three poore men, for the space of full two 
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yeares without heareing tlie least neWes frow Englaudj so 
that their cloathfls were all worne and falne away ft-om thair 
backs, and their hopHS of farraiogo reliefo as niikGd as their 
bodies. At last they bogaue a little to recoaer their wittS, 
and eoncludeinge a tripartite peace of their matachina'' warre> 
they resolved to frame as btgge and coauenient a bote as 
they wer possibly able, and therin to make a desperate 
attempt for Hew-found-laad, and ao with the fishiage fleets 
to gett to their country ; bnt uoa loner wer they entred 
into this apprehensiacj but they descried a sayle, atandioge 
for the ilauds, when halfo oHcr ioyod, (though neither kaowe^ 
inge what she waSj nor what she would) they determine 
themselves happy in her howsoouer, and haatinnge thua 
to moot with her, to the accomplishment of their wiah, 
she ia foand to be English, being the Ploufjh, that manned 
■with Mr. Mogre and his Cqmpanyj lustdly furrowed the 
maine towardes the shore ; and. sone after entringe the 
harbour of St. Georgea, to a mutuall ioye, ther earns to au 
anchor. And tbua at length, wo hauo load yOU to the pOlTlt 
of a plantation^ so that hence-^forward wo must epeake of 
a kinde of settled gouemment, and formall constitution,

TliGS newe guests being thps cornB in and findiaf^'e 
their tliree resident comitrytnenj not only JiKue aad lustye, 
liiit well stored with diuera aortes of prauisions; fia an acre 
of good corne ripo and ready for the gatheroar : aanibers 
of porapions, Indian bcanes, many tortoises ready taken j 
and good store of hogge-flesli salted aad made into flitches 
of bacon, wer exceedeinge cheikred, and putt in life ; and 
BO presently fell to landioge both, of goods and persons 
iu a smale iland npon south side of the harbours 

chancllj the which at this time carryeth the name of Smithes 
iland^ in honnour of Sir Thomas Smith, who was then, as he 
is yetp tho gOUeruotir of the company m England,^ 

It was not long after their landinge [either by chaunco 
and in iest, as some sayOj or rather, as I conceiue by the 
sequellj upon some priuate intelligence), but that Mr. Mooro 
the gouernouf talceioge one of three insalera aside (being of 
the most masterfull speritt auioog them, and so had proued 
himaelfe), bogan to enquire of him what amber ffreece, parle, 
and other commodities he and his fellawea had fonnd, 
dureinga theire two yearea habitatiou ; when the fellowo 
(as well witty as masterful!, and noo lesse couetons. than 
witty), with a sondaine confidence made answer, that for his 
owne part he had fonnd none of any of thea, mary what 
bis consorts had done he know not: yet in time and by 
occasion he doubted not to gett it out ffom them, if any 
Buch thing wer, and then would he not fayle to disconer 
it, and this he spake to winne times and meanes to con- 
ferre with tho other twoj doubtinge least otherwisBj if tho

assnreinge themj that otherwise (for eo it wag eoidently the 
goaemours hastie and eager inquisition) they should totally 
be depriued of their riche purchase of amber greeCQ and all 
that they had ; wheraSj if they would followe hia directiona, 
he doubted not but to conunye both it and themaelues 
into England by the return of the shyp then in harboui-j 
and therby to remains for euer after made men. This 
was easily (as you may bolieue) consented vntOj so that 
thinckiog euery honro an ago vntiil it was brought into 
action, they found it necessary (for the closer conaeyence) 
to acquaint with their horde one Daiiis, the master of the 
shyp, and one Mr, Edwin Kendal] (a gentleman that had 
ahyp'fc himselfe for the uoyaga upon southerly hopes), tell- 
in^e thera, how that haueiiige gotten into their handea a 
great quantitio of amHer-greece, to tbo waight of about nins 
score pounds, they wBr willinge and readye to make them 
partners in their fortune, prouided, that they would afford 
them their assistance for the ffeeing of it from the gouer- 
nors vigilant eye, by the secret carrying of it abord, and 
prone tme sharers to them, when they came home. This 
was the bayte that thea gaped after : bo that without farther 
ceremonyj the olfer is acceptedj the match absolutely oon- 
oludcd onj the plotfc laydj and the time and place sett downe 
for the receiuing and conueyance of it into the &hyp : but 
wbilst they attended the appointed boiire to giue life to their 
ententions^ one of tho thrco insulers {the very same man %vho 
as you heard occasioned the otkei' two to stay behind ut the 
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departure of Sir George Sommerahia ehyp) whether feareiag 
soma disftatroua ouent, or miatrustinge false measure whea 
they came into England, or being of a more tender cocscienco 
than, the rest, priuily conueyed liiiiiselfe to the goueruor, 
and reueales the whole buseinesse. 

This intelligence almost equally dlsfcracfca the gonemor 
betweene hope and doubt : on tho one side ho seeth a wayo 
to wealth to the good Batisfaction of the company at home ; 
on the other he fiudes dilBcultyo in the attaineingo of it, and 
danger by dis-vnioQ of Ins people, and apparent want of 
fayth in some of theraj and thoes of the principall ; yet being 
resulned not to lose so fayre a prize for want of aduenture- 
inge, he first of all reueales himselfe to Kendall, and with 
much temperance reproues his dialoyaltye : hat being 
auswered with stoutness^ and cont&mpt he causcth hitu to 
be empriaonned, together with the same fellows whom he 
£rst questioned about it : the next Sabaotbj the loaster of 
the shyp also comeinge ashore he roundly espreasetli him- 
aelfe to him, aud chargeth him with indirect and diahanest 
courses : proteatinge that rnle^se he sp>aedely desisted 
and rectefied himselfe, he would bestowe both himaelfe 
and bis shyp. Bare ynough for their forth comminge. 
The wary master, for tho present replies but litie 
and waites upon the gouemour to the church: butbeiug 
in the midst of deuine ssruice, he riseth up, and at his 
g-oeinge forth commands his seamen to foUowe him ; who 
obeyeing, they goe altogether sodainely abord his ahipp, 
wher he encourageth them to stand to him like men ; and 
tella them, that hia meaneingo ia to frees Kendall and the 
Othsr from imprissanmBnt ; to ceaze upon tho ambor-greece, 
and so to be gone. The gouernour heareinge of this reso- 
lution determineth also to stande vpon kis guarde, and with 
his land-meu to repulae force with force, ao that a generall 
expeutanco of an vii-ciuiU eiuil! warre posseseth euery man ; 
as if the deuill, the author and fftthcr of diuisioo, enraged 
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with a lifcely-hootle of a christian plantation, plotted the sup- 
pirinting of it, by phiyeing his first master-peece tliis way ; 
hut this thrcataniugc gust passed ouer wore cahnely thau 
was looked for ; for Dauis, through want either of a daueiiig 
speritt, or a good cause, or both, shriinck ia his head, and the 
next day, in a delected fashinn (aa the customo of such de- 
linquents is) mediated and supplicated for a recoDcilement : 
the which the good nature of tho goueruoni' easily yeelded 
vnto: 80 that a peace on all sides is concluded, and 
Xsiidall also released OUfc of prisgn : only the othei" re- 
maincth under command as heing a fellows much suspect- 
ed, and therefoTe ill affected by the goueruour : and 
therefore so held restrained for the most pact of his gouem- 
meot : and thusj also^ the most part of the ambcr-grocco was 
recouered ; aqme peecss odly ther wet, the which haueiug-e 
falne into Kendalls fingringe wer {either by the ignorance 
or conmuencB of the gouemojir) by him stolne ouer into 
Eog-land ; and "with which ho made his voiage, although 
not without molestation of the compauyj who afterwards 
came to an incklinge of it. 

This disturbinge bmbblo thus passed ouar, and the shyp 
that brought him in. cleared of the harbour, and carryiuge 
away with her Kendall and aoraa other of the discontentSj 
the gouernour, who had remoued his seate from Smith's 
Hand to St, GeorgeSj for the coramoditie and nerenesse 
of the fresh water; after he had fitted up some smalo 
cabbing of Palmitoe leauea for himselfe, his wife, and some 
fewe others, in that vally wher nowe standea the prime 
towne of the iknda, he began to applye himaclfe to per- 
forme some what of fortification at the harbours triouthssj 
and choose to settle hia first worck vpou the point of a 
Bmale iland lieing on the north-side of that channel that 
leadetb into St. Georges harbour, wher he cutts out a pJatt- 
forine, and planted some ordinance to good purpose. This 
ilaud was aince tearmed Pcniatones Island, and the fort. 
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which hahh bin nlso alterctJ (as we shaU heave) by CupUiae 
Ttictor, is BOW called Pagotts Fort, m honnor of tliu Lord 
Fagettj whoe ia one of the company.' 

The Goueruoiir beinp tlius busied (ami as the neceasitie 
of tfie time required), keepeiug ]iig m&u hard to their work, 
tho minister that came oucr Tvith him, who was a Scottish- 
man, and UEimcd Ktatb, whether it wer by the secret 
proaocation of some idle drones of the company, that grew 
weary of their taskcs ; or bhut, in hig owne nature, ho 
delighted to be in a snarlciugo opposition with eucry ouo 
in place ouer him, or that ho utfeutud pupularitie, aud 
thonght by thia course to effect it; this clergie man, I 
saye, contrary to his coate and profession, begina to bussoH 
vp himae'lfi?, aud to fal! into tearmes with tho gouemour, 
and at last proceeded so far, as publickly in tho pulpit (the 
which too many of them libuse to the ventingo of their 
piivate spIocnB) he vpbray^d him with Esueritie, nayo 
crueltye, tellinge him in.plaiu tearmes (but yet iu Scripturo 
phrase) that he did grinde the face of the poore, and 
oppresse hia Christian brethren with Pharaoths taxes, 
Tseing very many mutinous aud tiii'bulent wordea to that 
purpose, that mig-ht, in all Hkclyhoode, enrage the auchtora, 
und stirre npe the people against the innoceut roan. To 
cleave himselfe, therefore, from thes vncharitable and 
wotindeing imputations, calHnjr'e all the company together, 
lio aont for the sayd minister, and bcforo them all repeated 
the charge and accusations that by him had hoen publickly, 
from BO respectfitll a place, throwne vpon him, wishinge 
them all freely to deliuer therasolves, whetbt-r thoes vrg^t-d 
sug'geationa wer due to him or noE; whervpon,, by a very 
vaiuersall crye, was affirmed the coiitrary; in so much, that 
Keathe himsclfe (findeinge, fts it should seeme, that he had 
Hiissed his mark, or, perhaps, feeleinge sotno kind of re- 
morse), kneoleingc down before them all, openly confessed

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thet lie had done liim wrong, and most humbly craued to 
be forginen ; but the gouemour, hastelyo rieeinge out of hia 
cbayer, with the tearea eaen tricklynge downe liis cheekes, 
takeicg- him vp in hia armes and i"ayseiug;6 hiui vp, myd, 
I doe not expect thia kueeleioge at your handes, Mr, Keatb, 
nop foi- any such askeinge of forgiuenesae of me, pray to 
God for itj learue to atneud, and hereafter vse the reuoreiid 
placo you hold with more modesty and charitie,^ At the 
same time, also, or not lon^ after, and perhaps from tho 
same occasion, diners othei' diacouteots loanifosted thEira- 
selves; and expostulations began boldly to be made by 
some about thoir boiuge so bard kept at work ; but the 
gouerooor, in good time, apprehendinge the ill that might 
issue from soch a fountain, sodainely caused two of tho 
cheafe Ct'^'^'g the mouthes of the rest) to be made prisou- 
ners ; and although he well tnewe that hia coraisaion ex- 
tended not so far, nor ment he to ti-anacend it, yet, to 
make a shewej and breeds tgrrour, he caused twelve men to 
be empanuelled vpon them, who (because, as tboy aayd 
themeelvee, they could not tell what to make of it) referred 
it wholy to the gouernonr himselfe ; whervpoQ, giucinge it 
out with great earncstnesse (to the great terror of tho 
pooro fellowesj in so much aa one of them fell into a fitt 
of a dead palsie with all) that thoy should both be hanged, 
the whole company, in very humble and dutifnlll fashion, 
begged their Hues (which he neuer ment to take), and so at 
last, with a great deale of seeminge much adoe, after Bome 
weekea of emprisonmenfc, they wer both of them sett at 
liberfciej and proved very true labourers, and respectfull 
men ever after.^ These cracks beiug thus stjmeotud, the

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Gonomour falls a fresh to his worcks, and eontinaall chearea 
Hp his mon with good wordeB_, and promises of payo, out of 
England J so that, hauinge made the plattforme at Pagetts 
Fort somewhat semiceable for matter of offence, weightnge 
two pieces of artillerye, with much adoe, out of the ruines 
of the Sea-vEnture, he planted one of them vpon a little 
iland opposite to Pagetts Fort, and the other he mounted 
npon a rock which commanded the monbh of the weet 
ha.rboiirj called the Gumetta Head, ther to make a shewe 
for the time, and to seme in some smale atecd^ viitill he 
could prouide better. After this he prepares timber, and 
rayaeth the mould of a framed church ;. but bob sooner waa 
it pinned together, bat that (partly by reason of negligence 
in some entrusted worckmenj but especially throngh the 
ouer-bleake iiteinge it vpon a Iiill, by the nest great wind 
it waa ouerthrowne j so that that attempt being giuon oner, 
in steed thereof was erected & church of Pultnitoe leaues, 
and with the ruynes of the other the gouernour framed a 
pretye hansome house contriued into the fashion of a crosHCa 
the which, by the convenient disposition therof, sufficiently 
expressed him an artist in that kind, as being nowe in hia 
true element. And this frame serneth aptly vnto this day 
for the entertainraeot of the gouefnoarg in succession ; «nd 
in this house the gouemour carefully layd up that largo 
lurape of amber-greece, which (as you beard) be had dis- 
couered at his first landinge, the which, not long after, 
togcthei" with tho house and ail that waa in it, was in great 
danger to bade bin burned to agbes, bad not the governours 
wife herselfo (her husband being at the same time abroad 
els wher), and some one or two more, nimbly bestirred 
theraaelnea. And tbua bestowed, was the first part of the 
gouemonra first yeare. 

But in the inteirim, the company in England haueing re- 
ceiucd a sure intelligence, by the returne of the Plough, 
of tho estate and condition of the ilandsj with tke safe 
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arriaall of their people theit aod especially tlje clieareiugo 
relation of the araber-^reece, qaictly resolued vpou a speedy 
secondiiigo snpply for that colonye ; and to this they wer 
the speedier indocedj hy reason of some distroats they 
tooke of the Spaniards soudaine Bupplantinge of it in its 
birth (as nofc likely to endure patiently such a tbonie in his 
West Indies aides), bub especially for the fetchinge awayo 
of the amber-greece, the which they could neusr beleane to 
be their owne, vntill they had it vnder their owne lock and 
key; and, to say trufcbj this curious care was not altof^etlier 
vunecessary : for the fore -mentioned Danis and Eendall 
(haueinge receiued from the adueuturers, as tlicy well de- 
Bemed, somo disgusts^ hut bob contentnieut) secretly pro- 
iected to inafce a voyage thether once more, and by one 
meanes or other, although it wer euen by the murther of 
their countnmen fcher (as one of their associafccs afterwards 
confessed), to poasesae themseluea of the amber-greece ; to 
which purpose they priuily hired a smale barck in the west- 
country ; but as thoy wCre thoroughly prouiding themSelues, 
and euen ready to sett furth, the two prime men, Kendall 
an-d Dauis, fell foulsj and were almost together by the ears 
about the aharelage of the prize which was yett farre 
juough from them ; like the poore man who would uecdes 
Bt'll the bcMts-skin before he had the beast : so that whilst 
they were standeiug-e vpon thea tearmes, the adventurers 
came to the knowledge of their eutended voiage, and 
thervpon presently procured a purseueaut to be sent for 
Dauis, who, hearing of it, conuayed himselfe into Ire-land, 
and hath not since bin seona in England, and Kendall also 
retired himselfe out of the waye. 

Tho adventurers being thus rid of this feare, goe on 
liuely with tlier resolned supply : and to that end they hire 
and sett forth a smale shyp culled the EHsabeth, the which, 
haueing thirtie passengers in her, aud a good supply, ar' 
I'iued in the ilands in the depth of winter, and about nino 
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monUis after tbo goueroours first landiug^o.'- At hei- eooaB- 
iuge in, abe fouud the gouernoui- busied about the raystficge 
of a foure-square frainQ of timber vpon a hig-h hill ouer- 
toppcinge the towno of St. Georges to the westwai-ds, to 
serue for the discouery of sKippinge vpon the coast j tho 
which worcke tho gouci-coup accounted for his maator- 
peece, and wag earueatfy affected to haue it carry kis owne 
naiiiGj and to be culled Moorea mouut, altboush (aa we 
shall see hereafter) it proued not long-Hued, being turned 
vp by tho rootcs with a huT-icatioej or whirlewiad. This 
ahypj thQ Elwabeik, was especially sect to fetch liome the 
whole qiiantitie of amber-greece ; but the goueniour wisely 
apprehending that it waa that chiefly which was the Ada- 
mant that drew on Boppliea from Eogland, which he feared 
would, after the partiuge, be greatly neglected, by noe 
meanaa would be induced to part with more than a third of 
it, prfitgndinge that it waa tnuch indiacretiOtl to aduep,ture 
all in one bottome-, and altogGther contrary to the fashion of 
merchimta ; but Ihia act waa generally ill apprehended by 
the aduentarera (who endure not to haue their orders con- 
trouerted, especially in the point of haueinge); and it waa 
in part an occasion of somo fartht^r brc-acheaj which not 
long after ensued betweene them and the gouemonrj and 
thus thys shyp, after a smale staye in harbour, oleareth her 
selfe of the ilanda, and inakeing her waye homeward by 
Virginia {whether she was alao homeward boundjj not long 
after an-iucd safely in Euglatid. 

But before she had made ber voiago, tha company at 
hoirjOj resolueinge vpon a thorough-pla-utation, had rigged 
up and sont out the Marlka, with about sixty passengers 
more, who, in June, an.. 1013, came to an anchor in the 
harbour of St. Georges: the gouernour, at her comeingej 
being in employment with his best men in rayseinge some 
fortificatioHS at the GurnettJH Head. Vpon her waa also

the aduonturers to suruaya tho ilaiids, and to prie into the 
ffuuernours actions; but the goiiernoiir (who, certainely, ftiv 
a man of his coEitR, was apprehensive yuoug^h), in a short 
time made a diacoueiye vpon him; and, fiudinge the jea- 
lousies of the corapanyo, found it noccssary for hirasclfe to' 
stand vpon his gfird, and yot outwardly kept himBelfe vpoa 
fayi-B teariDOS with Bartlett dureinge hia abode with him ; 
who, haueings practised his eyesight to uoe great aduan- 
tage, after five weekes stayj returned with tho shyp that 
brought him; the which had also laded vpon her the second 
third part of the ambcr-greeca ; for, with the whole, the 
gouemonr, vpoa hia first grounds, would by noe mean^s 
(thongh much solicited by Bartlett) be brought to part with 
all at one time. The Mariha tlms gone, the gouemour 
hiiueinge made up a certaine fashion of fortification, and 
planted some ordinance at the Gurnetts Head, to serue for 
the present, he remouOs the most of his men from thence, 
and begins to fall to worck, in a smalu iland lieing on the 
sonth-side of the harbours mouth of St. Georges, wherOj 
■with much ndoB, he makes a kind of platfornie, planteth 
some ordinance upon it, and erectcth a redoubt ; the which, 
how it was alttred and perfected, we shall see when we 
come to that time. He also layeth the foundation of a 
Inrgo redoubt vpon q hill to the eiist of St. George's towne, 
the which he afterwards brought to good perfection, beinge 
at tlie present calked Witrwick Fort, and haueiuge three 
ptjeces of ordinance mounted upon it, serveth both to 
play out towards the harbour, and to garde the fresh water 
beloDgiiige to the towne. Mioch about tho same tiuis also, 
he began the first triuH of tobacco, which he planted in 
St. Georges Hand, iiod which, prouelnge very fayre in the 
growth, was the most part of it spoyled, by want of know- 
ledge and skill in pruiieioge^ caroinge, and niakeiuge of it 
up. The tptall somme of persona that iho ColoUy COH- 
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sieted of at that present, ammounfceinjre to tlie nurabor of 
one kundred* But m the interim, the aduenturers ic Eng- 
land abborreinge the delays tliat tbo .Goaernour vaed ia 
SGnJeinge hqme tbg totall of the auibar-greece, the which 
they had nowe a aeeond newea of (perhaps with aome vn- 
souiid aggrauations) by the Martha, aad more and more 
fallinge into distastea of him and his actions, with in three 
weeks after her airiuallj they caase the Elizabeth to be Bent 
out the second time,'- who brought with her fortie persona 
to be residents, and an espociall charge and miunction to 
the Gouernour for the aendinij away of the i-esidae of the 
amber-greece, the which pressure he (being noe longer ablo 
to auoyde) ycelded vuto, and bo with in a while after, with, 
her wished fraught she eloares heraelfe of the Uands, and, 
aocordinge to appointment, makes her returne by Virginia, 
and so home. Ia her wer £rab brought into thea partes 
csrtaine potatoe rootes seat from England, the which being 
planted and flourishinge very well, wer by negligence 
almost lost ; at last, by a lucky handj again reuiugd fix)m. twO 
cast awaye rootes; they have since encreaaed into infinite 
etore, and serue at the present for a maina releife to the 
inhabitants.^ In her also came oner a certain Frenchman, 
hired iu England by the aduenturers to deliuer hi3 censura 
of the natine mulberrye trees, which are in great abound- 
ance in the ilaadsj, as whether they wer the right kind for 
the foode of the silcke-worme; who, haueinf^e taken a 
slight vewa of them, returned an answer of dislike, as that 
they wer altogether improper for that effect j but of this 
you shall heare more here after.'' 

Within one moneth afler the WisahefJis departure, two

A bote therfore (accocd- 
inge to the vsb, but with some moro cautiQii than ordinary 
by reason of tha pregnancyo of the suspiiiion) was sent out 
to vewe them, the which keepeing her wind, and being coma 
within call, haled the skiff, but being only aaawered from 
the sbyp, that they should come abord, and perceiying that 
one only man gaue them tiiafc nnswerj and that answer only, 
they durst approach noe nearer, bat in all hast made back 
ag-aine. Presently vpoa it, coiues the gouernour from the 
towne with about ten men more } and approueing-e tho in- 
telligence j^iuen in by tlie bote, he concludeth that they wer 
enemies and resoloeth vpon a braue defenco : whervpon, 
after prayer to God and a spcach of encouragement to his 
men (to which he was noted to be much disposed, and con- 
ueniently able) ha manned out the bote once againe, with an 
ententiou to take the shyps skiff, that came soundinge still 
before her: but feareinge that his owne bote might proue to 
weake for her he presently sent out a second to relieue herj 
if need wer. By this time the first bote once egaine hales 
tliQ skiff, which retireinge towards the shyp, giuea noe 
answer, Herevpon the^ gOuernocrS botCS a^SO makoastand; 
so that tho formost ahyp being gott up somewhat nere, the 
goucrnonr himselfe (who was a very good gunner) makoa 
a shott at randome, and findinge that he conld reach her^ 
he makes a second shott at her, the which {aa it is sayd to 
hnuQ bin confessed by aomg that wer in her) passed through 
and through her. Howsoeaer, certaine it is that vpon that 
shott, both the shyps, cuttinge their njaine-aayle^. Cast about 
and made quite awaye, and thua ended that fraye. 

Wherein cortainely ther was euidontly diacernable a great 
deale of deuine prouidcnco for the good of the poors planta^ 
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tioD J for tlier wer oot at tliat time aboup twenty pe^ong at 
the Guraotts Lead, and nitmj of thoes very wGnko tind f(3eb!e 
with want of faodo : thev wgi- ttion ouly foure puecea 
mounted, tto whlcli tkougli tbey wer all ol" thetn ladea, yefi 
was ther not aboue three quartwi-B of a barrell of powder be- 
sidoB, aad one only shott. Upon the very expectnnco of the 
entrtincB of theas sliyps, nnd in tho hurrey of the propamtion 
for a defence, th& only barrell of powder that they had was 
improuidently tumbled vndcb' the masaell of one of the ordi- 
nance, the which boing' one of thoes two that wer dis-charg^ed, 
the powder notwi th standi otfo, which lay thus vnder her, hred 
not certaino cartr&dgea slightly made of paper and filled 
with powder, being brought vp to he vaed vpoc ocoaeioHj a 
negligent fellowe left Ills lighted match vpon qdq qf them 
all the whilst they wor at pnvyer, the cole whereof, though it 
continuiiUy touulied the p;ip{?r, yet kindled noething^e. Thes 
direct demonstrations of heauenly asaistauce esceedeinge 
wrought vpou most of them, and esp-ecially it moucd the 
gotiemonrj who (as I find him generally) was noelosae pioua 
then painefuU ; ao that callinge his men together like a good 
chnatian and a soldier he publickly gaue thaiicks to God for 
this hia ao protecting aprosernation. What thes two shvps 
ment, it is not certainely knowen. I deny not, but that I 
kaue heard it as a report from Spaino it selfe, that they wer 
only inerchand men, who being in distresso of water, and 
fiilliuge vpon the iilanda by chinincc (not imagint!inge them 
to be inhabited), vesolued to make in with tlie shorcj and 
seeke for aonie refreshments : hnt as they drewe nere they 
kenned the fortea, and yct itidgeingG tbat either they might 
be receiacd as friends, or dnrst not be resisted as enemies, 
they continued their Hrpproathos, vntil fiudeiogo the ordi- 
nance to speake more load and hottly than they expected 
(for the Spaniard although a good soldier generally, yot 
abhorros to niarell vpoil tlie cannon) they presently rc- 
traicted, and, as you haue hcarde, touko their loano. Eat 
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howsoeuer it wer, as the gonernonr did discreetly in his 
tlowrjah of defence, oa the one side, ao on the other, it 
was God'g great mercyo, that it tooks so well ; since cer- 
tains it is, that (by being sa ill proiiided) if they had 
proned enGdaies, they mig-ht haue done much ; and fiudioge 
so miichj what there vpon they would haue proued, who 
knowes. 

This feare baing- thus blowen oner, the gouemour begins 
to have the sence of a greater, which waa the extremitye of 
fartiine ; for by bis coufcinuall ksepeingB of all his men 
together ia one place, whioh was at St. George's iland, from 
whence they wer not to part vpon pains of death, the which 
he did, to haue them the better and speedier in a readynease 
to answer all sach. soudaine alarmes and occasion-a, as he 
fiusiy day expected (and was continually quickned with-all 
from England), he fell into two maine iacooneniencss ; the 
one (as you. heard) the want of bread, by followeioge his 
worcks so closely, as he neglected to plant a gufficientye 
of come ; the other, the ouer cleareing of St. George's 
iland, which waa the place of their residence, by cuttinge 
dowce the palraitoe traes, to have their headea for foode, & 
cheife releifo of the people at that timu, but such a dia- 
ableinge of the place for tobacco (*vhich is as yet the staple 
commoditie), as that not only to this day, but for many 
yeares to come it must needee feete the weight of that stroke : 
neither waa it possible fur tbs gouornour to cure or prenent 
this ill, by any prohibitioQj because the boUy hath noo eares. 
The gouemor and colony languishinge in this diatreases, the 
one of hunger, the other discontent, behold a frigate makes 
to the shore, the which being dieconered to be roanned with 
English is wellcomed and pilated into tbo harbour, find (in a 
good honre) found to be cheifely ladon with Spanish meale : 
her commandour was nanaed Daniell Elfrye, who seruoingo 
vnder one Fisher, that was sent out vpon a diaconery into 
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tliB river of tlie Amazon es ;^ as they went, this Spaioish fdg-atc 
fornoinge iii thei'r wiiye their catehinge fingers layd fast 
hold on her, and this Elfrye (being- in good trust with Fisher) 
was putt into her as master, who talieioge his opportunitie, 
rer^nited him so well as sone after he gauo hini the slyp and 
then shaped his conrae h ether ; wher he arriued so luckely, 
as by hauctinge big meale shared atnong the hungry colony 
much content for the present is recoueredj by the g-ouer- 
noar, and many that wer in very hard disti-es&e fedd and 
releued. The news gnests restint^e here and talcein^e their 
partes of itj vntill not long ttfter they were shyped away for 
England. But bowsoener this mane away frigate brought 
with her a timely and acceptable aacrilice of her meale; yet 
the companions of her meale, numbers of ratts (which wer 
the first that the ilands cuer sawe)j being receiued with-all 
and on a aoudaine multiplyinge themselues^by an infinite 
eticrease (for ther is noe place in the world so proper for 
them), within the space of one only yeare fchey became so 
terrible to the pooro inhabitants, as that (like one of Phar- 
aoths plagues) the whole plantation was almost vtterly sub- 
uertod therby ; and so farrgone it was at last, that it proued 
Captaino- Tucker's, maaterpeece all h\s time (whith was not 
long after) to deuise trapps and stratagems to conquer and 
destroye them, though indeed sil of tbera proued to noe pur- 
pose (as you shall see licreafter) vntill affcarwards, one 
moneth of cold and wett weather did the deed. 

About two inoneths after the first arriual of this frigate 
arriued the Blessinge from England,'^ fraughted with one

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hundred pasaengerB for the ilands ; two dayoa aftGr her 
comes in the Starrfi, and m her one hondred and cightie 
more; amoag wliich wcr dioers gentlemen and raou of 
fashion ; as one Mr. Lower, seat ouer (as was sayd) to bo 
marshall ; and one Mr. Barrett, takeinge vpon him to be 
an ingiiiier; in her a,]so came ouer oue Mr. Felgate, an old 
soldier, who hath euer since, for the most part, bin resident 
here, and hath done many pamefnll Beruicea for the good of 
the plantatioD, being at the present liuetenant of the 
gouemonrs company. All thes people, with their neces- 
saryea, were speedely landed and vewed by the goneraourj 
who haueinge taken, their names, and considered of their 
condition, distributed and fitted euery one to his employs- 
mont and labour; for some of them he sent to the Gumetta 
headj to make that plattforme and rayae thoes battlements^ 
that to thia daye lie out vpon tho month of the harbour; 
the which, haneinge finished in some reasonable manner, 
was called the Kitigs-Castle ; othera'iver employed about 
the mountiogQ of such ordinance as wer sent oner by the 
newe come shypa ; the most of the rest were disposed of 
to the finishinge of St. Katheraines Fort, to the makeinge 
of lire-wOrcks^ fellinge of trees, haneing of stonfiSj and to 
the prepareinge of materialla fitt for those tnruaa. The 
gonernour also (to make an oasaye of his newe come offi- 
cers) caused Lower to drill and exercise his men, and con- 
ferred with Barrett about nswcs worcks of fortification ; 
but from both of thetn (either in deed or seemingly), re- 
ceived so sraale satiafacftion, aa tiiat openly manifesticgo 
hia distaste of their iusufficiancyes, and continually puttinga 
vpon them witty disgraces (whether desernedly or uee, it is 
variously deliuered), he made thsin sone find that neither 
preaumptious weaknesse cim long he hid from an appre- 
hensive experience ; nor an imposed seruice proue at any 
time wel]com,e to a iealous master; so that being almost 
noe soener arriued, than cloyed and ouen loothinge their 
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employments, they retired tlieniHelves from whence they 
caiQC by the saute shyp (tbo most of them) that brought 
them in. 

Within fourteeii dayes after the arriuall of thea last fore- 
mentioned ehypSj the shyp culled tho Margeretj with two 
pinnacea,'' whereof the ono v/aa aaiiiQd tho Thomas, the 
other tho Fi'hom, entred the liftrbour of St. Georges, and 
jii them IGO iiewe residents more ; with thes came Bartletb 
tho secoad time, with a aecrct commission (aid some thought) 
to sucfieede the gouemourj but without qnestion, with an 
espcciall charg^a to the gouernour to cause the ilands to be 
layd out into tribo9 and shares (as they aro udwb}, and so 
to haue the people planted vpon them accordingly, the 
which worck he was to be an eye-witnesse of, and by all 
ttioanes possible a setter-forward. But the p^ouemiour 
(pnrtJy because he found that by this course hia men must 
needea be drawen away from him, and so worcka be left 
VTidone which he wsa arabifciona to finish ; but especially by 
reason that in veweing the fontre and instruetions sett 
downe by the company for the distribution of the tribes and 
shares, he saw noe mention made of himaelfcj nor of any 
Buth quautitie of land aa the Court had promised him at his 
settiug ont) refiolued by all mcanes to distarbe the sayd 
order, tellinge Bartlett plainely that the daye of plantation 
wiia yet to early, to allowe any such dispersion of the people 
fi'om the partes of defence 3 neither could it but bo a course 
of uiLich hszard and improuidence ; and that it was vlsibie 
ynoagh vnto him how as yet the halfe of that which was 
necessary was not performed; as also that forraign 
attempts wer not wantiuge, wittcesse the two Spanish 
shyps ; the company of aduenturers must pardon him, 
therefore, if in thig point he declined from this their iniunc- 
tion and comma-nd ; for he had the advantage of them by 
occular oxpericncej and the li^es of himselfe and bis men 
' AW April iei4. 
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laye at tlie stake, the adueutarers indeed might lose sotae 
expenea of coynG ; but he and his wor to make it good, 
upou the expencB of blond. 

Bartlctt beiug' able to drawo from him noe otlier answer 
but thisj grew at last somewhat rough and violent; inso- 
much as he br^mght up more choler from the gouevurnii" 
than euer fcke cliuiate had thetherto purged; in. whit;b 
heate and passiou he gave him this distempered ausvvor, 
that if he expected and stayed for more, lie must outt it 
out with his sword. But Bartlett, whose erraud was to no 
such purpose, percoiueiTiffG that ther might well ensue soma 
dangfir but noe good by a farther opposition, determined 
to forsake both it and the ilands, and back agaioe by re- 
tuino with the shyp for Kugland ; and the rather he formed 
this resolution timely and requisite, for that euery daye the 
generallitie of the people, especially the old planters, 
whether encouraged or coDuiued at by the gouernour it is 
isob knowen, threw their discoiifcents in his face, and at last 
came np so roundly to him^ as thoy forbore not to tell him 
plaiuely, tbat if he came amongst them any more, with his 
newe tricks, vnlesae he brought with him their old paye, 
which they pretended due to tbem from the inerchauda, 
they would share it out upoD bim, though it wer but in 
tliongB of Ins ekinne. Thus skared, awaye goeth he with 
the shyp, and with him th@ master of the Edwin, as great 
a discotitetit bs himselfo. 

Aa for the originall cause and secrett of aendinge of the 
two pinnaces vnto the ilands, various wer the opinions that 
wer receiued and mainteyned about it, accordiuga aa the 
humours wer, that they wer fedd with-all ; for the gouernour 
(by this time growen as jealous of tho company as they 
Bone after of him) would needes apprehend it, that it wtia 
only a plott for the entiseicge of him vpon so fayre an 
occasion to some vnwarrantable employment of th&m vpon 
the West Indies, that therby they might take him at an 



aduantagCj and so paye hiin with his owne raonye : hut this 
soemes not only an vncharitnble censure, but an iinprabablQ 
one also; forth© tricU could not counteruayle the charge of 
it. Others conoeiHed ifc thai the odueuturera had both a 
BQcrGt desire and an eiitQiitine uieauiuge, that they should 
ho employed by the colony that wayoj marry they affectod 
to carry tha buasinea, so as it luig-ht be in their owbg choice 
either to auoach or disanoiich the action, accordlnge to the 
speed of it, and as they found canee. For mine owno part, 
I should rather thmclc that th& true entention of tlieir 
fittinge of them op, and seudinge them vnto the plantation, 
wa3 for the secureinge of it against all casLiall accidents of 
famine ; that by them^ vpon all occasions, tnight be caxryed a 
liLwfnll tvaido in corne with the natiues of the sauuage ilands, 
■who are not aboue fourteen dayes s&yle from them,' from 
■whence thoy might be conueoiently supplied with hogges, 
goatesj together with many kindes of plantes and fruicta, 
the which a newe plnntation could not but for a long while 
stand in need of : and euen to this daye Boch a ineane as 
this (howaoeuer the place ia since very well improued) 
cannot chuse bnt be very extra ord in aryly wellcoma and of 
great securitie and comfort j and as an inducement leade- 
ingo me to this Comecture, I may alledgs that spoach 
which is sayd to hane proceeded from a forward prime maOj 
and a stiff talker ia their courts i^a England, who beiogj 
with the rest, informed of the great wnots and myaery that 
the colonye endured at that time, and being one of thoes 
that vfBT petitioned for releife, why (quoth he) ■will thes 
fellowes nener be weaned, hane we not sent them two 
hansomo pinnaces to helpe themselves ? I graunt, indeed, 
that this sayiuge umye endure a double construction, and 
be equally taken both wayes ; yet being as fully (if nofc 
more) fauorable for me as for any of the rest, 1 am will-

fngly contented to recoina it the most ehai-itjible waye. 
But bowsoeuer tlie secret of it was cei-taine, it is tliat the 
gouernciur, -whether ypon the streng-th of his owue beleife, 
or some other by respects, could neuer be induced to hane 
the least thought of employeinge of them, either this waye 
or any other, so that within a while after they became 
vnseruicable. 

Ths harbonrs being thus clgamd of all shyps, saue the 
two pinnaceSj the goueraoui- being well stored with people^ 
failg agaiae to hia fortitige : and haueinge done with Pagetts 
JTortj he rayaeth a fashionable redoubt in Coopers Hand, 
and calls it Pembroke Fort. He buildeth also a certaine 
slope bi-idge at the Towues-warfe, for the easig shoreinge 
of goodeSj the which (by want ol" duo grouod-worcli) is 
shortly after broken to poeces by the windes and waues. 
He bestoweth some time, also, in contriueinge of iire- 
warcks, and the fratneinge of certaine slight eaginoa of 
timber, and the like deniaes, the must part wherof proued 
of smale effect, and as smale continuance^ And thus 
passed he ouer the second yearo of his time, and uowe was 
well Htept into the third j when the company in England^ 
haueing recaiued, by Bartlett, euery thinge at the worst 
hand, and therby fxillen into an absolute disgust and sna- 
picious loathiuge of all his ppoceedemges ther^ they not 
only Bpftke sbarpely and bitterly against his peeuishnesse 
and presumption (for those wer the best titles they could 
nowe afford his actions) ia their open eoui'tsj but so sea- 
sonned their generall aud perticuler letters, which they 
from henceforth wrote vnto him, with sharpo and biteinga 
sauce, a9 the aftlicted man (and in some sort certainely 
wronged) hath bin heard to saye, with teares tricklinge 
duwue hia clieekes, that they yexed him to the very soul ; 
audi good troth, how could it be otherwise (especially 
if that be true, which an eoDinent and leadinge sperit 
among them is repoi'tcjd to have spoken in publick^ that he 
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hoped the king- would send for hira home shortly, and hang- 
him) for the wonndea of a freiiid, from whom not only ap- 
plausBj bat reward is expecfcedj strike deeper, and make a 
farr greatei' impressioo than the mainest blowes of au open 
ecemye, from whence noething hnt malice and miacheife is 
looked for, 

Dureiag this hai'd measure from England, the goiiemour 
(who had not yet the full sense of his ill) began to find the 
prouerbe true, that one mischeif neuer cornea without a 
second; for, haueiuge kept his whole number of people so 
close at worck, as that he allowed noB employment for the 
settinge of coroe, but for hia susteutaCiou that way$ relied 
wholy vpon hia store oat of England ; and a speedy supply 
which (it is sayd) Bartktt, at his departure, had cenfideutly 
and faythfiiUy promiaed him ; began within a whilo to 
haue his prouiBions shorten vpon him ; and hq abort at last, 
that scared any thinge at all was left ; at what time (still 
lookeioge out in vaine for a slijp) he at length became con- 
BtraiDed in plains tearmea to tell the people, that consider- 
ioge the case they wer in, in compassion of them he neither 
could nor would hold them any lon^r at their worck : he 
aduised them, thereforej to practice their be&t endenours, 
and fco prouide for themselueSj by fiahingo, birdiuge, and 
such like, promiseing to euery one hia b^st assistance, only, 
for the aafetye of the fortes and the secureinge of the har- 
bours mouthes, he would resciue some fewe of hia best 
moD, and especially tha carpenters, bricklayers, and masons, 
to goe on (though but slowly) with the begun worcka, 
ulloweing of them souaewhat [by pincheinge hiuiselfe and 
famcly) wherwith they might kcepe themaelues in Bome 
strength J and with thia (for a cheareing and inconrage- 
meut) he did al^o dayly aud diligently labour himsslfe. 
But fches sliyfts seruing but for a while, so that the diacnau 
^ (like a palliated cure) sone after brake out worse than oucr 
before; it was for the last icfag*3 resolued (all hope of 



Enfi;lish releife bpiDg now quite taken away) that the Edtuiit 
shoiild be rif^ged up aad acnt for Englaod, to carry newes 
to the acJueuturera of the great distresses they were falne 
into, and to craue a speedy supply. This being nimbly 
performed, and a roaster appointed her out of the ilanda, 
she cloares her aelfo of the hai-bouTj and goes her wayu. 
Vpon her at the same time also (liopeiage it miglib giue 
soine kind of a.Llay to the aowroaease of her errand) waa 
shipped a siaall quantltio of tobacco, which some fewe 
handes for a tniill had nursed and bred up to a toUorable 
perf^jction.' 

Whilst this Piaaace was on her way for Epglaad, scarcetie 
and famine euery day more and more preuayleinge vpon 
the sickly colony, caused the gouernour to look well about 
him; iu the begiuuinu' of the newe yearSj therefore (1615), 
150 persons, of the inoBt ancient, sick, and weake, wer 
sent into Coopers Hand, ther to be relieued by the 
eomeinge in of the sea birda, especially the Cab owes, 
wher, by this halfa hunger-starued company, they are 
found in infinite numbers, and with all so tame and amazed 
they are, that vpon the least howeteinge or noyce, they 
would fall downe, and light vpon their shoulders as they 
went, and leg^ra as tbey aatt, Buffering themselves to be 
caught faster than they could be killed. 

Here likewise they had admirable aboundance offish; 
but as the vsb of Heauens blessinges with good men canseth 
them to breake out into thancksgivingo and a holy respect 
of the deuine prouidence, eo the abuse of them by intem- 
perate gluttons and beastly swine, turnes it into es- 
cesse, and raueninge ; wittnesae the generall carriage and 
behauiour of this company, who being thus arriued and 
gott up to a lib^rtie and choit;$ pf eatBin*^ as much as 
thoy would, how monstrous was it to see, how groedily 
eueiy thing was swallowed downa ; how incrciliblG to

downe into their bottomelesse mawea : wkervpon (aa tho 
sore effect of eo ranek a cause, the bii-da with all being ex- 
ceoduiuf^ly fatt) then aodenSy fyllowed a generall surfotbinge, 
much sicknease, and many of their deathes : tlie which 
eomeinge to the Gouomours knowledge, (coaceiueing that 
a chauugeing of the fiyre, and especially an abstinence fm 
60 fatt a feedeinge might bo a nieanes of reconery) he speedely 
causeth them all to he- instantly conueyed from thence to a 
place called at this day Port-royall, wher he allowed them a 
botej and a gang of mea to fiah for them ; but this gang- 
(as moat of the rest yet are to this daye) groweing lazey, 
carelease, and neghgent in this important employment, such 
au extreame want and miserie camo vpon theuiaeluBS and 
the whole company, that all of thooi grawa Bodainely 
i'eeble and lameutably sicklcy, in &o muc-h that uiany through 
famine died. At which time also this ill effect followed, that 
certaine cowds with a bull sent out of England by the adueu- 
tnrers, and pastured in that part of Sandg, hia tribe, called 
then and nowe Somraera-seate, wer by this smpronident and 
rauGuous company al! of them killed and devoured ; tho 
GouemouT aufforinge them to thinck that he belieued thoir 
report of it, which was, that in hotl weather they ranne into 
the sea, to coole themselnos, and so wer drowned. 

But vpon this, botes are presently aenfc downe to co-n- 
uaye tliein all to the towne, but ther being scarce halfe botes 
ynough, the women and children wer carried by sea, the Tnea 
trauayled by land : only somo fewe ther wer who makeinge 
choice and earnest suite to bo left behind, conueyed them- 
aelues into the woddes and ther snstayned thenjaeluas with 
wikka (which is a kind of shell-fish like a snayle) and 
land-crabbs ; among; the rest one of them, singlinfre hira- 
selfc froun all others and liueirige all iilono i'or diiiera 
monethes, without so much as bhu ^ight of uuy rensouable 
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creature, so well nursed vp li!ms(?Ife with ttat only foode, 
aa beiugj after the arrivall of a sbyp, aoaght aftar and 
with much adoe discoaered, he wus at last found, though 
■with neuer a ragge to his back yet with ffood store of 
fatt on liis belly. The people being once againe for the 
most part all oF thcm at the towne, the Goueraonr takes 
exceedeinge care for their reloife, and triiramiiig;e up all 
bia botes, manns tkem with the best and ablest of his 
men, and so pnfcta them to continuall fishings for the rest ; 
in so much that ordinarily 150 and soctietimes 200 great 
fi&hes are brought home in a daye : at last the hookes 
and lines groweing scarce, he causeth the smithea to tnake 
hookea of old rnstye swordes ; and cuttings a cable be- 
longing to the pinnace called the Thomas, setts the people 
on worck to make Hnes, and oft times would ho rise him- 
selfe at midnightj call vp his fishermen an3 sett them out 
to sea : with which course and by which meanea for two 
or three monethea wer tbe people in Borne couuealent 
fashion kept and mciintfiyned. 

By this time the Edwin (sent out as yon have heard 
to coll for releife) bath mado her voiage into England : by 
whose lamentable discouory of the diseases of the Colony 
fresh exclamations are raysed against the Gousmour; ac- 
cuaeEnge hia wilfiilnesse and self conceite, which wrought 
him to a continuall contempt (aa they sayd) of their all- 
sufficient directions, ag the originall cauiia of all thftse dis- 
tempers : notwitbstandinge, findinge themselues euery way 
engaged, both in purse and oredit, they resolne by all 
Eueanaa to make good what they bad begun : yet not de- 
teniiineinge upon the chaunge at tbat time of a Gauernour, 
either because though (aa they thought) they found tbem- 
selues ill eeruedj they yot knewe not how to be bettered ; 
or that they made some doubt whether their commands 
for his rctume (so straunge and vncharifcablG wer their 
iealoua apprehonyious) would be obeyed or aoe : and tber- 
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fore tkought it fittea^t to attend some f'arbhcr opportunities. 
Uowaoeuer the gOOli sliyp the IVelcOnw is presently and 
in all hastfl SBnt out for that voiage, and fraiighted alto- 
gether with. English corns, and not long after safely arriiiea 
■wliGtlier she WQa bound, and hy her longed for fraught 
proaes heraelfe the welkome as well in deed as name. 
Koe sooner was she come in, but the Gouernoiir commands, 
from her a quantitie of some barrella of meale, the which 
the next day is (with strauuge ioye} deliuered and receiaed 
by the people, who for many monethea bel'ot'o had seen noe 
bread : the rest of the prouiaiona he cauacth also preaently 
to bs VQshypped and commits them to the charge of the 
Clearck of the Fublick Store. This donej, and the com- 
pany reasonably well quietted, fiading-a hia tearme and 
limited time of gouernment expired; and that the burthen 
of it was likely rather to encrease than otherwise by the 
dayly accesse of newe commerSj and asaureings hims^lfig, 
bDsidea, that the adaenturera had forborne to send for Iiim 
home more vpon the respects of themselues, than any good 
of hia, he resolued to leaue the Hands and make homo with 
thia shyp : but before his departure, weighinge and ponder- 
ange within him^eh'-e what forme aod order to leave the 
Gouernment in, which he nowe ment to forsake, he at last 
reaalued to settle it upon the shoaldiers of six persons which 
he made choice of, whose names (for charitye sake) I will 
forbear to meDtion^ for their deades sake, that 1 am nowe 
to remember^; the which six fcalHnge in vnto them the as- 
sistance of certaine others whom ha also nominated for that 
tarne-) wer euery one of them in thoir monethg to take his 
course at the helme : the which act of his as it waa the last 
publicke one that eaer he did here, so certainely it was the

very worst (in that kind) that euer 1ib committed darsinge 
tlie wholo tiniQ of liis abode : for howsoeueT it is moat true 
(and his owns experiences coald ngt chase but tell him 
as much) that not any one of thes ttas pntt in anthoritie 
wer fitt for the place or capable of the employment ; neither 
wer then any better hero at that time to be found, yet the 
maine fayle and error of his indgeraent was in bringinge up 
so many vnanfficient and dangeroug ones together and at 
once into the circle of command. For who knowea not 
but tJiafc live theeues are better to "be endiirod than ten, 
three tyrants than si::, one maddman than two. 

The affayres of thes Hands, aod the disposition of ihenii 
being thus constitutedj within a while after awaye goeth 
the old Goueniour with the ahyp, and nowe begities the 
rule or rather mia-ruls of thg sia : tha which before we 
aduentnre npon we will bring Mr. Moore into England, and 
shewe you, in breife, the entertainement the Company gaiie 
him at his comeinge home, and so once for all, mako an end 
with him : who although it was not long after his departure 
before ba safely arriTed in England with the Wdcome ; yet 
nnt knoweinge what wcllcomc he ahonld hauo gioeo him, 
either by particular creditors (by whoLn by some vnfortnnata 
ioHsea he was luuch engajred), or by the Company of adueti- 
turera, in whosiB aaruice he foand that he had spont three 
yeares to a mutuall discontent «nd disfast, he noe soner 
was gotte to London hn% retires himselfe into a very priuate 
and poore lodgeinge in Millford Lane, the whicb vpott this 
were gott the tianio of the Bermudoiga,^ from wbence the next

,,,.,.Theae men ever want; their Tery trade 
Is "borrowing ; that hut stopt, tliey do invade 
All aa their prize, turn jiiraies, here at laud 
Hftvc their Ec^mtld[»^ ami their Streighta i' the Stmnil 
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daye be senda the certaiDstie of his arriatill to Sir Thomas 
Stnitbe, who then was (and yet is) the Goucraour of the 
Compaoy; lettinge him kuowe the caaso of his not pre- 
sentingB himselfs vnto him in person, the which being; secTired 
of, he would willingly and spee^elj perform. Thes Qewes 
BOTnewhat startled the adventurara, ns well in respect of their 
being much decaiued ia the point of his comeioge home, as 
in tho regard of the danger and ill ease they saspected the 
Hands might be left in, by this hia so aoudaine an vnex- 
pected a leaueing of them. Diners of tliem, therefore, quickly 
repayred vnto him ; from whome receiueinge satisfactioa in 
eoery particular to their good content (for such ahewe they 
made) they left him comforted with good wordes, and pro^ 
mises of pracureingB for him a protection from his creditors, 
that so he might frCely and Safely "resort to tlieir Courtes, 
gine np hia account^ and have hia quietjtn est and promised 
rewarde : and indeecl, it was not long before his sayd pro- 
tection was made good vnto him, so that without danger in 
that respeL'tjhe shortly after came amongst them; when, after 
some varietie of chideinge, and litle lease (by some of the 
meanest of them) than vnciuill and base of vpbraydeingeSj he 
at last ceceiued big salary of eight shares of land, and so was 
dismissed with showe of fauour and frieudshyp.' Aud nowo 
wo must retarae (though even loath I am to fah vpou such

Lib. Ill .— J7ie Rule of ihe Six Co»mio?ri-s — 1615-161G. 

The first publict attempt tliey toote ill hand waa the 
castinge of lotts, to see who first sliould begin tho playo, 
tbe whicli by g^ood fortune fell upon odb of tUa oiuillost ; 
who though, hereby, he had the advantage and start of 
the rest ia the haveing-e of a full store, jet he vsed it ia a 
faiTe better temper than any of them would have doue, and 
therby left somewhat for his companions in the rsare to 
shewe their ill-Imsbandry and reeleinge espeace. Toward 
the end of this man's first moneth a proiect was setfc 
abroftdj and greedely awallowed, for the sendicge ont of a 
Btnale barct to fiddle vpon the West Indies : whereypon 
the frigate before mentioned, brought iu by Elfrye, was 
sodainely rigged up, and being manned with thirty-two men 
(whereof three of thetn were three of the gouvernoura, 
full of conceite and iolUtie/ she cleares herselfe of the Ilanda 
and mates- awaye). But this poore vGsaell (whether through 
ill weather, or want of tnarrinerSj or both} icstendo of the 
West Indies falls vpon tlie Ilaada of tbe Cananes, wher 
she hitts vpon a poore Portugal! and takes her, the which 
being manned with ten of her owne people is Gone after in a 
Btonne separated from her, ^nd the neste day after found 
hy a French rouar and by him carried awaye; ao that the 
frigate, out of hope of the recouerye of her prize, makas a 
second time for tho Indies, wher she noe soner arritied 
hat is foiindred in the sea j but her meo, rscoueniige a deso- 
late ihind iu their bote, wcr after some moncths of atay 
ther fetched ofl" by an English pyrato, who couuayed them

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in to their countiy. And tkus ende^ the Srst act be^n- 
ningB in the firat moneth of the playe of the sis gouer- 
noi3ra. 

When the second man for tha aecond tnoDeth (who had 
only BO much more witt than his fellowea as to helpe him 
to he so mtich the more vitlous] presently began big worck, 
with a generalt giueiag-e of leaue to playe, ao that nowe 
the braaest and tallest fellows waa he that could driack 
deepestj^ bowle best with saker shott in the gouernours 
garden^ and winno moat loblloUy.^ Yet withall (to shewe he 
had aoinewhatiu limi) scorneinge so much as once to donbt, 
orin the least manner to question, the goSden retnrne of hia 
frigate, being sent out by such hands and heads as hiraselfe 
and his companions, he plodded vpon some deepe reach- 
inge trick, for the keepeinge of it when it cnme ; and to this 
extent, three or foHre of thsm, slappeing their sonndeinge 
pates together, deuised and framed a certaine petition con- 
triued aa from the people in general! vnto the worthy tri- 
umuirate of Goneruonrs (for the other three as yon haiie 
heard wer gone in the pinnace), wherin they wer moat 
humbly and earnestly besonght and supplicated, that by BOe 
meanea they wonld resigne or deliaer up the wholesome 
regiment they nowe had in their hands, to any person or 
persons whatsoeuer, although sent with all the authoritie and 
accompHshmeut that possibly might be fi-om England, vntill 
SIX moaetha after the arriuall of the said frigate. The 
which petition, after much hammeringe vpon, esatnination, 
correction, pufctinge in and puttinge out, wrightinge oner 
and ouer and linall contruemeiit, was committed to the 
fingers of a sure carde, aud so euer ready to bo carried into 
the maine in state, for the collection of handea; when (be-

bravery, Btid his contempt for the yiCe of druiikeonefa is one of the IJJ- 
tunml tjvirlencE;? of his authoreljip of tbis work.

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Tinild the chaunce) one of their miaisters named Mr. Lewes 
Huglies, who aboue all men they desired to keepe in ignoT- 
ance, came to an incklinge of it, and Bndinge the irregular- 
itie and yawarraDtablenesse of the action, sodenly resolues 
(his resolutions being for the most part soudaine) by all 
meanes possible to Jisturbe it; and the rather, by reason 
that neither the persoQ for that monethes Gouemment, who 
had bin the prime deaisor and propounder of the trick, nor 
the carriage and fashion of his fellowe clprgie tnaO, a well 
approuer thereof (being the aamo Keath that we had occasion 
to speakt! of in Mr. Moore^a time), wor any waye acceptable 
vnto him. His Erat attempt vpon it^ therfore, began by 
taking an opportunity to rnsh in vpon them when they wer 
euen at the point of an issue, and in the readeinge and so 
fare-well- takeinge of the petition, nowe ^oeinge for the 
maine; whervpon findeing'B thein&elues disconered, and that 
it waa necessary to sett a good face vpon the matter, they 
held on the readeinge of it out to his teethe. The which 
beinge done aod the aocietio breakeinge ap, the minister 
makeinge choice of one of them (who was indeed a fellows 
that euer held it as a being true to him selfe to be false to 
all others), dem^anded of hiin, who was the penner of the 
sayd pQitition ? He (who himselfe was guiltye of the fact) de- 
Tuurely answered that in truth ths Goaemoar tad sent and 
sent for him selfe to that purpose, and still by waye of es- 
cuBQ (as mislikeingB the course) he had pleaded ignorance, 
vntil at last, beings vrged and in s, tqanner no$ better thatt 
compelled vnto it by the Gouemour, who also gaue him hia 
directions, he bad sett it downe in the forme ho bad nowe 
heard. Being not able to g-ett out more from him^ awaye goes 
the minister to the scribe who was newely in hand with the 
fayre eoppyeinge of it out, and to him he gaue so vehement 
a caution against his inedlinge with so infectious a bussi- 
BessG, as the poor& fearefuU man becomes bo terrified, vpon 
it as he presently giasa him up the petition. Haiieing thus 



gotteu what lie came fur, back againe goes he ta the Gouer- 
iiouir, and tella him plaiuely and roughly what he had done ; 
addeinge witUall, that he had done more than he could 
answer, in that fashion, to stiira up the people by a trick 
of & petition framed by him selfe to a resistaunce and noe 
batter than a matinye ogajiist a tegitimato Gouenioui"j 
shortly to be e?rpecte<l from England. But the Gouernonr 
(being a man who rather had b mind to make himselfe some- 
body by bold actions, than a sporit to execute thorn), 
although he chafed and swelled terribly, yet gaue him noe 
other answer for the instant but that bo sayd not trnej to 
tearrae the petition his act, aince it was tha general! voice 
and desire of the peoplej which ho neither could nor would 
refuse to hears ; and withall awsye he fllng-a from him to his 
companions, and to thera relates the presumptuous behauiour 
(for so at last he dares call it) of the minister: wbervpon 
bigg lookeg and sours faces are very generally throwen 
vpon the honest pooremari, who notwithstandinge (as not 
being to be diuei-ted that way) marcheth on conlideTitly to 
the Ttter dashinge and confoundinge of their petltionaiy 
stretageme. 

Tho next Sunday, therefore, oat of the ,pullpitt (though 
not so fitt a place for that torne), in the presence, and to tho 
fronts of the Contrary partie, he breaks np and desects before 
a full auditory, the nnlawefiillenesso and danger of the pro- 
ponnded course ; he coniures and importunes them to re- 
nounce and forsake it, and tha better to quiett and bring 
them to it, he reades certaine letters, cunningly written vnto 
hina, from the Governor of the Company in Engkud, a good 
while before, wherin was expressed the sorrowe that the 
undertakers receiued by the apprehension of their safiTrings 
and misery : assureinge them that they wer not sent ouer to 
lius like slaues^ bnt as freemen : and that if matters had bin 
discreetly carried and true information gjucu vnto the 
Company, thcr had long ero then a remedy and redresse bin 
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procared ; Yoa seej therefore, toy masterB (sayth he) tliat all 
former disconte-nts aro likely very shortly to be redressed ; 
be perswadedj therefore, to a discret patience and manly 
temper; least otherwise, by a precipitated and misguided 
resolution, vntimely and vnluckely entred vpon, yon bonte 
and gaater awaye^ that fayre flock of satisfactions and con- 
tents wbich is ener ready to fall vpon you. and alight om 
your headea/' This oration ia noe soner ended by the mini- 
ster, bnt Tp starts the monethly Gouernour, and (as it is 
Bayd) with a pale looko and tremblings iointes, bs snm- 
moneth the company to a ataye and the heareingo of his 
answer ; when, first of all, directinge his speftcb to the 
preacher, he tareth and reproacheth him for the readeing;a of 
the foresayde letters ; he telleth him that they had bin long 
ynough fedd with ■windye and wordye promises ; and that as 
it was mora than timely that some of them had bin long ere 
then made real] and good vntg them, ao it was more than 
petty that they Bhould be any longer delnded and abused 
"with the like. It was an impudence also in himselfe to 
teanne that petition rebelHons and mutinons, which waanot 
only honest and lawfall, but enen (passingo under the 
Severest censures) cbaritablej equally and most necessarye. 
Then tumeingo himselfe to the people : " You see^ Sirs 
(quoth he) how open-mouthed this man is nowe, because no 
longer since than yesterday he tooke his full vewe of this 
petition, and could not reproue it. By speakeinge against 
at nowe, therefore, you may see what he is.'* The minister 
being thus netled etanda up agafne, and begins to venter 
Tpon an extempore replyo, eapecially determineinge to bend 
liiB speech to the confatation of that point wherjn he waa 
charged of approveinge the petition one day, and reproueing 
it the next, as also to diacouer to the people the sabtletye and 
cnnninge of their ?stirpeinge Gouemonr, who being the

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prtncipall, if not the only actor in this dangeroua plott, and 
contriueiage it only to serve liis owue turcCj yet went abput, 
by freeinge of hitnaelfe to laye the wliole bm*tb&n on them. 
But the G-ouBrnoiir not endureSiige Lhe least touch vpon that 
stringe, in a rage (with a couple of hia twang) departs tbe 
churchj the rest behind remaiiieinge in a plains dinisiori 
among themselves : some of them beginnings to consider of 
tha minister's laying forth of the case, and especially harp- 
inge vpon the danger, and the biii-then of the danger likely 
to f&U vpon tbem; so that they 3e@m@dj by keepiug them- 
setres quiett and hanginge downe of their heades, either to 
repent, or to be well in the waye ynto it. Others ther wer 
lesae discreet, certainly perhaps haueing lesse also to lose, 
who, haueing but little forecast and lease honesty, with 
tki-eateoiiige lookes and. insolent cryes, manifested a promp- 
titudo to anything but what became them. Among the 
rest, one of thes gets vp vpon a formej and sweares it oat 
that for his part, corns of it what would, he had rather be 
hanged and hanged agaiue, than liue any longer a slaue to 
the gripeing and couetong merchauds. Another black rough 
hewed fellowe followes the preacher out of the church, and 
falls into such a fierce and eager expostuUtion with him 
bout th& bassinesae, as the pooro man is glad to ridd bim- 
Belfe out of hie company with all the haste he can, for feare 
of a fould cuffioge with a filthye payre of fists. 

The minister gettinge cleare of this beateinge, with much 
adoe pTocuroa to be conuaide to the kdog's castle, wher, at 
that time, was resident one of the thrgei GouernonrSj and 
the very same who was to be nest in snccession (Mansfield, 
Ed); to him be relate!^ the passage of the whole bussiaesse, 
vehemently craueing hia assistance, wherin he protested 
that a& be was nowe their hope, so should he in bog doeing 
prone their helpo against a maine distemper and dangerona 
infection. This done^ and receiueingo some promises that 
gaue some reuiuonLont backs againoj be getts to the towne. 
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Nob Boner was he returnad, but that the Goueraour i'n esse 
(misdoabtinge least Bome distraction miglit ba wrought in 
his successor by tbs mJnistsr) makes to him to tte caetle, 
wher he quickly winnes him (for he had a tonnge glibb 
yuoiigh, especially to an ill end) to a relapa from bis pro- 
mises j for he told him how tho sayd minister had not only 
saucely inveighed against the regencye of Goaernoura, dis- 
graceiu^e them openly before the people, wherin hitnselfe 
must needs bear a part, but that also m perticuler he had 
in diuers speachea misased both hiQiselfe audi his wife, 
Thia report, especially the last clanse of it, so fastned vpon 
the man, none of the wisest (such being the fittest subieets 
for Credulitye to worck npon, especially to the Worst part), 
that ha aodainely reaoluea vpon the giviage of hia ioint 
assistance against the minister ^ and to that purpose (not 
haueinge the patieuce to stay for the knowledg"© of the 
truth) they both of them together instantly em-bote them- 
selves for the towns ; and the easie man w&s noe soner 
ther, but in a fury he betakea himselfe to seeko onfc the 
preacher, whom ho finds alone in his chamber j wher hottly 
he falls Ypon him concemeinge tia disparagement of the 
G-ouernourSj but all on a fire he waa about the perticuler 
concerneing himselfe and his wife. But the txiipiater (wisely 
declineing from hia natural! aperifct, for he saw ther waa noe 
remedy), with the coole ashes of aufiVance and the allay of 
protestations to the contrary, so moderates and tempers 
him, that once againe he is recouered, and so well satisfied 
as he professeth himselfe for euer after to stands at least aa 
indifierent man and a newter. And in this moode they goe 
both together to the Goueraoar. 

"Wlien the Gouemour (constant ynough to hia owne 
courses, and madded with the lenitie of his partnourj being 
with all prouoked by fresh esprobations from the mioister), 
breakioge out to pstremitie of passion, fumes vpon him, 
and swearea that it wer a good deed to clap him neck and 
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beelea tog'Sfcher ; the whieb, for his coate Bake only, lie 
forebore to doe ; and therefore commaTided him, vpon hia 
allegience, to appeara personally the nest day in the 
church, before bitnselfe sad the people, to aaswere his 
misdemenorirs. The next day they are all aaaembled in 
the church, and the Gouernour iu bis seate also, expectinge 
the appearance of the miniater j and not long it was before 
he comes in among them, and takes up his seate also ; 
from whence (not atteodinge the assembly) he himselfe 
giuea the onsettj exhortes the company to take heede of 
the waminge lyon broken loose among them; tells them 
that the deniU had gotten atroun^ footsinge already, and 
that it behoufeS. them to looke vnto it betimes j wiahinge 
them, therfore, to praye heartely to God for grace, to be 
deliuered from his temptations before they wer absolutely 
and fully possessed. The GoaerDour Undinge himselfe, 
in ateade of arraingeinge, to be as it wer arraigned, and 
wher he looked to be a iudge, to be himselfe brought (as 
he thought) to the barr, not able any longer to endure 
the affront, he stands np and offers to enter vpon his re^ 
solued of iudiciaiy course j when, Bodaiuely, a huge gust of 
wind and weather (the which the one side almost cride out 
for a miracle, the other alighted aa an accident vulgar and 
common, in thoea ilands) so ruffles in the leauege (leafy) 
church, and confounds and disturbs the whole assembly 
with extreame raine and noice, that therby the buasines 
ia forceab!y broken of for the iuStaUt, and tho prggreasion 
appointed to be in the aftemoone in the G-ouemoors Hall. 
Being a second time assembled, in the hall, and the minister 
brought to the barrc, a jury of twelve men is empannelled 
and sworne to passe vpon the poore man, their charge, giuen 
vnto them by the Gouemoura owne mouth, was to enquire 
about contempt of the Gouernours authoritiej practised and 
acted by the prisoner at the barrOj by his tearmeinga of 
the petition aforesuyd a r^belliona and mutinous petition. 
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as aW by Lis addelug farther vnto hU contempt, a sedetioug 
and dangerous speach^ in callingo the said Gouemour him- 
Bclfe MachLauellj and sayeing that this was oae of hia 
Machiamleiau tricks. This charge being thus deliuGred, 
and the jury (without expectance of further proofe) being 
ready tq goe out together to fetch ia their verdict, the 
minister calls vnto them to staje, and aduiseth them^ firsts 
to consider and heare hia replye. GoncemeiogQ the peti- 
tion (aayeth he), it ia true, indeedj that I tearraed it rebel- 
lious and mutinous, tho which I doe thus and thua proue 
TutoyOQ." "Bcaro wittne&se," cryesout the Grouernour, "you 
may nows iudge him by hie owns mouth." " Beare witnease, 
and spare not/' cryee out the minister j ''but with all, beare 
wittneaae that he calls it an honeafc and conscioDable peti- 
tion : and wheras it hath biu suggested vnto you that I 
ghoqld tearme this your Gouernour Machiauell, you can all 
wittnesae with me (for whatsoeuer I spake in thes kind was 
before you all) that it is most false, True it is, that vpoa 
his Open iustification of this Ungracious petitioUj and his 
enticeiuge of the peoplo to pi'oceedo in it, I desired and 
entreated them to consider thoroughly of hia cunning and 
subtletye; and did, indeed, alledge Machiauell ae the father 
of such tricks ; but as for the nameing or tearmeinge of 
him a Machiauell, it came neuer out of my mouth ; let me 
see one wittaeaae besides himselfe (who is a partje) that 
will affirme it." Upon this the jury goes together, and are 
scarce out before they come in againe ; so that presently, 
with out BO much aa being once demanded whether they 
wCr agreed, they giuei iu their verdict; and the hastie 
Gouernour proeeedca to sentencej although one of the 
jurors, with an audible voice, ia heard to saye thes wordcs, 
" This ia the foreraaus verdict only, not ours" : the which 
verdict was, that the minister was guilty of a heinous cou- 
teinpl, both towards the Gouernours authoritie and person. 
The sentence followed, deliuered by the Gouernors owne 
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mouth, aad was that hs shoald be committe'd to prison * 
and the other minister, named Keath, to bs sent for out of 
the mainej to serm in hia rooine. Upon the deliaery of 
which sentencGj one of the GouemourB assistannce, and 
diners others of the campany, makeinge a confaaed noice, 
at last speake it out aloud, that they \ier etarued ynough in 
their bodyes already, and it was neither reason nor con- 
science to starus their soulea too. Why (replies tha Gro- 
uernoar), Mr, Keath shall preaeh to us in his ateadej the 
other answer that he was noe mieister; and, besides, that 
that when he tuoke vpon hitu to preaL-h^ he did it so lamely 
as they could recetue noe edification hj it; and that, ther- 
fore, they came to hears him rather vpon copstiainct than 
otherwise.^ Whereupon the Gouemour concludes, with thia 
kinglyor rather popelike catastrophy: "Whytheu {quoth ha) 
we will make him a mini^ter^ and then you shall see he will 
please you."; and sobreakes npthe Court; but yet with all, 
fiudinge that some diatast began to bo taken at h.is courses, 
and not knoweinge how etrouag; the contrary partye might 
prone, for that time he slacks the execution of the former 
Bentence againat the ministerj and suffers him to goe abroad 
at large. 

But not long after (his malice not aniferiDge him to let 
either the man or matter so to rest) he contriues a deuilish. 
plott, for the settinge of the two ministers in extremitie to- 
gether by the eares : the which qaickly worckioge its eEfectj 
Xeath in the company of the Gouernour in succession cornea 
sodainely to the towne ; wher he is noe soner arrined but 
that (to giue satisfaction to the Gouemour, and to crqsse 
hia opposite) he takes openly vpon him to maintaine the 
course and forme both of the fore-sajd petition ; to which 
end (very vntowardly and idely) he quotes the people of 
Israelis reuolt from their King Hehoboam, when he would 
not be induced to ease them of their grieuancea, as also 
their puttings to death of Attahah, and the makeing of

into BO hott an arga mentation and disputes (the Gouernoar 
laughiflge at them both in his sleene the whilst) that ere 
long publiek and pulpitt inuectiuaa are practised on both 
sides^ besides many other moat bitter passages in hoiiBe and 
home meetingesj and some actions passing betwixt which 
wer litle lesse than bloweSj in so much that the ScottiBh 
minister Keath (findeinge his strength hy the Grouernours 
secret fauoar and supportancej and rather aflfectinge to trust 
to that than the strength either of hig armes or cause) 
presents an humble petition vuto the Gouemour for justice 
against the Welsh mimater Lewes.^ And thus hath tha 
mabtioiLS man his desire: so that tha v&ry next day, the 
poore Mr. Lewes ia a second time haled to the ban-j and 
h.ath thia twelue God-fathers empanelled vpon him j who are 
nOwe to enquire concerneinge certaine abuses, by him ofFred 
to the person of bia fellowe minister, that reuereud man Mr. 
Xeath^ as in perticuler for tearmeiuge of bitn a sower of se- 
dition, an heretick, and had violently thrust him out of his 
chamber; to which pointes Mr. Lewes made the best anawer 
he could for himselfe, and so aufhci&nt (it seemed) they 
seemed to the jury, as that only taxeinge him for the last 
and leaste, he became therby free from all capitall inEictions, 
and so escaped that snare, to the noe smale discontent of 
him that layed it for him. 

But by this time growes this GDaeruours first moueth to 
an end (for why should I blott my paper, and abuse my 
reader^ with the rehearsalla of so many fooleries, cousanagesj^ 
and barbarismes, by some craell strappadoeinge executiona 
vpon poore and deiected delinquents that his aqnavita- 
moueth, produced ouer and aboue), and nowe steppa ia his 
succesBorj who, whether it wer in mistake of the violences 
of his predecessoFj in respect he knew that they wer for the

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most part maliciously contrtued and prosecuted, or that, in 
his Owns iiaturo to affected to Bitt still, gate, and especially 
drinck, at his easD and to his full, the ■which ha fouud (fol- 
loweinge tha others stepps) be coald not so delicately doe ; 
whichaoeuor I saye of thea it was that wrought vpon him, 
notoriously knowen it is, that for the most part, a still, 
calme, quiet and drouaie' moncth he hold ; in. wliich moat 
pleaseinge and holoued path his destinated successor also 
most braiiely marched in ; so that for their two times of 
regencye (and thoea wer two whole monethes) saue that the 
Gonstaat sudtiq made it clearely daye, a man might haue 
taken them for a perpetoall night ; not a hoe, axCf aawe^ 
pickaxe, or ehoaell was 8o much as once heard in their 
streatea ; not an oare seene, or heard, or dash in their har- 
bours, vnleaa some times, and at some certains and aett 
seasonaj when their stoate atoraachs compelled them vnto 
it I only (that you might knowe, when they wer awake) the 
shrill clang of a peuter pott beete an alarm sometimes, the 
which for the moat partj was so resolutely and deepely 
anawered, as that before the end of the desperate fraye, 
either the one waa vtterly spentj or the other confounded 
andouer-thrownej and thus employed, bestowed, finished wer 
the two sweet monefches of these two sweet youches. 

For the moneth followeinga (in his cue) vp starts vpon 
the stage the second time that man of micklo might the 
mi Ulster- maker, and marrer : be in whose dayes (oh I happy 
dayes) comes in the Edwin, from England, fraughted with a 
generall supply, and especially well prouided with hqaoura ; 
whose master, an old acquaintance of the Gouernonrs, is ex- 
eeedeingly wellcomed by him : yet rather (I must tell you) 
for his liquorish supply than old acquaintance. This shyp 
ia sodainely, therfprSj vnladen, find her longed for fraught 
committed to a clerck of the store, newly created for that 
purpose, beinge a man euery ways after the Gouernoura 
owne heart. Dureing her stay also (misdoubtinge some tetl- 
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talcingB letters by her returnB) this Grouernonr secretly me- 
di&teth a. reconcilEmQnt witt the Tuinister lie had formerly 
so vexedj tho which also by hia interposition of the aayd 
master of the bark hei easily obteyneth of the easye man ; 
and withall dnreing the short time of her ahods in tho har- 
bour he BO absolutely disposeth of all thtnges after the direc- 
tiong and ininnctiong sent him from the adventurers, and 
aeemes so altered and conuerted a man, as that euen letters 
of comroeudation and hope are procured in, his behalffl from 
that very hand which ho so ranch distrusted, and so the' 
edge of that weapon turaed, and the hlowe not only diuerted 
bat strikoiuge for him. 

The Edwin stayes not long hero, for haneinge done that 
she came for, and findinge hob home-fraiight (for from no 
worckj, no care, noe gouernment, what could be had hat pri- 
uations, that is to saye noethinges) she aodainely quitts the 
ilandsj and being thoroughly emptied of all her itquoura, so 
makes her way homeward. Vpon her also (whether it war 
to make fayre weather for himselfe and his brethren, or for 
himselfe ou!y) one of the three gouernours would ceedea 
ahyp himselfe, so that two only of the aix are left behind. 
This bark is uo soner gone, and so the feare of tale telleinge 
departed with her, but that inost naturally and greedelyj the 
late conuerted Gouernonr (become now in effect the only 
one) returjia to his vomitt, to his votnitt indeed ; for taneing 
made a Scoggins dole of all her supply/ the liquor and best 
neceasaryea being shared betwLst himselfe and hia fauorites 
(and they only the drinckera only), in the meane time th& 
weake and sick peoplej women with child and such like (who 
for the most part neuer came nearer to it than the heare- 
Baje, although for them it was both most proper and moat 
enteoded), fell quickly into many distresses and miserable 
wants; whilst the Gouernonr and hia gourmaodizeing

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minioTiaj dayly and hoiirely wallowed in their swineish ei- 
cesses. Incredible it wer to write what iuiurious tricksj dis- 
tempers, wroutiga, ctmftisiodBj, ridicnloua behaniodr, dis- 
graces, cotitemptSj and caen shames both to their creatiDn 
as they wer laen, and to their place, as they tooke vpon 
them to be magistratoSj war houre]y and continually bred 
up and practised by tliem dureinge their few monetha of 
loidinge it ; and to augment the misery, many other acci- 
deatall ilia also concurred; as vety vnaeasonable weather; 
inightie wiridca, and freqlienfc huricanqes ; so that at oae 
time eight botes wer lost, and aome lines withall [a hi owe 
at that age of the plantation as deepe and daDgerous to it 
aB the ruins of the 88-fleete to the Spaniard). The fortes 
also wer generally defective, and not so much as one bote 
left at the towne to manne them rpOD any occasion ; 50 fcbait 
at laat, not only the people very generally (especially 
those of the soberest sort) but euea some of thoes who by 
Mr. Moore's directions (in nature of a commission) wer ap- 
pointed as aBsistanta in that six-fold Gouemtuent^ began 
to be impatiently weary, and in laathiuge of so abominable 
and worse than heathenish a life. It was therfore prinately 
resolved among some feweof them (the minister, Mr. Lewes, 
being head of the partye) that the present gonvernment 
should formally be called into question, and reduced vnto 
that prime forme, left by Mr. Moore, of baaeioge six gouver- 
nours, in their seireral! monetha, and twelve assistants ; nos 
affayrea and bnaainesae of what nature soeu&r boing to be 
determined and decided without the consent of three of the 
sayd gouemoura and six of the assistants ; and to this order 
the aayd sis gouernours and twelve assistants had formerly 
sett their hands, it being also the very aame thatt was after- 
ward allowed and confirmed by the letters of the aduen- 
turera from England. But whilst these new confederates 
wer in contriueioge how to drawe the assistants together 
with most secrecye and coDveniencye to a coasultatioD and 
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so a resolution, it fell out that one of the partje, behige 
a forward man, had a warrant serued vpon him from the 
GouerDour, that commanded the deliueryof a certain© dogg; 
this command, the oner hastie and precipitated man refuseth 
to obe^j publiokly pretendinge for himaelfe a vsurpation iu 
the Gouemour j and withall he obsernes that the hand of 
the Gouernour in succession, fixed to the warrant, was coun- 
terfeited and fakae : whervpon, the day foUoweinge, the 
mioiater repayres to the aayd Gouernour in succession (being 
then in tha Maine) and enfc>rm@9 him of the bn&sinesse and 
in the perticulsr of the falsofieinge of his band ; he also ac- 
quainted him with the intention for tho renewement of 
Mr. Moore*s order in the forme of Gouernment ; tellinge 
him that the execution of it was already in action by the ra- 
fusall of a submiaaion to a warrant sent from the Tsurpour ; 
aa for himselfa in his owne person the distastes and excep- 
tions against him. wer far lesse, and likely ynough it was 
that he might be continued in his command and accepted of 
for one of the six, prouided he did betimes ioyne himselfe to 
60 good and strcung a side, and so summon the assistants 
to a meeteinge to that purpose^ the which (to fsftue him a 
labour) he himselfe would do for him against the next 
Soterdaye, aud the TGcdeuous to be at the very towne itselfe, 
But to this the plaine (not to saye dull) speritted man (who 
neuer did much of his owne bead, and yet for the moat 
part chose alwayea worse heads than bia owne to be bis 
guides) gave noe answer; but that that laett daye he spake 
of for the meeteinge w&s somewhat at the sonegt, "for 
wheras (quoth he) you have appointed it vpou Saterday 
next, I have some occasions that wiH not let me be at the 
towne vntill Monday after" : the which speach, whether it 
proceeded from his vnder or ouer-approhension of the danger 
it may very well be questioned; but howsoeuer, it rather 
qoickned than slacked the diligence of the minister ; so that 
findings it necessary to relye rather vpon thecaselues than 
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ancb. a broken reede, himselfe with one more of the aasis- 
tanta make instantly for the towno, tlier to be ready against 
the Eimited daye of meeteinge ; wher tiiay assure themaelues 
to find more of their partye, and especially of tlie assistants. 

But in the interim, tho gonernour ther, by the oner-open 
and improaident carriagD of tlie buaineas, had gotte not 
only an incklinge, bat a plains and thorough kuowledg-e of 
the whole conspiracye; so that callings hia doaro Baccha- 
nalian crue to coungell vpon St, it is conceiued aud con- 
cluded, both for wisdome and necesaitts, to stand vpon 
tbeir garde, and to that end the people of the towne arc 
for dibiera days Wd together: the drumine beats, the 
coulours are flieing; shott and powder prepared^ and the 
Boate shott Eited ; and (for the last refuge) it is valiantly 
and stoutly reaolned on, that some barrella of powder being 
conueyed into the fort that commacida the towne, aud ia at 
the present called Warwick Foct, vpon findinge themseluea 
ouerpreat with multitudes, though all the munition was in 
their hands, they should retire thsitherj and from thence 
p!aye vpon them with the ordinance, and so talke with 
them far ynough of. In the thickest of which resolationg 
find Gsecutions the poors minisfcer and his companion, littlo 
dreameinge of any anch reuelationa or preparations, come 
quietly with a full wind sayleinge vp to the towne^ and land 
Tpon the warfe. Noe aoner are they on shore, hut their 
lodgeingo ia prouided for them by the gouernoar, vnder 
the command of the mar&hall, and a warrant presently con- 
ueyed into the maino for tho apprehension of a third man. 
of the societye, whom the gouernoar especially feared, and 
therfore hated; who, by vertuo therof is quickly brought 
up to the townoj aud vnder pretence and coulonr of ex- 
torteinge from him Some farther important confeasiona, 
throughly tortured; wer vpon a geoerall expectance of the 
CDOclusian (by some delaye of proseqution against the 
delinquents) followeth vpon it, and varietie of other 
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opinions tmd censures flie abont and enlarge ttemaelnes 
in their flight. 

But the gouernour haneinge obteyned his cheife drift, 
which was by ths brcakGings of this Ci^nrse to hoLJ OQ his 
owne with out iateiruption, and not holdinge it aafe to call 
vp more speritts at oncD thou he could charme downe 
againe, and kaop out of the circle, by litis and litle began 
to make shewe of the asaawageing-e of his fury and re- 
nenge, and to suffer himselfe (as urg-ed forsooth by hi? 
innate disposition and delicate good nature) a Eecond time 
to be reconciled to the minister, and for hia sake with bia 
priaon-fellowe also j who, for their partes likewise, by this 
time wer willinge and desirous of any reasonable composi- 
tion ; only the third man, (as haueinge endured that which 
would not Buffer him to be endured abroad} was remoued 
prisonner at lar^e to Coopers Hand, wher ho remained in 
custody of the captain of that fort vtitil! tho arriuall of 
Captain Tucker, which was not long after. And thug was 
this bundle of bussinesse both pierced and pieced.-^ 

Some fewe raonethes after (tho gouernoura bowlebain^ 
retniTied to its old byasse) tber fell out an accident, which 
though it lighted vpon the persona of cei-taine poore and 
private men, yet, in respect of its raritte, and litis lesso 
than miraculousnesse (that wlthall, also, I may a litle refresh 
my reader with some varietie, especially wher the fare hath 
bin ao iU cookedj as by thes six gouernours) I am reaolued 
to bestowe vpon it aa well a large &s true deaci-iption, 

Vpon a Fridaye morneingo, in a March (the monetli 
abone all others apt to produce such effects), and the years 
1G15, one Andrews EilUarcI, with sis more able and strounge 
bodied meu, in a bote of two or three tunnes, went out to 
sea to fish ; and ao eager they wer on the voiage, that 
neither a break-fast ia made before they mentj nor any

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other victuaHs carried along with them, saue only 3 fewe 
palmitoo berries. The wind! was fnyre of the aliore, a smalB 
constant gale from a cleare skie, which seemed bo promise a 
continijanc^ of it; and SO it did vutill they wer oome to 
their fiahinge place> which was about some foure leauges of 
to sea : wer they had noe Boner cast killock, but tHe wind 
begins aomewhat to biowe ; and at an instant, so ouer 
growne it was, that their killock roape broke,' wheo, being 
not able, neither with sayle nor oare, to make any way to 
the ahorGj the violence of the weather at last so preualed, 
as they quite lost sight of land, wheo, dispayreinge of all 
recouery, and vtterly tired with roweinge, they committed 
theraeeluea to Gods mercyej and throweinge some few fish 
(most impronidently) into the sea that they had taken at 
their beginninge to fiahj they let the bote driue whether 
she would. In this case and manner tbey remained from 
Friday vntili Suntiayj with a continnall and exceedeingei 
tempest lieinge vpon them. On Sunday morneiogBj the 
storme heitig somewhat abated, they hoy&ed sayle a,nd made 
(as they guessed) towards the ilanda, Towards night it 
grew stark calme; ao that (being too weake, both in body 
and minde^ to use their oares} they left their boate vpon 
drift all that night. Vpon Munday^ by peepe of day, Hil- 
liarde (for nowe all hia companions wer past strength, 
either to helpe him or themselues), before a smale gale of 
windj spreade bis sayles againe; and on Tuesday one of 
them died, and was throwen ouer bord by Hilliard. On 
Wednesdaye died three more; on Thirsdaye another; and 
on Thirsday, at night, the sixth man. All theaCj sane tha 
last, wer by Hilliard buried in the sea; for, being nowe 
gi'owen ouer weake himaelfe, he was forced to lett this last 
carkasae lie by him in the bote, because be was not able to 
throwe it ouer bord, being nowe left desolate and all alone. 
This wreatched poore man (for what is wreatchednesse in

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tliia worliJe, if bia was not), being left in this case mth 
oxily one dead corps by him, who, ia spigfat of his nose, 
would keepe him company ; being of an oxtraordinaiy 
Btroang' constitutioQj and yefc sustaineinge estreamB coni- 
pUDCtionSj pufct vpon tiln both by feai-e and famine, at last 
resolued to make some vse of his etinckinge bedfellowe, to 
serue bis rageingo appetite; wherTpoa ho dissects the car- 
kflsse, and with much adoe, throwinge the intraylea into 
the water, he spreads the body abroad, tilted open with a 
stick, and so lets it lie, aa a cesteme to receiuc sotno lucky 
raine water; and this God sent him presently after, so that 
in QDe Bmale nhower ho rGCouered about foara spoon e fulls, 
to bis nnexpregsable refresh montj he also presecued some 
of the hloi]d ia a shoe, to the quaatitie of balfe a pinte, 
which he did very apareingly drincka of to moyaten his 
month. He did also cutt of some of the flesh out of one of 
the thigUes, and diiJ eate thereof two eeneraU dayes, to the 
qnantitie and waight in the whole of aboot a pound. On 
Munday, which was the eleventh day from hia loseing-e 
sight of the land, two flieinge fishes [by Goda prouidence, 
certainely, since a sparrowo falls not on the ground with 
out it) fell into his boats ; and the one of which he tooke, 
and cofctin^e of the hend sucked the warme ieusie bloud 
therof, to his great comfort. About an houre after (to hia 
incouTiparably farr greater comfort, yon will not doubt), he 
once again discrieth the land, from the which (as you haua 
heard] he had bin separated, eleuea whole dayes and nights, 
and in which time he bad buried in the bottome of the sea 
all his compauuions, and. was thus gotten home all alone, 
sustained and kept aliue for the moat part with their flosh 
and bloud. About bodqb foure houres with in night, after 
his first reconery of the sight of land [neither knoweinga 
nor careing what or whor it was bo ho could but gett to it), 
be was cast upon the rocka nere vnto a place called Port- 
royall in Sonthampton Tribes, wHer hia bote was presently 
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aplitt to pceces, bat hiraaelfe (fchoagli estroraely weake} 
nimJe slivft to clamber up so steeps and high a rock aa 
would hau@ troubled the ablest man in the ilands to hatie 
done that by day which he did by night. 

Being thus astride on tho rock, the tumblinge sea had 
g-otten such possession on his brayncs, that for a while it 
was before his giddy head would suffer him to venter upon 
the forsnkeinge of it. At last, towards the morueinge, ho 
crawtea asbors, and then, to hia accomplished joy, ho dis- 
cemea wher he is, and trauayles halfe & daye with out any 
other refreshment than water, in the driuckinge wberof, 
wisely aud temperately for a man of his coate, he stints 
himselfe to a wilcb-shell full only at a time (for otherwise, 
oertainely, he had drunk his death) ; in which case ho at- 
taineij a friends house of hiSj whcr aodonly entringe upon 
them, he is for a good while taken for a gboast. At last 
(well looked V poo) acknowledged and receiued with ioye; 
his story (after some hoiirea recouerye of sti-ength to tell it) 
heard out with admiration ; and himselfe, not lon^ after, 
connayed to the towns, wher the goueruonr takes so much 
time of truce from doeing-a uoethinge saue dnnck hard, as 
to see hiui, then to wonder at him^ and once agaiue to 
causo him to tell ouer hia legend; the which being finished, 
he letta hira depart to Uae as poorely as ever he did before, 
aud returnes hitnselfe, also, to bis old trickg and beloued 
occupation, as yon shall nowe heare.' 

For the two gouemonrs (wherof one of them atoode for 
very Ktle better than it cypher), being cleared from all im- 
pediments (the opposite faction being daahtj as you have 
heard), began to baue a sence of their owne ouerlaatinge, 
especially in the point of hquour ; so that nowe haueingc noe 
more headye drincks iu. their store at the towne and being 
tyred with their loblolly bowleinge, tbey grew starck weary 
with doeing noethinge, and scorneiuge to be thus kept sober 

' It is added in the General History tliat Andrew HiUiardt the hero of 
these adventnreB, waa liTiug in the year 1 622, 
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in spight of their teethes, diligent and weli noaed intelli- 
gencera are presently employed to make discoueries of closa 
hords and aecfc'et miuea of bottells in the maiiae; whcrvpon 
Bome fewe being aerued opaUj and adiiGrtisementB sent up 
tterafber to the emptie flag^^ons of the towne, progress© 
(vnder most important pretences) is presently reaolued vpon 
by the Gouernour into thoes partes, and the jests sorted 
and lay&d out, accordinge to the niost admired and delicate 
situation of the Aquavits. With three or fours choyce and 
selected QieD,therfor(3,captaines, lieutenants, and old soldiers, 
all of the bacchanalian band, amaine flies the Gouernour into 
the Maine ; a flagg is carryed before him in signe of state ; 
a messenger is sent before to proclaims hla approach. To 
to tell yon what antick nakod uiaska of both sexes j what 
fiashinge, fireworcks, are eoerywlier prepared to entertaine 
him J what estroame ridiculous and contemptible actions 
ensue vpon it; wer scarce either credible or clenly to talke 
of; ©Specially considereinge that the ententine man him- 
selfe, and hia drie societie (ameiugo mainly at the end of 
the baasinesse be came for) in respect therof neglected all 
other ceremoniall coraplomsnta ; so that deepely diueinge 
into the bottooje of euery conceakment, they leaue not, 
vntill in all places they haue auokt out the uery dregga 
therof ; and so haueingQ made a £nall and through discouery^ 
retume by the same way they came, to the towne, to the 
great applause and alacritie of the whole Court. 

The Gouemour being thus returned to hia setled house, 
nob long after, enen as he was sittinge by the fire and 
takeinge a whiff of tobacco, one of the prime bayhea of the 
tribes [who although noe resident Courtier), yet not alto- 
gether out of the societie at that time) by ruahiuge in vpon 
him ahakeinge hiapocketts and cryingeout "Gqqd newas", 
snatched (as it wer) the fire out of hia nioutho ; so that 
sodainoly startinge up out of his chayre : " What newea, man, 
(saythe he) is ther any rosa-solis come to towne." ^'Noe sir". 
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answers the bay lie, " but next tbat the best lo the world"; ani3 
flutteringe his pocketta agame^ wlio thervpon ^iue a. clang 
with a fewe dollars that wer in them ; "the treasouv is found 
at the Flemish wrack, the treasour is found : we are all 
made men, made tnen.''* Madd meti indeed. 

But horevpon (this aa they would have it, being so 
greedely swallowed, as they almost wer choked withall, and 
the Goaeraour himselfe euen ready to crack with swelliiijje) 
a bote with a choyce gang is posted awaye to lade herselfa 
up to the brimea with Spanish dollora and Portugall cra- 
sadoea : among the which merry gang I must iiotfc forgett 
a charitable smith, who being told by one of the company 
(betweene iest and earnest) that in respect he was one of 
the cheife of the jjouernours fauorites and a good bowler, it 
Could not be but that his share in thia purchase would 
aTuount to noe lease than the makeioge of him a gentleman, 
if not with an improuement of a ladyship for his wife, " And 
thou (quoth he) you will tiot knowe vs pqqre men,'" "Yes, 
yfflith", answers the blacksmith, ''whataoeuer becomes of nae 
in this kind, I will whilst I am here make flshe-bookes for the 
poore people rather than they shall atarue." Neither doth the 
Gouernour hiraselfe forheare to proclaime what hs would 
doe with this hage treasure, when it was brought to bim. 
" We will first of all (sayeth he) pays ourselues to a doite of 
all that the aduenturers dos owe va j then we will farther 
lick our fingers as we aha,ll aee cause, and so leane the re- 
mainder to them." Cut awaye (eueo ready to kill themseluea 
with roweinge) goeth this gang vpon their golden errand; 
when, arriueinge at tho hopefuU place, instead of the heapea 
they looke for, behold some smale asp&rsions of dollers (to 
the totall value of about some twenty poundea sterlinge) 
are found ; some of thsm gathered by the neighbouringe 
people before their arriuall, the rest with extreame dilig'ence 
raked together by themselues ; being a reninaut, noe ques- 
tion, of some grentor store, the which being wnsht out of 
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Bome wreake not farr of, was Ejeaten vpoa that shore. But 
tMs, after the collectioQ of it from all handa, and a loug 
search in vaine for more (as being loatli euen to creditt tbcir 
owne eyes which nowo SDi'Qod them chaifly to the fruatrate- 
iog oi" their farther hopes), they at Itsogth returned with 
what they had to the gapein^e Gquernourab the towne, who 
reoBiveiuge of them the account of their employement, and 
withall the frtiict it had produced, was ghid to make much 
and be contented with the gleaneing'e instead of the hufje 
hartiest he promised to himselfe; the which^becauae it prouad 
not sufficient to discharge the great arreagea and debta chal- 
lenged by the people from the aducnturorSj like the wise 
Btewart, he lajd it by to serce to feede himselfe against the 
time he looked and feared to be putt oot of his eteward- 
shyp ; vpou which, from that time forwardj he began euery 
day more and more to ruminate, and indeed not without cause. 

!Por the company of adueutnrera in England, haueinge re- 
ceiued newes by the Edwui-'s safe arriuall of the reuells and 
the perpetual! Christmas kept in their Soinmer Ilandij^ found 
it more than uecssstiry to make them breake up house : so 
that truely vnderstandinge that the onginall of those gam- 
boleinge times proceeded from the misurable insufficiencyet 
of the commandors ther, thej r£>SDlued to make presently an 
election of a oewo gouernour, aud with all speed to send him 
awftje : when being in the deepest of thtir caresj how to 
serns their turnea best this waye, Mr. Tucker^ the prime 
searcher of Grauesend, by meanes of certaiae of the custome 
farmers!, who wer of the Cornpanyj made snte for the accep- 
tance of Mr. Daniell Tuckerj his brother, who was lately 
conae ouer to him from Virginia, wber he had bin for diners 
yeares Cape-merchaut :^ the which (by reason of the neero 

>■ This term, Cape tucrtihant, OBCurs frequently in (Mnnection with the 
kSftirg of the Virginift Coiupanj-, but ita preciac origin 1 have not been 
BbU to diaoover. Ho was a Bubordiuate person ; factor, supercargo, or 
ageot. TlniB, in 1C17, Captaiu Ai'gall, when acting as Deputy-Governor 
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correBpondencye, and mutuall traffique between the farmera 
and the searchers) was bo affectioBatolj pnraued and solli- 
cited for him, that the aduenturers were brought to a con- 
sent, and the rather, aa conceiueinge that by his being in 
Virginia, and his eight of the conduction of the affayres tber, 
could not chnaSj "but much enable him for that charge. At 
tho next great quarter court therfore, the sayd Mr. Dauiell 
Tucker iSf by a generall erection of hands, chosen Gouernour: 
and within a while, after haueiug his commission signedj and 
therby made a captaine, being throughly instructed and 
roasonably well prouided, he is shypped awaye in the good 
shyp cg,lled the George, and so makes onwards of his Toiage ; 
iu her company was also conaorted the lEdwin, diuera times 
fore-mentioned; and npon tbem shypped besides diners 
other passengers to be residents in those ilands. 

It was not lonu; before thes aliypa thus franghted arrine 
upon the coast of the Sommer ilaads : from whence being 
discovered, word i^ by and by carryed to the Gou^rnour : 
who at the first being somewhat daunted, sodainely recouera 
by snfieringe himselfe to be assured (hie flatteringe hopes 
allwayea leadeinge him to belieue aa he would haue it) that 
of thes two diacouered saylea, the smaller was the frigate 
that he had (as yon haue heard) sent out to the West 
indies, the other aome riche prize that she had taken. 

of VErginia in the absence of Sir Thoraaa Dale, "held himself diaparag-ed 
in that the CorHpaoy thought tbeir Cnpe merchant a fit man to deliver 
their letters iDto his hands" [AViff, pp. 1 16-16). Thfy write to the Couucil 
of the ColoDj 1621 : ■" With great dilKcnlty we have erecteil ft private 
ma^Lzine, mfin heiug most nuwilliiig to bo drawn to aubBcnptloua that 
inay end in amoke. If you expect for tho future any anch pkce, it vamt 
be your piincipftll care tte Oape merelisnt i>e not constraiiietl to Tent 
hia commodiliea atl apy aett pritie, and in jmrticular Jiot to be enforced 
to tflJte tobacco at any curtain rate" {id., p. 2ffG}. The phrase haa par- 
hapB some connection with early settli'titenta near Cape Henry. It does 
not appear to have had long currency. The writer refers below t» avflin- 
gloriouB project of Tucker in IfilS, to elarter a. veaeel for Virginia: 
*' He coneeiTed it would prove an action of reputiitioD , if he who Ijad 
bin fi CapG iiK-rchant in Virginia, should nowe sett out a vesBell vnto 
there ae a C'ap<j tiovernour." 
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Whervpon the gang- are cotnmaiided to make oat to well- 
conie them and to bring back the good newes of their great 
fortune. But beforo the nowe growen riistie rowers could he 
gotten togGthQr, and gett to thom, the Edwin (being a. 
barke of very good sayle) recoucra the harbonrof the King's 
castle, wher being found by the towns bote she is boarded^ 
and tella them (the litle look&d and lesss wished for) truth 
of the hussiaesse; as that they both of them came directlie 
from England, and that the shyp (yet) abroad, bad brought 
a newB Goncmour in her ; and diners other passengers of 
sort, some wherof were for subordmatB offiaers, and the 
rest for priuate inhabitantSj and to be plantOra in the ilands. 

The bote returneinge thus heauily laden^ vnburthena 
herselfe into the gouemours ears ; who, at an instant, find- 
inge all his hopes thus blowne up, lookea pale, gruwea 
malincholy, and, in ploino tearmeSj appeares directly de- 
lected; hut his blusteringe councellours (who, indeied, wer 
ladds that duret proiect any thinge, bo that the execution of 
it wer absent), with bigge lookes and loude oathes, bring 
him into a Ittle holdinge up his head ; bo that at last, with 
a hage much adoe^ they clap and hale hims into a course, 
the which (passeing on in but so far as he did) would per- 
haps haue cost an honester man the makeiug of a wrie 
month ; for they told him that it cotild not be, but that the 
colonye and plantation in generall was so taken and wonne 
with a loue of his goaernment and clemencye, that if he 
would hut hold up his finger, they would venter all they 
had to goe throngh stich with him, though it wer into the 
deepest caue in tho ilands, and yet ther are terrible straunge 
ones, and some of them aa rare peeces of natumll worck- 
man-shyp, as I am persvvaded the world hath). They 
coniure him, therefore (for a while at least), to stand vpon 
bis strength^ and brauely to glue this newe commer to 
vnderstande that vnlesse he brought with him either mony, 
or some other answerable content, the people (who in vaina 
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La<3 sweat tbemseluea drye yitqugh alreidy, haueiaig their 
reward spuDue oat vnto thom in hopes only) wer fully 
resolued that they woald accept of noe Btraunj? and neive 
Gouemoutwhatsoeuei*; noe, though he came coinmlssiotied 
with ten thouBand martiall lawesj but would keepe and 
hold him they had, being a man both well koowea Tuto 
thenij and as well beloued. This course, after some warmo 
objections, and very many but what its the Uooernour at 
last settles himsclfe vpon ; trusty mesaecgers are ther 
vpon presently posted into the Maine, to grope the mind 
of the muUitmie ; and frequent meetinges had, in a deso- 
late cabbin, somewhat remoued from the towncj for the 
i'aBbionniDge up and lickinge of this monstraua beare- 
whelpG; amidst the TDidst of ■which contriuementa, the ship 
the GeonjCj with the news Gouernour, moorea herselfe in 
the harbour also of the Kingg-castle : and Mr, Lewes, the 
niiniater (fatall to the faction), eomiea to a discouery of the 
plott, and resoluea, with all expedition, to aduertize the 
new Gouernour of it; and to that end secretly prepares 
a bote to carry bira abord the shyp, from whence also is 
gent a message from the newe G ouernour ther to him at 
tb& towne, to lett him Tnder stande of his being ther, and 
his being there, what he was. 

To the one (some heate being receined out of the Maine, 
though it proued afterward but aa a St. Anthonies fire), it 
was presently answered, that he should heave more from 
them shoi tly : for the other, a command is 1 ay d vpon hira 
not to etiiTG I'rom the towne; the which he refuseinge to 
obey, Bnd entringe a bota to act the disobedience, certaioe 
uinskettiera are sent out, who, from the shore, threaten to 
deliuor a volly of shott upon hiin vnlesse he returne, who 
(not trustinge to their cortesie) performes what they estort, 
and so is stayed. The next raorrowe (to make good tho 
work), a barberons heraught (herald) (for ooer and aboue 
his monntre, he was a barber), infinitely worte cloathcd 
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than lie that Lewes of France aent to qur Edward of Eug- 
landj ia found oat aud seat to the shyp, to deliuer this 
message peremptorily to tho news Gouernour, that with, 
out mony and content, nos consent ov acceptance. To this 
the newe Gouernour replies, throaghly and stoutlyj that ha 
bore Kiage James his authoritie with him, which should proue 
sufficient and auayleablc ynough to curbe all such rebellious 
persons, as durst luaka that erraud ^od; aud with that 
Bhort reward commands him to begone; who, at hia re- 
turnej relateinge what he had found, the great mana reao- 
lution is agaiue so be-shateo, as he thincts it the best 
eonrse to be quiettj and to vse suspenaion vntitl he seea 
farther : and^ by waye of a beg-inning to it, himselfe, with 
the minister Keath, and some two or three of his con- 
sorts, restort abroad to that purpose, wher they are 
fashionably receined by the newe Gouernonr (who would 
take noB notice of any thinj^e) ; and so, without any farthei* 
discourse, dismissed back to the towue, wher they are noe 
soner ashore but agaiiie another ±itt takes theuij and newe 
denises are broached, the enent of which vents you shall 
UOWe also hearg. 

For the newe Gouernour presently, &fcer the departure 
of these ladds of the towne, enters into couDsell, aud re- 
aolnes vpon a apeedio goeiog thether himaelfe, for findinge 
the humourous heate of their braynes vary well allayedj he 
thincks it noe discretion, by the least delay to giue time to 
a relapsj by some newe distillations: the next daye, tber- 
fore, is appointed for that purpose; at what time^ accom- 
panied with hia owne ahyp-companyj and some of the beat 
sort of tho mainej being euen ready to sett his foote into 
the bote, ther comes one in panting haste from the Kings- 
castle, aud tells him that thcr aro certalne botes and men 
sent from the towne with directions and command to ceese 
vpon that peece. The Gouernour being- somewhat stirred 
with this ii)telli^''eucei, commsindti the master of the shyp. 
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the pilots, and two or three of tte beat of tte tnaioe njen, 
to take Bonie force with thenij and to make good that im- 
portaot place. Thes being gott to the castle, £ude noe 
maimer of resistance, nor the least ahewe of it; so that 
iQautDg- some of their people ther, and giueioge in charge 
to the ffunner, that he should neither suffer any maa to 
land vpon them, nor any of bis to quitt the place, but to 
stand vpon their garde vntill he heard furtherj tbey pre- 
sently make back tbemselaes to the ahyp and informB the 
GoueruDur, that all thiags y/er qaiett and sure : true, indeed, 
that some three or foure of the towne, commanded by an 
old soldier, had bin ther that morneingj but stayd not, 
retumeinge instautlj' to the place whence they came, 

Tbe Goueraour being thus aasuredj prepares (although 
disawaded by some) to make his waye for the towne; and 
the same afternoone is sett downe for it : in the meane 
space, the man at the towne, haninge receiued knowledge 
from thoea that (as you haue heard) were at the Oagtle that 
momoinge, and sent by him to ioyne with some other of his 
partie that vpon promise he expected ; that noe creature 
appeared tber for him, nor any good possibly to ba done, 
and besides that the newe Grouernour was certainly Tpon 
his waye to the towne, very well accompanied, with manye 
reuolted maine-men in his troupe ; grewe vpon the newes so 
quite appalled, calme and cast downe (hia feare nowe pre- 
Tiayleinge ouer his ambitjotl), that from thencB forward he 
absolutely (yet secretly) resolues to gine ouer all further as- 
pireinges, and to yeeld to the time. By thia time the Go- 
uomour with his company are descried from the towne'a 
■warfe, wher vpon (by command of the old, nowe a newe 
man) a garde is prepared for bim* to pasae through, and 
bimselfe attends to receiue him at his laudeinge. Sone after 
he attaines the shore, and is mett and saluted to the shoe, 
from whence ho goeth directly and instantly to the church 
which was hard by ; hut by the waye thcther hath tbe better 
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hand taken of him "by the quondatn man (an error whichj if 
he tooke notice of, was so much the greater by his endure- 
ance). Being- ectred the ctuccli, and a sortnon endedj tlie 
old Goueraonr begins a speach concerneing- grieuanijes, and 
some (I cannot tell what) amends raakeinge for them ; but 
being- cutt of hy the newe, and a few good words scattred 
among" themj he at last (though not withont some driincken 
mutteringe) cauaeth his commission to be read out, and so 
is receiued and accepted of for their GonBrnour. And nowe, 
being* to fall vpoa somewhat more serious and fashionable 
timeSj it is exacted that our stile a]so prone more sober and 
graue ; for ifc ia a decorum requirable and beciomeinge all 
historians to fitt their phrase to their matter, for otherwise 
it shewes as vuseemely and mishapen as to apparell a dwarfe 
in one of the garde's coates.

The newe Goueruour being thus settled. Anno 161(), and 
BO'to begin his regencje and the forme of it, not findings 
any beaten path troden out vuto Itim by His predecessors 
the sis Gonemors; nor being acqnainted, or 80 much as 
knoweinge any other president besides that of Virginisj the 
which he had both seene and felt dureing his time of Caps 
merchantshyp ther, he nimbly and readyly resolued (as a 
course also that best sorted with his owno disposition) wholy 
to pursue thoes stepps, and the rather because he fonnd the 
people generally both abborreioge all exacted labour, as 
also in a manner disdaineinge and loatheinge to be com- 
manded by him, so that he conceiued noe better conrae could 
be taken either to force them to worck or to worck his owne 
Teuenge, than by that Btricktness and rigour which he had 
discerned to produce some such efiectinthat other colotiye. 

Sodainelye, therefore, he fell to dispose and enioine the

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people of the generalHtie, wbich were resident, with him at 

Kb. Georgia's {beiug at that time about 150 persons) to 

seuerall kinds of labours, aa eome to cletire ground and sett 

COrue> otberS to fall timber, hale trees, gquar(j aud sawe 

them, the rest to plant vines and other fruicts brought with 

him out of Kno^land; and these labouionrs had certaine 

aeuerall ouerseers sett ouer them in the nature of task-ma3- 

ters, and wer by breake of day to repayre to the towue's 

warfe at the sound of the druuime, and fi-om thence to be 

disposed to their places of eiuploymeut, aud tht;r to worcli 

vntill nine of the clock in the nioiTJoiDge ; and iu the aftev- 

noonej from three vntill suanes seLt. Neither had they any 

other allowance at that time for all this thau muate, driack, 

and clothes, with a certjiine paye of base-uiony (deliuered 

vnto the trouemour by the Company), the which haueiujr a 

hogge stampt upou it on the one side (in memory it should 

seeme of the great number of wild awine found vpon the 

Hands at their first discouery) yf&s, in a scoff, tearmed by the 

people hogge mouyr'

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This course thus fusteued vpon and squared after tte Vir- 
g'inian rulej anrl in perticular imitatinge diuers orders 
digested by Sir Thomas Dale, while he was mursball ther, a 
eoppy -wberof he had brought with him and often consulted 
withj* he began from them to loolre into hia English inatruc- 
tiom giuea him, by the Company j whervpon (by one Nor- 
wood, a surveyor, sent oaer for that and some other pur- 
poses in Mr. Moore's time) he began to lay out the eight 
tribes in the Maine, which -were to consist of fiftie shares to 
a ti-ibcj and five-und-twenty acres to a share. He also 
beo;au at the same time to place some colony men on some 
of his especiall friends* shares. He swore also certaine of 
the cheife men of the tribes to be baylies of every tribe ; and 
appo5nl:ed as many men aa he Was ablo for all Supplied 
shares. This done, haueingo caused the shyps that caino 
with him to be vnladen, and their ladeinge to be layd up in 
the publick store; he from thence distributed it to his 
wnrckmen iu general!, Some uewe botes likewise began 
to be builded, and the piunace Called the Thomas^ vcbich 
laye vpon the rocks, was broug^ht to the town, where (by 
the Gont'rnour's feare and connmand) she was haled rp into 
tha dock and ther laye chayned, wher her rotten ribba 
are to be discerned vnto this day. In the beginnings also 
of the second moneth of his gouernment, he directed war- 
rants to the baylies of the tribes for the holdinge of a geue- 
rall assize at St. George's on the fourteneth of the same 
moneth J presently after which summons he visited the 
King's castle at the Gurnett's Head, and appointed one Mr. 
Stoke, that came ouer with him {being hia ancient acquain- 
tance in Virginia, as was also his wife], to be the prime com- 
mander ther, and the title of Linetenant of the Castle, being

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the same man, wbo at this day, by a speciall commission 
from the Company, holdeth the same commaQd as captaioe, 
which certaiooly is a charge and place that requireth a very 
able, sufficient, sober, and trustie persoo^^ 

Much about which time the pinnace called the Edmn, 
which came out of England with the Goueriior, ia sent out 
for the Hands of the West Indies {some of which, called tha 
Sauuage and Virgia Hands, being not aboue eight or ten 
dayea* sayle distant) by direction from the Company in 
England, to trade with the uatiues for catell, corne, plantsj 
aod other conaraoditieg necessa-rye for a pla,atiitioti, a, course gf 
great importancye, and which, had it been followed and pur- 
sued, would certainely have prod ueedfayrcr and more hopefull 
effects for the goad and growth of that solitary colonye, 
than all tho supphes or magazin shypa from Englaud either 
hane or will doe thea tw&ntj yearea, the which, notwith- 
atandeinge, hath not only bin since vtterly discontinued bat 
(from some secret reasons hereafter to be touched} strictly 
forbidden, and all concourse and receifc of any such vpon 
great penalties inhibited. 

Presently, after this piaaace's doparture, began the assize 
at St. George^'s, wher (fowa miitters of note being handled 
besides) ther was a,rraigaBd and condemned by a jnry of 
tweluB men (but in a disorderly form^ mixt betwixt martiall 
laws and the lawes of England) which defiiced them both, 
one John Wood, a poors but desperate and open-monthed 
Frenchman, who, in his cupps, haueinge saucely and arro- 
gantly spoken to the Goueraor, was herevpoa attached ; and 
being endicted of mutiny and rebellion, vpon his triall waa 
cast ; and so being sentenced by one deputed to that pur- 
pose (for the Gouernor himselfe, findingehis insufficiencyes 
that way, neuer satt iudge in Ms owne person) waa publicly

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hanged within two dayoa after, choyce bein^ made of the 
person of tliat poors tiia.n to lett the rest knows tkat both 
his authoritie extended to lifcj and that they should all of 
them take heed liow they prouoked him hereafter; and 
indeed from that time forward it was obserued tEiat he ouer- 
fast dechned to such a hQifi;ht of Hsueritie towards all men 
as wanted hot very litis of CrueltjQ and tyranny j ao that he 
hath bin eeene^ in one momeinga before breakefaat to 
ciidgell with his owne hands not fewer thai5 fortie of hia 
poors worknieu euen for very smale and alight noglecta, 
in BO much as that it growe at last to be a receiued general! 
obseruation amongst them, that when in a morneing'e his 
hatt Btoado ou the one aidOj and such a couloured sute of 
cloathos was worne, ther was noe coiueinge nere him all that 
whole days after. 

But this impatieucye and ouer^rigour of the Gonernour 
produced, within a short time after, an eifoct not much 
lease than a miracle ; for fiuB plaine and simple feUoweSj 
whose names wer Eichard Saunders, Thoma? Harrisoo, 
William GodwiUj Henry Puittj and one James Barker (the 
only gentleman among them, being one of old Judge 
Barkers sonnes, and cunningly sent oaer by sorae of hi3 
friends or rather kindred, and as atrauugely by them pro- 
cured to be kept here), thea fine I Saycj wherof Saunders 
was questionlease the prime man, and only marriner, 
being in extreme discontent, and reaolueinge to vndergoa 
all hazards rathe^ then to live vnder so hard a condition, 
■which they esteemed noe losaa than a meere alanery, con- 
federated themselues and deterininsd to make an escape out 
of the ilauds at what prizo Boeuer. The course therfore 
being plotted by Saunders, William Godwin, being a shyp* 
carpenter, and Thomas Hsirriyon a joyner, repayred to the 
Goiiernourj and with pleaseinge insinuations tell him, that if 
it might stand with his goode likeinge to furnish them 
only with some bords, tarre and rozin, and some other amalei 
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&ecessdrie$, tliey wcr resoloedj of tliBiiiseluas, to boUd, ia 
Sands his tribe, bein^ a farr fitter and coiiuenienter place 
than the towue, both for launceinge and fittiu^e of hor, and 
being priuate also could offer them noe distractions, a stoute 
bote with close hatches, of somo two tiiones in burthen, to 
goo out to sea in al! weathei-s to Rah: the which haueinge 
fibsohitely finished^ they would bring up to the towne, to 
rest ther at his seruico and dispose. The Gouemour (halfe 
prc'ude ehtit he had thus brought (as he cooceiued) his men 
to ao g-ood a paaee, as in this manner to offer themaeluea to 
so necessary a worck;. instantly with all wiUingiiesse fur- 
nished them with whatsoeuer they could desire, and with the 
beat wordes his disposition could afford, encourageth them 
to their task : who being quickened and lightned by so 
luckye a beginninge, goe lustily on in their bussinesae; ao 
that in a short time the bote is brought to perfectinn ; of 
whose stoTitneSHe, and what excellent fiahiuge semice she 
should doe for the Grouernour, they bragge of to all that 
come neare them. 

By this time the shyp that brought the Grouemour ia 
vpon her departure, and readye to take her leaue ; and he 
himselfe veTy husic abont the discharge of her, and in taking 
order for her ladeinge, which was only billetta and logga 
of cjedar ; but yet he is not vnmindefull of his news bote 
at Som mer-seate, but 3ayly sends to vrge expedition, de- 
termineinge, as it should aeeme, at hia next goeing to the 
ahyp, to be rowerl thether in her in state, and so to 
have newes carried to the adventurers of the manyfold 
utcheifments by him performed in so short a time. About 
some three dayes therfore before the prefixed time of 
cleareinge of the eayd shyp, be sends away a luatie gang to 
conduct the longed for news bote to the towne, who 
arrineinge at the place wher ahe was builded, and where 
they looked to haue found her and her builders, missinge 
both of the one and the tocher, they make enc[uirie hy 
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Home nere neighbours to the dock, what vpaa become of them, 
who told them that they had putt out to sea the eueninge 
before their coraeinge, giaeinw- it out that their ©ntention was 
to try the newe botes sayleinge, since wLich time they had 
neither heard nor seen them ; but they yerely beletued 
that thay were gone to Port Royally ther to bestowe the 
Sunday at a sermon, or ela departed for the towue. With 
thia intelligence the gang make back againe 5 when informe- 
inge the Gonernoar how they had sped, and what newea 
they had learned of his newe bote, be sodainely begins to 
fall into a furious muse, and a deepe doubt, wher ehe 
should bestowB herselfe; but not long it waa, before he 
■was putt past his dumps; for certaine letters being dis- 
Gouered in the cabin of one of thoes departed in the bote^ 
one of tbetn, being directed to the Gouernour himselfej 
was in alt haste carried to him ; and being as hasfcely 
openned, the contents thcrof wor found to this e£Fi3ct : 
that ■" in respect of the tyranny and crueltie that he, the 
GouGrnourj continually practiaed vpon all men, and in par- 
ticular vpou fchemselnes, together with the smale hope they 
found of the least redresae and recouerye for thia their 
hard condition, they fine bad bin forced to putt them- 
selues TTpon the extrearae and noe lesae than desperate 
hazard of freeing themselues from him and hia role, by 
adventnreiiige to make for their country of England iti ao 
smale and ill prouided a vessel!, as bis newe hoped for bote 
was ; in which attempt, if they aped otherwise than well (as 
it was muck to be mistrusted) their Hues and blond should, 
be required at his hands." Othor letters of thers likewise 
ther wer seene, directed to diners of their friendsj and in 
perticnler to Mr. Lewes, the minister, of whom one of them 
haueinge borrowed a fayre sunne diall, with the pointea of 
the compasse in it, and carrying it ftway with tbem (for it 
waa borrowed to that end)^ he wrote to himj by waye of ex- 
cuse, that as he in hia sermons^ speakeioge of the paye that 

o 
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the merclinnta owed thein, wonEd continually perswade item 
to patience, atid tell them, that if the sayd merchants 
payed them not, Grod would: so he for his part, mnat b& 
bold to qoote his owne wordea vnto hinij eoDcerneinge bis 
compaase dial!, which ho confest he had somewhat mman- 
erly taken from him ; that he hoped one day to g'lue him 
a duo content for it, but if not, God would. Such leysure 
found this poors fellows to be merry with the ininister, 
enen. wheOj in the eye of reaaon, he was marchingH to & cer- 
taine mine. 

Thoi Qouemour haueing thus attained the fall knowledge 
of this escape, and bold aduenture of thes fiao persons, 
holdiuge them all bat as dead men, in an extreame fary 
was openly heurd to saye that if euer he caught any one of 
them with in his possegaions agaiue, he would saue them a 
labour of droweninga themselues with a hanginge ; and 
that this they should be sare of, though they had Sir 
Thomas Smiths and the companyea letters to the contrary 
hanginge about their necks. But litis cared thea fiue pas- 
senger*, by this time far ynnngh out of his reach, for 
either his threatninga or fury ; the stormea of the ocean, 
wer nowe their only fearea; the -which, notwithstandiuge, 
reaoluinge to venter vpom, being reaaonably well stored 
with victnalla, hauing a good news sayle for their mast, 
and an excellent (though smale) ncwe bote vnder them, 
they committed themaelues to sea, and shaped their course 
(as nere as their emale skill would serue themj for England; 
boing a voiage, aa all marriners knowe, of about three thoa- 
sand aud Jiue huudrede miles, huueinge a huge and vast sea 
to fcrauerse, and full many a dangerous and horrible tempest 
to Dspectj yet, for three weekes space, so fauored they wer, 
that they felt noethinge of what they had catlap to fearej at 
Sast a blusterous gale, bloweing in their teeth at north-east, 
putts them in all extremitie for diners dayes together, then 
becomeinge more gentle, awaye they pasae prosper&usly ou 
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againe for some eight or ten dayes mnre, afc what time, 
heing discouered, hy a French roverj they are chassed and 
taken ; to wliom, relatinge their fortunes and extent, they 
are notwithstandinge Inhumanely and barherously robbed 
of all their tobacco and much of their victnails, and so cast 
of Ag-aine^ to pUTSlie their first i-esolntiona, thongh vpon 
much worse tearmea than when they metfc with them: 
being thug losed from thes barbarians they hold on 'their 
northerly coarse for England ; bo that after seuen weekea 
departure from the Sommer Hands, in their bote of about 
two tunaes in burfchon, their TictQalls being falne to the 
lowest ebbBj and the very kneea of their smale vessell more 
then haife of them hewed awaye by themaelues, vpon neces- 
sitie of firG-wood, they at last, to their infinite joye, dia- 
couered land, and fell with it; wher arriueinga, it is fonnd 
to be Ireland, and the part of it where the Erie of Tomond 
hath his residence, who^ being informed with this their 
strange adventure and miraculous escape, entertained them 
very chriatianJy and noblyj and for a Tnonument hangs vp 
their bote in his eastles hall, wher I thinck it remaineth to 
this daye.* As for the persons, haneingo remained some 
monethes ther^ wher they first arrivedj at last, one after 
another, they gott into England, wherj falliog'e to deraand 
their snppoaed part of due from, the Company, and to com^- 
plaine and accuse the Goueruour in the Sommer-Ilands, 
they found that neither of the cources tooke effect j so that 
at length, wearied with attendance and hopelease of any 
good, in extreame angry discontent they betooke thera- 
Belaes to their aevorall wayes, and (for aught I knowe) are 
all of them still alive, to professo as much as I haue nowe

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written. True it ia that here-vpon some of the petie men. 
of the adqeuturers willing to catcli at all occasions of 
snarleinge at any man tliat tliey etnploje) wrote snappislily 
and tantingly to the Grouernourj but thia vpon eueiy falsee 
and Taioe Jjesresaye is to thU day (and perhaps euer will 
be) found to be the fasliion and fooleinge of most of the 
meanest ; and they doe it for the moat part without all 
respect or esaraitiation of either his gnilt or innocence, 
■worth or basenesse; a tollorfition and suffprance that cer- 
tainely within a short time (^Tilesse sodainely redressed) 
will not suffer any honest and deserueinge man to snbiecfc 
himselfe to ao both an unprotBtable and vnregarded, ae 
well as vnreWarded a Serliice ; wherby the whole plaiitatldn 
is not vnlikely within a short time to he shaken and ytterly 
rained. 

Within three dayea after the first notice of the atealeinge 
away of thes fore-sayd men, the ahyp called the Oeorge, 
that broug-ht in the Gonemour, departed out of the harbour 
of the King's-Castlfij after almost three moneths staye, her 
out ladeinge (as before sayd) being only cjeder ; for at that 
time the tobacco- traffique was not come to the least per- 
fection. Presently after her farewell, the Gouernour (not yett 
at rest from his late choler), to renenge himselfe vpon his 
runne-awayes, sends down his liaetenant to cease, vpon all 
such g;oods. Come, and wh&tsoeuer gIs as belonged vnto all 
or any of thea fine, all which he appropriated vnto him- 
selfe. 

Abonte one ■weelce after this the Edtvin malces her re- 
tnrne out of the "West-Indies, whether (aa yon haue heard) 
abe was afint fqr plants; of which she came furnished with 
diners sortes, as plantana, suger-canes, figges, pines, and 
the like, all of which wer presently replanted, and are since 
encreased into great nnmbera, esp&cially the pkntans and 
figg-Bs, very inBnitely : she brought with her also one In- 
dian and a Negroe [the first thea nands euer liad)j the rest 
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of her ladeinge was lignam-vitECj with iffiiich she mada a 
saueiDge voiage. 

The Goueriiour being tims busied in eetbinge of hia 
plants and uiakeiuge fences with rowea of figge-trees, and 
Iq rayleiDg- them ia^ to preserue them from the hogges ; as 
also in carrying a Pale ouer-tnark the Hand of St. Georges, 
from west to tiust, therin to keepe seueced such cattell as 
hud bin sent out of Kngland, some of whlc:h belooged to 
the generall Company, but most of them to the Erie of 
Warwick; and iq thta performance of SUch husband-like 
bussinesse, for which indeed he seemed very fitt, and de- 
serued coinmeudatioQ. The aduenturE>rs at home (who had 
promised him at his departure a speedy supply) wer as 
attentiuB also in makeiuge goode their words vnto him^ to 
■which end they hired and setb oufc a smale bark (but an 
escellBut saylar) called the Sope-wellf and made master 
oaer her ooe Powellj a good mnrriubr, and very well traded 
in all the West Indies, whoso open and professed cammls.- 
sion waa first to shore his passengers and goods in the 
Sommer Jlands, aad then to pass on to the Virgin and 
Sauuage Hands lieing to the southwest, and within eight 
dayea sayle of tbem [iJahaiaas, I^d.], and thur to trade with 
the tiatiae Indiana for cattellj as goatea and the like,, and so 
to transport them to the colony. But this bark being on 
her waye, and gotten up to the Western Hands, called also 
the Azores, meetes with a Portugal! sbyp comeinge from 
Braail, laden with suger and some passengers of fashion; 
so that hauing a master practised iu thoos courses, and 
■whose fingers so itched at all ho mettj that he could not 
cbuse but fall a, rubbeingo when he mett them : with his 
nimble sayler he giues chase to the Brasil man, and in a 
short time both fetcheth her vp and takes herj so that 
remoueiqge most of her people into his owne shyp, and 
luauuiuge his priza with some of hia owao uien, awaye 
Eayles lio Lis owne courtie^ together with his uewe gotten 
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goods ; this liaaeiiig' doue, and but then perhapa begin- 
ntnge to thinck what lie had donej not knoweing how the 
fact ■ffonM be receiued at home, nor how he might be vsed 
at the Soaiuier Ilaads, when he came ther, be reaolaGa to 
make directly for the West-Indies, and ther to take time to 
thinck of itj aud not long- it was before he attained that 
coastj TfheT, falliiag-e into the company of a roueiug French- 
man (one euery way as cuninge aa hiinselfej but more 
trecherous), a great league of kindnesae is aone made vp 
betwixt them. Vpon coofidence wherof, Powell and some 
of the cheife of his corapanj'j beiug inuited abord the French 
sbyp, ia easily entised, and in the midat of bis cuppsj both 
himselfe and his company inhospitably and treacherously 
made prisoners ; wheiTpon word is sent out by a bote well 
manned with French to the Brazilian prize, that rnlesae she 
qnickly and qnietly reodred her fielfe and all she had in her 
to their dispose, her captain and all his empHsonned com- 
pany should paye for it with their lines at the maine-yard- 
arme j with which dismall message being scared (as well 
kncweinge tho vilanoua resolutioQ of thes French in the 
like cases, and withall tenderly reepecting the lines of their 
captains and the rest)! the sayd prize is preaontly delmered 
vp ia to their hands ; vpon which the piisonners, being 
Bett at libertie and landed vpon the next shore, away goes 
this TB-SCfilly Frenchman in triumph with his base and 
cowardly gotten goods. 

Powell and his company being tlius prSze-lesse ashore, ia 
fetched off by the bote of his owne ahyp, the Hope-well, 
wher, being aboard, and findings his prouissions every ways 
growen scant, and hopelesse vtterly of recoaeringe his 
stolne away prize, (stormeinge, stampeiuge, and aweareinge 
reuenge] he at last resolueth, in ths emptie case he was, to 
make back for his first harbour in the Sommer Hands j so 
that (first Bettinge on shore his Portugall prisonuers vpon 
the Maiae of tKe West Indies) he weyeth iinchor and maketh 
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tlioclierward, -wheVj not long aftor, ha safely arriiied, and 
findeth tlie Goueraour about his husbandry, aa also newly 
begiauinge a framed house for the minister at St. GeorgeSj 
to whom he himselfe declareth the whole paeaags of his 
fortuneB, faareiuge, perhaps, least othcrwiae they mig-ht be 
worse told by some aecotid, which the Goaernour, by his 
outward WDllcome seemed well ynough to approue. 

The most part of ths fplloweinge moneth -was ernployed 
as formerly in matter of husbandrye, with which the Go- 
ueraour so wholy was taken vp, aa that it gaue occasion to 
Bome of the snarloinge meaner sort of the adtienturera in 
England (such of them especially as had reoeiued some per- 
souall discontents) to write vuto him in their scurule priuate 
letters that he was fitter to be a gsirdiner than a Gouei-uour, 
Among other things of note acted by him at the game time, 
he caused a pond to be digg-ed a litis distance from the 
freah water well that serueth the towue ; but hauing 
brought it to the depth of two footej it began to be con- 
sidered that if it should be carried deeper, it might prelu- 
dice the well and spoyle the water, whervpon that worck 
ceased j in the same moneth he held his second generall 
Assize at Bt. Georgesj aa irregularly aa the fii'stj wherin not 
any matter of note was handledj only a proclamation (or 
rather article^ as it was then tearmed) was pablished (but 
ouerlate) against the spoyle and hauock of the cahoweSj and 
other birds, which already wer almost all of them killed and 
scared awaye very improuideutJy by fire, diggeinge, stone- 
inge, and all kind of murfchcringes. The Gouernour went, pre- 
sently after this, to take a Towe of a ccrtaino rock lieing in 
flauncker with the Eings-castle/ the ■which, by an order of 
court from England, was appointed to he forfcitied but 
findinge a great difficultio in the attemptj both by reason of 
the badd laudiuge vpon the place for ordinance, and his 
owue pouertie of knowledge in thoea aCfayroSj it was quite 
" Ni>w iioiitbiimptoa Fort. 
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^uen on&Tj and nob medclled with, all^ alE liis time; but in 
liea thetof, some 8 or 10 meu ara appointed to cutt out a. 
plattforme at Pagett's Fort, the which (as tlie worck itselfe 
sheweth to this daye, and euer will doe in despigLt of all 
ameDds} proued so vnlasbionable, vncapable, and ill laj'd out, 
tliat it is absolutely the moat vnceruiceable aud vnsighfclest 
peecB in that kind of the whole jlaods ; and yet by situatiou 
aod for vac, requireinge aa much or mortj protection Lban 
any other whatsoeuer. 

You heard euen nowo of the coraeinge in of Powell and 
of his fortune; but hauiucre not performed iu the Saauage 
llanda what he Btoode obliged in vnto the Companyj con- 
cemeingo the trafEque for cattell ther, he is nowe employed 
a second time thether by the GouerDour, vnder coulour and 
pretence of the sanae service ; who also furniahod him with 
all thingea necessary and manned him out with thirtccne or 
fourteeue of his owns colony people, moat of them being 
prime mnn and of cheife accountj of whose volage and re- 
turne we ahall apeake hereafter. In the meantime^ the Com- 
pany at home (who had bin fully possest and putt in great 
hope of much good to be done in thea partes by fishingo 
for the whale, by reafion that dareioge the monetha of 
January, Pebrnary, and March, great numbers of thots 
kinda of tishes are scene vpon the coaat) fell vpon a resolu- 
tion to make an experinaent that waye; whervpon they 
caused a tall ahyp called the Neptune to be prouided, and 
furnished her with skillfull mecj and all other thinges neces- 
sary for such a voiage ; but before she could arrive at her 
destinated port> the Gouernour tber (who at his comeinge in 
had brought with him also diuers tooleSj instruments, aud 
shalopcs, with some persons fitt and proper for that em- 
ployment) determined to breaks tho yce for theiDj aud to 
deserue somewhat by aduentureinge first; so that settingo 
vp three newe shalopcs, whose peecea wer shypped with 
bin] out of Englandj and mauuiog them with seueu or eight

men apeecs, he caused the compaBy to sett forward to that 
bussines; but the effect of this attempt answered not his 
hopes, for whether it wer by reason of the extraordinary 
awift HwimmiDg and atoute tnattall of this kiad of wbale (for 
it is the trunck whale/ and is knowea by esperience to haue 
store of 6par[ne)j or the conditioo of the place, the sea 
being ther in some placea very deepe, or that by reason 
of the rocks the hawsers could not be kept cleare, or what 
other niiachiefe or mischance so ener it waSj certaine it ia 
that after many trialls^ hazards, adrenturesj and contiouall 
^ayleiiig;ea vpon poore mistiis Fortune, not so much as one 
peece of a whale conld euer be reconered, though diners of 
them were often strook and wounded ; vpon which ill luck 
the Gouernoni' for that time layd aside this sea-SE^ruice and 
fell again to the laud. 

In the begidiieinge therefore of the newe yeare, being the 
second of his goueroment, he held his third Assize after the 
old manner; wher diuers inflictions being layd vpon sun- 
delinquentSj as whippeing-a for auspicion of incontinencye 
puhlick askeinge of forgiaenesse for matters of slaundor and 
such like; three persons among the rest wer condemned to 
die, the first for stealeinge of a paire shoes; the second was 
a womanj whoj vpon heareinge the report of the ejiecutiou 
of the Frenchman, that the Goaemoar (as yon hane heard) 
caused to be hanged within three weekea after hia first ar- 
riuall, in a feminine passionj burst out into thcs wordes : 
that if she had bin a man, and had knowen it before hand, 
he should not so qaietly haue bin so hardly vsed j the which 
speeches being, almost a yeare after they wer spoken, re- 
ported to the Gouernour, he thervpcu caused her to be 
attached, endicted, and arraigned vpon mutiny and rebel- 
lion; and so being cast by a fearefull jury, was condemned 
and senteaced to be hanged; but thes two, the Gouernour 
in his great mercye (for in thocs very words I find it re- 
cordedj aospended from the execution of the sentence, and 
> Tiunk whale. Thia desiguation appears to be fcii;got.ttiU, 
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scarce one to he fouad iu a abare ; but in steed of them, 
shortly after, come iu toarchiage towards bhe houses whole 
troupes of great and fatt wild catts^ who haueinge formerly 
found foods ynough vpon these vermiu abroad, aud so be- 
come wild and sauuag'e, are now againe in this their necee- 
siticj and by want of wonted reliefs, forced to retarne to 
their first tamenessB ; aheweinge themaelues herein like 
thoea vnthanckfull badd naturall men who neuer respect 
longer nor farther than to serae their owne turnea. Aud 
thus was this desperate wound recouered, beinge a bles- 
Binga which, comeinge indeed Iraediately from heauen, not 
only procured and established the well-fare and very sab- 
siataace of thia colony, bat with, all (as falliag-e out iu his 
time), carryed with it an accidentall addition of much 
reputation to the Goueruour; for^ in such euents, fewe men 
trouble themseluea to looka out so far as the causes, but 
rest well ynowg'h contented with the sence of the effects. 

In the moneth of March nest foEloweinge thia u'ood for- 
tune (beiu^ a season abouc all otbera most subiect to 
sou^aine gosts)^ certain^ of tha Colony people, to the 
Eiimher of fius, goeing out to sea in a calm munday morne- 
inge to fish, on the sodjiiue ther arose so forcveable and 
laatinge a storme, tliafc the bote wberin they wer being 
forced of from all partes of the ilauds, they wer neuer 
heard of after; although the Gouernonr, vpon newes, sent 
out his owne bote three or foure leagues to aea, to make 
euquierye and search after thum. In the same moueth, 
also, a bote belonginge to Smiths tribe was over-rakfed 
with the billowe and three men drowned. 

Much about this time, the good ship called the Ne})tune, 
sett out (as you formerly heard) for the whale fishinge, 
arriued and moored her-selfe iu the Eioga-caatle harbour, 
being very fully furnished witb all things necessary for that 
purpose; so that five ahalopes are manuedj and fall in- 
stantly vpuu that bui^siDestie, but with uue better tiuccessu 
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general! shelter and couert that it affords them) that they 
then Tjecarae felt before they wer feared, and yet not so 
duely feared as befitted; so that litlfj or noething-e being 
done against them at that time] and le&se in the lazie 
dayes of the six Goacmoura, they wer by this time gotten 
to 60 ranck a head that awimeinge in huge troupes from 
iland to iland (fqr fishes ha,ue bin taken three leauges of at 
Hea with whole ratta in ther bDlJyea)j they ieato up the 
■whole country before them, wberaoeuer they went^ vtterly 
deuoureinge all the corne they mett with all in an instant; 
BO thatj in despight of all the catts sent from out of Engf- 
]and, and the layeinges of poyson, the Goueruoura often 
fireinge of the whole ilands, to the huge wast and spoyle of 
much excellent creder timber, or whafcsoeuer els could ba 
denized agaiD,st them, tboy eugry day jnf»re and more so 
mnltipLied and grewe vpon the poore amazed people, as 
that it very litle wanted that the whole place had once 
againe bin vtterly and quite left voide of her reasonable 
inhabitants : and with out all questioOj this ill had not 
fayled to have befalkn, had not God (who noe doubt hath 
an especial] worck in tho peopling of thes partes with 
Christians), by his owns hand, in great mercy, swept thorn 
all away in an instant, when it was least expected ; for not 
long after that the Gouemonr (haueing thus receiued this 
loathed report gf this ratt-warra in Someraett, and being 
at his non-plus of newe denises to helps himselfe), had 
determined once againe to fall vpon another gQnerall 
bumeinge of the whole ilands, tq the extreatn& discontent 
of all men, and especially of Mr. Lewes the minister, who 
openly preached against it, so that the Goueraour could 
neuer endure him afterwards; behold, by a soudaine fall of 
great btore of raine, and some cold northerly windes 
bloweinge with all, in a moment, and when noe man durst 
so mach as hope for so happy a tm-nc, thes mightie aTmies 
of rauenous ratta are clean tai^en awaysj vanish, and are 
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vpon him was in a ahrewed possibilitia of liauing bin drinen 
of to eea, and therby to baue left his newe-gotten booty 
to the mercye of the place. 

Thea Jadda being thus gott in, the first inquisition that 
tte Goii$rnour Bnade vpoa tlifim was of their ladeioge; 
when findeiag it for the moat part to be raeale aud hides, 
with certaiu muuitioa and some other furuiturGj all which 
sommed to gether might amonnt to a taatter of some rea- 
Bonoible value, he resolued to sett a calme face upon all 
thioga, and to make fayre weather with Powell ; at least so 
long mtill he had fully and absolutely poaaeased himself© 
of all such goods as ho had brought with him; and this with 
all Last he pursued, causeing them to be for the best part 
vnshypped, and Inyd vp into his owne store-houaea ; the 
which was HQS soner done, but presently he began to ex- 
pressB himselfe in a contrary manner, and (partly the better 
to answer it in England, but especially hopeingo therby to 
fasten ypoQ some of this booty for himselfe), be sharpely 
queatiooed Powell of a mie-demeanour and litle lease than 
a pyracye, for this his fact^ aaternge birn in plaine tearmea 
how he durat be bo bold to bring in his stolen goodg 
into his harbours. But Powell (who, indeed, was of a farr 
more dareinge speritt, although at that time vpon all the 
in-eqnalstie of tearmea that could be) answered him roundly 
that he had done noething but what he both could and would 
answer when time and place required ; but as for being 
putt to it by him, he beleaued it might be refused, for the 
Admiralty of England only (&a he toolce it) was the Court 
to which he was liable. This reply frettinge the Gouernour 
(who could neuer with the least patience endure the least 
contradiction wher he was in the wrong, much less being, 
aa now, in the right), fallings into an extreame fury, he 
I'eplied, that he would teach him to knowe and feele the 
contrary, and ther vpon fetchinge ont his comnaisfiionj he 
willed him to looke and see whether by it himselfe wer not 




an admirall snfficienfc, "witliim tliia his command, to cal! a 
better and an honester man than himself into qaestion. 
Powell Tpon VGWfij haiieingo fouDcl that true ■which before 
he suspected not, and wisely perceineinge that noe good 
was to be gotten by a persistaace in his error and heate, 
m a far more mild and tenaporato straine, answered to this 
purpose: "Indeed/' (quoth he) "I nowe see that yoar 
authoritie is far more extentine and abaolote than I im- 
agined ; in which respect I willingly and readily anbmitt 
myselfe vnto it in all things ;, neuei'thelesse, I make noe 
doubt but that, as your forbearance in this kind must and 
shall deaemo a freindly obligation from myselfe, so the 
Company ia England will hold it daely and with meet 
caution referred vnto their censure ; to whoin, if any pre- 
sent harsh course be atieuipted against me here, 1 must be 
forced to appeals. This speach wrought doubly vpon the 
Gouernour, on way to the asswageinge of his furie, by a 
kind of glueing way viito it, but it had its cheife and maine 
operation vpon that touch of an appeale ; the which, if he 
receined not, he feared how the non-acceptance might be 
taken by the aduenturers; Wtherj to say truth, did he well 
apprehend or vnderstand in what sort, or by what formalitie 
of course, to put him to his triall if he should goe on to 
proceede against him; findinge it, therefore, the easier and 
safer waye for himselfe to be only the reporter of this his 
action to the Company, and there to lea^e it, he readely 
rested vpon that course ; so that, at last, it was agreed 
vpon that Powell, leaueing behind him the beat part of his 
prizes and his three frigates, should, with the rest, make 
his returne for England iu the Hopewell, and ther receive 
big sentence from the interested Company, and accordingly, 
he dealt with all in the restitution. Vpon this determina- 
tion <when he could gett no better), shortly after awaye 
goes Powell for England, and with him stole away one 
George Hajnes, as alao the gunners wife of the ahypp, the 
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wliich agf^ravated the Gouemours spleen against Powell^ as 
(falsely) conceiueiHge him priuj- to tKeir departure (sach 
Btealthea in tbose liarsh and hard times being generally 
coaeted, aad with a.11 care and watchfulness both feared aad 
prouided against by the Gooernour), and eapeciallj he was 
madded at the departure of the woman (though it was 
With hi?r husbimdjj by reason that baueing^B bia oace his 
household seraant she had proved herselfe in certaine secret 
pointes too lavish of her tongue, and therefore mistrusted 
much more freely and broadly to fall into it againe at her 
nowe coineinge home. The very next daye after this de- 
parture of Powelt, the Neptune also made her ways out of 
the harbour of the King3-pa3tle ; and it was afterward 
romored that she did thia with the more hast, upon an 
intention that, if she could hare mett with Powell abroad, 
to hane semed him aa a pyrate, and made purchase of him, 
a proiect (if any such there wer) which certaiuely would 
have fallen out to both their costa, it being well knowen 
that Powells speritt (although neuer so much disadvan- 
taged) would nob easily h.&Q6 fitonped to boa^ and abiE^ct 
coaditiong. In this Neplune was also carryed for England 
the lieuteuaats wife of the Kings-ca&tle j aad very niuch 
doubted it was by some of the subtlest wher it was done 
with the Gouemoara secret and close couaent or uot. TruSj 
indeed, tliat openly he seemed much engaged, and entred 
into some publick chafes with her husband : but yet, by 
reason of some cspeciall turnes of his that she serued him 
in, as well fouleinge Powell his bussincaa at her arriuall in 
England, as some others, it caused many (as before saydj 
to Suspect the integritie of the carriage of the matter, and 
made the Gonernour to be conceiued a mora politick and 
cunning n^au than perhaps he deserued^ 

Noe soner wer the harbours thus, as you have heard, 
cleare of shypinge, but the Gouernonr (tickled with an 
ambitious ''and vaineglorioua appreheugicjo) began to fall 



vpon a project of 'bravery; for findinge Iiirnselfe possesseil 
with two frig-ates and a caruell, left him by Powell, he con- 
ceiued that it would proue an action of repatation, if be 
who had bin a Cape-Tnerchaiit in Virginia, should nowe 
sett out a vessell vnto them, as a Cape-Goiiemour neither 
waa ft likely (thou»lit he) to be tiiketi iti ill p^irt by tbe 
Company of Adventurers at home j since euen at the worst it 
could proue noe maunoi' of charge to them ; and chaunce- 
inge well, might be a meanea of fittiuge and fnmishiTigQ 
the colony with come and cattel! (which was the open pre- 
tence) without their trouble ; with all extremitie of hast and 
VTgeing«^ thcrfore, he caused dob of thea veasella, the Oar- 
lurll, to be trimmed up, and fitted with a halfe-deek and a 
fope-caatle ; the which being manned with twelve of the 
colony men (the same Walters that had bin one of the six 
Goaernoura carryinge the name of maatei', hut one Helli- 
cott, a FrenchtnaiJ, being; indeed the only marriuour) was 
sent out for that voiage, an oath being taken by euery one 
of them, that they should vse their vtterinost endeauoura to 
make their sayd voinge with a speedy retutne. But this 
shypfull being arriued at tlmt English colonye, and after 
sonae staye and entreatie haneinge ohteyned some fewe 
goates and hogg;a ; in puUinge onfc to sea againe, and 
tuakeinge eoine shewe of a returne, whether it wer through 
want of skill, bo that they conld oot find the Hands, or by 
the dislike of some of the cheife among them, that affected 
not to pasae agaiuo vnder the Gouernours command,, after 
Some weekes of tumblin<,fe abroad at sea, they bore vp 
againe for Virginia ffrom whence they came out), wher the 
barc'k and most of her passengers remaine yntill this dtny, 
and neuer returned to the Sonnmer.Ilands, to give vp their 
account to the frettinge man that enjployed them. 

But Powell being- ai-riued in England, and not long after 
him the Neptutw, Powelils cause is presently and primarily 
taken notice of, and variously disgcuased in the court: ;it 
» Spe iiof,u. L>, (Jy, 
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Ittst, vpon a teatiEDoay deliuered in against hito by the fore 
Bayd liuetenant's wife, who ha<5 bin with lilm at tlie take- 
itige of Ills first prize, and loosein^e of her {and was the 
only wittoesBe produced against biui) all hia actions in that 
kind are disauowed by the Companyj and held irregular 
and beyond his coinraiesion ; the which notwithatandiuge, 
thsy w6r contented, in respe<;t of- an eapeciall fauour atid 
kindnesse ment ynto hira, to forbears to puraiie any farther 
a.t that time, a.nd vpon bis good behauiour saer after only 
in respect of the daminage that the Company had receiued 
in geDerall by the wilifull prolongation of his voiage, by 
going out of hia course; and that also many perticnl&r men 
had bin preiudiced in their supplies and utliBr neeessarys, 
which should havifi bin landed by him in the Summer 
Ilandsj and wer not; by way of redresse and recumpence 
he was censured to lose his whole paye, and to forfeite all 
such goods and purchase whataoeuer as. wer left behind in 
the cuBtodye of the Goueraour of the Sotnmer Hands j all 
whict they not long after sent for, and employed and 
appropriated to themseluea; wherby as well the Goneraour'a 
hopea as Powells wer frnstratsd, and thaa was that affayre 
passed oner. 

But in the meane space, the Gouernonr ther being igno- 
rant of thes resolutions, and fiatteringe himselfe with a 
conceite that a good part of thes isayd goods would fall to 
his share, began to putt in practise some experiments for 
the improneinge of them ; he caused therfore a triall to be 
made for the tanneinge of the rawe hides with the bark of 
the mangroue tree; and to that end framed diuera cesteroea 
of ctederj, and appointed one or two of the colony people 
(who professed raQ&t for themselues and their akill that 
waye) to take that charge in hand ; but all this proued so 
baddly, aa not only the labour but many of the hides wer 
vtterly lost and apoyled, to the extreame enrageinge of the 
Gouernonr and the piLinisbmeQt of Bome of the boasteinge 
tanners. 
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GiueiTig ouer this pi-oiect, therfore, he fdl to the build- 
jngG of stnale framed houses at ike Towne, and caused the 
negroes to replant tlie soger caaea. He Bommoned also 
the holdynge of aa assize: and because he would haue 
Somewhat to doe at ifc, he sent his proaost marstiall into the 
maine to appreheud the body of one Gabriell the cause 
wherof was this. It was diacooered viito kinij by ope 
Chnstopher Carter (that had bin one of the six Gouemours) 
that the sayd Gabry should tell him that the baylie of 
Pembroke tribe (being a gentleman bred up, and aent oaer 
by the earleof Pembroke) had used thes wordea to certaine 
of the people of that tribe, that, Rather than bis folke 
should ^oe up to worck at the fortes, he hiraselfe would lie 
in yrous for them. Vpon this informatioD, Gabry is appre- 
hended rtnd brought vp to the towne, and being examined 
very atricktly by the Goueruourj coafeaseth the beareiage 
of the sayd words from Mr, Pollards (so was the bajly 
named), and thervpon is committed close priaonner, as 
g-uilty of the concealement of so dangerous a resolation. 
This committment of Gabry being noysed abroad, aud 
coraeingQ to the eares of some prime moo of the tribe, 
who had bin at tha hoareing of Pollards wordea as well aa 
liimselfe, feareing the euent and findiuge themselues on tbe 
same predicament, they thought it was time to act some- 
what that might recooer theraseluea out of the danger: 
whervpon, acqualntingo the baylies that wer next vuto 
them with the busainea (among the which one Mr. Riche, 
a kinsman of the Erie of Warwicks and the bayly of 
Southampton tribe, was one), of themaelues they attached 
Pollards person, and instantly wer in action to carry him 

' It appears, by tte imperfecrt record of this Asaijie, atill preserved in 
the Colyuy, that the incideat occurred in 1617, and this concluBion ia 
supported hy the circumstance tiHjnUoiicd 'bielow, that "the ratte were 
atill very butie". We have alrefwly chronicled thviv sudden disap- 
pearance.

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by bote voto the towae; but by the waye &t ^ea tli&y 
descrye tte Gouemours shalope and hirnselfe iu her (who 
wag in a voiage downe into the maine, vpoa a tVesli ap- 
prehension of a prinate proiect of Ma owiie interest, ths 
which he shortly after pursued with all attention and eager- 
neaae, as we shall see anon). Making" eignee, therefore, vnto 
hitn of important affayrea, and some of them in a straunga 
tnanoer, as by holdiuge up of halters and the like^ they at 
last caused him to niako towards them, wher, being arriaed, 
and with an angry harshnesse (according to his garbe) de- 
mandiii^e what they had to saye to him, in an humble but 
fearefuU fssbion they presentu-d him with their poors amazed 
prisonner, beceecbing him to take this tlieir carefidl (though 
somewhat tardy) duty in good part, the which should en- 
courage and teach them to be euer hereafter both more 
vigilant and wise. But the Gonernour, lookeing-e terribly 
vpou them, badd them only to carry him on forwards to the 
marshalla ward at the towne ; "for (quoth he) I hane 
more serious thirvges to thincke of at this time", and 
(witball, poiutinge to Mr. Riche, to whom, vpon the very 
hke ground he bore a greater spleene) " I make him ther 
alflo (saytb he) your pnsonuer; and vpon your perill, see 
that both of thecn be aafely deliuered to the custody of the 
marsballj ther to attend my farther pleaaare," Within four- 
teene dayea after which he makes his returae to St. Georges, 
and sodainely vpon it holds a getierttll assize, wherin fewe 
other buasinessB being handled, the cause of thes much 
delected gentlemen is espHcially aimed at and pursued: 
and first of all he begins with Nicholas Gabry, who for- 
merly haueing fallen into a foule (but ig-norant) contempt 
of the Gouernonrs warrant, and by him, for that time (as 
be thought) purdonned, is oowe againe at this assize ques- 
tioned and eudicted for it (for it was mistrusted that the 
matter of concealement in Mr. Pollards case would not 
aticke deepe ynongh vpon him) ; and although at his ar- 
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raignement, penitently confessiiige hia offence, lie pleaded 
guiltie, y^t the Gouemcmr (to expresSe his mereye, as saytii 
the record) would needs haue a jury of twelve men to paase 
vpon him; who, makeinge no bones to find him gailtye of 
miifcicy and rebelHoQ, lie receiued sentence to be hanged; 
but being carryed with a rope about his neck to the gal- 
lowes, aod made to goe vp the ladder, (verely thinckinge 
to die)j he was repriued by the Gooenioiira command: yet, 
Tpon this irregular and vn-warrautable condition (contrary 
to the Jawcs and custome of England) that he should re- 
maine a slaiie to the colony (that ia to say to himaelfe) 
Vntillj by his good future behauiqnr, he ahqllld deserue to 
the contrary. 

This dooe, Mr. Pollard and Mr. liiche are brought pub- 
lickly to the barre : Mr. Pollard is charged vpon the wordes 
afore5ayd, that he ahould give out that he would rather lie 
in yroDB than suffer any of his people to worcke at the 
fortes. To Mr. Ricbe wer obiected thea articles followeinge : 
1. That be should tase the Gouernour of iujustice, for not 
doeing him right in a debate and controuersie betweene 
him and one Beamont, the master of the Neptune; but 
shoald saye, that If Sir Thomas Gates, or Sir Thomas Dale, 
had bin in hia place^ they would not haue suflered him to 
goe out of the harbour before it had bin done : to which 
the Gonemour replied, that he talked like a childj and 
that he should hold his peace; for {quoth be) 1 knowe what 
1 baue to doe aa well as they, and better tliati you can direct. 
Secondly. He waa charged, that at the Gouernoura come- 
inge vnto his houae iu the maine, he ther, a secoad time, fell 
into the same expostulation : at what time also (seemeinge 
to be iu mtae passionate heate) he demanded of the Gouer- 
Dour when the mama men should ba commanded to ike 
fortes, and how many of them at one time wer to be ther ; 
to which the Gouernour answering, that it ahould be 
when he thought most convenient for their he&i ease ; and 
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as for their number^ some one or two at a tjms, accordiu^'ly 
as the tribe was fumiBlied with iDhabitants ; and tlie 
rather hneause fho ratis wer •still very hnsie: that thervpoti 
the sajed Mr. Kiche should arrogantly replyj that if the 
people would be ruled by him, they would come all toge- 
ther,, or not at all; and soj repayreing the fortes, they 
Would make the Tuerchants to pay for it. Thirdly, he was 
questioDed, for that beiuge one time at St. Georges, he 
should tell the Gouemour to hia teeth that the fortes were 
to he repayred and maiatained withoat the charge of the 
tribes, and that the maioe men mainteyaed the generalilie. 
Fourthly: that he should saye that the Governoar denyed 
him justice in a certaine contention betwixt him and one 
Robert Walker. Fifthly; that the Goneraom'j being- at a 
certtiine time in conference with hira eoncerneinge Powell, 
at what time he told him thut be loolied to he sent for 
tnto Ungland about that buaainesse, he then sayd Mr, 
Riche should answer, that if he were so, he would not 
suffer him to goe. Sixthly and lastly : that being com- 
manded to cause his people to bume one of the brother 
ilands for ratta, the Gouernoar himselfe and bia people 
haueing done as mccb to the other, and being qae^tioued 
why it was not done, hia answer was, that he had some- 
what els to doe with his people than to home ilands. TpoQ 
which articles being accused, and both of them putt to 
their answeri and demanded what they Gould saye for 
themselues (yet in npe forme of indiciall proCcedeingOj and 
without a jury passing vpon them), they thervpon, both of 
them (especially Mr. Pollard), fully and pitifully confessed 
their error, acknowledged their heynoaa cifl'ence (for so 
they nowe tmcme it themselQes), and submitted thtfir cause 
wholy to the Goueraours mercye, the which (not withont 
tearea) they humbly supplicated ; who, therevpon that he 
might ahewe (sayth the record) that he alwayes proceeded 
with mercye rather than justice, not only remitted their 
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teinoua transgressions, hot inafcantly restored tliDm to their 
former places of command, in aa full and ample maauer as 
euer before ; and ti-ulj he might well do? all thig without 
giaeing iuat cause either of being cenanved ouer pitbifiillj 
or vnder-prouident; for well ynough and apparently knowen 
it was, that thes delinquents wer ao honestly kind gentle- 
men and goodfellowes, that in any action of dang'eroua 
conseciiience, they would in such a ca3e rather speebe outj 
more than they euer mentj than conceale any things they 
entended. True it is, that the Gouemoar was euer after 
very euspicioiaa and fearfull, least by meanes of their kindred 
and friends in England, they would prone Homts back freinda 
to some of his hopes : and it may be, indeed, thab he felt 
some effects in that kind not long after ; though certainely 
since his retame home, be hath found all thingea to cotten 
for him beyond hia expectation, not to say desert. 

I told you, euen nowe, of a project of priuate interest that 
ba^tned the Goiiernour into the niaine ; the which (being 
nowe ridde of the tye of the assize^ and haueinge slubbered 
np, as you haae heard, the bussinesse about Mr. Eicbe and 
Mr. Pollard) he from that time forward, wich all dilligence 
and indefatigable paines, to the ^reac burthen of the plant- 
ation, and the ettreame secret grndgeiiige of the people, 
continually pureued and sett forwards ; Eund thua it was. 
The Company of Adaentarers, vpon hlg electiOQ to the 
gouemment, had promised him by waye of entertainemenl 
and reward, to giue him at the end of bis tearme three 
shares of land ; nowe a prime instruction of theirs was that 
he should presently after his arrinall in the Hands, dispose 
atid laye all of them out into tribes, and shares : (the willfuU 
ommission wherof by Mr. Moore being as you haue heard a 
uaine and priucipal cause of their diii.taste of him]. This 
Gouernour, therfore, to auoid the like disgust of himselfe 
vpon the like occasion, was noe soner settled in any reaaon- 
able mannerj but be fell ypoa the performance of this talke : 
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wliervpon, Ijtintj of neceasitie thorou^lily to acquaint him- 
Bclfe with one Nomoode, wlio was the only aurueyour he 
had; he at last became so familial' aud confideDt of him, as 
not only he imparted vuto him hia promiaod rev/ard from 
the Company, but soli-cited at his hand this intelligence, that 
vpon his through vewo of the whole ilands which he was 
shortly to haue, hy being euiplojed iu the g-etietall laying of 
them outj 1ig would lett him knowe wher the principalt and 
choice peeces of soyle was to be fouud, that so be might vse 
his friends iu Eogland for tlie obteynelug of his abares of 
reward out of that part : this beiug assured him by the sur- 
Utfyoiirj the buBsineS^se is qlilclcly fietb on foote : so that hn- 
ginninge at the east eud of the ilands, which boundeth vpon 
tliut geoerall land nowe called Tuckers Towne (being bo 
toarmed by the Gouernour Tucker himaelfe vpou his erect- 
iuge ther of two or three cottages of leaues and plantioge 
the lice-tcnant of the castle aud hia wife vpon it) ho went 
ODwards towards the west^ layeing out in that manner the 
tribes aud shares as he went, without skip or interruption, 
vntill he came to the weatern-most part of that culled at the 
present South-hanipton tribe : wher findinge out that which 
tho Gonernour had coniured him to seeks out for him, a fatte 
and lustye soyle, with a most delicate enlarged valley, he 
ther stayed his progresae, and returueiuge to the towne, he 
told the Goueruoar of his discoueryj and withall added, that 
m respect of the stint and equall uumber of shares allowed 
and proportioned to euerj' one of tbe eight tribes which wer 
to have fiftie shares to euery tribe, he euidently had dis- 
cousred that some surplusage of ground would be found; 
the which, if it could be cast to fall out within that so fruict- 
full s, valley, it might both giue an oppettune conueniencye 
to himselfe to aske it, and witball proue very well worth the 
haueinge : iu hia opinion, therfore, he held it the best waye 
to gioe ouBr his first course of snrueyinge from tho easit- 
end of the ilands, and (haueing already layd out seuen of 
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t^e tribes tliab waye, aact one ooly resting to be distribubed) 
quite contrarye to his former waye to proceeda, and begin 
at the fartberiDoat end of the ilaud called Ire-land, and so 
to goe on toward the Enst : yf'herhj it must of neceasitye 
fuH out, that what onerplus Boeuer ahould be left (as Home 
ther would bel it could not but fall within the contents of 
this excellent vally. 

The GouBiQOur haueinge receiued thiBwekorne and deare 
intelligence, in much pasaionate kindnease euen huggeicge 
tlie inan againe and puttings him in high hopes of estreame 
requitalls, in all hast retiirnes him to the proaecution of 
this proieefc : the which being exactly performed, ther is 
found a reuiaindor of about some eigiit shares of the best 
ground in all tlie ilands, oaei- and aboue the due helonginge 
to that tribe. This being thue done, and so all the tribes 
and shares disposed of, and the suruaye perfected ; the plott 
thereof IS by the Gouernonr sent ouer into England to the 
AdueuturerSj with an intirtiatloit in the last place, that in re* 
.spect ther was some surplusage of ground, to the quantitie 
(as the Surueyour thonght) of some three shares, ouer and 
above the due contents of eusry tribe, it might well aerue 
(as heinge cleare of al! interested partes) for the accomplish- 
mant of that reward, ivhicb they had promised him at hia 
election : and the which for quietnesse-aake, and a publick 
good, he was willinge thanckfull to accept of. This suruayej 
with the plott of it^ arriueinge in EagUndj gane good con- 
tent to the Company, and presently they began to settle 
eu^ry particular mana i-ight vpou hiro, by castpingg gf lotbs. 
First tberfore, eight of the cheifest persons and deepest ad- 
venturers wer assigned to haue ten shares npeece in euery 
tribe, answerable to the quantitie of their adventurea, and 
euery one of them (for honuours sake) to haue the tribe 
called by his owne name ; and this, vpon the issue 6f the 
loLta^ fell out in this manner. The first tribe, bonndinge 
on the gencmll laud of Tuckers Towne, fell out to the 
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Couiitesae of Bedford, and was called Bedford tribe ; the 
whic"h since besijge (rpon some secTMjtts) passed oner to 
tlie Marquesse Hatnbleton, is nowe tearm&d Hambletan 
tribe. The second chauDced to Sir Thomas Smithj and 
is named Smitbea tribe. The third to the then Lord 
Cavendish, and so nanied Cavendish his tribe; bub sioce 
vpoD his being created E&rle of Deuonshire, it is by an 
ordei' of Court called Deuonahire tribe. The fourth fell 
out to th^ Lord Pagett, and so named Pag^tt? tribe j the 
tifth to the Erie of Pembrolce, and called Petobroke tribe : 
the sixth to Sir Hoberl MatisQeld, at that time a forward 
Adventurer, but haueioge siuce in an humour sold bimselfe 
out of the ilanda, the name of the tribe hath bettered itselfe, 
and by ao order of Court is giuen to the Erie of Warwick, 
and called at the present Warwick tribe. The seventh tribe 
befell the noble Erie of South-ampton, and is called iSouth- 
ampton tribe ; and the eighth to Sir Edwin Sands, and 
named Sauds his tribe : butweeu which and Southampton 
tribe lieth that portion of surplusage land which vpon the 
occasion afaresayd is still tearmed the overplna : part 
wherof [as you shall see herafter) hath since bin disposed 
to Southampton tribe, part of it to Sands his tribe, and 
the other part to Captain Tucker.' As for the remaiador 
of thes ialands, lieiDge to the eastward of thes tribes, being 
in quantitie as large or rather more than any one of them, 
it was and yet ia allotted and reserued for the enter- 
taineiuBut of publick yxpeuces, and tbervpon stiled the 
Genenill land : wherin atandeth the towne of St^ Georges 
to the eastward, wher the Gonernonr keepea bia residence : 
and on the weat-end is Tuckers Towns, betweene which 
and Sc. Georg^ea are erected thes peeces of fortificatloa

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fulloweinge ; first, the king-s castle, wherin on tbree platt- 
formes are mounted siiteene peeces of o rdi nance : nere 
vpon which vpon a high rock to the sonthwai-ile stands 
Charles his fo-rt, wher are two peeces of oi'dinanee; one of 
them commaudeinge the Inndinge place vp<m the castle, the 
otjier playeing of to sea ; then haua you ouer against the 
kiiigs=castle, and in flanDcker vntoit, Southampton fortj wer 
lie mounted five peeces of DrdinancC; betweene which and 
the castle passeth in the chanell that leadeth into the har- 
bour ; which is thus secured and played vpon hy three and 
twenty peeces of good artilleryo. From hence (the coast 
treudioge to the north-easte) is Coopers island, wher 
staudeth Pembroke Fort, and vpon it three peecss of ordi- 
nance : thence passeinge on, mora northwacdsj you come to 
the harbours mouth of St. Georges, which is garded by 
Pafiett Fort, and Smithes Fort, lieiog opposite one vnti; 
another and the chaunell passeinge in betwixt them; in 
Smithes forte are iive peeces of ordinance : in Pagetts 
Fort sis. About halfe a leauge more inwards into that 
harbonr standeth the towne of St. Georgeaj which is com- 
manded by Warwick Fort, wheron are placed three great 
peeces ; and on the warfe, before the Gouernoura house, lie 
eight more : besides one amale fauloon, planted at the foote 
of a trianguler-fnime of timber, made to looke out to the 
sea for discouery of skypa, called the Mount, beinge the 
warneinge peece of the fortes : and lastly, on the north 
side of St- Georges islaod, is erected vpon a roct the 
smaSe fort of St. Katherines, in garde of a certaine sandy 
bayej being the eame wheron the first that euer landed in 
thoes partes, first set their feete,' and in it are mounted 
two peeces of ordinance ; so that the whole number of great

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peeces at the preseut vpun the fortea, and at the towne, are 
fiftie, many of which are whole ciiliierins ; the rest detni- 
cailaerins, sakers, Tnioions, and some one or tivo faulcons. 
Ant] thus haueing breifly deliuered vnto you tha artificial! 
defence of thes ilonds, which in part was tocched before 
when we spaVe of thp natmall, we will nowe retnrne from 
this digression to the former course of our first story. 

After the Company, therfore, and Coort of Advantorera 
dad thus disposed ^nd distributed euery perticuler mans 
shares by lott, and patronized and named the tribes ; they 
fell at last into consideration of the Gouepnoura last clause 
conc^rd^itige the b^stoweinge of the ouarplug land TpOD 
him, by waye of his rewardj concerneiuge which howsoener 
Jifc that time they sented not any things of the mistery of 
the deuice, but receiued the relation and take their beleife 
of it accordinge to the letter of his letters ; yet their 
wonted add certaine propertie of bein^ slack and dull iti 
point of recompence, Sfiued them at that time from being 
couseoned : so that writeiuge in answer to the GoHernoura 
general! letters, they glue good applause and approbation to 
hia proceedings in gftnerall j and as for the matter of re- 
ward, they wlsh&d him not to doubt but that he should find 
himselfe in aeruice to a grateful! and respectful! Company, 
who would rather encrease their promised salary and enter- 
tainement to a deaeruing man, as they hoped he would 
prove, than any way lessen and shorten it ; only he wag 
wished to attend the due and prefixed time and end of his 
tearme, accordeinge to the mutuall agreement j the which 
as yi3t, he had litle more than halfe gone through, And 
this was all that the laboui* of his beat freinda could worck 
out for liira at that time : mauy perticuler men of the Com- 
pany beginninge to take diuera esceptioua and disgusts &t 
his proceedeingBSj vpon some priuate respects and intel- 
ligencea. 

But whilat thes resolutioua wer ia trauerse in Kafria^ilj 
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the Gouernonr in tto Soiumsr IlaniJg, contrary to tbe aduise 
aod opinion of h,ia best and most entrusted freinds conuer- 
sant with him, eutred vpon a precipitated course and action, 
the whichj as in hkely-hoodej ao in effect, had well nigh 
qu!t@ onertTirowae antl frustrated all his beat hopes in the 
perticoiler of obteyneiage the fore-aayd onerplus lands (for 
onerweeneiiLge hiinselfe, accord inge to the naturs uud 
fashion of eiich who from but amall eatate, and noa high 
eonditioDj find tbemselues in a gcouth and a kind a being of 
both) he would needs assure himselfe, that, what with hia 
owns deserueinga on the one side, and the atren^fth of his 
freiada on the otherj he could not miase of thia his desired 
praje : being-a (aa he tooke it) so well masked and dis- 
guised in the coutriuemecit ; and withall coasideringe how 
beneficial), both in respect of fame and gaine, it woald prone 
for hitn : and besides the exceedeinge charge, and almost 
impossibilitie of doeiuge it, being a priuate oian : reiectiuge 
ail disswasioiis, discoiirjtgemeuts and obiections, he ab- 
solutely resolued with all expedition to frame and eretit 
a very substantiflU and hratte cffider house vpon tliig 
peece of delicate ground, the which he had tbaa already 
in tbe strength of bis hopes deugured for bia owoe. 
He expeditiously commandsj therfore, great store of 
timber to be felled and towed to St, Georges from dineris 
partes of the ilandSj especially from St. Dauis', the whith 
being squared and framed ther, by the choyaeat worckmuu 
pressed out of the whole maitse, he caused to be cooueyvd 
in flotes as nere to the onerplus as he could; and from 
thence to be haled, by tbe strength of men, to the place 
wher he ;ippointed, to the great alackinge and distnrbaoL'e 
of tbe genendl busMnesse of the cotiiitry, and extreame 
suffmnce of the poore labouvitig people. Wherof many being 
vtterly spent with paines and fastioge, euen sunck under 
their burthens : neither was ther any recompenoe or pay ao 
much as propounded; only soiaetimea, some of them wci- 
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well payed with sounii cudyelliog'e by the gotaemours owne 
hand, if he tsonceiued the heat neuop so Htle slack, tardy, 
or grudgeinge : bat by this inaaaes, great store of mat&ridls 
of all sortes are iu a short time prap&red and layed ready : 
and the buildioge g-oes nimbly forward and with speed ia 
Ui^'ldy aduaucud, to the mtcch coutent and iolUtie of the 
Gouemour, who soTnetimes would remaiQO absent from the 
towns and fortes two or three moneths together, in a con- 
tititiall atid indeed only etnpIoynieQt of himselfe and all his 
meanes, this waye, and iu this affayre. 

The Goueraour being thus wholy taken np in the malne, 
the good shyp called the Dyana, sent from the Aduenturers 
with fresh soppUea, both of goods and meOj arriues in the 
townes-barbour ; by her likewise was brought the Com- 
panyes answer to the Gouemoura letters before-mentioned ; 
as also, the first magazin to be sold for tobacco that euer 
thes ilands sawe ; of which since ther hath bin eucry yeare 
onsj to the cost rather than profitt of the inhabitants ; their 
folly, wants, and high enhancement of the priceSj concur- 
reinge to keepe the colony poore ynough as long as the 
custome and use of it shall be maiuteyoed. This sliyp, 
Fiftef sis or seuen weekea stayGj elearea heraelfo of the ila.nd:,ij 
and makes her waye homewards^, haueing ladod ypon her 
about some thirfcie thousand waifj;ht of tobaccOj the which 
proueinge good, and ooraeinge to a luckye markettj gaue 
great contentment and incouragement to the vudertakers 
to proceede lustely in their plantation : foTj for the most 
part^ without some such sweet sence and quickninges nowe 
and then they growe dull and tyred ; aa litle vnderatande- 
inge (the most of them) or regardinge any other more noble 
respects, what coloSrs or ahewes so euer are openly pre- 
tended. By this shyp, also, tha Gouernoiir (among other 
thinges) in hia generail letters, wrote to the Company con- 
cetneinge his owne returne, aad of his desire to haue a suc- 
cessor: and yet notwithatandinge, in his most prinate 
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letters to his fast freindes, he intimated a willingnesse of u 
prolougatioTi of his time, prouided that tliey conceiued it 
might be beneficial! for him ; of which he desired to haue 
perticuler information, and that accordingly they would 
woTfb it out, 

Noe soner ia the Gouernour tliua ridd of the incombrance 
of ehypeinge (although he found veiy smale incourage- 
raentsj and noethinge indeed but fayre spoken rncertau- 
ties), yet findinge himselfe obiected to the publick eye, and 
both eni^aged and well stept into the action, his secret 
hopes also fedd with the beleife of hia owns worth, and the 
power of his fr&inda still carryings some Utle life within 
them), bub he resolueth what aoeuer carae of it to ppoceede 
in hia buildings proiecrt : a second time therfore he conj^ 
mands the appearance of the most able persons in the 
■maine to the pnrpoae i the ground is cleared on all hands ; 
the frame of the house fitted and raysed : ^ome are Sett to 
their task in diggeinge of cellars, others in bumeiuge of 
limo and makeinge of mortar; others in makeinge of 
shyngles : some fine or sis of the best experienced in that 
kind are employed to make search and triall for fresh water, 
the which to their much content ia hapelj and plentifully 
obteyned. In breif, enery man is so fitted and bestowed to 
tlie actitige of a part; so hastned and godded on by the 
callings and cndgellinge of the Gouernour, as that in d. 
very short time the worck ia brought to much perfection, 
and a large, hansome, and well contriaed house (yet by 
farr the best in the Hands) is erected and in good part 
tinished. The burthen wherof laye so heanye on the ahoal- 
ders of the pooro inhabitants in generally as that in secret 
(how perilloug goeaer) they could not chase bot lamect and 
grudge at the misery of their condition : and especially 
they deplore their estate to their preacher Mr. Lewes, who, 
CompaasionatingG thenij not long after {after hia manner) 
gaue an open touch at it in a sermon of hi& in the maine; 
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the wliich eoineinge to tlie Gout'inqura kiioivledgej poht 
him into so higli u elioler, that at t!io prenchera comeinge 
next to towoe, raeetinge lura vpon the warfe, he could not 
hold, hut tflkeinge him asidej he wispered in his ears that 
lie was itifornied well yiioiigh of his ti'icks and rayleing'S 
affainst his Imildings ; " But take j'ou heed (quoth he) yf and 
lijuke well to your selfe : for if you seruG me so but once 
more, I shall tie your neck and heeles together vutill your 
hack crack, and so helpe yon to repentance." Vpon which 
terrible threatQinge tho minister (whose speritt was not to 
be luannaged that way) presently replyeing- aloud, "■ Ton 
kuowe well yoongh [sayth he) that I feare not your threat- 
nin^e, «ud tlierfure you may vse them to such as doe ; for 
my part I wilt freely perforuie the dutyes of my function, and 
when I have dune will answer it also, as well (if not better) 
than you shall doe yours." Vpon which answer the Gooer- 
nfuur^ although with much adoe he forbore him at the time, 
yet euRr aftei* he tiouvisEied a perpetuall heart-burneiuge 
agaitist him, the which vpon all occasions and opportunities 
he greedely manifested, not only dureiag the time of his 
being Goueniour, but eoen euer sines bis returne, so that it 
is kijowen that he purposely went to a cerfcaine bjshopj and 
consplained of the poora mans irregularities in not con- 
formeinge hiuiselfc in the Somraer Hands to the booke of 
Commoo Prayer ; the which, though the discret byshup 
seemed not much to regard, in respect the place was so 
farce remote of hia diocease, yet it sufficiently manifested 
the apleene conceiued and nourished by the Goisemour 
againat the minister, neither did he spare to expresss it 
much more buely for the space of their after staye together 
in the ilanda ; witnease the passage that presently after 
ensued; at what time the said preaeher takeing occasion in. 
a sei'raon he preached at the towne, to say that it could 
ncuor be well with that state and (ioueroientj wher Moaos 
and Aaron ioyned not together j the GoHernonrj being at 
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the IjBaTeiDgQ of it, atoode vp openly in the church as the 
preacher was at hia sermon, and told him aloud that lie was 
out of hia text. Another time the preacher reproueinge in 
the same maimer some of liia aatlitory for g-aaeinge vpon 
the women; "And why not, I pray, su? (ci-yes out the 
Gouernour in publick),, are they not Gods creatures V 

Amidst thea langleiagg and failings out a pitiful and 
desperate attempt was exeeutedj tliB which for a time took 
vp all the talkj and added diaconteut to the Gouernour : for 
two poore and silly fellowes congorted only with one young 
woman (whoj had she but bin possessed with the least cor^ 
reepgndencye of inside to her outaide, might well liave bid 
tearmed excellent), stealeinge awaye the bote belon^ing'9 
to the castle, the which one of them had iii charge, and 
poorely victuallinge her, they committed thetnaelues to sea, 
and su ranna awaye. Uncertaine it la to this daye towards 
what part they addressed themaeliiea ; for being nener seene 
nor heard of after, by all likelyhoode they quickly made an 
end of their entended voiage, either in the bottotne of the sea 
or in the belly of some great shark. It ia true that some suspic- 
ions wer taken by the diacouerye of a letter of one or two more 
ccmfederated with them, and some enquiryes made by thg 
angry gouernour about it; but noe profe being found of 
pregaaucye, the matter was husht up, and noethipfje farther 
spoken of. In the vei-y nest moneth after^ the very like 
attempt plotted and concluded by sis other of the colony 
people (so extreamelj addicted wer most men in this man's 
goaernment to gett lose from the Hands vpon any tearmes), 
but the conapiracye beiog reueiled by one of the faustinge 
confederates, the other fine wer sodainely apprehended, and 
being indicted and arraigned ab the next assiao, which was 
shortly after, they wer all of them found guilty of rebellion 
(for vpon thoea tearmes ranne the indictment) and bo re- 
ceiued sentence to be tanged; but, beiajf the daye after 
cawyed to the place of execution with halters about their 

I 
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nectj ooe of tliem only Buffered death, the otter foure wer 
repnued by the Gouernours warrant, and affcerwards by him 
absolutely pardoned (for he vsually tooke upon him to doe 
that too). The rebalUon and loutiDyB layd vnto their charge 
in the enditement ratine iu thea wordes : " That they had 
plotted and entended to runne awaye with the great bota 
belonginge to the Castle, aod soo to goe for the West 
Indies, and ther to take a Spanish frigate, to which end 
they also ment to assault on a sodaine the Kings-castle, and 
thence to furnish tliRmselaea with nmuitioii and wafcer-cask. 
They also made a vowe and aworo one vnto another, that 
being once entred into the bote the would all of them die 
together ruther than be taken aliue."* 

Dureipge thes executlona in fcbe Sommer Hands the Di/nua- 
arrines safely m Knglandj the which, howsoeuer, she 
brought a good content to the adueuturera by her luckye 
bringinge in of good tobacco, yet passed it not withont a 
lenen of offence and disgust in many perticuler persona 
against the Gouernour. Some of thorn accused him of 
vaineglory and presumption in buildinge such a flauntinge 
house vpon ground belonginge to the Company, others 
taxed him with his forceinge of the people in generall to 
that priuate worck, and with his rigour practised vpon them 
in it, and tliis they called noe lesse than oppression and 
crneltye ; and sonie ther wer that stuck not to giue out that 
he was to be questioned about the abuse of the Oompanyes 
name in giueing out that this buildingu was made for their 
vae, and vpoc thea tearmea, and under that pretence force- 
inge the poors people to their great grndgoinge against the 
Company, to labour and toyle out themseiues in it, aa also 
for employeinge many perticuler necessary ea out of the store 
which belonged to the puhlick seruice to that oae ; wheras 
it was well ynough knowea that his entendmacts in all this

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affayre wer catt ont and modelled only to sorae his owne 
tarno, Tbe vsage likewise of Mr. Riche and Mr. Pollarde 
v/QT taken in very ill part by their friends and famclies, in so 
much that euen at that time (although the most part of a 
"whole yeare yet wauted to the accoraplishmeut of bis 6rst 
tearme of goaernment, ther wanted nob discourcea and coa- 
ferencea for tha search and cboyce of a uewe oue ; the 
whichj nencrthelessej was for the present closely carryed, 
both by reason that diuers of his interested friends did 
earnestly luediatej and make all the fayrest weather for him, 
that possibly they could, as also in respect that his. prefised 
Brat tearme of three yeares was not as yet terminated ; so 
that a shyp {called the Blessings) being vpon the instant of 
a voiag^B thether, it was held noe good discretion either to 
d.isG0nt6nt Or vtterly diapayre him yntill they had him Safe 
ynougb from doeinga of them any harm. This I says waa 
the ground of the hudinge and dose carryage of that enten- 
tion for the present; but noe soner was the shyp departed 
from the English shore, and so alL intelligences secnred for 
that yeare; hut the diners parties began openly to discousr 
themseluea acrainBt him. Araoaer the which, one of them 
went BO far as that in one of their ordinary aud commoa 
conrtea, a motion was made by a gentleman of worth and 
good note (some lords and many of the merchants of the 
Company being ready to second it), that in regard that the 
Depnty Goucrnors limitted time in tbe Sommer Hands was 
vpon an expiration, it aeeined very fittj by waye of a pre- 
paratine, that in the meane time aome conrsea might be 
thought OH for tho choice of a successor, to which end it 
was not amis.se that some fewe peraotis wer publickly named 
to the Company at that instant^ that so vpon notice of the 
men, inquisition might be gemGrally made of their qualitio 
and snfGciencya, and therby the iudgnients nnd opinions of 
all men the better grounded and assured against the daye 
of election, which was to be at their nest genei-all and great 
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quarter court. This propoaitioa "being generally approued 
and held very profitfcable aud vsefall, the Gouernour of the 
Company (who then ^vas, and yet is. Sir Thomas Smiths) 
was entveated, according-e to the customs, to pat it to the 
question; bnt he being^ nt that time detarminataly bent by 
a!l meanes to hold in the old GouerDor, as well therby to 
serae some turtiea of his owde as to pleasure his friends (and 
cbcifly Mr. Tucker, the searcher at Grrauaend), aodainly and 
aullenly replied, that, for hia part, be found that motion 
vtterly vnfjtt, bath in respect of time and occasion^ the Go- 
uernonr's taacme iu the Sommer Tlanda was neither yet 
finished, nor, if it wer, did he h&& wher they could be better 
prouided elawher; to which it being answered that howaoeuer 
that might be true, yet was it aocessary and requiaite that 
eucry man should hano the Hbertie and freedom of giueinge 
hia vote, and the which, without this meane of preparation^ 
could not so petfectJy and ToderstandiHgly be performed. 
He was, therfore, once againe deaired to put it to a decision 
by erection of hands; vpon which second vrginge (expres- 
singe ranch heate and pasaion), "Doe it who will (answers 
he) by me it shall not be done at this unseasonable time;" 
the which peremtoi-y answer (it being a course and refaaall 
vtterly ynexpected, and ao tooke thera ynprouided) though it 
caused a leauelog oflf of that action for that court daye, yet 
it was taken in so ill part by diuera of the g;reati.onea, and 
most of the honestestj as an order of court vpon occasion 
thsfof,. not long after, was passed in a great quarter court at 
Virginia, that what ^oueruour, treaaurour, or deputy soeuer 
should refuse to putt aoythingeto the question, required by 
any member of the court, and iudged by the most to be fitt 
to be propounded, was, ipso facto, to bo depriued of hia 
office. 

Much about this time, the ahyp the Blemintje arriues in 
the Sommer Hands, and by her comes the Gouernour to 
the knowledge how the world goeth with him in England, 
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for althougli by tlie generall intelligence be receiueth uoe- 
thinge but vncertaineties and a kind of spinneitige out of 
bis hopes at lengthy yet by diners pi-iuate letters from hia 
friends, he is told plainoly, not only of the multiplicitie of 
disgusts taken against him by moat of the Company and 
some of the great ones, so that it was likely it would go© 
hardly with him concerneinge the farther continuation of 
him in his place of comniandj bat that also in the perticular 
abont his fine house and fatt groond, it was altogether to be 
dispayred of, vnlesse he fully and nimbly cleared himsalfe 
and satisfied the Company about bis oppression of the peo- 
ple in general], and the harsh course he had held with Mr- 
Riche and Mr. PolEardej neither did they see how this pos- 
sibly was to be done witliout hig owno presence. Haueing 
receiaed this vnwelcome aduise, aud being much inwardly 
deiected, he first begins to thincb eeriously of it within 
himselfe, at last he imparts it to some such as he conceiueth 
liis most trusty fellowes, consultinge them principally in 
this perticular, whether it wer not the best course for him 
to passe iu person for England with the returne of this 
shyp, and thsr by a liufily appearance to cleare all tbeg im- 
pedimentSj since it might be feared that in so far a distance, 
his freinds ther wer not 80 officious and entertaine for him. 
as wer to be wished ; and this he found the rather necessary 
• to belieufij by reason that haaeingo wrote pubhckly to the 
Company concernluge bia returne ppon the expiration of h.{4 
first tearme, and privately to his freinda to receiua their 
aduise about itj be had receiued by this ahyp noethinge but 
doubts and vncertaioetiea ; wherby as on the one side he 
grew suspicious of the care and respect of his freinda, so ou 
the other he verely thought that either the vndertakera 
would secretly and sodainely send him a successor, or, at 
least, would not bsstowa an entreaty vpou him to a longer 
coutinnance, the which he highly hut closely aifecDed aud 
hoped for, and of which he meut to make good vse. Bub 
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this inclination of his towards agoeing for England being 
oneo discouered to be in him, is sono after brought to a 
thorough reaolution by a trick putt vpon hira ia this man- 
ner. Eiiery man in general] being exceedeinge couetoua to 
haue him gone (his followeraj that they might foil owe him 
thetberj the rest to be lidde of him wher he was) it is agreed 
by two or three of the cnnningest iioada among them, ons 
Wood, the enaigne of hia company, being the prime plotter 
of the deiiJae (a fellowe tbat bad a great deale more of good 
witt than he knevve how to vao well), that a letter should he 
framed as written to the sayd "Wood from a deare freind of 
his in England in this tenor : " that howsoeuer h0 himselfe 
(aa he well knewo) waa neither of the court, counsell, nor 
Company of the Sommer Xlanda), yet haQeicg &ome good 
freinds ther wer, he from them had receiued knowledge of a 
great differeece apd contrarietie of opinions among that 
Company about a certaine handsome housBj that ia sayd to 
be built on the Sommer Hands by the present gouernonr, 
"with whom it was yery likely to goe very hard, vnlease 
either by some trustie and powerfuU freinda, or hia owns 
presence, aspeedyand diligent care end pursute wer taken in 
hand and throughly followed, and thus much he thought good 
in his louB to him to let him knowej that so, if the Gouei-nour 
wer hia freind, and snch a one as he had occasion to wish 
well vnto, he might accordingly inform him, if otherwise, ha 
might also vse his pleasure." This done^ and the counter- 
feite letter, -which waa eicellcntly approued of by the rest of 
the confederateaj coppied out ia an vnknowen hand^ Wood 
take* bis time to impart it to the Gouernour, yet DOt with- 
out an estreamQ diligent attention for the nick of an 
humoar, bo that at the la.st findings it, with a serious looke 
and a garbe promiseinge somewhat of extraordinary, ho 
presents himself vnto him, and most humbly beseechcth 
him to afford him a fewe wordes in priuate. The Gouernouc 
(caught with the m;anner) presently retireth himselfe into

his garden, and bidds him followe hiiUj wher, being alone 
together, Wood thus enters vpon him : " Sir (sayth he) I 
bane had a conflict within me euer since the arriuall of this 
ehyp, vpon the receipt of certaine letters which tell me 
thinges befittinge your eare to take knowledge of, and my 
duty to make knowen rnto you ; yet being somewhat vu- 
certaine what to make of them, as uot being assured of the 
certainetie of the intellip;0Tiee, I was a good while suapensiue 
what to do, at last (as nowe) my respect and duty to you, 
my GouernOtir, liath OtierSwayod all othor Suspensions and 
fearesj so that submittinge myaelfe to be censured rather 
for mier-credulona and sHght than neglectiua and wantinge 
due regard of the least care of yoUr good, I hauB adventuired 
to impart it vnto you, and so to leaue it to your owne recte- 
fieing iadgament," This prolougo ended, he tells him in 
fewe wordes the contenta of the letter, eontinually comeinge 
in with this parentbeais, that it may be all this was but 
some mistakeinge, and yet he knewe that the freind that 
wrote it him waa both iudicious and hooest. But the Go- 
uernour, although he uoethinge siuoked the secret of the 
plott, yet being Tnwiilinge to haue it thonght that this in- 
telHgence or the fsara of it wrought anythinge vpon him, he 
only, for that time, willed him to shewe the letter, the which 
being qnickly done, after diuera readeings and sumeyeingeg, 
he at length (with prote&tations of thanckg unto Wood for 
his care and good will, whom formerly he could so ill abide, 
as he professed openly he would hang biro) told himplatneiy 
and in direct wordes, that this report eo concurred with 
diners others that he had receiued from England, as that he 
found it necessary for himselfe to goe in person thether in 
this shyp, vnlesse he would see, not only himselfe in per- 
Bon obiected to all publick scornej but the best and naainely 
affected fruicts of his labours to be bestowed Tpon strangers, 
if not his enemies; he was therfore firmely resolued to take 
hie leauQ of the Hands for a while ; not doubtiuge bnt to 
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cleare vp all clouded conceitea and apprelieiiaiona by tie 
Bonnesriiino of his presence, and to frame all matter!] at Iiis 
airiuall ab home answerable to his mind. Full glad was 
this letter-coyner to find his innention to worck so well 
vpon thia impatient patient, the which how he afterward 
puran^d and composed, you shall heare by and by. 

Bat whataoeuer the Gouemoura resoIutioD waa in the 
Sommer Hands, the adiientiirers at home, for the most part, 
vrer constant and iutentiue to a newe election at the pra- 
fixed day ; true it is that the persons wined at aad desired 
wcr sundry and diners, according^g to the affections and 
iudg-emeuta of tboea who wer to giue in their votes. But 
the CQUjpetition especially rested between© one Captaine 
Southwell, who mediated by the lettara of great courtiera 
and fauorites ; Mr. Georgei Sands, who stooda very fayre, 
and likely., by the strength of hia brother Sir Edwin, a 
popular man, a great speaker, anG of wise estimation in 
their Coui'ts; and one Mr. Nathaniell Butler, fauquied by 
diners of the Lords of the Company, and in especiall long 
koDwen to the Earle of Warwick, and by him well affected, 
so that much endeauour and eanuasseinge for voices againgfc 
the election day i3 used on all hands, by the lords openly, 
directly, and freely, aiioeiDge mainely at the good and well- 
fare of the plantation, by others with more libertie, layeinge 
hold on any occasion that might further their owne ends: 
in which humours and eudeauonrg we will leane them 
awhile, to take our leauo of the discontented Gouernour in 
the Bermudaes, 

We left him, aa you know, euntugly scrued into a reso- 
lution of giueing up hia regencye, and a retnrne for Eng- 
land: but the partyes that had wrigled him into it, althoagh 
they feasted themselues with eo dainetie a beginninge, yet 
made account they had attainued but the one halfe of their 
waye, vnlesse they could also bring him to the institution 
of sacb a deputy in his roome as should proue only fitt for 
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their tiirnes. Hic labor, hoc opus .- the man^ indeed, was 
ready ynough to be foundj Mr. Miloa Kendall ; one tliat hy 
lieiug among thorn from the 6rst of the plantatioii, and par- 
ticipateinge witli them in all tlieir suffednga, and many of 
their by courceSj was generally very popular. Hia speritt, 
apprebeESiOti, an^ easine^Sg of nature wag kuoweu to b& 
very conuenieutly mannageable : noe great exactor of 
labonrj wittaesse his time of being oue of the six Gouer- 
nours; a good fellmve besides ho was approued to be, and 
one that woiold not stick in company to be an aqua vifm 
man sometimes. Behold tbe man, therefore : the mystery 
ia how to catch him; his owns ambition they doubted not ofj 
the Cronerooura being brooght to the choyce and admit- 
tance of him is the only feare. Bnt this also [as in all 
other actions) seemed more difficult before it was attempted 
than it was found afterwards; for, ther beiog fewe or none 
to thinck of besides, and thoes that most desired hitn being 
such as wer only called to couusell (for who nowe but 
Wood witli the Gouenioar at midnight), tbe whole bussi- 
nsBse^ both for the old mans dispatch, and the newe ones 
receiptj is fully and absolutely concluded, to the good 
likeinge of the one partie, but the perfect content of the 
other, who scarce couteyneinge them selues within the meets 
limitts of forbearance, wer gometiraea in a fayre hazardinge 
to lose their hopeSj by an vntimely and ouer-hastie dia- 
couery of their ioyes. But the prime men of all the 
colony being hastily called together to St. Georges, the 
(nowe vpon departinge) Gouernonr relates vnto them the 
HcceSsitie of his leaueinge of them (which tione of them 
wept for)j and withall tella them that he bad fastened hia 
choyce vpon Mr. Kendall, to leaue him deputy gouernour 
in his placej the which, most of them (some very fewe onty 
of the honeatest and wisest excepted) receined with high 
applaTise: snd thus, within, a fevr dayes after, the nqwe 
Gouernour, being commiaaioned by the old, and settled 
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at St, Gaorgeg, the old retired himsi^lfei a 8hj,pboar3, from 
whence he budgeth not vntill hia departure out of the 
harbour with the shyp, which was not long- after j the 
people haneing bestowed a gratqjtie of tobacco on him, to 
the value of 1,500 weight, which was fetched in by his 
cauaeing diners of his confidents to giue out that he had 
an order from the vndertakers to require a certaine qnnn- 
titie of them at his goeinge awaye, tho which hu rather 
referred to their courfceaies than his commissioQ. And thus 
ended Gaptaine Tuckers gouermenbj and began Captains

Before I enter vpon this, mans atcheiuements, I mast 
(for order sake) bring you hack a littlo into England, that 
then you may rcturne with more satisfaction, for tber the 
fore-mentioned partieia (not to say factions) fortifie and 
buckle themseloea for the battell of electionj whicb was 
about this time to be pitched, the difficnltie and brant 
whereof Geemed to rest betwixt Mr. Sands and Mr, Butler; 
neither was it easie to saye to which side the fortune of 
the days would fall. TruG^ indeed, that the Lords p&rtie, 
which was for Mr. Butler, as heat vnderatandiTige their 
ownG strength, and witball propounding the nobiest con- 
ditions, seemed ener most likely to carry it. Two maine 
passages only ther wer, that to interpose themselues. 'fhe 
first aud cheifest was a jealoiihie conceiuftd by diuers ia- 
feriora of the Company, and secretly nourished by some 
subtle heada of the contrary faction, that this Mr. Butler 
was especially made choyce of, and thus earnestly solicited 
for by the Lords, that by this meanes he being once ac- 
cepted of for Gouernourj the merchants might be wearied 
out of the ilands ; the which therby falleinge on]y and

solely to the lords and gentlemen, waa imagmed to be an 
effect very mucli eflected. The second -was that Captain 
Tucker, being (as they beleiued) atill reaident ther, and so 
deairoQB to be, it was held by Bome a good saoeing coorse 
to continue him. for three yeares longer, m thoy wer 
allowed by their letters patents (althougli lio waa not so 
pleasinge vuto thsm aa they could wiah)j, rather than be at 
the chargs of sendinge ouer a, news One. As for Ca.ptaine 
Southwell, although ho dayiy renewed his forces by freah 
and contiunall supplies of great mens letters, yet that 
course being altog'Sther diatastfull in generall (aa contrary 
to tho freedome of their Conrta), little hope or none ap- 
peared, An rl vpon thas tearmea, for the apace of some 
monethes, stood thiB affayre. In tbia interim arriuea the 
Bless'mge, and with her (beyond all mens expectation) 
Captaine Tucker^ whose arriuall putts a newe face, for a 
timoj vpon all thiages : for nowe the Courts are -vvholy 
taken up with tateinge knowledge of the forsaken state of 
the ilandsj in what manner, and vnder what condition they 
are left, and vnder whose direction and command; concemo-' 
inge which points, haueinge receiued a relation rather than 
a satisfaction from Captaine Tucker, the treaty of all faussi- 
nesse become reduced to thes heades— about the future 
Gouemours entertainement; the impartinge to Captaine 
Tucker his promised reward of three shares,, and the con- 
firmation of Captaine Kendall in his deputy gouerment. 
For the first, it waa resolued that the former courae of 
gioeinge of land by waye of gratification to such Gouernoura 
as wer sent Buccessively must not be continued, for soe 
in a short the meanes would be wantinge and fayle in 
that kind to gratifie them ; besides, they found by experi- 
ence that those espectationa in the last Gouernour had 
produced but badd effects : it was therefore concluded that 
their entertainement should be annual, to which end it was 
ordered and confirmed by erection of handsj that sisteene 
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BliareB of land, conteyneing four hundred acres, ahoald be 
l&ld out to that purpose; and thia land to lye tog-ether in 
St. Georges Hand, being part of the geuernU land ; and to 
begin at the east-eud thereof, and so on west-wardea ; 
thirtie two men of the generflUitie being- to he placed as 
tenants vpon it. The which HUowance, howaoeuer, it waa 
afterwards fcnowen (for they guided themaelues at first only 
by thy mapp), to be for the present of noe worth at all, 
both by reason of ita being disabled for tobacco by want of 
due fences, and that it was also tho only plofct of ground 
vsed and fitt for the cattell and coves ; ^et was ther noe 
heed nor care at all taken for either the reuei'seinge of the 
order, or amendinge of it, so highly (eapecially when it 
rather makea than marres their owne priuate incomes) aru 
the most of tlioes that sitt belowe the half-pace in love 
with thes their owne Court-creatures. Conceraeinge Cap- 
taine Tnckera reward, it waa agreed vnto that three shares 
of landj according to their promise, should be bestowed 
vpon him, hut whereas he had precipitately Ifiyd them out 
for himaelfe without their lycenca and approbation; and 
not only so, hut with the sweat and eitreame oppression of 
the inhabitants and cost of the Company, had erected and 
framed a stately house vpon them to serue his owne ambi- 
tion, it was held altogether fitt and exemplary to putt him 
besides this hia cu&hion, and to depriue him of so pre- 
Bumptious an expectation ; whervpon it is ordered that 
two partes of this ouerplus land, too-ether with the large 
house, should be appropriated to the Churche, the rest 
allowed vnto Sands his tribe, in recompence of some glebe 
land that the owuera of tiiat tribe had bought for Pembrok 
tribe ; as also by reason that the iland called Ireland, being' 
a part of the sayd tribe, proned for the moat part barren 
and vnproflitable.^ As for Oaptaino Kendalls confirmation 
and continuance in his deputy gouerment, it was held not

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only neces3ary but almost vn-auoideable ; for, howsoeiier, 
he was generally esteemed vnfitt ynough, and by soma 
Boe openly professed, yet the entertaineineat for preseut 
Goueraours proaeiu^ bo short and smale, how could it be 
lioped that any man of yalug woi^ld accept of it; for thus 
iudged the most of them after the sence of their own& aimea. 

Thes resolufcioDS vpon thea three maLoe poiutes being 
thus haately concluded, there wag yot a reseruation and 
clause anoesed, to alter, or if need wer, to reuerse them at 
the nest great aad geuerall Court, as thoy should find oc- 
casion; yetj notwithafanding-ef they are in the mean time 
presently after shypped oner by way of instrnctious to 
the Sommer Hands for Captaine Kendall^ by the ahyp the 
G'ljlhijiowre, which was at tho instant of her departure 
thfither, and with them some congratulatory lefctora of aomo 
fewB intereated freinda of hia ; amoug which, from a man 
of note, and One daalrOUS to be SOj wflr thea informationg 
and touches worthy obseruation ; that by his raeanes and 
pDwerfull operation, he was absolutely couErmed in his 
place for three yearea : that Captaine Tucker had as abso- 
lutely lost his house and land at the oaerplua, it being for 
the present Ra,slgtied to the Charcbe; the which, notwith- 
standingej he doubted not but one waye or other, either by 
exchange or some gther proiect, to gett for timselfe ere it 
wer long, and therforc prayed him to perforrae a freind and 
kinsmans part, that in the interim noethinge wer ombezeled 
from it j tlie which gnped for good newes, how hugged and 
made vae of at tlie arriuuU, we shall let you see when we 
come to it. 

But this ahyp ia noe aoner gonB^ but the confirmation of 
Captaine Keudall in hia gociefmeuE in the Sommer Hands, 
and the danger of it, began, by some of the moat con- 
giderata and lesse pasaionate, to be looked into and 
throughly nduised on. The order, also, concorneingG the 
future Gouernours entertainemeut, and the weaknease 
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therof, fell ioto the consideration of Bach who had both 
cn^ged themaelues and CaptahiQ Butler to tKe day of 
election ; and it began to be conceiued that it might proue 
a wroung aod dammage vnto him inateed of a fauour, if 
they should tie or vrge hitc to that voSage vpon so meana 
tearmeji; neither did they thincke hat that he himselfe, 
vpon the knowledge of it, would be vtterly vnwilling'e 
withall. Sesolueiagej therfore, to kaowe hia mind before 
they proceeded any farther, they freely iniparted vnto him 
what thoy conceiued, wiahinge him., Ukewiae, with the like 
libertie, to deliuer hiraselfe vnto theiHj that ao accordingly 
they might shape their course j whervpoQ, ia fewe wordes, 
he anawered to this efTect : That at the entrance into this 
afiayre, and when it was first propounded, he offered him- 
selfe (as they knew) to be disposed of by them in any 
honest (answerable) actiua that they found hitn capable of, 
prouided that he might haue meanea sufficient to vnder- 
tak[> and prosecute it to some effect and perfection. And 
wheras at that time, by way of encouragement, they putt 
him in good hope of gettinge an impronement of his 
estate, hia reply was {if it please them to remember) : that 
as for that pertlcnler, it shguld neuer worck ypon hinj, but 
on the bye, the former respects wer thoes with which euery 
honest man ought to be commanded : as for the other, if it 
came either by waye of reward, or for the better enablinge 
of him in the vndortaken employment, since he wight 
warrantably and comfortably, ho would not refuse thctn, 
but he hoped euar to carry that mind, as to ranck it farre 
belowe many other respects ; and this profeaaioa he had 
not only made viito tliem, but Ynfco all others also, thafc 
npon their knowledge, and by their appointment, had 
treated with him aboat it : and in this mind he rested at 
the present, neither would he cause any ill suspicioua 
miiitruats of the sinceritie of it^ ^ nintation vpoo grounds 
contrary thervnto. If they rested, therefore, in their first 
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opinion of him ttey uiiglit go on iu tkeir first resqlafcioa ; 
if not, but that thoy had found some ground and reason 
for a cbauDge and alteratiou^ ]ie desired fbem to deals 
freely -with him also in that peTticuleFj the wTiich should 
be so farr from giueing him the least distaste or discon- 
tentj as he should find iust occaelou. and cause to acknow- 
ledge it for a fauour. 

This answer being heard and receiusd to coateat and satis- 
factioHj a through resolution is taken^ with all induafcry and 
perBBueranca to pui'sno his election. Neither did it uowe 
meet with halfe the difticulties and oppositions tbafc formerly 
"wer expected; for first, Mr. SandSj either vp on his notice 
takeinge of the smale hopes of gaiae, or that he misdoubted 
the strength of bis partie, or both as far as could be 
learned, desisted wholyfrom standeiuge for the place. Cap- 
tain Tncker'a freinda likewise, by reason of his vnlooked for 
comeiDgB ouer so sodaiaely, aad the dislikes they found the 
Compatij had of him, dispayred (and eo desisted) to doe 
any things for his retarne : so that all tbiugea seeraeinge to 
concurre for the effuctinge of what they desired, at the 
very nest court day a motion ia openly made that the Com- 
pany would be pleased to expreaae theniaelues against the 
day of election, which nowo drowe nere, whether it wer UOt 
fitt (En diuers important respects) that a newa Gouernour 
wer sent ouer into their ilaiids; if it wer, that then some 
gentlemens namea might at the instant be propounded to 
prepare mens LudgoraentB, for the giuoing of their voices at 
the appointed time. Bothe which propositions being re- 
ceiued as conuenient, are presently vpoa it affirmatiuely con- 
cluded by an erection of hands with a very general! appro- 
bation; only it was obserued that some fewe, who seldoine 
Tsed to sitt mute in any cansej wer foand silent in thia ; but 
the reason also waa as soue discouered, for they wer known 
either to be kinsmen to Captaine Eendallj or dependents 
vpon those kinsmen; yet neverthelesse, noe notice being* 
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publickEy taken, Cftptaia South-well and Captain Bubler are 
the meD propounded, and tte Company tvilled throug-hly to 
enforme themaelues of them against the ncjct great Quarter 
Court. 

Bat betwixt this time and thatj ther fell out an accident, 
■which BO cleaved the waye for Captain Butlers election, as 
putt it quite beyoud all oppositioa. It had its chiefest in- 
fluence indeed upon Virginia, but yet not being without 
operation (both by reason of the propinquitie of the places 
and conianction of the Companyes) in the Sommer Hands, 
especially, in this perticuleFf it is for perspecuitie and .order 
Baku necessarely to be also inserted in this my course of 
history. And from thes gronnda it tooke its being : Sir 
Thomas Smithe baueinge from yeare to yeare, for a long 
time bin continued in his treastirour-shyp of the Virginian 
Company, it was found that many and great sommes of 
laony collected aud brought id for ths vse and behouie of 
that plantation wer SO expended and lostj as a very smale 
gi'outh and improuement of that colony could therby be any 
way discerned ; neither (as it was sayd) could ther ener be 
gotten any peifect or iust account of thea disbursements. 
It was nowe, therfore, with somewhat more life and quick- 
nesse than formerly, affected and required ; to which end 
ther had bin chosen very substantial! auditors and such as 
wer thong^ht and esteemed to b& of great integntie aud 
iudgement ; and a prime one among the rest was Sir Edwin 
Sands. Thes auditors faUinge closely to their bussinesse, 
euon at the veiy first procure and gia& many diagusts to Sir 
Thomas Smith. He tooke it ill that they held not their 
meetinges at his house in Pbillpott-lano, as others had for- 
merly vsed; be beleiued they menb him noe good by their bo 
earnest requires for all old bookes of account ; and to haua 
them deliuered into their hands, and left with them dureing 
their anditt : but the point that especially gaoled was, that 
some of the auditors (and cheifely Sir Edwin Sande) maUe 
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it tteir ordiuary and frequent vse, to lament openly In the 
courtSj that vnlesse they wer hettsr attended, more freely 
enformed, and a truer correspoodeace practiced, it would 
proue altogether iinpossibls for them to attains to any per- 
fect accoont : nay they sticked not to aaye in plaine tearmBS, 
that in steed of thes fayre and equal! dealeings which they ex- 
pected, they found noethingo bat courses and endeuoura 
dayly putt vpon them which aiin&d only (as far as thoy 
could perceiue) to breed delayo and intricatenesae, and to 
enwrape thfim iu all ohscuritJes- To which charge and 
imputations, howsosuer, Sr. Thomas Smitheaaosweriq pub- 
lick was only, that thea cocceiued difficulties and com- 
plalncta seemed rather to arrisB from the want of esporience 
and from insufiSciencjea of the moat part of the auditors, and 
especially the leading mea (wheria he was well knowen to 
aime at Sr. Edwin Sands), than any other iuat caase what- 
soeuer : yet such a beart-burneinge aud separatioa of affec- 
tions (not to say spleene and malice) ensued ther vpon be- 
twixt them, as for euer after, it was easily discerned and 
euen generally ohserued, that the most of their motions and 
propositions tended more to crosse and snibbe one another, 
than to procure any fayre and good effects ; as rather looke- 
inge after who it waa that Spafce, than what it was v?as 
spoken : and to auch a heig-hts of heate thea distempers be- 
came enflamed witbiu a very short time, that all their 
meefcingea and conanltationa aeemed rather cockpits than 
courts, 

But th-es auditors recelueinge noe satisfaction nor content 
this waye, fell into another that lead nearer to the point : for 
first they beg-au to wisper among tbemselues, than to spread 
it abroad by meanea of their fellowes and faction, that noe 
hope was to be had of ener perfectinge thea great accounts 
(so far behind they sajd they found them) so long aa Sr. 
Thomaa Sraithe (the man cheifly to bo questioned) remained 
thus in a psrpetuall dictatorshyp ; he was to be chaungcd 
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therfore, though it wer but for the t'lrao, and some ofhev vn- 
iaterested pentlemati or merchant to be put ia hia place. 
This proiect being by many of all sortes well ynough ap- 
proned, and mainely pruaecnted by the factioa of the 
auditorsj two difficultiea only reated to be cleared : the one 
bow to displace the old Goaernour, whom they well knewe 
had many great freindi ; the other was wher to find a newe : 
for the first ther being- three cheif parties in the Company ; 
the first the lords and tnoat of the gentlemen; the other of 
Sr. Thomas Smithes, and many of the merchanta, eapecially 
thoes of the Eaat-India Company; and the third that of 
their owne : it was held the only coarse for the facdletate- 
iuge and surety of the carriaga of their election, to vae and 
practice all possible enclenour to coniuyne the lords and 
thea together. As for the man ther and thua to be chosen 
he was not loug in fiudinge out eaery man almost cast hia 
eye vpon. Sr. Edwin Sands, 

The quintessence and perfection of this affajre, inaist- 
inge thus vpon the vnion to thes two sides, it was quickly 
appi-ehended, that the fayrest and fleeteat course for the ac- 
complishment therof, WQs by giueinge the lords a perfect 
assurance, that if it would please them to ioyne their forces 
with theirs, for the assistance of electinge Sr. Edwin Sands 
to be the treasorour of the Virginian Company, a point (as 
they Gayd) of maine necessitye for the wellfare and atabilitie 
of that plantation^ they would be as cousfcant and ready to 
doe the like for thcai in chuaeinge Captaine Butler to b& the 
Gouemour of the Sommer Hands ; the which, as perhaps it 
was fully as needful!, so by them (they imagined) noe lessB 
affected. This proposifcion and the condition deliuered and 
made knoweu vnto the lords was willingly accepted ; and 
after some fewe meetinges of the prima men on both sides, 
absolutely concluded; the forme and manner of the con- 
neyance of it being also disgested and ordered, at what 
time (among other thingee) becanae it was certainely kqowen 
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that diuBPS perticulera of the Compaay wer willinge yaough 
to haue Sr. Thomaa Smitbe rBmoued, and jefc durat not 
openly profease ao much by erecftion of hands, by reason of 
their dependences vpon him sotne other wayes, it was held 
very beneficiall and aafe to bring in vse the custorae of a 
ballettiuge boxj the which some other Companyea in London 
practised to good effect, whereby men might freely deliuer 
themselves without beiag taken notice of. 

Thes conclusions being thna agreed vpon by thea two 
parties, and the buaainesse openly propounded at the pre- 
parative Courts of both the Companyes, which are allwayes 
held the Wednesday seuen-nig;ht before the Quarter Courts, 
at the next days of election (the balkttinge box being 
brought in and placed on the table), Sr. Edwin Sands, Mr. 
Alderman Johnson, and Sr. John Worssnam (Sr. Thomaa 
Smiths wisely refuaeioge to stand in Competition wher he 
knew it was to noe purpose)^ were piitt in election for Vir- 
ginia ; Captaine Eeadall, Captaioe Southwell, and Captaine 
Butler for the Sommer Hands, The balU being; cast and 
counted. Sr. Edwin Sands is fonnd to cariy it for the one^ 
and Captains Butler so wholy for the Other, as among threo 
hundred balls three only wer found against him ; neither 
was ther any other matter of moment handled at thoes 
dayes meetings in either of the Courta^ aaue only that in 
that for the Sommer Hands, Sr. Thomaa Bmithe was con- 
tinned in hia gonernourshyp of the Company, contrary fco 
the expectation, as it was thought, of Sr. Edwin Sands, who 
verely looked to haue had that also, for he stoode as a 
competitor; and that Captaine Tucker, by the Bollicitation 
of Lis freinds and his owna extreme importunitie, obteyned 
a suBponsion of the former order of Court, concerneinge 
the disposition of his reward and the fayre house at the 
ouerplusj the absolute and whole orderlngo wherof being 
now by the whole Court fully committed to the conclusion 
of some of the Lords, who not long afberj as not willinge to

discourage their newe Goueraour, nor to leaae tba old vn- 
satiafied, nobly and freely gage m their decree," which was 
that the whole ouerplus boing to be deuided into seuen 
partes, three of them, together with the house, should ha 
allotted to Tucker; other two partes to Sanda his tribe 
and the other two for the glebo of South-hampton j the 
which order was afterwards put m execution by Captaine 
Butler, and bo rests at this day. And thoa, haueing'e at last 
brought you to Captaina Butlers election, wa will leaua him 
for a while in Eaglaad in preparation for his long voiage, 
and refcumB you to the Soramer Hands, that you may aee 
how Xendall, Tuckers deputy Goueraour, behauos himselfe 
in the mean time. 

Noa sonar waa the shype called the BlesBin^Cf with 
Captaine Tucker, out of the harbours mouth, but a newe 
aayle is discouered both out of the shyp at sea and from the 
mount at land. The shyp presently makes towards her, 
neither did the other shunne the meetinge, so thut aone 
beareinge vp one with another she ia found to be English, 
and manned with Eogllah, being called the Treasorour, and 
her commander one and the same Elfry who brought in the 
frigate of ineale (and the^ ratta to baote)j in Mr. Moorea 
time; sent out she was by Captaine Argoll from Virginia, 
wher he was then Goueraour, vnder a pretence of tradeinge 
all alongat the coast with the natiue Indiana for skiiines, 
and at the Virgin and Sauuage Hands for goates ; but some 
of her people comeiag abord the Blessinge, by some apeechea 
vnaduisedly let falne, begett a suspicion in Captaine Tucker 
of a farther proiect than was openly pretended ; neuer the 
leese^ not findinge a ground, nor perhaps n power of stayinge

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of her, after an hoTire or two of being fcogeth-Gr, they part j 
Tucker sendinge some letters to Kendall by the Ilaode 
botes that wer yet ^bord^ wherby he aduisetk and wiaheth 
tim by all meBneSj and in any case, not to suffer the sayd 
shyp to enter any of the harboara, ttillioge him of the peril! 
he thereby might fall idto, aa veryly assareiuge hinjselfe 
that she went not vpon any warrantabls action. But the 
Blessinge being Once at sea, the botes belonginge to the 
Hands are easily entised abord the Trmsourer, wberj lettinge 
Elfry and his company knowe of Kendalls bein^ deputy 
Gou&rnoUr, and how kind a man he was to good fellowes 
[the which himselfe also partly knewe by experience), they 
easily perswade him to putt into the harboar awhile to re- 
fresh himaelfo ; neither was Elfry hard to be entreated^ for 
in want he was of many neoeasaryes which he hoped to fish 
well ynongh from Captaine Kendall, and especially a good 
bote, some corne, aaylea, wood, and water. Herevpon some 
of the Handera abord him are presently dissmissed to cettifie 
the deputy (iouernour of the bussines, and the rest stay 
behind to pilote him in j the which, notwitbstandeingej gatt 
not into the harbour vntill two dayea afterj by reaaon of 
contrary winds. But howsoeuer, the deputy Goueraour, by 
the aduise of his newe and young counsellouraj despiceinga 
the admonitory letters of Captaine Tucker, and laughiuge 
at his wiadomCj was well ynough contented, as it Soae after 
appeared, with the comeinge in of thea guests; yet, to let 
the world knowe that ho would be a commaudour, he 
caused all snch of the maine folks (his owne gang only 
excepted, whom iudoed be should Itaue punightid most) aa 
presumed to goo abord her, without hig licence, and con- 
trary to an article in that case, coueeiued and prouided by 
Captaine Tucker^ to be bound oner to answer it at the nest 
generall Assize, when how kindly and christianly te dealt 
with them you shall see hareafter. 

But the Treaeoroitr being thus gotten in^ is very kindly 
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entertained by the Gouernour, and passeth vnder the name 
aod title of tlie Erie of Warwicks ship. Many close con- 
ferences are held betweene her Captaiue and the Grouernour 
and his leaders, that Wood (formerly spoken of) and one 
Yates being nlwayes at his elbowe, and in his eare; and 
verely bdeiued it is that Eifry, being in priuate with them, 
and the aqua vltffi pott walkeingBj did freely yoough professe 
some secret ententionSj and possesseth them with many 
pretiebopes. out of the West Indies, with which being tickled 
they are induced the readyer and willinger to giue> ears to 
his motion for releife ; howsoeuer certaine it ia^ that after 
some sis weekes staye, being furnished by the Gouernonra 
secret appointment with one hundred thousand eares pf 
comD out of the kings castle, which waa to haue bin aa a 
continuall store ther, and eueiy yeare renewed by the 
country, and by this meanes vaided with a good newe sayle 
that belonged to the publick,, and the which they shortly 
after wer in pitifull want of, and a hansome bote built at 
the charge of the aduenturers, he merely hoyaed sayle aud 
makes his waye on his entended voiage ; and well kaowen 
it is that the kiud deputy Gouernour had noe other satisfac- 
tion from him at that time (uor that I knowe of euer after), 
than windie promises, of straunge requitalla vpon a boii 
voiage, the which he scorned bo much as to question ; aud 
ypofl which it is sayd the good gentleman buililed braue 
casfclea in the aire, and held bimselfe very well and aufli. 
ciently appayd. 

The Hands being thus cleared of shypinge, and want 
beginninge to make both the towne and country sober, the 
deputy Gouernour and bia fewe select and beloued coun- 
aelloursj who Indeed wer the Gouemours gouernourSj begin 
to consider hgw that his autboHtie belBg deriued aud fetcht 
only from the commission receiued from Captalue Tncker, 
and the date of tlies three yeares vpon expiration, it mast 
of ueceseitie followe that the vahditie of his w^^rraut mast 
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also fayle and Gstinguish with it, was therefore altogether 
behoufefuU to find out some newe meane of establish ment; 
neither wag thig long in coDtriueioge, for concerneiuge a 
generall likeingo and desire in most of the people to so 
easie and populer a gouermeut, fittiuge with the humour of 
the aqna vita men on the one side and the idle men on the 
other^ and reatinge assured that thoes fewe otherwise 
enclined, either durst not reueile themselneH, or that, hy 
reason of their paucitie^ it would proue to noe piirpoae if 
they did, it is therevpon concluded that a generall ap- 
pearance should be summoned to St, Georges ; and, by waye 
of a newe election;, eueiy man should ba required to deliaer 
bis voice, vvhetber Captaine Kendall should be continued in 
hia command and Gonernour-shyp, or some other man ; this 
being as sodainely executed as it is contriued, and most of 
the maine comeinge in a hurry to the townCj wher thoy are 
wondrously welcomed and feasted with store of turkees and 
great bowlea full of lobloUjj some dramma of hott liquour 
Bqneazed out of the Gouernors seller, enterlaeed with all. 
The assembly is held Tpon the day appointed in the churcha, 
and the hnslnes propounded, in. & perswaeiue oration mado 
by Woodj wherein he tells them of the neceBsitis of addeinge 
a newe life to the nowe vpon. dieinge commission giuen by 
Captaine Tucker, the which certainely, aayth he, cannot 
more substantially be acted than by the free choyce of a 
generall voice, to which you. ars now called; neither needed 
they to trouble themselues with lookeing out for a newe 
man, for who but Captaine Kendall, worthy, kind, affable 
Captaine Kendall (and he w^as in person to heare what he 
sayd) could be thought vpon ; speaks freely, therefore, 
quoth he, and speake out, whether this be not the man you 
all deaire, hope in and wish forj this emphaticall speech is 
noe soner ended by Wood, but ouery man criea out "a 
Kendall ! — a Kendall I — who but noble Captaine Kendall 
The which being sufficiently hooped out, without the least 
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contradiction tlint could be heard, vevy hearfcye ttancka is 
giuen them all (gooci people) by the iate deputy, now absolute 
Gouei-Dour, as he takes it ; and a promiae, publickly pub- 
lished, so to behatie and carry himselFe dureing the tvhole 
time of hiis future regeneye, as should giue them cause to 
belieue ai^d assure thEfmseities that they had not tnistaken 
him in their election : and thus is euded and made vp thia 
great bussines of expectation, and the eueninge of that 
blessed day solemniaed with noica of great ordinanca, 
healtbinge, and much braue triumph ; aud vpon this sandy 
and formelesee foundatiqq (not to saye tumultuous and 
neditioua) this Goueruour euer after, vpon his owne con- 
feasion, more relyed and humored himselfe, than vpon. aay 
other warrant or commission whatsoener. 

The Gouernour being thus irregulerly confirmed, it began 
at last Secretly to be thought on by Some^of his most proni- 
dent contriuera how this act might be taken in England. 
To help out the matter, therfore, and sweeten all distastes, 
it was thought fitt that Sqme publict wOrcks wer presently 
sett vpoDj and especially such as, being propounded and 
vrged vpon him by Captaine Tucker at hia departure, the 
accomplishment of them wag likely ynough to be warranted 
by him to the Company at his arriuall, aud ao by them 
reconned as good as done, whose expectatiooj if it Bhonid 
be deceiued, might well make them very angry. Herevpoo, 
tile people of the Maine being called to the execution, tho 
perfection of Smithes Forto is first attempted, the which, 
being begun by Mr. Moore,, then proceeded on by Captains 
Tucker, is nowe lastly sett vpon to be accotnpHshed by this 
mjin ; but the rock wheroa they wer to worck proueinge 
exceedingly hard, and the layers out of the plott and ouer- 
seera of it haneing but small eKperience in such affayres, 
after a great deale of labour, and many moneths espence, 
a fajre plattforme and a haneome redoubt is spoyled, and 
in a manner left vnseruiceable, by being slubbred up with 
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dangerons and vnaurB vpperworcka of brittle stone and 
rabbish, to the eitreame hazard and parill, vpou the least 
occasion and great ahott of an enemy, of all such as therin 
are to mannage and pHe those ordinance. Thia thna made 
up, and the most part of a winter bestowed on it, the bmld- 
inge of a fajre framed church at St. Geoi-gDs (a worck 
cheiflj' recommendBd vnto him by Tucker, aud for which he 
had left and prepared for him tnany materialls] is deter- 
mined, so that the prime carpenters of the Ilanda are con- 
salted about it, and flome timber appointed out for that 
purpose. But a sayle mftde from the Mount putta of that 
affayre for a while; for nowe other thiuges are to be 
hearckned after, and dainties hoped for. To the discouery 
of this Bhypj therfore, oat goeth Wood (the Gouemoura 
oraele in office, the Liuetenaut of his owne company, and, a 
yonng hare-brayned fellowe called Danby excepted, whom 
be also makes Liuetenant of the King-s Castle, his prime 
niioion) ; and not loQg- ib was (for his late goeing-e out 
gives him a quick returne, the shyp meetinge him at the 
harboura mouthe) but the deed is done, and back ageine 
cornea Wood to give np his intelligence, whom the Gouer- 
nour meetinge, "What newes, my good Liuetenant,''' aaythe 
he, " Nay," answers Wood, with a promisGing Counte- 
nance, "before I tell you that, my esteemed Oenerall, you 
must grauat rae three boones." " Propound them,^' replies 
tha Gonernour; "'I can deny thee nothinge." "Marry, 
the first is," saythe Wood, " that you bestowe four gallons 
of aciua vitffl vpon this your deaerning gang; the second, 
that yon release Mr. Groue out of prison''' (this Groue was 
a fellowe Bent out of England by Sr. Edwin Sands, and 
it is aayd be was a ballade-maker and streete-singer of 
thorn ther, but now, by the wise choyce of the Gouernour, 
made the Prouoat Marshall, though at that present, by 
reason of some sawecynesse, in some deiection) ; "the third 
is. Hint he fihould muke much, very mut;h, of his own@ thrise' 
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worthy person for the (nowe I h^gin to find it)/' saitli he, 
"iudiciona Company in England hath confirmed yonr ioy- 
foll election here with their generall approbation ther; and 
long-, long may you continue onr Gouernour/' the which 
last petition it ia well knowen he spake from his heart. 
■"And, for addition to this our happineBse," quoth he, "it 
is reported that Captaine Tucker ia not likely to make 
hetherward any more; and, besideSj it is said that he hatk 
lost his flauutinge house at the Orerplns. And thes daintye 
newes the sweete Gylly FIoiuvb yonder hath brought in with 
her." For this shyp was she that (as you hayo heard) so 
presently departed after Captaino Tuckers first arriyallj as 
she carried away with her the first (GuapecBiue) rfisoluCion 
of the Court about the two perticnlers of Captains Kendalls 
confirmation and Captaine Tuckers depriuement, and so 
knowo nothings of the reuereeraent of them, which was at 
the next quarter Coart after. 

Bat howsoeuer, thes wisht relations could not chnse hut 
gjne an extraordinary isellcoine to this shyp, especially with 
the Gouemour and hia retinue. Yet was ther another 
maine cause concnrreing- to rayae it to an estromitie with 
the moat of them ; for she was bountifully laden with 
stroung beere and hott liquours, and had a master also aa 
boantefullj both in the takeing^e of it in his owne person as 
in the g'iueinge of it out vnto others, so that ten butts 
of strong beere are drunk oat aboard the shyp dureinge 
his short stays of a moneth, enterlaced answerably with 
drammes of aqua vitse, rosa solis, and good eack^ ont of 
which fountaine ther flowed out vpon the master such a 
spring of affection from the Gouemoura cheife officers and 
the most part of thoes commons, which for the most part 
wer (and I am aflrayd are still) common drunkards, that 
it being afterwards demanded of some of them being in 
England in open court thor what masters of sbyps they 
moat effected to have sent vnto then], an vniuersal] crye 
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was raised for ttem that they above all men liked one Mr. 
Crayford (for so was the goodfellowe-mastBr called) : the 
which the Court takinge diacret notice of, by all moana 
kept him from them; fqr the qaestioa was not made ho 
much to giue them their choyco as to know whom thsy 
especially would desire j for although at the present they 
sonnded not the true cause of their affectioDj yet was it 
generally thought to arise from Bome grounds of seruinge 
their owne tameSj and thcrfore especially to be preveated. 

Dureinge the staye of this Bhyp here, this Goueroour 
(Kendall) held his first gecerall assize at St. Georges, and 
that wholly after Captains Tuckers fashion, wherein I find 
npon record the triall of foure persons, endicted and ar- 
raigned vpon two general! endictments, the one for steale- 
inga of a sowe beloDgicge to the Gouemour, prised at three 
pounds sterlings (as deare aa a Scotts nag), the other for 
hreakinge into a house wher the Liuetenanta wife, of the 
Kings Castle, laye at the same time (her husband being at 
the same time iu Eoglaud), to both which, aUhough the 
poore fellowes (hopeinge the rather therby to find mercye) 
pleaded guiltye, yet the Gouemour would needs haue a 
jury to pasa upon them ; whervpon, the busainessa come- 
inge to a publick heareinge, they answered for themselves 
thatj as for the sowe, they tooke her as their owne, beoauae 
Captaine Tucker (whose then she was), at his departure, 
bad giuen them her, and they knewe not that she was 
entayled to the Gouernourship, but thought she had been 
his owne in proprietie, and so, by a deed of gift, thera. 
Ooncemeings their breakeinge into the honae, they could 
not deny the fact; yet was it done without any felonious 
entent, for they offred not to take any thinge away when 
they wer ther ; they only did it, therfore, to discouer 
whether Dauby, the Liuetenante of the castle, his deputy 
Liuetenant, did not take upon him to be deputy Liuetenant 
with his wife also in hia absencSj a report much enlarged 
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and generally belewed, aad whom at the same time they 
foond locbt up with her in very suspicious manner. Vpon 
which answers, the jury, layeinge their heada together^ 
returned them guiltie of the feloay, hut acquitted for the 
barglaty^ Whervpon (by the Gouemours command^ and 
well knowen it is how aagry he was for hia deare Danhy) 
three of them had sentence to be hanged ; but being 
carryed to the place of execution, with halters about their 
necks, they wer at last repriued, and bo left to liue con- 
demned inea, aa some of them doe vnto this day. As for 
the fourth uiaa of theni, he scaped by being sick, and had 
nener any thinge aayd vnto him. At tha Sanaa time also, 
one Browne (an old acquaintance of tho Gouemours, and 
held by him vnloroua, because he was -wronge for the 
violent pullinge of certaine fellowes out of the church 
dureinge deuin& aomiee, and striking them at the church 
dore, was censured to lose one of his eares^ but the execu- 
tion therof was absolutely pardoned ; and yet another, 
that threatned the same Browne to be his death, was 
bound to the peace. At this assize, likewise, fourteene of 
tboea men "who (as you formerly heard) had gone abord 
the Treasorour at her comeinge in without the Gouemour 
hcence wer called into question ; but the cause being heard 
and confeased, they wer all of them cloarely and fully par- 
donned ; and it was thervpon remeoibred that they had bin 
all of them forward men at his late election, and with thes 
efFecta ended the assize. Presently after which, awaye goea 
the GylUjloivere, and makes her retume by Newefonndland, 
laden hether with passengers, and from thence with fisb.^ 

Noe soner is this shyp departed but many discontents 
and dreads begin to arria0 and to be apprehended, secretly, 
among the best sort of people ; some of them wisper that 
causes of all sortea wer carryed and discussed with litle in- 
sight and losse integritie by the Gouernour, and that the

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first tale alwayea bore it awaye; others sayd that so wholy 
he seemed to be lead by some fewe abnut him, as one would 
iudge that either he could not or durst not doo aoj thiugo 
without them, and that in the examinations and hearings of 
controveries betweene party and partie, which wer brought 
or sent for to be heard before him, hia Mar^h&ll GrOu© was 
BO talkative, buaiej and concluaiuOf and himselfe so mute and 
qmett, as that the marshall appeared the iudgej and the Gouer- 
noura cypher; many complained also of tricks and coasenagea 
putt vpon them by his fauoritea in nimmeinge aud hooke- 
inge awayB from them their goods, and especially liquours i 
and that when they went to the towne to complaine they 
found themselues so threatned and terreEed, as they sawe it 
to be the safest course for them to retiirne without doeing- 
it they came for, briefly noe accesBej nor redresae of any 
thingej to be gotten without the mediation, of two or three 
who only had the leadeing'e of him ; and such a kind of 
people they wer^ and the waye to wiune thera so costly and 
vntoward, that neither honest men would vse it, nor poor 
men could ; nor was ther any other hope of a recouery^ Tn» 
lesse by the fallinge out of thea theiacs the true meq 
might come by thoir goods ; of this, indeed, and only of 
thiB, some smale spsrkes aad glimpses of comfort appeared 
sometimes, the which was likely ynoagh to have a quick 
augmentation, in rcapect that ther was uoe other tie of 
Ynion than the lone of themaelues and their owne lus^ts, the 
which being so rotten hands wer not in possibilitie to hold 
long. Diuers other the like mutteringes and complaincts 
ranno closely abroad from hand to band^ the which either 
the Goueruour kncwB not of, seemed not to knowe, or cared 
not for. 

Bat whilst the Bermuda world stoodo vpon thea tearmea, 
the Company of Adventurers in England, presently vpon 
Captaine Butlers election, tooke the opportunitio of a shyp 
that was to goe for Virginia, and vpon her ahypped diuera 
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passengers for the Sommer Ilands^ and among the rest, a 
preacher and liia famtl}'* (the Gouernoiir elect being shortly 
after to embarke himsBlt'i? in a shyp of tlie EHe of Warmcks, 
which was ia tritninga within the dock of parpoae to carry 
him hia voiage), ao that in the meaue time this shyp (called 
the Seajlowre), ahont the middle of Jnly 1619, arriues in the 
Kings-CastEe Harbour, the which, howsoeuer, she bringa 
noe geiierall letters to the thea Gouemgui- from the Com- 
pany ; nor scarce any priuate ones from his freindsj which so 
much as touched the great mutation in Eoglaod, by the 
election of a newe Gouemonr ther; yet euery mans tooath 
in the ahyp being full of it^ it came quickly to the G-o- 
nernoars eare, to the infinite discontent of himaelfe and his 
fulloweraj although true it ia that the Gouernour for hia 
part (as one that could Dot endnro to believe what he conld 
not abide to find), was ths last man that -would creditt it, 
vntilt at last, by secret enquiries of perticuler men, and 
chiefly of the newe-come mioiater, he found that which he 
was desirous to lose. But vpon this intelligence of a newe 
Goaemour from England, two especiall effects of good to the 
plantation ensued, the one was a restraiat of the former in- 
aolencyes committed by the minions of the Gouemoup, who 
nowe found it behoofofull for them to deale more cautioaaly 
than formerly, for fears of being called to a more strict 
account than would proue for their ease; the other was a 
progression in publick worcks, and in perticuler in the 
buildiage of the newe church; it being conceiued that as 
that worck was much desired and expected in England, ao 

B Smith Hppare^ntlf did not know, or bad forgotten, the niime of fliu 
preacher, for Le refers to liis arrival ia the eaine terme, without narniag 
him, in hia General IKftorrj. We learn his name from a letter of Cap- 
tain Batler's to the Company ia "Touchinge our preacher^ Mr, 

Lang, and hia eloquent letters, aa you Ptile thenij thEa ia the iirat time I 
kuewe or heard either of them or )m eloquence " There is no record of 
such a minister in Bermuda, and thia name ia an addition to thoBC 
enumerated in the writer's Memorials, vol. i, p. 691, 
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the neglect of it; miglit prono very prejoiJiciall and exdude 
all future espectaDcea and hopes of fauourj carpenters, 
therefore, aro od all sides employed about it, Tymber is felted 
and towed to the towne, and the forme and aituation thereof 
layd out and appointed after the modell and direction giuen 
by Captaino Tucker ; but very Inconuoniently and without 
dne promdenc&j by reason that standinge ouer-bleake, and 
ypon the top of a till, it is of necessitie to He open to euery 
gnat and huri canoe, the which in tha winters are not uncom- 
mon ther, and so therby not likely but to receine continuall 
dang'sra and dammage; and besides, the windes bloweinge 
neuer so litle loud most needes canse so much bluster and 
Boyce wifchin the church, as the voice of the minister can by 
TLOB meanea be heard by tha halfe of tha auditory. Thea 
wer the effects I saye, of this hearesaye of a fresh election. 
Bat, howsoeaer, thes open carriagea promised fayrelyj yet 
passed they not without close and slie practicea, eutecded 
to worck all that might bo against the acceptaQce of the 
Gouemonr elect; it is wispered about, therfore, and cer- 
taine pict companions are the possessed and possessors of 
others, that the Adventurers and Company at home (sit- 
tiage by their warme fires, and full flesh potts) delt vnre- 
speetiuely and harshly with the colony here, continually in 
this manner to thrnst vpon them, at their pleasure, newe 
and Yuknoweu men to bo their Gouornoura ; wer ther none 
here among them&eluea fitt ynough to take that charge? 
had they not witt and indgment sufficient to chuse for them- 
Belues ? nay, was it not tha fittest and most equal^ that so 
they should doe ? it was, therfore, to be consulted vpon 
nowe in time, whether they wer not to stand vpon their 
right; that so accordingly they might carry themsolues at 
tliG approch of this newe man who was to be looked for by 
the nest shyp, to which end sorae especiall ones are oleeted 
to grope the minde and affection of their old minister, Mr, 
Lewea Hughes, and to see whether it wer possible to winue 
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him VBto an approbation of tliia eouraej that so they miglifc 
VSQ him ia his publick exercises to angle the peoples a£fec- 
tion that waye- But he (as formerly he had euer honestly 
done) vtterly dialikeing and disclaiminge all such by wayes 
m dangerous, vn warrantable, and seditious, and -witbsll, 
haaeinge a good bope of the future Gonemonrj wbosa father 
and freinds he had knowea to be likely to breed hitn 
honestly; by hia stiff refusall and earnest protestation 
against ibj gane a main blowe to their mutinous and con- 
fused proiects; the which neuer the lesse secretly kept 
themseluea in some hopes^ and a languishingo kind of lifBj 
yntill by a straange and tragicall accident^ which, fell oat 
not long after (aa yon ghall see by and by), tbgy tooke and 
receiued their final] blowe, and deaths wound. About this 
time also, a smale frigate descried vpom the coast oocasiDDeth 
a present distraction from all other thoughts ; and espe- 
cially, after she was knowen to be a good-fellowe^ manned 
for the most part with English, who haueinge played some 
alisi partes in the Wost-Indies, and so gotten some purchase, 
part wherof consisted of negroes (a welcome for a most 
necessary coramoditie for thea Hands), she offered to leane 
and giue them to the Goueruour, so he would be pleased to 
admitit her ingresse and egresse, that 30 she might CarinS 
her selfe, and take in some necesaaryes, wherby to bs fur- 
nished for a second voiage vpon the same place and tearmes; 
and not many nor long consultations wer held about this 
point J for, howaoeuer, it was doubted by some that this re- 
ceipt might be ill taken in England, in. respect that she was 
vtterly vn com missioned ; and so in plaine tearmes a pyrate, 
yet the desire of getciage surmonntinge all other respects 
and feareSj and nowe knoweinge they had but a smale time 
to preye for themBelaea ; her admittance ia absolutely con- 
cluded, only she is caused to retire berselfe into a by -rode; 
but yet within tho command of the ordinance of Smiths and 
Fagetts Forts; that so some excuse, if need wer, might be 
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made of the matter, as if thia by-place war none of the har- 
boura j but her fourteeue negroea are quickly fetched asliore 
and delinered uuto the Goaeruour. Being thus gott ioj her 
demands and requests are to be provided with sotne quan- 
titie of comej the whtch sKb was Bupplied withall, partly 
from the poore remaindor in the fortes, but especialfy with 
that sommers cropj, tbc which groweiuge vpon the oojnnion 
groond allotted for the sustentatioa of the Gouernours 
famelyf Tvaa of dae to haue bin resemed for him, that was 
nowe vpon comeiagej as haueiuge noe other meanea to 
relye vpon, nor to rayse hia winters protiiaion. She ear- 
nestly alaOj but more closely (bribelnge the rainiona officers 
to tha,t end) aoliicited for some heipe of muuition, the which, 
although at firat (as being held a dangerous matter to 
graunt) was somewhat stoode upoo, yet at last, was in part 
yeelded vnto vpon the opportunitie followeinge. 

For within fourteene dayes after her arriual!, newes is 
brought from Sommer-seate of a shyp falne foplevpon thoesi 
north-weat sholea, so that botes are oa all hands sent out 
to take knowledge of herj and newe gapeinges after newe 
gettiriges procured, Vpon disoouery she ia found to be a 
hansome pinnace, maoned for the moat part with Dutch, 
and Some two or three English, who, haueiage long waited 
for prey in the West Indies, and all in vaine, fallinge into 
distresse of victualla, is perswad^d by her English to make 
for the colonye, and so to refresh themaelues j but wantinge 
a knoweiog pdott to bring them in, when they fell upoa the 
coast, found themselues ere tbey wer awaire engaged within 
the out-lieing rocks; so that dispareinge of tbemaelues to 
free themseluies, they make all their ahyft, and adiientnrie 
vpon a drift to seeke for the shore, mooreinge their barck 
as well as they could to a rock, and shoote of a. peece of 
ordinance to giue notice of their distreaae. But by the 
waye they m&ete with the Hands bote Sj and together with 
them retarne to the forsaken Teasell to see what may be 

L 
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and somewhat \esse, arriueth the Earle of Warwicks shyp, 
called also the Wurwick, and is fast moored ia the Kinga- 
Castlo harhoiir, before any iland bote luak^S out for ber 
discouery; and in her the newe Gouernour, of whome we 
are nowe to speake. But because euery alfceration and 
alienation of this natare must needs bring with it a newe 
world, and for the taoat part a new face, vpon all tliintiesi, 
it is fit to pause a while, that ao we may the fresher fall 
vpon it when we come ther ; and, therfore, here will we end 
Our 6fth booke and begin our Bixth.

Captaine Butior being thus arriued in the Warwick, anno 
1619, vpon the 20th of October, the first act he did as 
Gooernour was to let them at the towne Tnderstande that 
he was eo. By the same bote, therfore, that came to dis- 
coner them, he sent word to Captaine Kendall by one Mr. 
Dutton, that came in with him, and was to Bayly of 
Warwick tribe, that being come comrniasioned from the 
Company of Adventurers m Enrjland, by vei'tue of his 
MaieSties letters patents, tq bo tha CoiniiiaTidour aad Go- 
uemonr of thee Hands, and his aayd comraisaion being 
entred into force, ypon the very first houre of his being 
in harbour, hewaa to take notice both of it and his arriaall, 
and to desist from all pnblick commands in that kind ; and 
farther, that it was fitt that, with all connenient speede, he 
did repayre vnto him on shypbord, to gine a futl informa- 
tion and account of the present estate and condition' of the 
plantation J and the rather, becanse he wag resolued not to 
repayre to the towne himselfe votill he had seene the shyp 
throughly voided of her passengers. Lis owne gooda on 
shorsj and his house at the towne putt in a readynesse and 
famished for the receipt of him^ And thia through and 
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qaick message wag tbougkt fitb to be eeut thae at the VBcy 
firstj vpon a secret intelligence giuan in, that certains 
tuinaltuoua requests wouid bo made by tbe generatl men, 
vpon such tearrties as might imply a conditional acceptance ; 
the which relishinge of that ill fniict of the election of 
their owae Gouernara here was coiiCciVet! by all meanea 
coDuenieat to be bi-okea and ci-ushed in its rery birth. 

But this relation beiuge receiyed vvitb as litle ehewe of 
disquiettand trouble outwardly as coald be expected from 
such men, an answer is returned the same nig'ht by the 
Same hand, that the newe Gouernour was very wEtllcome 
into the harbour, and so should be into the towne, when it 
pleased himj that Captaine Kendall would personally visitb 
him very shortly where be was ; and that his house and all 
thinges els should bo htted for him against his laudinge, 
The nest daye, eomewhat before noone, Gaptaine Kendall, 
he two ininistera, and two or three more of the connsell, 
nth dloers of the officers CadiS abord, whor they are with all 
oarteaie and kiudne-sae receiued aud dined by the (io- 
ernour, with his owns abyp prouisions. Diner is noe aoner 
nded but the Gouernonrwithdraweinge hiniHolfe in priuate 
'ith Captains Kendall into the gallery of the sEiyp, had 
Dnt'erencea with him to this purpose. He told him that 
Company haueiuge resolued with themgeluea to give 
{m a 6acc6&soL'j he supposed that himsi&lfe was uoe lesse 
ellcome to him than another man^ in which respect an- 
vereable to tho fayre reports he had heard of him, he 
mbted not, but by his meanea to receiue (by reason of his 
Dg experience in thes partes) much light and knowledge 
out the a£i'ayres and basaineasB he was tq I'all ypon, and 
IJerticuler he desired to be certainely and perfectly en- 
•med eoncemeinge the receipt aad admissioa of such 
aung;er3 ahyps as had bin with him aiuce Gaptaine 
ckera departure, of which he assured him that the Com- 
Hy would be inqiii*itiue, and expect to be fully aatisfiedj 
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for which free atid fair© dealeinge he would vpon all occa- 
sions, either to the Company in geiiBrall or big friends in 
perticulerj make a thaucij^full acknonledgemeiit. Captain 
KenduUs answer Was, that he thought ths Compiiny had done 
him wiDDge to putt vpon him bo sodaine a mutation. Not 
yet sis monetbs paat he had word from them of a confirma- 
tion iu hia place ; now tho quite contrary waa manifestj he 
did Dot knowe of auy cause of Buch an alteration in bim&elfe, 
neither if ther had bin could they fcnowe of it, and therfore 
he expected it not. The Gouernour replied, that howso- 
euer it wag. not his part to take vpon him the defence of the 
Cotupanyea decrees, but to execute them; yet he conceiued 
it might with ease be done in tliis perfciculer, because that 
iirst confirmation of him was but with a relation and re- 
ference to a more generall approbation at the next quarter 
elective couft, the which being otherwise determined of, then 
altered all the foimer conclasions j besides it was to noe 
purpose to expostulate this fact with him here^ nor did he 
thinck he could obteyne any good by it any tvlier els, 

But as they wer fallinge vpon some other poiates^ cornea 
One ha^tely in, and relates a misfortune whichj s,t the very 
first, lot the news Gonernour knowe that in this employment 
be was to meet as well accidentatl as naturall disturbances 
and crosses. For haneinge bin that morneinge at the 
Kings-Castle to vewe condition of thoea forteg, which wer 
to his smale satisfaction when tbey wer seene, the gunner 
(with the Gouernoura raeaneingSj for otherwise it is not 
likely he would haua saflered it, because he came then but 
in private) had made ready a peeoe of ordinance for Lis 
farewell, the which at hia departure hs gaue fire vnto ; this 
haueinge done, and being ouer hastie to make afber the 
Gouernour to the shypj he carelessly left hia. lintstock with 
a cole of a match in it vpon the plattfomie, the which, 
fallinge downe vpon the plancks^ which wer of ceder (and 
so apt to take fire), it bsgan by litle and Htle to kindle, and 



was not Heeded Tntill being all on a flameinge fire, word waa 
thus "broTiglit to the Gouernour, who instantly, vpoo tli6 
neweSj cau-^Ctd all the boteis aboot the sliyp to be maDned, 
and made tlietliBr tLimsolfe alao in his shalope j but, before 
he could gett to it^ he found that the fire had so generall 
preuajled on all partes (most of the ordinance being alao 
Iaden)j as Doe hope remained of saueiuge any thinge, nor of 
doeing the least good; SO that after an houreg Stays, h.9 re- 
turned to the shyp from whence he came; the platforme 
and carriages of the great peeces being withia a while after 
consumed to ashes ; noither did this accident pass without 
BecrEitt wiBperiogs, a&d censurea of prognostication, tha 
time and place concurriQge to augment the credulite. 

But the Gouernonr seemeinge litle or noetliingo to be uaoned 
with either, the very nest daye seuds awaye the Steward 
of his house (an honest and discreet gentleman, named 
Mr. Seimour Woodwarde) to the towoe, with the most part of 
his lionae-hold stuff, to order his house and to lett the com- 
pany knowe that the day followeiuge, being Sunday, he 
ment to be a-ahore with them. He wrote also a cocamand 
to him that supplied the place of lineteuaut to bis owne 
Company, dnreiuge the abaence of Captains Felgate (who 
was not yet heard of, although he had sett out from England 
six weekes before the W arwick), to baae a gard iu readinessa 
for him at his comeing on land, and to cause the ahalope 
and bote-gang to be abord oner night, and so iu the bolter 
readineasB in the niorneinge. In the meane time many of 
the best of the mains repayre to the shyp, and present their 
attendance vpon the newe Goaernour, and some mattora 
and decisions belooginge to justii^e beang likewisa offrsd 
fiud entreated of him, he refused not eaen ther to heare 
and determine such of them as the time and place allowed 
a po&sibilitie vnto, tellinge them pleasantly that he per- 
ceiued he should not liuc idly among them, since they begaa 
so rart;Iy with him iu this kind. 
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Vpon the Sunday morneiuge very early, accompanied 
witk many botes of tlie Ilamiig, the Gquernonr makes bia 
waye towarda the towoe, the ahyp giveiuge bim a fitrewell 
with seuen peeces of great ordinance; butj by the waye, a 
bote of the Corapanyj being ouer-wbelmed by the folly of 
tboes ITiHt wer in herj he cauaeiJ a general! atayOj and comes 
up hiniaelfe to her rescue j which done, aud noa hai'ma 
ensueinge, he pasEteth on in h'm ehalope, baueiuge with him 
fts many of the counsel! and baylies as the Btnale veasell 
could containe. Arriueinge at tbetowne, he finds alt tbinga 
ready for bia receipt, CapEaine Kendall^ Mr. Lewes (Hughes), 
the minister, (for the other came with bimS^lfe from the 
fibyp), foure or fiue mors of the counaell, and all the reab of 
the officers, attending-e bim close by the shore vpou the 
warfe; at bis landing'e he ia wellcociied with two peecss of 
ordinance, and so passinge betweeuB two files of shott and 
pikes, he directly takes hia waye to the newe framed 
churche, which he findeth halfe finished, and ther cansetfi 
his commission to be read by the elder minister in a full 
auditory; which is noe soner done, bat Captaine Kendall, 
who sate by him on his left hand, very hastily begins a 
broken speach to the company, and at the first dash falls 
vpoD the paint of grienancea ; but, being sodaiuely cutt off 
by the Qonemour, he bimselfe speakes vnto them to thia 
eft'ectr— " Countrimen, being a meare straonger (aa far as 
I knowe) to you all, I am come thus farr (as you heard euen 
nowe in my coramiasEon^ to be your Gonernour and Com- 
mander J and it may be that this ignorance one of another 
may begett and occasion some mutuall iealousies, especially 
on your part, who, if I prouo otherwise than I should be, 
are likelyest to suffer first. It is true that myaelfe also, 
findinge the like by you, cannot but find and meete with 
much discontent, though it wer but in this perfciculer, of 
being forced to carry a heauier hand than (if you will heleiue 
me) sartes with my nature; to vse many woi'dea vnto you 



in tnyne owne behalfe by way of promise, wer bnt vanitie ; 
since the worst men, as well as the best^ can vse their 
toungea to aeme their turaes. Only this much I will saye 
to youj that howsoeuer T am vpon no tearmea to be called to 
your exipostulatigns ; yetj if afc any time dureiog mioe abode 
with you, I shall in the least manner be foiinii to act a 
tyrants part, or wilfully peruert the straight course of 
iustioD, I wish with ail mine heart that the Company that 
sent me bather (vnder whose censure I am legitimately to 
fall) TOay call me to that accoontj as may mate me an 
example to all others that may hare the meanea to be faultie 
in the like kind here-after. As for you, I must tell you in 
plaine termes, I expect that you freely submitt yourselnes 
to be ordered and commanded by me, and that without all 
capitulations J for it is not in yOli to pUtt it to the question 
in the least manner; as therefore, in matter of religion, I 
will endure noe recusant, so mugt I haue none in point of 
obedience. If ther be acy of yon that vpon some former 
gi-onnda haue iust cause to find your aeluea agreiued, it 
TDuat be your part and discretion to take your due time and 
placB to shewe it, and then, too^ m Bucb a manner and 
temper as becomes you ; the redresse whereof, althouyh it 
may hapely proue beyond the limitts of my strength for the 
present, yet you shall not need to fears, but that by myne 
expression of it to the Company, and mediation for it 
(which shall be serious and faythfnll), ther will in good time 
be obteyned an ample lud reasonable satisfaction. It shall 
bo in the meane time mine earnest prayer and endeuour 
that our behaniour and carriago may be such one vnto 
another that as it aeemga ther be very fewe, or rather not 
anyj that are discontented that we are thus mett at the 
present; so euery one may be sory m some respects when 
wo are to part hereafter." 

The Gonemour haueinge ended this short speech, which 
for aught that could be perceiued was generally well re- 



ceiuGd, the elder miniBter proceeded to deuine aeruice> aod 
BO to a sermoc, whereio was briefly touched the necessltie 
of the magistracye, the submission due vnto it, the hopes 
and expectations of the future in perticularj with aome other 
polutes fitt and proper for that day aud action; the which 
being finished, the most part of the company attended the 
(jQuerDour to his house (a guards being niada for him from 
the church thether), at the entringe wherof a very ready 
and well followed volley of smuie shott was deliuered by 
thoes of his owue eompauy, who wer all in armea: the 
eouiisell, the baylies of the tribes, and most of the officers 
dineing'e with him at his owne table, the rest at others pre- 
pared for them. 

But thes ceremonyea and feastinge were sone cutt of and 
ended with that night. So that the n&xt daye the Gouernourj 
aaaeuiblinge the coaosell aad all the bayliea, made pep- 
ticulor inquirie of the estates of their seuerall tribes, and 
gaue them notice of such instructions and orders of court as 
he had receiued in charge from the Company to putt iu 
execution, and wer fitt for them to kaowe: at that time, 
alsOj he swore two newe baylies that came oner with him, 
and 80 dismissed them all to their seuerall charges : the 
rest of that weeke he bestowed in takeinge a vewe of the 
fortes, and of the munition, wherin it seemed that ho found 
but smale content, being heard publickly to giue Out at his 
returns to the towne, that ho looked not to haae had the 
Companyes aud bis owne expectation eo farre gborbned and 
deceiued in that perticuler abone all others ; and that he 
was aorry to finde biniselfe constrayned to write ao vnwell- 
come newes ynto them hereof, as nowe he must. About 
eight or ton dayes after this a sayle is descried from the 
mount, and thervpon a warneing-e peece is presently giuen 
from the townes warfe, and the shalope well manned, out to 
make a discouery* About fiue houres after, the bote re^ 
turned and brings word to the CrouQruoUL' that ahu is an 
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English shyp and called tlie Garland^ and by tliia time 
she bad moored herselfe ia the Kiugs-Castls harbour. 

This Garland had putt out to sea from England about 
eight weekea before the shyp the Warmc]:., that brought 
the Goneruour, so that not beiog heard of vntill iiowe, 
soma misdaubts ther wer of her nilscarriage, shB haueing 
fatleu vpoa the Hands, three weekes before aud within sight 
of thenij but not seen from the shore, she was againe putt 
of by foule weather, and being forced to the soath-wardSf 
laye beatings it vp so long that her water was almost all 
spent, and a great many of her passengers and aeainca also 
sick and dead : beiag ia which extremitie, aud almost dis- 
payreiiige to reconer the IkndSj she "was vpoa a newe 
resolution to make for Virginia (whether after her touchinge 
here she was also boond), but by the waye she meetes with 
a Dutch man of warre that had bin in coarse vpon the West 
Indies, by whom Tnderstandinge wher she waa (for she 
also had feeenB the Hands), and that the harbour she looked 
for was within twenty leagues of her, receiueioge soma 
quantitie of water io eacbange of some wine and hcsaf, fol- 
loweing in. that direction, she shortly after (haueing bin 
seneuteene weekea continually at eea) thas recouers her 
■wished port. Being come in in this sick and weake condi- 
tion, she pntts the Gouernour from all other employmenta 
for that present to helpe and succour her and hera, Hig 
botes, therfor, are in all hast sent abord to fetch of her sick 
people which wer many and weake^ who are in seuerall 
places bestowed in the towne, and certaine persona ap- 
pointed to tend and looke vnto them : much of his owns 
perticuler ptouisious, and all the milck of the cafctell being 
for a while employed that waye. In this ahyp, among some 
others of fashion, arrive also Oaptaine Felgate, the lluBtengat 
of the Goueniours companyj and Captaine StokeSj the oap- 
taine of the KiogH-Castle. 

Hausing thus iu sume res^onabU manner 3ettloJ this 



businease, the Goueruour makea a paaaago quite throug-h 
the luaine and tribes to hold a gecerall assize in Captaine 
Tiicbera faj're house at the over-plas : aud this place waa 
choeen at this time for that purpoaa, partly that by that 
occasion he might by tha waye take ktiDwleige of the 
country, but especially that the towue of St. Georg-es might 
therby be eased frotu the burthea-eome access© of much, 
people, haueioge already bio lately much oppressed, and 
eusn eaten up with uewe commers, The prefixed time of 
the aaaizss being come, the Grouemour would by all meauea 
that the forms and t^arriage of that action should for that 
time be nholy and altogether as it was wont to be iu 
Captaine Tnckers time, the which («b it appeared after- 
wards) was either beCaiise he would not ouer-sodainly begin 
an iunovation, or that therby ha would discerne what that 
bad bin, rather then that he meut to cantiaae it so in bis 
time J but not many either critninall or ciuill causes appear- 
iuge at this assize, it is fully fioiahed in two dayesj which 
had wont to bold out for fourej aud so the Gouernour makea 
a present returne to tho towne, to be nera to the continuall 
ociiasions of the shypa, 

Noe soner was he tber but diuera vnhappy and disasterous 
accidents began to assault him, one in the neck of another : 
for first by a most terrible stortne and huricanoe the shyp 
the Garlandf rideinge in the harbour of the Kings-Castla 
{which is ouermucb open to north-west windes), is forced 
from her safetye to cutt downe her maine mast by the bord, 
and (so maimed) to ride it out for her life; but the Erie of 
Warwicks ehyp (moored not far of from her), alt Ler 
anchors comeinge homej ia driuen upon tbo rocks and 
vnrecouerably lost; you may iudg-t? in what distresses the 
Gouemour felt himselfe vpon this blows: which yat was 
not so much in regard to thoea that wer past as of the 
future, which ther vpon threateued him; for the ahyp the 
Warwick beiog the magaziu ahyp^ aud thus lost, all that 
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jearea crop of tobfieco wag likely to perish with her by want 
of esportfttion ; Ami, besides, he cooceiued that the adven- 
turers not heareinge anythitige of them, that winter, they 
might be held for lost by the waye, which could not but 
produce very ill effects : neither could ther be apprehended 
any other waye or meane of redresse than by rig-geinge up 
the TreasuuroiiT to seme in her stead, the which, as it would 
proue both difficult, tedious, and dangerous, so it waa 
plaiuely and euidently to be seene that the Garland, not 
being able to make her voiage to Virginia (in the case she 
■was in) without the Gouemours helpe^ she was of necessitie 
to be left destitute by his speadiage of all bis meaues and 
store another waye. Here-vpon, sitting-a in consuUatioii 
■with the whole body of the counsel], the master of the 0-ar- 
land is called iti, who being demanded whether he wer able 
to make hia entended voiago to Virginia of him without 
farther asaistanoe of raea, sayles, mast, cordagBj victual!, 
and the Hkej his answer is that by no nieanes it waa to be 
done, but with apparent and certayne ruine both of shyp, 
goodes, and persons ; wherrpOQ being pnhlickly assured by 
the Gouemours owne maufche, that in respect of the losae of 
the Warwick, and the necessitie of tritnoinge and fittinga up 
the Treasorour to serue in her steedj ther waa noe possi- 
bilitie of affordinge of him any such releife at the present, 
it was at last concluded and reaolued vpon (as the best 
course for all parties) tliat the shyp, the Garland (leaueinge 
all her Virginiau passengers behind her) should be accepted 
for the magazin in steed of the wreaekt TPanptct, and so to 
returue directly for England, fraughted with the tobacco of 
the Hands, being that somraers crop : and thia she should 
doe vpon the same tearmes of threGpence vpon the pound 
that the Warwick was: only the master petitioned that, if 
his owner who sett him out should^ vpon his non-perform- 
ance of his voiage, refuse to allowe him hia out-ward fraught, 
that the Gouernour would be pleased to moue the Company 
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in hia letters to malce it vp vnto him by rayseinge one pstije 
more vpon euery pounil of tobacco tbat he carryed home : 
the which sollicitatioQ was promisecl him. and pQiforraeid, as 
hopeinge that his owner (who wsa also a brother of thQ 
Company) would not exact so hardly vpon him, consideringe 
the extremities that ho waa fallen into by God's hand ; and 
that also he was likely to rays6 a great crop of tobacco the 
yeare foUow&mge, by the improuement of thga Virginia 
■men, vpon his vnsupplied land in the Hands ; and thus was 
this woupd cycafcrized, I denye not but diners other ap- 
prehensions, both here and at home, wer nourished and era- 
brased about the carriagB of this affayre ; for aoiiie con- 
ceiued that the sp^ach of riggeinge np the Trensourer for 
that Toiage, which tbe (Joaernour so openly and frequently 
gaoe out, was only to drawe in the master of the GaHaji'i 
to accept the franght of the Companyea tobacco vpon the 
eaeier toarmes, aH donbtinge least he would otherwise make 
too great vse of the necessitiea and extremities that he wag 
fallen into; for, as for the Ti-easourer, it was well ynough 
knowea in how rotten a cas^e she was euery waye, and how 
out of all trimme, so that it laye not in the strength of hia 
store to make her £tt and capable of the voiagSj especially 
being to be a winter one : some other secret reasons also 
wer tbonght vponj wherby it was conceiued that the Go- 
uernour could not chase, but hold her altogether improper 
for the employment. Others ther wer, whoj being of lease 
charytisj would needs haue all the consequence of this bus- 
sines to consist only of a plott betweene the G-ouemonr and 
the master of the Oarlnntlj for the better blindinge and 
beguileinge of his owners in England, and the helpeinge of 
him to a more colourable and hausome pretence. But tbea 
and the like conceites, especially this lastj seemeinge rather 
as the frnicts and effects of ignorance, passion, or malice, 
than grounded vpon any probable likelyhoode, are to be 
slighted and contemned : for what need indirect tricka or 
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crooked polyciea wtien fayre and straight couraea offer thera- 

Bat this losse of the good shjp, the Warwick, was not 
the only ill that this cruell atorrae brouglit with it, for a 
g-eneralL blast of the winters crop of corns eneoed, ao that 
an exceedinge feare of wantseazed oa the inhabitants gene- 
rally, and that not without cause : for howsoeuer the Hands 
are prolefuU ynough euery waye^ and hane two harneata 
euery yeare : yet what with the improaideut wastes that 
are growen to a custome among the moat of thera, and tliat 
the maine part of their standeinge and staple foods consists 
of corne (so that, for the numher of people, I beleiae ther la 
scarce halfe so much graine eaten in any part of the whole 
world againe) ; if bot any one of thes two haruests miscarry 
in any generall manner, a dearth and kind of acarcetie for 
some monethes is assuredly to be espected : and the rather 
gTGwe it terrible at this time, by reason that it was well 
koowen that both an vnusnall number of newe comera had 
bin lately brought in, and the most of them ill ynough pro- 
uided : aa also that the fore goeing Hommer (in Gaptaine 
Kendall yeare) had bin miaerably miapent in all kindea of 
Wastes and ryotts ; neaertlielesse, tbs effect of all thig 
became not ao sonceable vntill the raonethea of February 
and March followeiog'S (1020) ; at what titoe, not only the 
common sort but euen. the Gouernoura owne table (by 
roason of the wroungs done vnto him by Gaptaine Kendall, 
in giueing or rather selliage tiway his due prouiaions to the 
pyratB before his arriuall), was for some monethea some 
mealea found without bread, At which season also it being 
discouered that diuora close fellowesj better borders than 
othera, baueinge more s-tore of coroe by a great deale than 
would aeruB their owne peculier turnes.vncharitnbly refused 
to consmunicate it, but at most vncouaci enable prizes j and 
that many sticked not to feed© their hogges withall, wliile 
their neighbours wer ready to starue for waut of it : the 
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Gou&ttioar, for rtjdresae hereof, gi-aunted out a perticuler 
commission to bis serieant raaior and the atewarfc of his 
house (botb of them being of the couasell), to maka a sti-ickl 
searcli. thnjugh-oufc all the tribes, eommandeintfo that wheT- 
Boeuer an ouei-plaa of curne was found, a conuenient cora- 
petencye being nllowed aad left to the Camelj wherto it 
Lelonged, the residue should be sold, at a reaaonable ratej to 
Bxxch. of the same tribe as wer kaoweu to bs in most misery 
and need. The which conran, howsoeuerj it was at the first 
sinisterly taken, and so caused somo secrett grndgeingea, 
yet was it sooe after discerned to produce ver^ exaeUeul 
effects, enen to the saueinge of some lines. 

About the same time also the Grouernour sent out two 
proclamations (the first that thea Hands euer sawe from 
their tTOuernours in that forme), tbo one for the recallinge 
and recouery of all such goodes as had bin embezeled out of 
the wreackt Wartnick^ and out of the Treasorour (who3S 
ordinance also he commanded to be all of them brought to 
the towne) ; the other was for tho newe natneiuge of two of 
the trihea, Manafeiids tribe being to be called by the name 
of Warwick,, and Cauendiah to take the appellation of 
Deaonahyre." Nob long after this the former aowre sauce is 
a litle sweetned by tho findings of aotne amber-greece, the 
which being honestly brought vnto the Gouernour, the 
finder thereof is as honestly payed : anct this payement like- 
wise vfm the first that euer was really performed in that 
kind, and thia amber-greece also the firHt that ener the 
GoQvernour sawe here. 

The GouBrnour being bestowed in doeing bis beat tonards 
the recouerye of hid formar hurts j and nowe hopeinge (the 
dearth only excepted) of some future amendment, so that 
lie might find the meanea to keape a quiett Christmas, 
which approached very neare; behold in the verye beginnings 

* TliSBD proclamatioDB have not beeD found. Tlie earlieat preserved 
is lor the " Observacou of the Siibautli day", duted 20 ^lurcli iC'dO. 
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of it, arriaetli vpon an extrearae sodaine as great or greater 
violence of wind tliaa euer before, wherin the Qarlaud (the 
only ahyp left with them seruiceable) ia once againe brouglit 
into all extremities; for all her holpes giueino; waye, and so 
being vpon drift, she falls within a cables length of the 
rnmeinge rtjcts, and h.ad yndoubtef^lj pei'i&hed, but that ODQ 
of her mains anchorsj fastened to an excellent newe cablSj by 
great good chaunce hitts fonle betwixt two rocksj the which 
thereby faateninge tha whole stresse and waight of the 
shyp, so keepes her aliue the remainder of that hug"h guat, 
which by deulne prouldence lasted not long after. At the 
same time alao (for one mischeife neuer goes alone) a foare 
square frame of timber, called the Mount, and built vpon a 
high hill nere the towne by Mr. Moore (and by him much 
gloried in), soruoing to good vse for the discoaery of shypa 
at seAj and HO the Eye of the Hands, was blowne up by the 
rootes. 

Bnt it aeeraed that thes atraunge and vnauoideable mis- 
hapa semed rather to quickcu the Gouernoucs industry than 
to dull it, BO that (haueinge finished tha news framed 
cburche, which ia- a large and hauaome one) with the very 
first of the nfiwe years he begins a newe peece of fortifies- 
tion vpon a rock lieing in flauncker to the king'a castle^ and 
excellsntly commaiidioge the chanell that leadea into that 
harbour, being a place that at the very first of the planta- 
tion, by an Order of Court, was uaioyued to be fortified^ yet 
not ventured vpon. vntill nowe, by reason of the great 
daiager of landeinge of ordinance vpon it, and the feare of 
Splittinge the botes. But which (m deapight of :*M diffi- 
cnltiea) ho found moat necessary to be performed^ by reason 
that otherwise, shypa at their eutraunce vpon the chanell 
nsight ahronde themselneH so nere and claae vnder the high 
rock of the castle aa that they could not be touched with, 
thoes ordinance, which nowe they cannot doe without being- 
played vpon by thes. And to the ousett of this worck, and 
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for the first fonrteene dayes, he called all sach passeng-ers 
lis wer to pRsae in thab sliyp for England, t&llinge them 
that it was fitt and equall that they should doe some poblick 
g^Qod ere they went, for he knew not whether euer they 
ment to doB it hereafter : to the onersfght of which worck 
(haueing' Inyd it out first with his owoe handa) he aeot hia 
Liiietetiant Ca-ptaine Fel^ate, being kimselfe constritined to 
keepB at the towne for the dispatch of the shyp for England, 
the which not long after (haaeing alt the tobacco of the 
Ilanda that was made in Captaine Kendall's yeare, laded 
upon her, being; very much in qnantitie^ but miserable in 
qqalitie), about the 23rd of January, an. 1G20, cleares her- 
aelfe of the harboar, and makes for England : and was 
saluted at her fjoeing out with a great peece of ordinance 
from the newe worck (wher the Gouernonr was also in 
peraon)j that bo she might carry the report of it to the 
adnentarera: at what time, also, she was in danger In. her 
paaseinge out by fallingo too nere the Southsrne Sholes, 
that lie at. the harbour's moafche, bo that she rubbed vpon a 
rock, the which, by good hap, proueinge but soft and brittle, 
did her little or noe harme. By her, likewisBj the Gouemour 
sends his first geneTall letters to the Company, wberem he 
giueg them intelligence of the condition and eatate of the 
Hands at his arriuallj and especially laments the want of 
tnLtnitiori, and the weake case that he generally fonnd the 
fortes in : as also the want of gunniirSj carpenters and 
colony men J dosireinge a speedye and sufficieut supply. 
He ginea them perticuler notios withalU of all such shypa 
afi had bia entertained by Captaine Kendall ; as the Dutch 
wrack, the roueing frigate, and how the Trcasorour , haueinge 
bin vpon the coast at Captaine Tucker goeinge awaye^ was 
admitted by Kendall; and so went to the West Indiea, 
from whence she returned to Virginia, wher, not likeinga 
her entertainement, she conneyeth herseife awaye secretly, 
and ehapeth \L&e coui^ far the Ilanda a second time, and 
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arriueth esfcromely poore, haueinge all her vpper worcka so 
rotten as she was vtterly vnable, witkout uery much eoafc 
aqd laboQV, to putt out to aoa ag^aine. He attendeth, thev- 
fore, their iniuncfciona and directions {accordiugs to tlis 
presGriptious gLU.6ii him in his inatraGtionB) coucerneing^ 
thes perticalars, that therby he might shape hSa course. 
And, indeed, be was very carafull to enlarge himaelfe about 
the T^-easorour, in respect that be bad bin acquainted with, 
some paesagea of busainesse concemeinge her in Eng-land, 
and found the Tioleint and captious courses that by soma 
(to make goo3 their owns endea) had bio practised against 
herj and tberfore knew it very likely that they would doe 
the same with bim vpon the same occasioQ, which by all 
nicaoes he andeauonred to auoide. 

The magazia ahyp, the Garland^ being' thus gone, the 
Goveraour falls closely to hia worcks, so that ■within some 
fewe wBekea the nawe platfoFcna ia fully finishedj. and hath 
fine good peoces of ordinance mounted vpon itj three 
wherof wer with infinite toyle, much dangeF, and aome 
perticulep charge and expence to tie Goueruoura purse, 
■waighed out of the wrackt Warwick. He built for itj also, 
a smale powder-honse of CECider, muskett profe, and in 
nature of a redoubt, to secure the ordinance j and then 
honnored the whole peece by caUinga it South Hampton 
Fort. At the same time, likewise (by the oppotunitioDf an 
expert Dutch ahyp-carpenteij falne vnto him out of the 
Dutch wreak, whom ba hired to stays with bim as his 
aeruaot for three yeares), ho began to sett Bome newe bote 
vpon the atocks, of which not only himselfe at the towne, 
but in a manner all the captaines and gunners of the fortes, 
wer in dangerous want of. Being thus busied on all 
handea, a tall ahyp ia made from the hill wher the mount 
stoode, and a peece of ordinance {to giue warneinge to all 
the fortes) is discharged from the warfe ; but the wind 
bloweinge a stiff gale at north-east, noe bote could possibly 
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gett oat to diacoaer her. She plied it vpon a tack, and 
laye close by a wind alongst the north, side oF St. Georges 
Kfliid, and had the i-ocka for her lee-sKore, and ao continued 
two or three houres, being at last faliio so nere tbo rocks, as 
the Gouemoar (who Btoode all tte while with his perspective 
glaasGi, vew-einge of her from of Warwick Fort) feareinge 
she would strick vpon them, weot in person bastcly to St, 
Katheraiuea Fort, meaneinge from thence to g-iue her » 
warneinge peeea ; but beiog como thether, he pereeiued 
she had tacked about, and bo stoode vpon the other bord, 
and at last bore vp before the wind, and made her wayo 
south and by east, and was quickly out of sight. Much 
disputelngB ther was what this shyp shoaM be. Soma 
thought her to be English, and that she wanted a pylote to 
briug her in ; others would needes baue her a Spaniard, 
and that she ranno in this manner alongst the shore to take 
vewe of the fortes, which lie all on that side. But most 
wer of ail opinion (of which the Gouemour 'was one) that 
she was some Dutch man-of-warre, that in her course to the 
West Indies, falling-e-With thsa Itanda, and knoweiuge them 
to be planted with English, atoode indifferently affected to 
her comeinge in; but findinge neither a bote to make oat 
towards her^ nor knoweinge of herselfe how to hitt so dan- 
gerotia and intricAte a chanell, she thna made awaye, and 
pursued her voiage. In the eueninge of the same daye, one 
of the colony people (a lackey followe, it should SGeme that 
wayp, for he had twise done go before) found eight 'ounces 
of very good amber-greece, and brought it to the Gouer- 
nour, who (aceordiuge to an Order of Court in that case 
pronideil) payed him the fnll moyetie of the valne therof, 
after threg poundea the ounce in good Eng-lish gold; 
wherliy all men wer encouraged to Sooke out for so good a 
commoditiej, and honestly to reueile it when they found it, 
wheras formerlyj by reason of continuiilL and vsiiall breach 
of promise, they euen openly professed the contrary. 
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Witlim two dayea after this, wer descried two smals 
frlgutes which came vp close by the shore on the south 
aide of the ilandsj and so the Castle gaue the warnoingfl 
peece, ahout smrne sett; whervpgn the Gouernour manned 
out his shiilope presently, and commaaded to double the 
jrardea at the towue all that night, about the njidsb whereof 
Captaine Felgato (who had bin at the worclc vpoo South- 
ampton Fort) comes to the towne, and being instantly 
brought in to the Qouemour_, who was in bedd, he deliuera 
him certaine letters written iu Italian from one Potec 
Scouteu, a DatchmaD ; tho coutouts wherof wer ; " that 
b&in^ in aeruico vndor his lordos, the Stat^a of the Vdited 
Prouiucesj and haueinge bin in the West ludies for the 
Same eutent, and iiowe falne vpon thes Ilandea (which he 
tearmed a Promoutorye), he desired assurance vnder the 
Gouernours band of ingresse and egresse into the havboui-j 
that so OS a friend he might caritie his barkea, and take in 
some fresh water, and be gone/' In his company also (aa 
captaine of ye other frigate) was the sama Powell that you 
heard so much of in Captains Tuckers time, and by whose 
aduisB and eucouragemeub the other was thna piloted En. 
The Gouerutjur haueiuge receiued thes letters, and 
throughly cnfurmed himaelfa by Captaine Pelgate of the 
burthen of their vesaells, and the number of their people, 
and especially enquireinge whether they wer well victualled 
and free from all infectiQus diseases; after some time of 
thinckinge with himselfe, he towards mornginge returned 
by the same hands this answer, written also in Italian : 
" that being here viider his Maiestie of England, the Com' 
mandour of thes Hands, he was to carry himaolfe a freinde 
to his freiudea, and an euemye to his enemyes ; if therefore 
he cou.ld shewe for himaelfa and his a lawfidl sufficient 
commission signed by the States of the Vnited Prouincea, 
who wer freiuda aud ahiea to his ting, of hia beiug nobly 
and honestly employed by thorn in thea partes, he aud hia 
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should be welcome, and (beb&uemge themaeliies as honest 
men) shonld find all the securitie they desired or could 
expect, otherwise they wer to looke for aeuere justice and to 
enter Ypon their peril], " Vpon which answer, within two 
dayc3 after (the wind not aalfaring-e them vntill thee) they 
both of them came in at the harbour of St, Georges, and 
pTB9entcd themselucs and their commiasiona to the Goner- 
noar ; whoj fiadiuge them very ample and anthontiqae, 
caused them to he coppied out, and gauG tha etraungers hia 
beat entertain emcot. And thia he waa the rather forward 
to doe^ as findeinge them tho mou ha had need of, for 
perceiuein^e them extraordinarily well furniabed with 
victuallj and especially with a good qnantitie of oyle and 
bacon, he delt with them about the sale of it to tbe needye 
inhabitants (who by this time began very many of them, to 
haue a deepe Bonce of a ^carcetie, aud came running daly 
vnto him, with lamentations), the which both of them 
(especially Powell, who had alwayea shewed himselfe a good 
wellwiller to the plaatation) very readily and wiDiDgly con- 
sontsd vnto; so that ther was aold out and delinered vpon 
trust and crcditt to such as had most need of it diuers and 
sundry commodities, to the value at the least of. six or 
aeuen hundred ponnds sterleiiige, to the much refreshment 
and great content of the people. ConceraeiDge the which, 
and how the payment thereof was afterwards carryed, wo 
shall 3peake when we come to lett you knowe how the 
receipt of them was taken and apprehended in England by 
the company. Thea shyps, haueinge rested horo abont the 
spacG of seuen or eight weekes, tooke their leaue and do- 
parted ; Scouten back againe to the West Indies, and 
Powell first for the Lowe Countries and then for England; by 
whom also the Gouernour wrote priuate letters to diners of 
the Lords, and soms others of his freinds, in his behalfe 
and fauour. 

The whilst these thingea wer in action in the Sommer 
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Hacdgj the Company of AduentuTers in England make out 
many" a long looke for the Garland and War^nch, mucli 
wonderinge at their long staye, and especially they wer in 
great feare of the Warwick, as carryinge their newe Gouer' 
noBij and being the niagazin shyp j at last the Garland 
arriueSj and by her they receiue the perfect knowledge of 
all the farmer mentioned euents. By her likowisej they 
haue Captaiae Kendalls yeares crop of tobacco, the which 
proueinga extreamely hadd, and (bo say troth) for the most 
part little better than, starck rotten ^ and witliall comeinga 
to a Very lowe markett, giues tbem a great and generall 
both diataate and discouragement, so that they presently 
fall into many distrusts, and almost dyspayres of the sub- 
aistinge of that plantation, especially by the meanea of 
tobacco ; it is resolued therfore that newe proiects for newe 
comroodities must speedely he found out and putt in esecu- 
tioHj or ela all thinges ther would sodaiuely fall in pieces; 
the which what they wer, by whom first propounded^ and 
by wbom undertaken, you shaM see when we come to tlie 
arriuall of their next magaiain shyp^ which was almost a 
whole years after. 

Bat in the interimj the Gouemonr ther, being cleared 
from the distractions and impediments of shypiuge, goes 
liuely on with his worcka of fortification j and haueiuge fully 
finished Southhampton fort, he remoues the people to the 
Kings Ca&tlc for the restoreinge of the burnt redoubt and 
the makeinge of a large plattforme vnder it^ the which, after 
eight weekes of hard labour by thirtie men, he absolutely 
perfecteth ; and then plantiuge vpon it seuen peecea of 
excellent ordinance vpon newe ceeder carriages, wherwith 
to playe and commande into all nookes of tho harbour to 
which the aduantage of the site serued very opportunely ; 
he eausctb it to be caUed Deuonshyres redoubt. About the 
which time^ haueing received some requests from some of 
the baylieis of the tribes, which petitioned the surceaae and 
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adiouraement of busaines of this nature, in regard (as was 
pretended) of the hardnGsse of the time, aad scarcetie of 
corne, he tooke occasion by waye of satisfaction for all the 
rest to answer the Baytie of Warwick Tribej who had wrote 
vnto him to that purpose ; the which atiawer he also caused 
to be secretly and vuderhand dispersed abroadl, aud was 
deliuered iu bhes followeiiige wordea : — 

" I haue receiufld your letters ; in the very begioDinge whereof yon 
are bo obscured &s you giue me not present mejmea to answer 7011 to 
that pertaciiler, 3 must tiierfore wholy ommitt it yntill I see you next; 
only it eeeinca Romewhat oddo wher you write, thnt tliat loue of mine 
which (you. aaye) I haue vnto you, should any waye preiudice you, or 
make you obnoxious, and eapeciidly (as you to seenje to implye) guiltio ; 
it Wflh not wOnt to be BO iiifectioua. I hope I ehall elier affect to place 
my louti vpou deserts, the which wheu I find the grounds anawerable, is 
not easily shaken, nor can be. In the eecond part of your letters, you 
become ft vehement, if not passionate comisellour agaiiiat tho progrea- 
eioQ of thii f ortea tliia yeare ; but 1 miiat t^^U you plainely, your reasons 
appeare to me both viiBeaBotiHble and viisounde ; they are vnsetLBOuable 
in regard, that after two monetiiB TToryk, wherin (1 dare be bold to saye) 
ts muf;h hath bin performed, to aamuch purpose, and vponaamuch necea- 
sitie, as in tbirfeentj iveijit.'?. by some otberB ; you would haue me giue 
them ouer viitill after hariiest ; that ia aa much to saye viitiU the next 
yeai-e ; for 1 caunot doubt, hut yoa vnderstabrle, that after the tnidst of 
ApriU, the people are bo wholy to apply tbemse-Joee to tlie ptantinge of 
tobacco, to the g^theringe in of their corce, and the Bummer labours, 
as it wer pitty iu deed to distraclct them, ajad besides the lieate of tba 
season, ia this eleuation ia altogether vLauilerable in thoes monetliea for 
thta labours. To leaue the fortes therefore, the wluch (thautka be to 
God) are bo well forwarded, vntill the next winter, wer to lose what 
soeUcT hethorto hath bin done vpon them ; for who knowes not but tLat 
in the uiup^ie time the winterH grent and common windes will blowe the 
most part -of the mbbisL into theuL againc, and so the Inyinga out of the 
worck be altogether defaced and to fieekej the ordinance also that lie 
disuLouutcd ready to be planted vpou thi^ni nmst needs be hulfe buried 
in the dust and sand; the ten nuwe carriagea that I haue already 
almost finished at St. Georges be Bcattered about, and many peec^a of 
them {in deapita of all care) diaperaed and lost, the portage and reportage 
of the raattock-s, apadcajbeetles, wedges, tttits, and aiicli like necegsaries, 
prouo a double labour. You kuowe tEmt this. buBainesae wna not 
atteiujited nor begun without jnature aduiae and deliberation: it was 
publiukly propounded at th-e assixs ; you your selfe bad your place and 
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vaicH at the meetinges of the couEisell withaut me nhout it; you did 
appraite of it thea — why are you altereJ nowef will you eaye it is by 
reason of the present want of come you see amongst vs? who wtis he so 
bhiid, weighings the extreame waBtea of the ycare hefore my comeinye 
in, tlii3 general] blast of our Late winter crop, and the thruatingu rpon ub 
HO many ill proiuded newe coraerEj hut foreaawe oe much long eitice: 
haiie you DQt heard me diu^ra times to sptsake a& much in puhlick.? — 
haue you not eefine me lament it in priuate? — why did you not diawado 
mo then, when it Waa timely ? — or why doe you uowe bo out of aeasDn ? 
And wheras you saye, that you presumu I would forbear? this worck if 
1 hut inewe the iiecttBaitieR of the time ; ifl ther any man iu thea 
llands a more puhlick uimi than, ujy eelie'i or doe you thiiick I cati be 
sencelease ol that which I Buery day feele! Ther are not fewer thaa 
fortio persona that feede dayly on iny atore, the third part of tliem 
extraordinary men, entertained for puhlick worcka, I apend not lease 
than 1600 eares of come weekely^ whereaa I feare me (ao ill li&ue f bib 
delt witliall by you knowe whom) my whole remainder ainrooutite not 
to lOOO ill all wb lire reaolued therefore to liue some monethes without 
bread, ajsd are cOutented, auhmitltiige our selaea to Gods g&od pleasure, 
who hath layed thi& aHlictioD vpon ye, to teach ve to atueod our selues, 
and tolearnewisa prouiJeuce, not that -we should forsake our important 
worcka., JV either, to saye truth, doe I pereeiuehow the preaeot labouriage 
at the fortes can any waye aggrauate or encrcase our aufferiiiga iu this 
kiud, or cause the eword of famioe (as you tearme it) to wound us any 
whitt d&eper ; cau flue men taken out of Warwick Tribe for fourteene 
clfljeB, starue the tribe? niuaE they not eate at homo, as with me? 
Oh ! but you will saye, that lessu would serue them at home ; it may be 
SO, ami yet it may rather he soapected not bo. It is true, indeed, that it 
13 requesite for such as come to the forte? to be fiimislied with aomo 
qaantitie oi come to serue their neeea&ities in foide weather when uoe 
fish can be had ahroadj and is it not bo with them at home also? my 
meaueiuge is not, wlieu I command prooiBionH from you for the fortes, 
that you should glutt them wcth them^ a conuenient proportion will 
suffice, and tho rather biicause I duubt not but to lake fish for them 
when you cannot come by it. An for the presrat nccueaitie of tho 
epeedy repayritige of the old wotdka of fort.jficHtiou, and the jayseiiige 
Bomu uBwe, iudge you your aelfe what it is, when of twenty peecua of 
artillerie, tlie which the adiienturera in England conceiue to be eeniice- 
ably moumted in the kings caatle, ther are uob three thut be aboue 
tbree times vsed or di^harged in a fif^bt ; besides, 1 can assure you 
that ther are more plotts imd proiecta vpon thct; iiatidE than you are 
aware of, aad I am forewarned of some not iitt to he pubiickly 
mentioned ; fi(jtther are thes doubted dangers (na you call tliuin) so far 
of as you imagine. Hold fast thei-fore your first opinion and ioyne

with the reat of your fcllowe ctumselloare, by all ineancH, care and 
enconrageiuent, to fftrther the apccdy perfectinge of tlies bo needefuU 
and cOTicerneingB peaci^ la vaiTie doe we buUrt homeB, and qinrches, 
pl&nt tobacco, aefcl come, Tnlesae we prauide for the keepinge of them 
when we haue done ; and thtir is uoe earthly meanea to doe this but by 
the mitficieut fortL'iieiii^jCQ the inouttiea of the harbours, aud tbia I 
hope fthall be ia reasonable maimer performed by Eaater next. Howso- 
ever I well not trouble you of the maine beyoud that time, but r«ther 
then fayle, perfect th'B rmdue with myne o'WDii seruauTa and the genGroll 
beS. ConcerAeiDg^' the slaundet'Ollft toungea of Some wherwitb you goe 
nboTit to sc^ra me, I would ha«e you knowe I can easily coDbeniue 
them ^ ther was nener any honest or worthy action but found such IjaBe 
cftlumniator? ; »nd yet lut such tuowe aad tidte hc'si Icftst in ther miBvee 
of me, they proue not Bawaye with the place of coaunaod that I hold 
here ynder hia Maieatie, from whom, next vnder God, all power and 
Buthoritie ia dcriued; for howBOtiucr I caa easily paaae ouer a prioata 
iniurye committed againat nuDe owne person, yet I neither dafe nor 
will e-ndure it, when it toucheth and eitendeth bo far as to (iuestion my 
cDiiiaia.nd. I am Benceable, I take God to wittDesae, coen as decpe as 
my heart, of the least greiitance and ebdiiraiice of thie people:; but whcu 
I canuot free them vrbuly, I must chuse the euill that is le^t. Eucouraga 
them^ therfore, ab it becomes you, both by precept and example: and 
therby, ae in all thiugea eU, make yourselfe still more and more ca- 
pable of that pUice in mine affection, the which you (not vntruely) are 
eenceable of to be well begun, and which shall wilijigly, also, be euery 
day more and more ezprcBBed by your louelnge freiud.

And tlies wer the contents of this answer vpon the occa- 
sion of the bussiaesse of the fortemgej the which eions 
passinge abroad from hand to hand, gave a good fortification 
in this perticuler, and caused a more willingB and free 
puttinge forward of themseliiea that way than otherwise 
would haue bin; Bo that by the latter end of the March 
followeinge, the Goaernour, findeinge tbes worcka at tha 
Gurnetts Head and in the kings caatle very well forwarded, 
and the beate of them ouer, be dismissed the people of the 
tribes, and accomplished the remainder within a while after 
by thoes of the towne, by which time he had cntt out two 
newe plattformea, built a newe redoubt, made 6fEeene newe 
carriagea of csedeij and mounted twenty peeces of ordi- 
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nanco, which all of them before laye either vtterly dia- 
mountedj or monnted vncerricBablyj and aoo to noe purpoae. 
Neither did thea martiall employments so wholy take vp 
the Gouemour Wt that he also found timo to bestowe hia 
thoughts for the Bethage of other matters ; and in perticnler 
coneerneiagc the churche affayrea, perceiueinge that neither 
of hia two miniatera woald by any meanea subscribe nor 
vBetheboofce of common prayer, or liturgie of England; 
and that not only ao, bat wer also different, and m noe good 
and fitt agreement betweene themselues in the formea df 
admioistration of the saorementa aud marriage ; the which 
differencieSj though they wer noethinge substantial!, yet 
many of the common people wer therwith troubled and 
disquieted, some beginniBge to (juestion the validitie of 
them, others to growe into factioninge and dispnteSj which 
of the two did he&t, aud many of the worst sort to make a 
Bcoff and ieat of both, he found that it was time, if it wer 
possible, to reduce thom to some vniformitie : but dia- 
payveinge to bring them, to tbat here, which all the bjahopa 
in England could not doe ther, he at last bethought him- 
selfa of the liturgie vsed in the Hands of Gamesey and 
Jarsye, the which being of his maiesties dominionSj and by 
him tohoratedj he conceiued would not be ill-taken if (for 
the time) he putt it in practiee here j beinge also in good 
hope that hia ministera might be both of them brought to 
the TSB of it, in respect that all thoes perticulera wer therin 
otntnitted at which they toohe so miich exception and 
stumbled at. Callingo them both at once, therfore, pri- 
uately vntohim, he told them that he was verye aory to find 
them in no fuller consent one with another in the vse of 
the seraice^ and in especiall in the forme of the saoramenta 
and marriage. He graunted, indeed, and knewe well ynough 
that their dissentions wer noethinge essentiall, yet coutd 
they not but proue ucry scaundaloua and offeusiue, aa well 
to some in England, as to njost of the luhabitaats here. 
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In England it would be obaorued, how that being bnt two 
of thetu only together, and bo far remotfi from, their qoimtry^ 
that yet the prouerbe niig-bt be vei-efied vpoa them, "So 
many men, bo many minds"; besides, it was not vnlikely 
but that the hearesays oi it noiild ocOaaion some &uch 
inianctiona from thence as would diaplense thera both. Aa 
for the people here, they well knewe how ill the effects wer 
that this their diavnion had already bred among many of 
them, and the which wer hkely euery day to growe worse 
and worse. He had bethought himselfe, therforgj of a ways 
and meane to cure this ill, the which he doubted not but 
would prouD aery acceptable to themaelues also ; and it was 
by propOiitidiage the pUtiCtUall vse and practise of that 
forme in the vse of the aacraments and marriage which was 
vaed within ilia Alaiesties domiiiioos in Jareye aud Garu- 
sye, beinge one and the uery same with that of the Prench 
ProteatautB, thoea of the vnited prouincea, and euen Genena 
itaelfe. This was it, that, without all inouatioti jind alte- 
ration, he would haue them, for the time to vse here, and 
this wae that which ho hoped would quench and make up 
all the infections heates and dangerous breaches that other- 
wise might ensue. And, truely, it seemed that this propo- 
sition had a peacEahlo Const ell ntion in aspect at its birthj 
for noe aoner was it borne than gladsomely receined by 
both the ministers, who inataatly promised the Gouemour 
all conformitie in the aecoptauco and vnitie in the pi^ctice, 
Whervpon he bitnselfe translateinge it verbatim into 
English, out of a French Bible which he broug-ht ouer 
with him, he caused the elder minister to begin the vse 
thorof at the admiaistvation of the Lords Supper^ at St, 
Georges, vpon Easter Day next followeiage, at what time 
himselfe, many of the counseU, the officers, and a great 
auditory communicated togetlierj a speech by waye of intro- 
duction being also dehuered by the minister out of tlie 
piilpitt about the receipt of it, uud the ground and causes

theraf expressed. And this forma was generally obserued 
throughout the whole Ilanda (the Gguerooar endureinge 
noo variation) in thea perticulera of the sacraments and 
marriaf^e all the time of his goueTment ther, and for aught 
I knowe, so confcinueth vnto this daye. 

Presently after this T'east of Easter, 1(320, the Grouer- 
nour, haueing made and laitaeeci a uewe cjederbotej torowe 
with foure oarea only, and built of purpose to goe well 
vpou the oaresj the uimbler vpon all occasioos to serae for 
a boate of aduige, be began to tkinck of preparations to- 
wards the erectinge of a newe amunfc, in lieu of that for- 
merly blowue downe, and to be raysed iii the same place. 
He sent away, therfore, the huetenant of his company, 
Oaptaiae Fel^te, into Hamngton tribe, and gaue him a. 
commission to fell cseder ther for the same end, the which 
wer connayed to the towne in flotea.. He made also a 
presse of carpentrers, the best he coald heare of, and com- 
manded them vp to St. Georges, wher he conferred with 
them about the sayd worck, and propounded diuera fashions 
and formes to be considBredj, which of them was the fittest 
and moat sightlyj both in respect of strength and hansome- 
nesse. At laat, the trianguler forme, being most generally 
approued, the busainesse is sett on foote on all handa, the 
timber squared on the warfe, and from thence, with great 
toyle and labonr, haled and drawne up the hill wheron it 
waa to s.tand; from which time forward it was so continu- 
ally and closely followed as that, within one moueth after, 
this frame is once againe accomplished, and becoraea aeuen 
foote higher than it was before ; and (to preserue it from 
the like fortLinn) la fitroungly key^ed at the three comers 
belowe, with vory subatantiall poata ; and playated and 
whited at the top, for the better diacemeinge of it out to 
sea; at the foote therof, also, vpon a CEeder plattforme, ia 
mounted a peece of ordinance, taken out of treasorour,, to 
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seme aa a waroeinge peeco to all the fortes, vpon tte 
discouerje of shyppa from thencs, and tha wliic-h, by being 
so loftely placed, is the bettor to ba heard on all sides ; and 
BO this worck, being abaoiately finished and perfected, is 
named by the Gouernour Eiche-Monnt, which hath already 
stoode stiffly in many a terrible storme, without tha least 
dananiag'e that can be discerned, and may be hoped to doe 
BO in many more. 

At the same tirne, theGonernonr dedicated a smale peece 
of worck to the memory of the dead ; for^ walkeing'B about 
the towne to see thB worckmen, one Mondy very early, 
accompaiiied with two or thres of his officers, he espied a 
great croaae of wood pitched, alopeing into the ground^ in 
a by-place, all onergrowae with bushes and rubbish ; wher^ 
vpon, enqnireing what it raent, it was told him that Sir 
Georg-a Sommera (who, as you haue beard, waa ono of the 
very first of ths diacouerera of thea Hands, and certainely 
the prime author of their plantation) dioiqg-e here, his 
heart andbowella wer buried vnderthat crosae ; the which, 
some freinda and followers of his had fastned ther, in 
memory therof J to which relation, howsoeaer, the Gouarnor 
made noe other replye at that present, but that so noble a 
gentleman deaerued a better monument ; yet, within a day 
or two after, haueing found out a hansome laarble stone 
(that had bin brought out of England, and laye almost 
buried in the sand), he caused masons to be sett on worck 
about it, and takeioge downo the crossS, and cleareinge the 
place roand about, be rayaed, in the same place, a plaine, 
loDg-9quare of bewen stons, aboat three foote in height, 
hansomely and conueniently contrined, and vpon it caused 
the sayd marble stone to be layed. Vpou the top, and in 
ths midet wherof he cutt out ia a plate of brasse, which he 
sent for out of England, this epitaph followeinge ; sayd to 
be composed by himselfe : — 
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"In the year 1611, 
^oble (reorge Soiimiera went heucc to Ileauen, 
Whose irell tride worth, that held tim still cmployile, 
Gaue him the knowledge oi the world bo wide ; 
Hence 'twaa, by Heauena decree that to this plAce 
He brought newe guests and iiainB to mutuall grace. 
At la£t his BQule and burjy being to part, 
He here bequeathed hia <;ntrayl(is and his heart. 



' There ia an error in thia epitaph, perhapa not uninfluenced by the 
exigency of the rhyme, which has been the parent of much confoaion. 
Sip George Sommera filed 9tli November 1610. 'ITie " handsome marble 
BtoQo'' has loDg since disappeared ; but tradition has apparently been con- 
atant ea to the aite, and the writtir, when Governor of Bermuda, replaced 
it by B. niarble tablet bearing ths macription. following :—

Some topographical (letaik wOl be iouud in the Appendix. 
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In the beginning of May next followeitige, wTiIeh was atoiifc 
some eight tnotiethes after tlie Gonernoura first arrinall, he 
sent out his geaerall warranta for the holdinge of an assize 
at St. Georges, vpon the 6tU of June after ; and becatise 
be fonnd many defects {not to saye absurdities}^ in the 
forme of this great action, as it had bin formerly can-yed 
in Captain Tuckers and Kendalls times, he resolaed fco doe 
his beat to redresse them, and as nere aa possible conld be, 
to reduce the whole coarse therof to the vse and fashion of 
England; in which respect also (aa being-e a neive thinge, 
and vnaeene ia that manner En thea Hands vntiU nowB)j I 
am resolued to describe and deliut^r it vnto you somewhat 
at large. He caused, therfore, a graund jnry to be warned, 
conai&tinge of tho mo&t able and sufficient men of the tribes ; 
to whom all bills whatsoeusr wcr to be presentedj and by 
them eaaminei], before thsy wer offered vnto the Court j a 
course formerly wholy omitted. He appointed, also, two 
petty Juries (wheraa, in former times, ther neuer was but 
one) to be aworne; the one for the triall of causes criminall, 
and pleaa of the crowne; the other for the decysion of 
actions of dept, trespasse, account, and the like controuer- 
siea between partie and partie. Vpou the sixth of June 
(the sett daye), after a sermon in the framed cbnrche, tbe 
Gouernour, attended with all the couusell and baylies, with 
his ordinary garde of 12 halberdsj resorted to the sessions 
house (a place very conueniently fitted for that seruice), 
wher himselfe first takeing his place alone, after three 
proclamatioES or oyeres, the counsell and baliea are seue- 
raily called, and tooke tbeir seates on each aide of liini 
accordingly : then the grand jnry is empanelled j the wbich 
donSj and sylence eniojned by the crier^ the Gouernour 
himsslfe sitting© aa jndgs (this being the first time that 
euer Gouemonr was knowen to sitt so here, both CaptaiiiQ 
Tucker and Kendall allwaies deputeinge others to act that 
part), with his owne mouth, he gaue tli«m their charge; 
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the whicli, in respoct of the noueltie of it here (hauing, by 
the mpanes of some freinds, procured a coppy tberof), I 
thought fitt also to insert, and was verbatim, as foHoweth: — 

"This 3& the second time (as yoa all knowe) o£ my holdinge of an 
asaizc or general! gayle deliaery among you, wliich i& an actioa tend- 
ings to the gl(>i"y of God: obe'iiencB and loyaltie to our Souerainge 
Lord the King; and to the peace and tranq^itClitie of our aelaoa. Breifly, 
for the TpholdiDge of justice, for the rooteinge out of vico, and rend- 
ripge of all men their due. Fpw«, tber is noe man, at least iioe eober 
maa, but will confeeae that it is ona of the fayreat happiHeseea in this 
world, to liue vnder the aubiection of good lawes. How much caufia 
hane we, therfore, to blefiae and prayse God, that being thus far re- 
moued and planted from our natiue aoyle, He hath not only brought ua 
to a good ftTid happy place, floweiiig with, mjlcfc and honyj a fjlace 
■wherin, eertaiuely, we cannot want any good and necEssary being (pro- 
uided we be bnt industrioua to gett it, and prouident to keepe it), but 
also bath vouchsafed us ihc mcanea and libertie to liue vnd-jr tbe con- 
duction and guidance of our owna la-wen ; lawes iniiented and esta- 
blished by our own« aunceators ; such lawes as are, in theroaaluea, etiery 
waye excellent ; and Bueh aa hauing bin home and bred voder, vre hane 
noe pretence nor encuse left ub, eithwof ignonince, or mialike. For 
mine owae part, 1 bane euer told you, and I hop© to make it good vnto 
yon, that I am reaolucd, by all possible endeanoars, to reduce all coureee 
of justice, and to paaae all decissions and determinations by that square; 
and at the present, in this peitieuler of an assize, 1 bane, a» you see, 
empannelled and sworne (acoordinge to the laudable ouatome of Eng- 
land) a grand jury, ■which, hetherto, you haue not ; and tliey arc men 
(I hope) of integritie and judgement, eucb aa both vuderBtand thein- 
Heluea and the aeruice they are employed in ; such aa knoweinge the 
bond and high nature of a,n path, and uiakeinge a conscience of it, will 
not be leade, either by partialitie on the one side, or maliBQ oa the 
other, to conimitt the least action which may burthen their consciencea, 
transgresse against justice, or dieturbo the wellfare of this plantation, 
and you, my masters of thla enqueat, you are to take duo notice of the 
value and emineucik of the place^ yon hold. In this important action, 
you are the eye of the action ; for you are to looke out aud diacouer 
all such thingea as jou shall diacerne neceasary and becomeinge the 
knowledge of it. You are also the ears of it, by giuoinge ready ad- 
mittance to the infortnationa and iust complaincts of all f.uch a& iind 
themaeluea diatresaed, and hauG occasion to u&a your mediation : and 
lastly, you are, in some sort, the t-ounge of it also, for you are freely to 
Ttter, without all passion and afiectiun, whataoeuer is offered to your 
«y« or «are, that may coQcerne tbe uiaiatenauce of justice, and the 
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i«dn^^ of abiwee. In vaine sitfc I here to iudga and dotidc each con- 
tronL-rBiee ae are brt^d and grown« dnyly amount yo-<i ; to reward the 
gocx], and punish tbe bodd, vnlosse yon shall present and manifeat them 
to my Ingwledgfl, that so I may knowo who aro the good, ftud who the 
bad(L Yoa are, thorfort), I aaye, to receiue all bills of cndictrnfliit 
offru'd vnto you, as also to frame sucli as fall within the compasse of 
your owuo knowledge, anJ dndiiige ttem fitt and proper for thu ears of 
the Court, you are to deliver tliem in vnto the clcarck of the asstite, 
that HU tliey may receive their censure. But because yaa may the better 
ToderstiuiJ thoea perticulerB which you are espiMiially to take notice of, 
I fthftll, as briefly aa I can, rtiuieiaber them vnto you ; at least such of 
them ag more nearely and pecuharly haJoug and htq pertioent to you 
of tUiB pluntation ; wherin you may well beare with, me and mine oratory, 
if I fayle to obserae the (|^uaiut metlioiles and ui«e eloquenije practised 
comoioii piiblick speakera; or not so fully reckon vp all thiogea unto 
you aa you may perhaps especL For my broedeinge hath bin rather ia 
action, than worJes; aud Einue my comeinge bether among you, my 
memoTy hath been putt to thinck of more mattera than one. For your 
better appreh^nBion, tbqrfore, and my remembrance, I will deuide what 
I means to speake vnto you at this tame, into thes tkiee lieada, vudec 
Buub tiling e9 

i The Peraon of God. 
aa concorna < The Person of the King. 

I, The Ferwn of oixr Bulaes. 

"By Euch thinges aa I ranck Tnder the first head, I entend only those 
that iiioet directly belong or strike at the aacred god-biaui, which is the 
imitie of essence, in the trinitie nf persons. I say* most directly (for 
othorwisie all thinges whatsoeuer are to tend and ftimo at God's gloTJ, 
a Ime pnncipiain, and I will adde &t omnia). And amoJig thee, in Ehs 
prime place, are athiata, a generation who not only, with DaTids Foole, 
saye in their heartes tlior ia noe god; but being among their 
cojiipaniona, and in their roreinge brauei7e dare pronounce aa much 
with their lilaspliumouB mouther, tliinflkinge to gftine a reputation of 
being more profound than others, by being more prnphane than others; 
a viperous kind of broode they are, and by all mcanes to be rooted oat, 
as, indeed, not worthy to treade vpon the face of tbo earth ; nor to 
breathe any aire hat the fire of helL ElaapheraoorB, likewise, of God's 
holy name, by barherous oatba. Irreuercnt speakers therof, and tha 
like, are to be conaidEjred vnder this head. Hercticta alao, toldinge or 
maintain oingc any opinion contrary to tlie articlea of our Christian 
fayth, or agaitist tba doctrine of the sacred Trinitie, recgiued by the 
Chnrche of England, And here also may be rancked all audi aa shall 
refuse to come to churche, to heare deitine seruice ; or being ther, shall 
behaue themaelncs diaordorly or SHCtuilly. Such also aa interrupt the 
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mimafcer and prea<^er of Gioda word dareingo the eiercUe of hia Inac- 
tion. Thoea tliat are common and ordinary prophanoiiTB and breakers 

of the Sabaoth, 

"Such iis Sght or quarrell in any charclie or churche-yardes. All 
this, and the Tcat of this kind, you: of this inquest are maioely and 
principally to taJce noticB of, nud to preaent them, that by tlie hand oE 
juatico they may reoeiiue oondigne and deeerufld pnniBbment. 

"Ab for Bach delinqneata, aa in their plotta and miadeniBanoorH, strike 
most perticulerly at tbe ^crcd person of the Klag OUT Soueraigna Lord, 
they are Buche as tranagr^se in facta of treason. 

» Ther are two eortefl of treason \ J'^^ Treason. 

I Petie Treaflon. 

" High treason is committed when an attempt is deuieed and made 
agaiust the Tniireraall and generall mai^tie of gov^rnient, and espe- 
cially towards ths pereoa of the king, bia queene, or iasui. It is high 
treason, also, to coimterfeito the Iciugd coyne, to wash or clipp it. To 
forge the kinge hando, or any of hiB aeales, is treason. To refuse the 
oatie o£ allegeance alao, after it hath bin twica offred. To denya the 
kings fiUpremacye, by mainteyneinge the Po]»GS, or any other f orraigile 
princ€8 autlioritie, whicli, in his Mai^stLca dominions, is highs tre&BOU. 
To bill any of bis Maieaties choife ofGcerB, aittdoge ia the place of jub- 
tice, and ia the execution of Ida place, is bighe tri^son. The ray^einge 
of muteaies or rebellionB, against his Maicstie, or any of bia deputies 
and cheife officers, ia of the saine nature. Tht deniaeiage Only, and 
plottiugt! of any attempts preiudiciaD and dangerous to their Uuee, ia 
high treason. And aucb aa are fonnd guiltie tu any of thea, by a jury 
of twelne men, are by the lawe aentencod to bo drawen, hangt-d, and 
quartered. Yon of the inqtiest, therfore, you are diligently and caro- 
fnlly to make enqiiirye after all such, and to preeeut them, that they 
mays receiue their iudgementa accordingly; and tliie, at mine hand, 
they shall be sure of. And theae are facta of bigb treason ; some other 
perticulers ther are beaidea, of the Same nature, which you may remember 
of your aeLuea, 

" Ab for petie treason, it ia committed when any bloudy and heinous 
offence of wQlfuIl murther ia practiced and perpetrated by an inferior 
vpon any such a one, bem^ bin Bupcrior, aa bath a domiaioo, and a kind 
of maieatie and regabtio aa it wer, in ruleingB ouar the aayd partie. Aa 
for s child to murther his parent; a Hsmant to kill hia maater, or mig- 
trifl; a wife to mnrther her husband. It ia likewise petie treaaon for 
a man out-lawed o£ felony to btealte prison, and therby sett at liberiio 
any one emprLaoned for treason ; aad in casa of pyracye, a Btraungor, 
being eaptaiiic of an English ahyp, wbcrin also wer ccrtaine Englishmen, 
and they, together, robbed at sea; this was adiudg^d felonye in the 
straiingfir, and petye treaaon in the English, who wer drawen and

banged. You may apply tlie esuiuple of your selues, and to some of 
your Bfllms, The frigate that ■waa here thia laaC aojnmer, before mine 
arriuull, who had bio, and nowe is 6. tondnge in thea partea, without 
an; comtuiBsioii at all from any prince or sUte ; at her b-eiag, as I haue 
heard, ahe colourabty gaue ft Dutchtnau the title of her captaine; but it 
is well yaouph kuoweii tlint an EaglishmaQ wjia h«r cheife commandour, 
and Cngliahmen her only strength; it w!ia very vQaJuiaably and dan- 
geroaaly doue to reliauo such; and h&d I bin hcte, aa I Am tiowe, she 
Bbould oeui!r ham; followed lier ill trade any Jonger. For my pa,rt, I 
knowc not how it can be answertd by Buch as wer then in prime com- 
m!ind, and would be loath to gian such adiiatitago to any agiiinst my 
Belfe, As thus mucb touchinge petie traaaoiiB, the puuifitiuieDt whetof 
is t* be drawoa and hanged ; and if they be women, burued aline. The 
forfeiture in, ilieX the king haue all his goodea; iLiid for his lands, tbe 
ting likewise is to- haue them annum ditm, el vaslmti, aa the lawyers 
Bsye; and the eacheste ttero! shall be to every Lord of hie owne proper 
(ee. 

Now, besides thcB two aorteg, high treason, and petye tpeason, tlie 
k-wyeiv meutiDa a third kind, which they tearme mispTision of treason. 
If any one, therfore, preenme to draws "his sword, although hut with an 
enteat only, to wonnd, strike, or kill any of the kings magiatratea or 
depatyefl sittLnge in the phice of justice, or to strike a jaror Ln the pre- 
sence of any niagis-trate sittinge in iudgemeot, or to refuse any one so 
offendinge', thic la mispriaion of treason ; aa also for oue tuan to strike 
another in any Court of Justice is miaprisioTii of treason. It is also very 
properly misprision either of treation or felony when one knowett that 
anotlier hath committed or is about to committ any treason or felotiye, 
thongh not conBentinge thcr vnto, and yet will not nor doth not disconer 
the same to the magistrate. 1'be punishment of misprision of tresiEOB is 
that the offendor forfeite to the king all his goodea and ehattella for 
ener, and the proffitts of his lands doreinge his life, and also simll be 
perpetually emprisouned. And thus fane of the high offences of treason, 
petye treason, and misprision of treason, whidi^ helonginge to the peiwm 
of our Soneraing* Lord the King in perticulca-, strike as it wer dir-ectty 
at bis CTQwae and dignitye. 

" ABforthoea crimes committed against the peraon.of one man towards 
another, they are infinite aa vice is infinite. I will only at the present 
make mentiou of sueb as 1 find more ncerely and peculierly to concerne 
and touch the wcllfare of this plantation, of which you of the jury are 
especially to enq^uire, that they may be brought out ia their ceHEUrea. 

" Of thea, tho chcLfc and prime one is murther, and he is to be held a 
willfull murtherour who takes away the life of any one Vpon malice 
forethought; and yet Btahbeinge another man, if he ha killed therby, 
although it be Bodaineiy done, and without undice forethought, is by a 
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late atatate made willfuH oiuitber ; audi it aeemtsthat hereinthe atatate 
hath an eye to the haaerwisse of the action, aa bGing gecerallj the worck 
and act of a coward. The peualfcy of murther is hanginge. If you find 
any such, therfoKSj you are bound to preaeat tlieia, that they may fare 
theraiter. 

" But because euery killinge ot a. man. is not vjjon malic* praapenaed, 
the Lawe in that respect addmitte a distiDCtion. If, th«rforc, a soudaina 
quarrel] aud brawle ariaeth, and so one man kiUeth anntliiir, -witliDUC all 
former hatred or malice, ld a aodaine heats &f fury, this the law maketh 
manslaughter, in which caaa the offeorioT is allowed hia booke, and 
eauetli bis life, if lie can reqde, by being turned in the hand. But if an 
iufaot, one that is an ideott, or a luuatick person, cbaunce to kill a 
man, thie ia neither within the compaaae of mnrther nor felony, for it is 
/donia guia Jitn debet fdl'ur anima, and it ia to be thought that neither 
of thea are capahle of it, it ia iu this case, therfore, aecounted homicide. 
Marry, if a druncken man killeth OXii! in his fitt of drinck, tlue is felony, 
for it ia a voluntary ignorance in himj and by the lawea of Bome 
cOiintryta it hath bin heretofore doubly punished, aa c&rryiuge with it a 
douh3« sin»«, druuckeiiuease and bLoud. 

" Another kind of killinge ther ia, called homicide by mifladuenture, 
or ch&unce-medly, and thia ia when any peraon, being in a lawfull 
action, without any euiU eotent, cbaanceth to kill a mau, as if a man 
ahooteinge to ttlc hia muakett, and by the swemcinge of hia hand the 
shott feJIeth wide of ihe eutended march, and atriketh a man, and so 
killeth him. This ia homicide by miaaduenture, or cbaunce-medly, and 
eo of the like. But if a man be doing of an vu-lawfoll action, and in 
doeing therof, ohauncetk to kill a man ere he is aware, and not with ajiy 
entent, yet thia ia felonye at the leaHt, if not mnrther. 

"Beaidea thes, ther are oLber diatiaguiabingea in. this, as caauall 
deaths, by the fall of houses, or by being killed 'with a beast, and the 
like, in which case the cause of auch casuall deatbea ia forfeited to tho 
king and taken for a deodand, as it ia called, because at finit it was 
giuen to the Churche. Ther ia likewise a homicide vpOn neceasitie, as 
wb^en the juatice of the lawe commandetli a man to be putt to death, or 
when a iudge prononnceth the aentcnce of death against an offeader 
attainted by due course of lawc, or when an inferiour peraon isenioyned 
to be the executioner of this sentence, that ia to eaye, the hangman ; and 
this leaueththe name and nature of mnrther or liomicido, and is tearmed 
iuatice, or rather iudgement, which ia the lawfull execution of iustice. 
It ia, therfort;, trtraunge and aenoelease the nice customs which is taken 
up in the world, of such hateiitge and abhorreinge of the hangman aud 
pubUck executioner. In Bonie placea, aa ia Italy and Germany, the 
people will acarne ao much as oate with him. In moat placea it ia a very 
odioufi office. Here amongst m, I find that euery man Qiee from the 
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office of a wliipper more tli»n From tlic crime -whicli causetli the whip- 
pingG. I Baye it is altog;tither mre&BDQable, and a mear coiiceitcd 
foolerya tbia, for certaiuclyi whosoeuer h'S bg that bath tbie bSiae 
imjMetid vpon him (ajid Bcim^ uue muat ba.Lie it), if he be an bou^t m^it, 
be in oeiier the let&e bo, acij way, fur Iub offiut: ; indeed, if it he mfiicted 
vpoTi iiui for aome deliuquciicye aud crime, he vearee itssa b&dge, and 
it ^mu9 ftbiioat is the nfitiire qF abuiiit-iDge of tbu hand. And tbuis much 
of luurtliflrs, iuaiiakuglit«re, bomucidva, and otber caeuall and Accidentall 
deaths. 

"The ni^xt ta be Fftnck^ vnder tbes ttr^ Felgnieg and ljvirglarie& 
Fdouie iaa frauduleut takemg awnye of the goadea of other men, the 
ptiie of the eayd gOdds aiDuiOUiitiligt; the value of twelue pence, domg 
it witb jin iutcnt to at«ale tbem. Burglary is committtid when in the 
action of the felonye, the dorc or wall of a l>ouBe5 althougli neuer ao 
wenke, is forced and brote open ; and tb«B two offeni^s are by tiie lawe 
pnnighed with death, But if the priee of the etolne goods arieetli not 
t^* tbe worth. Oif twelue pence^ tliia pilferioge called petit luroeny, the 
pantsbrntait wherof ie wiuppeingt; and tlie like, at the discretion of the 
magistrate. And tniely, you of thia great inquest, y&u are with all 
■care and diligence to looke aboat yon in thea caaeH. 'ITieeuea and idle 
psrsouB are tbe worst Termin that a plontatioa can baue ; they are fair 
worse than the ratts. Rav is it poesible, thinck you, that any honeit 
man can preseme liis goodes or life in any secuntie and enioyem-eut, 
especially in your weake palmiton houaea, vnlesae EeuereaQdetrict inqui- 
eition be made after th^s diaordered pereond 'i Nuitbei ia it in my powei; 
to procure any rcdreaae of tlies misdeamenors Tulesfie yoa of the graiand 
iury sliall carefully looke out and present them. You also that are petie 
inrora in the trialla you passB Tpon them, ehewe youraelues both discreb 
and conaciouablc of your oatheiB. Take heed, leaet either by fooleish 
pitty or partiall affection you suffer them to escape you by your 
straunge and sencelesse acq.iiittiQge of tbem. I am sorry to Und auoh & 
numl^er of thes malefactors in loy time, and to ace m many pri^nera at 
the barre^ 1 graont that thia bard year bath bin an oecasiDD of thia 
cncrease, and I belieue that many baue played the theeues to fill their 
bellyea ; b>e^des, we Lauc had ouer many ill chosen and iU prouided 
newe people KuddlBcI vpon us this years. It beboufes you, thcrfore, so 
much the more to looke well vnto it, for 1 can aBsure you that if thep 
be diacouered and perceiued ucuer so litio cooniimncye and tolloratioa 
of them on your part, tbey will aodainly eucreaae with that violenea 
vpon you, aa it will proue ouer late to repent of your kindnesse, or 
rather iudiacretion, not to saye ynconscioDableue&Bt, in not reqwctluge 
the duty of your oathes. For mine owne pstrt, if 1 shall diacoaer any 
Gucb foplcish and di^ligni^^t haltinge tricky pracUsud citlier by you that 
are iuiors, or you that are to glue in yunr euideute against Uie

prisonnerB, I shaJi be compelled to take up such coai^eti aa will distaate 
you ; for I would haue you knowe that whilst T am here, ] neither dare 
nor will eudarc that imtice be Ijaflclled or lietrHyed amomg you, Take 
"wameiage, therfore, you especially that haue bill robbed of youi' goodfl, 
and are hoimd ouer to pi^ferre your bi]1» oi enditemeut, take hmle, I 
eaye, ttat ther be noe BhuiHinga up vndcrliaiid of mattera of thiH nature; 
for you are to kriowe, that -wliosoeuer he be thai shall receiue liack e.nj 
Btolue goods, thO'Ugh they be his ownc^ before he hath prosecuted against 
the theefe that stole tbeiiif makea hiniaelfe guiltye of the atedeioge of 
tiB owpe goods, and may be hauged for it. 

" One teaatly vico I had almoHt forgott (and Borry I am to haue foand 
aO much cause of remcmbraucc). I lu&aiiC' the foule and vnnaturaU. 
ainne of .... It iB a moEt barlierous and ialuimaQe practice, and 
Tdj all Jawea punishable with all aeucritie, and in the highest kind ; by 
noe mes-Bos to be borne witimll. If I sliall find tliat any out dureinge 
my time ia by eufficient profo found guiltie hereof, and that he be 
capable of due triall, he shall be Sure to feele the seufiritye of the lawe. 
It is filthie and impioua ynough but in the laiat manner to attempt or 
come ner© it, and 1 shall find iuflictioos to make etich a one Hmart for it, 
but the act and p^^rpetratloa therof is altogetlier iotollotable. 

" NoTce, beaides thea notoriouB delinquents, who by the lawe are the 
most part of them punishable with death, there be many oth(fr, the 
which hoTTSoeuer of an inferior degree and lower ranck of ill, yet in a 
well-goucmed place arc by noe meanes to scape SCott free, or be winckikl 
at. And amongst tbes, the very worst of them all ia periurye, Per- 
iiired peraons are thoes who whittingly and ■willingly falsifie their 
oathes, therby either for fauour, affection, daaire of gaine, or the like, to 
aerue their owne base and vnwortiy ends. Thes wretcheB and baoe □£ 
all 60cietic and good order are by all meaiiea to be rooted out. We EiflUe 
nge other waye nor meanea left us to disconer^ decide, and iudg@ the 
caUB^ of highest nature thaa by the oathes of meu ; aud aU lawee haue 
entended that BO^ m-an who professeth God to be his Creator, Ee. 
d cam oar, and Sanctifiour, comeinge into the prepuce of tiua all-eeeinge, 
nllmightye, and aO-powerfull God, and before hia dcputye on earth, the 
magistrate ; and being by him enioyned to sweare to tell the truthe, the 
whole truths, and noetbiuge but the truth, tliat auch a one so called 
and BO Bweweiiige will daeo to proue auch a wretch and pre&uniptuous 
vUaiiie as to ceil Him that is tbc Father of Truth, nay, Truth itselfe, tg 
wittoeese and auoucb a knowen and deternuued falBshoode, It is a wonder 
that God, La his inat iudgement, strikes tiot anch. a one with a. thunder- 
bolt instantly to hell, lurors. aleo which have taken their oathes [as you 
no-we) to iydge iustly, according to your conHciencea, and trye eqnaliy, 
without all respect and partialitie betweene partie and partie, after the 
profe of their cuidcncc, when, for any reapect or commoditie, tJiey shall 
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doe otberwiBB, contrary to th«r ownc cousciencea, vhut doe they but {3$ 
much as id them lice) endQuoar to make euen God bimselfe a Her. All 
thea, therfore, are, with &1I posailjle diligencct to bo made after, and 
fmad out, that so, according to lawe, they may be seuerely puuislied, 
and made examples to all meu. 

OpprcBsora, likewise, are eucr foimd a dangerous kind of beaate, es- 
pecially in a iiy.we plantatioD as (bis ie, and therfore, with all might and 
maiue, to be Lunted out. Oppression (that you may nghtly difitinguish 
it) is a wrouDg or hard vaage, practised by one mm Tpon another, be- 
yond Iftwe, conecicDce, and charitie : as for example, when an ifloroch- 
meot is made vpon otber mens landes or liueliboodvs: or when one 
miLD takett aduantage vpon the need aud necessitie uf bis neighbour 
therby to gripe liLm; as haueinge a commoditie wbich. be may contieni- 
ently epare, and the other la ia 'cxtr-eame want of, he either refiiseth to 
sell it him, hopeinge atill for a dearer markett and ^DbaTincemeDt of 
the prize ; or, if be doe iseU it, pf ter niucb importnnitie and entreaty, 
he cntts his throats with the rate; and in thia nature are alf euhatmeers 
and eugroasera oE come, eapedally in deal's yearea, as tbia ia one. 
Tradesmen also, who (by reaeou of the scai'cetie of them in some pkces, 
and thfl neceBBitie of them), when they encroach vpon their poere 
neighboure, aad make -vse of their want^ to make them paye vnreaBOU- 
ablerat^; and bo to eett them (as they saye) vpoa theteBtera; wbat are 
tbey but extorters? a£ »hen amithea shall refuse to make bookes to 6sh 
withall, OP any otber the like necessary toole, that the people cannot 
line witbont, vnlcBse they be payed at their owne ynGonscionable prizes 
and picaaure; tide ia a biteinge vaury and horrible oppression: and tie 
very same it ia in aU other tradesmen, practiseinge the Uke course. 
Thes, therfore, and aucb as thea, if yon meet with them, you are to 
prraent, that they maye be ordered aa justice requires. 

" Xfs for deceiuora aud cony- catch era, who (I feare) are too rife among 
you; they are, by you of the grannd inqneat, with care and diligence 
to be looked after ; and of bo many kiudes they are, as scarce to he 
sommed in a whole day. I will only, therfore, name some of them; 
such are they who falssifie waighta and measureB; such are the prac- 
tisers of cunninge and couseunage in any kind of commoditiea and 
merchandice. And amongst the rest may iuatly and properly be com- 
pFebended the fake makers up of tobacqo, and such as vae base and 
diaboneat tricks, to giue it a hansome ahewe for a while (thes sawe-cera 
of toba&co), when they kuowe too well that it wiU be rotten within one 
weeke after. It was a pitty and shame to sec -what a d^ale of baae stuff 
and raacally ware was made by you here, and sent into England the last 
aommer, in Captains Kendall's ycare. Ton will call it -cuff 'tobacco, 
and it hath cttrryed that name with it into England ; and it was good 
ynocgh, you eayd, to be payed vnto Cuffe, the mpa mcrchaiid for the 
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magazin. But take yOa keed, leiist it Cuffe yoar aeluea moGt. I am 
affray'd it will proue a meanes bo to vilifie and abate tiie priise o£ your 
best tobacco, and to diacreditt it in generall, aa therbyboth y&nr vndet- 
takers ^'illbe discouraged, and your eelues vudbne. For the time that 
I am to Btaye with yoa and oust you, I shall Sfiauredly take all the 
coorsea I caD deime and apprehende to redresse tliie eocreaBelnge disefuae, 
and to cure this wQ-und. LooUti vuto it, and let this be a fayre waroe- 
inge TEto yon aU ; whensoeuer and wheraoeuer I shall hereaifcer find such 
baabawe and rnmercharidable stiiffe, I will rather make bon-bres of it 
at your doreSj than Guffur it to be esjiurted, And yon of the iuquuBt, 
you Eire to emi>loyc your TttonnoBt akilla and kuowledgfl to enforme 
agnin^t thift abuse. It is a grqat part of your oathe, and I see not how 
you can cl&are your seluea from, tihe fonle tsrse and imputation of periu- 
rye, nor be able to acquitt jour seines if you neglect it.i- 

" It is your duty, also, to present and haue a vigilant eye oaer each 
TtL-conBcionable fellowea on the one aide, and vnsatiable swine on tlie 
other, aa uitlier eijll or buy their liquour at vnreasonable aad vumea- 
surable rates, and eapecially after euch aa mingle it -witk ■water, euen 
salt "water. Diueijig the being of tbe sbyp the Garland here, this last 
winter, diuera made their complaiacte TUto me about thia abuse; and I 
eKanaiiLed aome of the moat suFpected mariinera about it, but could not 
find any pregnant prof e agaimt them ; generally, they aflirm^ that it 
was either done by your selneB to vent it so ogaine, and to make it hoM 
out meaam'e; or by some that you entrusted la bring it vnto yon, Vho, 
tipliogQ tbe one Iialfe of it by the "veaye, wer forced to make it up againe 
on that fashion. I cannot tA\ how to beleiue tbea sayloufs: oulye thus 
mucb 1 must needs ^ye, tliat I dinde tbea good liq^uours so deuillbMy 
bewit«hiiige and powreful] oner many of you, that it proues stroung 
ynougt t<i Tiolate all the bonds of trust and freindahyp. I protest (be 
it how it wiU), could I finds oyt soxae of thes water-brewera, I would 
mate them seuere examples to all the rest. I beleiut!, Tcrely, it hath 
bin one of tbe maine canse^ of th^ much di^tetBper and aicknesse 
that we bane had amongst vb thie ahypinge time. It is yenough, and 
too muchj that we bo estreamely abuae our good bquours with ouer- 
druickeinge, we need not add this kind of ouerbreweiuge it sSso. 1 haue 
Bott downe (aa you knows) certaine prizes and ratee, the which, m the 
buyixige and sale of them, wer not to be transcended^ because I would 
Deith&r haue you abused by others, nor bane you abuse your seluea: but 
you haue found out a trimine trick of tquiuocation, to froatrate mine 



1 This abufie was never eradicated, and contributed very greatly to 
the loss of reputation and ruin of the plantation. It alforda one of matiy 
illustration a of the ahort-stghted policy which bolsters trade, by manu- 
facturing frauds and deceptiooB. 
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cmtcntioiij and to cbeate your SGluee; which is, thab by w&ye gf bargains 
you. wlU paye hqo more, but, by wnye of goodwill, will giue ae mucti 
ftgaine; well -vrg it whilat yon ■will, it will at leangth appeare, thataa 
ou tb« one aide you ouer-bye your drijack, so aa the other you will oner 
di-iiick both your witt and wealth; and &t kst (as mnuj oi you doe 
already), looke sb if you "were hoUe sodden, witb scarce & ragg to bang 
on your backs. 

<^ liter is imotiier ill-ftLUored vioa and ciutfiue rauigiage amoDgsti 
you, wliicli by all mQan<ia is to bo Bnppreased ; and it is an itcbe of 
touugc, and a kind of Ikisq delight to depr&iie and alBuiidcr the actions 
and good names one of another. By tbe Stabute Lawe, this is puuished 
-witli enLpriBoument : nod beeides the partye wroang-i^d maye baue his 
Action of altLUJider againet tho f oule-montbed man : and in some csEca 
by a diecreet and Tuderstaadeinge Jury, deepe danimages are allowed. 
Thes kindsB of talkers ara by tlie laweyers tearmed common b&rrettorB. 
And if the deprauations extend to men of place and. command, very 
Beueri! acid eharpe puamUiueats are iuQicled : and with good ruaeoQ, for 
liowsocuer it is true, that wotdea are but wiad (as they saye), yet espe- 
rieuce telia tbat oft times they prow's the fire-branda of all qtber ills ; 
for a iferhis ad verbara : it may be that some busie headea and factiom 
diecoutenta hnno h\X> the breeders and Sowers of this ill geed aOioOg yOu: 
but let them tak« faeud least at length it pcoduce Leuipfi, to make a rope 
to haog themselues. 

>»Aad thua as breiCy as I coiild I baae Bonimed up vuto you Buch dia- 
ordera, offenceB, and crimes, ae by you of the gratuid inqneet are etricktly 
and in cooacience, by vertuo of your oatbe, to bu looked after and pre- 
Bented tnto thin Court. Some others tber are which of your Ee\aes you 
may remember to your Belues : b;b the want of due cleareiugc of the path- 
wayee, the ni^gligunce Teed by such as ar^ entrusted with your botes, a 
daogerouj disease uoiectiuge ouer many of you, and the cfiriileasneaHe 
and stupide negligeoca of such people ia eeuertly to be poaiahed ; for 
botes, aext fortiUcatiou, are the moat important, bene&ciall, and VGefiiU 
instruments that thsa Hands can possibly haue, and therfore the more 
warely and dOigeiitly to be vaed and jireserued. You are also to present 
such as by their wreacklesene^a sball suffer the ratta to eucrcaae and 
growe stroung vpoti tbem in their groiiuda, to the annoyeaiite both of 
themiseluea aud tbeir neighbours ; aa also the dttioiniigG e^vd njiBrale that 
may arriee by the aiifferinge of hogga to goe lose, the careleeanesBe of 
gatheringe in of corns in due time, and of due houseing of it btewiac. 
Ijreafly, whatjoeuer, you in your discretion shall ^pd necessary, for the 
good and wellfare of thia plantation, yoa are with all care and conacience 
to giuo thifl Court knowledge therof, that so all tbingeg btJDg ordered 
after justice and equitie, ther may ensue, by Gods ble^nge, peace and 
Iranquillitifl, 
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" For my part, 1 shaJl recLuire at yoor handa, that y-ou carefully and 
conBcionabJy discharge this your (stargo; t&te baed, therfore, of sliglil^ 
inge Buci dutyea aa by oath you are "bound to perfome. I hope you are 
BO dieoreet and honest, as that by your care and integrttie sheweD. lq the 
Beruice, I shall find the meanea and opportunitie to settle many thingea 
for the good and wellfare of this litle Common -wealth : and bo to leaus 
them aetled when I am to le-aoe yo-a, aa not ^aaly to be ahaten. la 
doeing whcrof, as you ahall giue great aatiafaction to my aelfe, bo yon 
Khali performs an eBpe<?iaU part for tha free pasBage of iuatiee here, 
-nithoat which it is not pos&ibU tJiut iiuy socieiie can loDg suhsiat ; for, 
Tnle«se good men he cherifihtsd, thti barld corrected, and the intorrigihle 
cutt uf, all things must needs come sodaiuely to confiiBion and ruiae." 

And this was the effect of the cbargOj deliuered in the- 
■very same wordes; the wbich (ag I haue sajd) I thought 
properly and duely inserted into the body of this Historye, 
as well in respect of the Boueltie fckerof, ia regard both of 
substance and forme; and being giuen by the Gouemoar 
himselfe, which formerly neuer was Tsed : as that also by 
diuers toaches therin, may he vnderatoode and perceiued the 
condition of the peoplej for the most part, and the aick- 
BEissea that they are infected witbaJl (I feare me) enen. to 
this day. 

Eat this charge being- thus eni3ed, the gayle was called 
oueTj wherin wereighteene prisonners for criminal causes; 
a number very extraordinary for this place, but nowe occa- 
sioned by reason of the hard yeare, and the ill-suppljed 
newcomers (as yon heard in the chargB)^ the which done, 
the Court brake up for that morneinge. PrBsently, after 
dinner, the Gonernour returned to the bench, and so did 
euery daye for two dayes after, and then finished tKe assizes, 
wherin dioers and sundry actions of contronersie betweene 
partie and partie wer tried and decided ■ some contempts 
and abuses in that nature censured to the whippeing post 
and pillery; others for petyo ptlferings, Baned by their 
books and burned in the hanll ; two only of the most 
heinous and notorious otfendora wor condemned to die ; 
whereof the one of them (vpon some especial considera- 
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tions) was by the Goaeraoura precept reprimedj the other 
hanged. The daye after was bestowed in. a generall master, 
and all the able men exercised in armes; the which being 
doTie> euery man was dismiased to his owne home. The 
reist of this moueth of June, and the other that followed, 
wer wholy apent, by the Gooernoura command and direction, 
in makeinge of botes, in mountings and remoueinge of 
ordinance, and in repayreinge and makeinge of carriageaj 
at the mme time, also, he made diners trialla for the re' 
couery of some goods out of the lost Warwi^h (ther being 
noe possibilitie of weigliinge up any more of her ordinance, 
vntill the ahypa carkaase be quite rotten, by reason they all 
of them wer made fast to the aides of her, and cannot be 
come at), some botta of bears only fbeing boyant ware) 
wer not without some adoe gott out of her ; some of which, 
although they had layne almost six moneths mder water 
(beyond ejEpectation), proued very good. About the same 
time, or not long after, writts wer sent downe to all the 
baylies, for the summoninge of the generall assembly st 
St. Georges ; and for the choice of bargeoises against the 
fixst of August (1620) followeingej when it wag to begin. 

Presently after, a messenger was sent from ths serieant 
maior at Sommer-seate, to the Goueroonr at the towne, 
that two sayle wer eeene of to the westward of that Hand, 
and that they stoode alongat the aide of the Southewarde; 
who was presently dispatched back againe, with eommand 
to the flerisant tnaior to haue a continual! eye vpon thenij 
and to sCande vpon his garde for feare of their landinge 
vpon that coast with shalopes. The next day, both of them, 
are seene from the mount, one comsinge close np by the 
Bhore, and within a cables length of the rocka called the 
breackers, the other keepeitige of a leauge more to seaward. 
Whervpon a wameinge poece was giuen from the foote of 
the mount, and the shalope manned and sent out to dis- 
couer them. Within £ue or six hours after word was 
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retorned that ooe of them was the same Dutch frigate that 
had bin formerly here with Powell ; the other a smale barck 
of the west country of En^tandj helon^eiuge to a mer- 
chant that was of the Company of the Sommer Hands, ami 
by him purposely sett out for thea Ilanda, The days foN 
loweJnge, the both of them gatt in at ths harbonr of St, 
Georges, and the Engliah barck fell close up, and rode 
before the towns ; as for the other, being poors and ragged, 
she had noe mind to shewe herselfe, but kept at an. anchor, 
ctoao vnder Smithes Fort, only her captaine (a very well 
faabioned and well quallefied gentleman) came ashore, and 
demanded leaue and libertia of the Gooernour to carina her 
ther, the which the Grouernour grauateiog, and comfortingo 
him for his badd voiage, she shortly departed for the Nether- 
lands. But by the English barck, the Gouemour receiued 
diners priaafce letters from his freinds, that ^aus him per- 
ticnler notice of the occnrreots and passages in England : 
by her, also, he was enformed of the approach of the Maga- 
zin ahyp ; she was fraughted cheifly with passengers, and 
ihe most of the well chosen labouringe boyes for appren- 
tices, for which she camo to a good markett ; she had, 
besides, a amale magazin of goods, the most part wherof 
was appointed for her owners owne people, and the re- 
mainder to be sold for tobacco. 

But the Goueroour (although he was somewhat dinerted 
by the comeinge in of thes shjps) was at this time cheifly 
talteu vp in ftttingB and diaposeinge of bussineaae against 
the tneetinge and session of the generall asaetnhly, which 
nowB drew neere ; wherin, at the very first, ho mett with 
many and materiall difficulties j for, haueinge prepared cer- 
taine of the ancientesfc Ilanders, who wer best knowen, and 
beat entrusted by the people (the elder of the ministers 
being a prime one among tho rest), he employed them to 
gett all the knowledge they could^ what the maine pointea 
wer that would be generally shott at at the assembly ; by 
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whom, haueiDg for a c^rtametie bin assttr&d that tlie clieife 
aime and general! acope and drift of most of the bills that 
wer entendod to be preferred, would beate Tpon the be- 
largeid^ of themseluea aud their liberties, and the enfiing^e- 
ing and eurbeinge of their Tndertakera in England; a 
course and endeauour which he well yuoTigh knewe wonld 
proue as -well effectlease as aencelesaej and nener be able 
to worck the entent it waa plotted for ; and besides, coald 
not bat giuo great discontentment to the Adueoturera. He 
endeanoured, therefore, by all meaues to dinert it, and to 
possGsse the burgeoiscs with tho vanitie of it^ and the im- 
pobsibilitie of dosing any good that waye ; and this he did, 
as well by the meanes of those men aforesayd, as by hia 
owne nioothe and persoUj all conference with many of them; 
to whom also, to tho same end, he shewed the perticuler 
iDBtraction. that he bad receiued from the Company in Eng- 
land, concerneinge the holdinge of this assembly, which 
ranne in this manner ; — • 

^Ve require yoa, tlmt as eone aa you niaye after your arriuall in the 
XEanda, you ^oe aaaenihla your connscU &nd as mBiny of the ablest and- 
best Tndeistanding'e men in the fJan Ha^ botli of the clergi^ and laitie, 
as you and your couiifitill shall thiock fltt, whcrin we wish you ratter to 
take too maoy thAn too fewe, both beeauae euery mau -will more willingly 
obey iawes to whkb he bath ycilded hh consent; ss likewise becawa 
you shall the better discDuer euch thingea aa baue need of redrcrae by 
many than by fewe : and that in this assembly you deUbflrately consult 
and aduiee of such iawcs and caustitutions as shnllbe thought fi.tt to be 
made for the good of thi; plantation, and for maintenance of religion, 
juatiQe, order, peace, and vnitie amoDg tbem. As also vpon what 
penaltiee yon thinck titt, the performancea of each lawe be enioyned: 
wheriD we aduise you to be very moderate, allwayes so pToportioninga 
the penaltye to the offence, that the greatnesse of the puniahment doo 
not encourage the dclinc[uenta to offend out of hope of jkLrdon, iL& it 
foUeth out wlier this rule of moderation is not ohserued. And what in 
assembly shall, by the maior or better piurt, be agreed vpon, we would 
liaue you distinctly to adaertize us of by the retume of the next shyp, 
that tUey may he ratified and confirmed by the authoritie of the Court 
here, iB Buch manner as by his Moieatica Letters Patents is limtnited and 
Appointed, with Euch altenitioiis, esplaoatioos, or aniimduitiuU as to th* 
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Wjd Coort 8liallE>e thgcglit meet and conuenient. And this course of 
assemblinge of the graiieat and diacreeteat mea in tlicwa Ilanda, to con- 
salt aQd aduiae with you and joar coiinadl of auch fchingsa aa may con.- 
duce to the genemll good of tliat plantation, and to the well goueminge 
■of the people thef, we aduiae you io hould at least once in eaeiy yeare, 
antl of your resolutionB and determioGitions from time to time to adiier- 
tiae V8, tbat they may bo eeuhlished and confirmed by order of oar 
Courts here aa a foresAyd : and in the meane time you ehall not need to 
doTlbt to putt in e-S-ectution any aijch whokoma Orders or (JonatitEtioiiB 
as shall by the maior part ia the sayd asBembliea be agreed vpoa, Fro- 
uid&d that the same be not repugnant to the lawes of Bugland nor Con- 
trary to thca yoilc present iostmctionB, oi to the ataadlag lawes ok^ady 
by UH establiahed," 

Haneiugread this mstruction, pertlcnlerly directed fortte 
holding-a of the aasembly, vnto some of the prime oneSj who 
■wer the leadings speritts of all the rest, he especially and 
punctually obserued vnto them that clause, whsrm it was 
enioyned that the Aduenturera wer to be distinctly aduer- 
tized of what so eu&r waa by the maior partye agreed vpon, 
that so it might he ratefied aud confirmed by the authoritia 
of their Courta in Eogland, in sach manoer as by his Maiea- 
tiea letters patenta ia limited and appointed : therin "firat 
you mays see (S'ra sayth he) that by his Maieaties letters 
patents, the vndertakers in England haUQ power and aa- 
thoritie to giae ua lawea : as also that howsoeuer they baue 
giuen us licence and libertie to propound here, and pronide 
some peculier onea for our good and wellfare, by this, our 
general! assembly, yet they haue so restrained us, that 
whatsoeuer we enact amongst our selues, it shall not, nor 
cannot, stand in force, vnlesae it be by them ratefied and 
confirmed therj so that whilst you. endeauour and practice 
thus to aduantage your owne ends only, and to giue your 
Beluea your full content, and them noethinge but the con- 
trary ; what doe you els, saue only discouer your minds and 
good willSj or rather ill-willa, towards them, by giueinge 
them to rnderstande, aa it wer, in plaiue tearmea, that yon 
care not how much they be gtreightened, so you may bo 
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freSj ftni3 as you would haue it ; all wtict they stall noe 
Boner heare, but with holdinge vp their hands only, and a. 
dash or two of a penue, shall wholy be aanihilated (nay) 
perhaps be a cause that the qaite contrary be concluded; 
and this is all that yoa can gett by this coarasj that you so 
generally affect. It is tniQe aduiso to yon therfore, that 
this afiayre be carrjed in a better temper and with more 
moderation and eqnanimitie : and that the benefitt and 
commodite of the Aduenturera may be so raixed and enter- 
"wouea with our ownej aa they may prone impossible to be 
seuered : and this course will certainely be a meanes not 
only to winne them to a ratefication of what we ennact here; 
but to ioyne with ua also (eu&n by oar example) to carry 
and leuell alt bussiuesse and conclusions with an indifferent 
hand, without which (I doe assure yon) such is the recipro- 
cal! bond betwixt yoa and themj ther cannot long continue 
any hopefuU suhsistance to either side." 

Thia Bpeache aeom^d, euen at the instantj to gaiue well 
vpon them^ so that desireinge the Goaernour to gine them 
leaue to impart and make it knowen to the rest of their 
fellowes, which in a while after they iointly returned this 
answer, that they had wel! considered of what he had de- 
Huered vnto them^ and found it so fitt and necessary to be 
followed^ as thoy wholy resolaed to referre the whole con- 
duction of this afiayre to his guidance : and that noe bill 
should be preferred by any of them to the Assembly, but 
what by him should first be aeene and approued, the which 
resolution gaue the Gonernour good couteut, as fiudioga 
himselfa more than halfe through the ways he was to make 
by so luckye a settinge out. 

Vpon the first of August (being the prefixt day) the 
generall Assembly began, and was held at St. Georges, in 
the news framed churche, fitted for that purpose. In which, 
before I lot you knowo what was done, it is meet I should 
tell you how it was done. The forme and composition 
therof was therfore aa followeth : — 
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The persona wer^ tlie gouemoar, the coansell, the baylitts 
of the tribes, two burgeoises out of enery ti-ibe, chosen by 
plarallitie of voice, a secretary, to whom all the Bills pre- 
senter], aud hy him openly reade la the Housej and a cUarck 
to recorde the Acts. 

The order (appointed and prescribed by the Goaymours 
direction and command) was : — " The first dayo (after a ser- 
moQ in the mameinge) the burgeoises, the secretary, and 
the clearck tuofce their oaths. The secretary was openly 
Bwome by the Governour himselfoj whose oath was that he 
should receiue all Bills presented vnto himj or to be pre- 
aented, and as opportnnitie seraad, distinctly, and word for 
word, with an audibla voiae, to reads them, pnblickly in fcha 
Assembly : that he. should dilligently obseriis and take es- 
peciall care that all Bills wer openly reade three aeuerall 
dayes before they wer putt to the question, and oatna to 
be decided by pliirallitie of voices; that ha should heed- 
fully and faythfally take acconnt of all such Bills as by 
most voices should be passed and ennacted for lawes ; that 
he should coaceale the secrets of the House, and neither 
directly nor indirectly reneate or diacouer them to any per- 
son whatsoeuer not being a member of the Assembly, all 
which he should duely and truely performe and keepe to 
his vttermost abilitie, so helpa him God." 

The sBcreta.ry, being sworne himselfe, he ^aue the oathe 
to the clearckj which contoyned " That he should dili- 
gently, esactly, truely, and faythfuUy, as nere as possible 
he could, engroase all such Bills as should be deliuered vnto 
him to that eatent by the secretary. He should assist and 
eyde hiuij the sayd secretary, in all such emptoyementa and 
affayrea as (belongingo to the present Assembly) he should 
bane occasion to ase his seruice. He should not reueale 
any busainesse or afTayre handled or determined hy the 
Assembly, boing within hia hearoingo or knowledge. Thes 
two being sworne, the secretary gnue the oathe to all the 
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burgoissea, which was, that being to he members of that 
genera!! Aasemhly, they should awearo to vso and emploje 
their beat eBileauoura as a furtherance therto ; that all sucb 
propositions as by them or thsir meanss should be offered 
vnto the consideration and diacuasinge therof should espe- 
cially be entended and leuelled at a puhlick wellfars; that 
they should not be leada by anypartiall affection, or respect 
of priuate gaine or interest, to oppose or hinder the estab- 
Hsheinge or ennactinge of any lawe aimein^a at the refor- 
mation of any disorder and abuse; that in all such actions 
as they should practice and contriue doreing'e the whole 
time of their asaigtancs in that seraice, they shoulde striae 
to discharge a good oonscisnae in all equitie and integritie; 
that they should by all mean-ea ooncoals the secretta of the 
Houae, and not impart nor discouer, either by word, writte- 
ing^e, or any other meane, directly or indirectly, to any onfl 
Hot being of the present Asaembly^ the passage or carriage 
of any affayre or bussinesse that should be treated of and 
disputed dureitig the time of the whole aittinge and con- 
tinuance of the sayde Asaemhly. All this, and euery part 
therof, they should promise and sweare to keeps and per- 
forme to their vttermost power and abilitie.so help them God." 

The whole Assembly being thus swome, wer called oner 
by the secretary, and so tooke their places in the House, the 
couuBell sittinge nest the G-ouernour, and the rest aa they 
came. All of them being seated, and in qniett, the Gouer- 
Donr declared the cause and benefitt of the Assembly, and 
the duty and due aime enerye particuler member therof WM 
to carry and bring with him^ together with 8ome instruc- 
tions and aduiaes to that end, in thes wordes followeinge : — 

Thancls be to God, that we are thuE mett, to so good an eod as the 
innkeiBge and cnnactiDgc of ^ooct and holsome lawes ; and I hope the 
blessed effect wiQ manifest that tliis course was inspired from heaiieo 
into tlie licartg of the vndertakere id Eogknd, to propound and offer it 
ynto tiB, for the sitifjular good and wellfare of this planlfifion. Ae 
for the forme and reguliititie to be obserued hereiD, yo\i hjme heanl it 
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read vnto you enen nowe by the Secretary : and I hope yoa are weU 
skilled in it ; for to that end J gaue coppiea tliemf vnto the'ibayliea at 
the last AssizeB. Concerneinge the ecope and dime that we are to bring 
■witJi ua IietEier, I shall (Ggd wiULnge) briefly deliuer somewhat nito 
you at this time: and hea'eof, the prin-cipall aud maibs part is, the Glory 
of God : wherein we are to ponder and J-eBOlue oi ali BUOh thiliges LH gene- 
lall, S8 may promote true religion and beate downe the contrary, which 
in flinrie and propbaneneffie. The eeeond time -we ought to haue is the 
niaint«nauce of our fayth, obedieuce, and alleigeance to our Souoraigne 
ike Kiuge ; aud tlierfore are to prouide against all such courses and 
actions as may lefscn ths re-spect due either vnto his Maiesties owne 
perBOu, or any aucli as hy his authoritie are placed ouer va, In perticuJer, 
we are to take Iieed and to Bcourgie, if need be, that dangeroufi opinioa 
(which hath too otierboldly been wispered and Bouriahed among you) of 
choBemg and eliectinge your owue Goueruour here. Thirdly, it is our 
dutyes, and will ptoue out wi&dotae, to conclude vpon gome isuch eourses 
as may best secure tho vodertakei^ in England from many abuBCB and 
wrongs, which (I muat tell you. plainely) are by many plantera offred 
Xato them, lb ia therfore an tn-wary and TU-wise affection, that soma 
mauifeat, while tbey striue to haue all tMsg^ to< he carried La this 
AsBembly to the gripeinge of the aduenturera and proffitt {aa they fallsly 
thiuck) of themBelnes; ther is noe thiuge, I can aaaure you, to be gotten 
that waye ; it aernea only to diacouer your eeluea vnto them, to your 
owne dieaduantage : for you mufit kiiowe that it is but in vaine to enact 
or conclude any thiuge bete, vuleaae ifc be confirmed by them ther. We 
are to be honest, thetfore, and discreat, and eoe to miie our owne good 
and proflitt, and ttipjis together, as may niake it inseparable, by being 
folly receiucd by both aidea : and thia you will find to be the true wayj 
for the firmeing of thia plantation. Fourthly, we are to endeaaour aud 
aimc at the good aud beneStt of our selues in perticiUer. X meane at 
the gcnerall good and wellfare of the inhabitants of thea Hands whetiti 
we Hue : and herein, in the fintt place, we are to prouide against the 
attempts of all forraigne enemies, by seonreiuge our harbours, and all 
places of acces»e by botes or ahypinge : and this ia done by sufficient 
fortiiieatiou, and welll manuinge of them, as also by tnakeing of oar 
gelaes in generall to rnderatand how to defend ouraulues, that ia to afiye, 
to be soldiers : otherwise, 1 see not with what comfort we can plaiit 
tobacco, and take paincH to make it good (aa we onght to doe), miease 
we prouide to ketpo it when we haue it. Me thincka, that euory mar- 
ried man that hath a childe borng to him here should (if it wor but for 
his childa sake) be ready to keepe it a freeman : and ther ia noe eartlily 
me&nes to doe it better than by thia, It may be, some of you couceiue 
and flatter your eelues that all thingtathis waye are well ynough ah-eady^ 
and that tlier needs aoe tnore to be done then tiier ia. It ia a di?ceitfnll 
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and ilAngcrons Rpprefaension this; and you doe noe lesae titan betrays 
jnureHliiea and your owne eafetye ty it. Tou heare by this barke that 
IB newely come in viito tia from Eiij;]iuid, of tbe rumours aud likelj- 
hooili; of great Warrea in Clirietinn-Jootue. If it Bliould ao fall out that 
any Boadaine breiicli happGll betw(Kiie England and Spiune (and who 
fcuowfs bow Bone this may be), tlnjr ia not any place that it wdl breake 
out vpon BOJier than vpon tbia, Tlie pyratea, LikeTrise, haae a longinge 
eye after thea llamJa, liiiil kuoww well Low beliouEafull tbey wtmld be 
for them ; let u% therforfc, so pronide for our Behies, that come an eneniye 
wlitiii lio will, and be whfit he will, we lunj be able to gine bim a liraite 
wellcorue. And thes are the fours malae paiiitea and aimea that ve 
are to respect and looke aft£l' in this aclioa we are nowe to eater vpOQ. 
NowQ, the wayo aud lUL'aiie to be prepared for them ia, by tak-eiug due 
notice, euery one of us, that ws come not hether for our seines only, and 
tO' seruH our owka turner, or any maiig in pertioaler, but to serue 
and regard tlie publick. We ara^ therfbre, to riddle our aelues from all 
base deaireg of gaiue ; we are to despice all priiiate Interesta, thus farfcl 
at least, as to cause tbutn tu giue place to tbe geueralL it may well be 
that Bome men chosen to be burf;«wea here may find some bills preferred 
into this Assembly that may strike at aome gettiuge nnd in-eoine -of 
theirs in perticiUer. If they doe eo, let them yet remember their oathea; 
let them not ehame theiuseluea, aud the place they hold here, by dooing 
the contrary. If, in their o^ue couaeianeea, they Had that faetherto they 
haue done iniurye to a common good, let them not augment it by obsti- 
nacye. It is io vaiae to striae against the streanie ; for in this case, I 
hope they shall allwayee And the currant to runne against them. I 
graunt that ther is a Ereedome of apeath ahii opinion, with modtjstie, to 
be held by euery mnn here. It is laufnU and expedient also, that ab 
men should deliuar their oeusurea and judgements vpon any bill whatco- 
euer, as their discretion ahall induce, and their opiaion carry them ; but 
yet I hope ther is uoe man here amongst us so wedded to his owne con- 
ceitea as to affect and delight in opposition, much lesac to thinck ifc a 
waye and course to obteyne the repute of a wisenian by Loldinge 
Btraunge and extratiagant oi)iniona : to be aiQguler on this faaliion may 
be a mcaiies indeed to make him a noted TOiiu ; bat SUCh a Tioted OQe, fH 
for my part, 1 should bi! Full loath to be. It in after that fashion as if 
one of you should walbe through Cheapeside at noone day, all to be bt- 
paintt'd and stuek with feathers lite en Americane, wber he may be 
sure to be looked at, but laaglit at ; it belioufea us therfore to haue our 
iiidgemeiits reivtlfied in this point as well as in all others, and the meanoa 
thervpto are prmcipaUy three :— ' 

"TTie firat ia, by comeiug hether, without all preiadication. We 
must bring equall mindes with ug ; that ifl to snye, without tiaueinge OUT 
miudea bo preoccup'ied aiid ta^cn up before, as aac roome \s left for 
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joatice ood right, ScGoatlly, we are to giuu attention and diligent e*re 
to auche reaBOna aa we shall heare rleliuered, either for or against aiiy 
bill whatsoeuor. Tliirdly, we rauBt ingeourmsly and quicttlj sTibruitt 
our judgeniRTita and suffer our opinions to be ruled, Bwayed, aud ledd 
by the trath, force, and reasou of thocs reaBona, aud ao aCco-rdingly giue 
our vot^. And ccrtoiiiely thea are tho true wQyes, this the only clnu to 
conduct us ont of the pitt of paasion, dnrcknesEe of arror, and laberiathe 
of selfe-loue. Let aa bofieB.ch God to inapire us witli peaceabl* speritta, 
aud such tbaaghts aud desires a& become houeet, loyall, and wise men, 
such as niay be for Ms glory, and the formeinge of this hopef ull and for- 
ward plantation. We OHgiit to tnowe that somewhat of worthe and 
value ia -expected from this actioiij aad from ua the actors in it; ami this, 
bothe by the Company in Englajid and tbe inhabitants here. Let Tia 
make it, therfore, our master peeoe, aud not thincke the time long thut 
W bCBtOWC oU this seruice. Ueuiiies aaye thilt in point of religion thep 
is nqe standtfiage at a staye, but that men goo either fgrvrtird or back- 
ward, and surely euao in this diuiil affayru I maye well aaye thus much, 
that onr conditioa and estate here cannot but heruby either be bettred 
or eiDpayrt;d. It is our parte to prouido for the bt;Bt. Let us theiiore 
tale heed, least by pemerae obstinacye and foolish willt'ullneatia, we 
cause that to proa* a, poyaou, which was entetid^d a. medicuie. But, lot 
VIS followe and embrace that excellent counBell of the wisest king that 
euer the world had, or shall hanC', the which he dehuered thlis: — 

" ' Be not onerninch j uat, nor make thy aelf e ouurwise. 

" ' Wherfott ahouldflfc thou be desolate? 
' Be not wicked ouer-niucb ; neither be thou foolei^h. Why ahouldst 
thou periah not in thy time? 

" ' It ia good that thou laye hold on this., yet withdrawo not thyne 
baud from that: far he that fearetli God shall come forth of theoi 
both,'" 

This speach. being thus fiuished, the Assembly rose for 
that day (for they satt ooly in the morneiiDgea), the aftsi-- 
noonea being bestowed either in consultation with the 
Goueniour in his house, or vpou some perticuler comiaitteea 
to frame bussinesse against the nost daye. 

At the nesfc meeting-e of the Assembly, the secretary 
reade all such Bills as wer propoandcd, the which done, 
whosoEuer would rose up add spake either for it or against 
it, in which action this order was obserued. He that en- 
tetided to speake, sloode up (vnlesse it wer the Gouemour), 
bareheaded, wherby it was discerned that he had a raeane- 
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inge to spoake. If moro stoode vp than one at oncB, he 
that was iudged to arise first, was first heard. Euery man 
was to direct his speacb to the secretary, and to be heard 
without interruption. He that had once spoken to a Bill, 
though he wer presently answered and confutedj might not 
replye that day, sq that none might spfeake twisQ to one aDcl 
the same Bill in one daye ; and this was to auoide ouer-much 
and tedeooa dSapntes, and tautologies, and losae of time that 
waye. In speakBi'nge against any mans speach the partie 
£poken against was not persanaliy to be named, to shunne 
th$rby faeates of contontion, and thiQ giu^inge of distat^a one 
to another. Noe reuileinge nor nipinge Bpeachea wer to 
be vsud vpon any occasion ^vhatsoeuer. All Bills wer to 
to be reado three aeuerall dayea oncoj and but once before 
they cama to be consiugued' and concluded of by voices, 
that so in the meane time they might he aduiaedly eiaminedj 
and euery man bane space to deliberate^ and so to accept or 
reiect them when they cato^ to be put to the question. 
After a Bill was read three aenerall dayea, and sufficiently 
disputed vpouj the secretary was to demand whether it 
should be putt to voices or noe, the which being graunted, 
the Bayd eecretary was to hold up the Bill in his hand and 
to saye, "All you that will haue thia Bill to passe for a lawe 
let them aaye soe; as many as will not let them sayo the 
contrary"; if the then crye afErmatiuely yea, wer found ap- 
parently greater than the n&gatiue noe, the Bill was passed 
for a laws, if on the contrary it was daahed. If it proued 
doubtful! which crye waa the greater, the secretary was to 
saye thus : "Aa many as allowe the Bill, stand np on yonr 
feete ; you that refuse it sitt still"; and then bothe the num- 
bers being counted, the moat carried it. And, in thia 
fashion, all the Bills wer decided dureinge the whole session 
of the Assembly, Vpou the last daye, all the Acts that wer 
passed wer reade, the which being done, the Gouernour dis- 
mlaaed and ibrake up the Assembly with a short speach, ac- 
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cordiuge as the former pass&ges of bassiuesae had giuen him 
occasion. 

And this order and forme was punctually obserued dure- 
Ing the whole time of the SeaaSoTi, durging th$ which fifteons 
Beuerall Acts wer, with a very gruat and generall vnauimitiQ, 
agreed vpon and enacted ; the titles wherof only with some 
breife annexed reaeons occaaioninge them (for breuitie Bake), 
shall bG insertsd in this histary, referringo the reader for a 
large tbwg (if he be so mindod) to the hookes of statutes 
and tho publick records, kept iu the Ilanda for the ioforiiL' 
ation of all meu that are to Uuie vnder their subiection.^ 

I. The first wherof waa an Act against the vniust sale^K 
and lettiage out of apprentices and other seruauta, th& 
which eapeeially reapectod tho righting-e of thy vndertakers 
in Bugland, it being obsarued that diaeria inhabitants here 
haueinge committed vnta their trust, by their vndertakers 
in Kuglandj certains semanta and apprGuticea to be placed 
and settled vpon their shares, the one halfo of whoao lahonrg 
wer to redound to tho benefit of t-ha vndertaker, the other to 
the planter; tha sayd planters made it a common Fse and 
practice to 1st ont to hire the sayd apprentices vnto 
stratingeraj and many times to make sale of their whole 
time for aome certaine prize, without the knowledge, and 
contrary to the intention, of the vndertaker, wherby it was 
conceiued that datnmage might ensu© to the sayd Vnder- 
taker^ as well by a secret concealement of that halfe of the 
hire which was to be receiued for the sayd seruant so let 
out, and which onght to belong vnto the vndertaker (the 
bayleife of the tribe, in that case, being not able to discouer 
the deceite); as also by a lower etnprouemient of his labour 
than otherwise might be for the remedye and redresae of 
the sayd wrouag and abHse, this Act and statute law Was 
enacted. 

n. The aecond concerned the disposeinge of aged, diseased,

and irapoteut persons. For ifc bein^ considered that by the 
vnheedefull and carelesae choico of some vndertakers m 
England (w]io, this waye^ caught at all fchey mett) ther had 
}>y some late Lmportatiotia, diuera such hin tbrowne in and 
forced rpon the colonye; and more vrer etill to be enery day 
eapected, not only to hindrance of thoes that so toote theia 
up, but to the grtjat disturbance of orderly Gonerment and 
the g'enerall BlackeingSj if not chokeiuge of the grouth of 
this new6 hopefnll plant it was thought fitt, by waye of 
causpingB and procureinge, for the future, a greater respect 
in their choice, and to deliuer the plantation from so un- 
timely a burthen ; that all snch persons so sent oner should 
be presently shipped back againe, and that at ttfe only 
charge of him that aent him, or ela to be maiatained here 
vpon the sayd vndcrtakerB land, and in, the interim to be 
freed from the paiment of all Supplier. 

in, The third Act was for the necessary mainfceininge of 
tha Kings-Caatle. The importancje of the presoruation 
and matcinge good of which place, beiDg duely weighed, it 
was fonnd altogether vnfilt, and a straunge impronidence, 
to leaue the gard therof, and of three twentye peeces of good 
ordinance, vnto the care and manaagement of one poors half- 
blind gTipner aqd his wife, as in former times it had bin; 
whervpon it was ennacted that twelue able and sufficient 
men should be continually resident thor, in the natnre of a 
garrison j and that for their foodo and entertainemeot 
tbirtie thousand eares of come should yearely be raysedj 
and one thousand waight of tobaccOj the which is at the 
present esecuted j and the captains of the castle, together 
with his famely, commanded by the Gouernour, to be con- 
tinually in pdrson ther, over and abooe the said number. 

IV. The fourth prouided against the makeioge of rotten 
and vumerchantaLlQ tobacco; triers of tobacco being yearely 
to be sworne in euery tribe for the discouory of all bas^hawe 
and vnaendible ware, all which by the sayd statute is en- 
ioyttsd to be burned «t the owners dore. 
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V. The fifth euiojned the erection and frameinge of cer- 
taine publick bn'clgesj and the maintenance of them. And 
thjs was found necosBary, as well foF foote-conaeyeancG and 
vnion of the people one with another for their publick and 
priaate occasions, aa for the better anaweringe of any alarme, 
and the conaenyauee of the women, children, and impotent 
persons vnto the fortes and places of saue-gatde, if any 
botes and ahalopes should land vpon them in the raayne. 

TI. Th^e sixth statute was for a continuall Supply of reai- 
dent come in the fortes. The which, haueing formerly bin 
exacted and receiued, but wholy exhausted and spent in 
Captaine Kendalls disorderly years, waa nowe again© 
thought fit to be reuiaed (without intermission) by an Act 
of a generall assent (which might stop the motitlies of all 
grudgera), that therby it might serue as a tegicy store for 
all publick occasions and necessities, and the fortes aener 
suffered to be mfumished with some necessary prouiaions 
to entertaine all comerBj either for dofeuce or offence. 

vn. The seuenth appointed two fixed dsyes in euery years 
for the holdinge of the generall assize; the which was done 
by Act of Parliament, vpon due and considerate choyce of 
tho most proper and easefull times and seasons, that so, 
therby, publick notice and answerable preparation might 
be had of them, aud n06 mutations tooned nor allowed. 

Tin. The eighth commanded the makeinge of highe wayes, 
and prohibited the goeing ouer mena ground,- and this waa 
for the redresSe of a common practice, in making ad Ordinaty 
passage oner mens come and peecea of tobacco^ to their 
much dammage and spoyle^ and also for the better an- 
Bwereinge of all aoudaine alarmos, and the drawinge of the 
people together, vpon any occasion, to any place of ren- 
denous, and especially to the King's-Castle. 

IX. The ninthe was far the prescruation of the breede of 
tortojses, the which being an excellent and daintye fish, 
wer, by the liquorousnesse and wasteful lues se of many per-

80113s killed OQer young and scared awaye, the which this 
lawe prouided against, 

s. The tenth punished vagabonda, and prohibited the 
entertaininge of other mens semantB. 

XI, The eleneath enioyned ths setting© of a due quaatitie 
of come for euery famelie, and a collection and keepeinge 
of a publick store in euery tribe, the which was looked into, 
vpon notice taken of the improuidence generally crept in 
amongst the iuhabitantsj both in the prouideinge for itj and 
the keepeing of that litis they had. 

XII. The twelfth Act respected the care of the come being 
Bett, and, therfore, commanded the keepeing in of poultry 
dureinge certaine weekeaj and vntill the come was growen 
past their damnifieinge, which formerly had bin much 
prejudiced by them ; and many poore meOj which had noe 
poultry, extreamely oppressed by their neighbours this 
waye, who had mijre than ynough of them. 

iiij. The thirtenth was for the maintenance of aufficient 
fences, and against the fellinge downe of marcked trees 
appointed for bonndes ; it being conceiued an ill incrochment, 
which dinera persons (either out of carelessnease, or vncon- 
selonableneaso, or both) began more and more to practice 
to the danger of breedioge many coufasiona and much con- 
tention, and, therfore, by thie Act, prouided against. 

SIT. The fourtenth grannted a leuye of one thousand 
pounds of tobacco towards the payments of publick worcka 
for the years 1620. 

IV. The fiftenth was bestowed in enioyneinge an acknow- 
ledgement and acceptiou of resident Goueraours, and for 
their warrantice, in ease it ghoald fall ont that the date of 
their commissions be expired before the arriuall hereof a 
legitimate suco^a^or from Eagland, thd which was appre- 
hended very necBssary and of great importancye, bothe 
for the anoidsinge of the dangerous confusions that an 
auarcbye, by a vacancye of gouermeat, might bring vpon

the wbolo plautation ; as also far the cottinge of of ail 
couloLira and pretences of vnmeet and pi-oaumptions elec- 
tions among themaeloea. In the same Act, likewise, b cer- 
tain clause was inserted (by waye of eotreafcy to the Adueu- 
tiirers)j that the fntiire GoaemouTB, in aucceBsiorij might, 
for a moneth or two before their receipt of the helme of 
Gouerment, remaine here as priuate men, and so, by loote- 
inge on and obserneing (dtireinge that time) the settled 
fashion and manner of the carriag-e of the publick busaLoeage, 
they might (as their indgementa should lead them) either 
appraue or refuse it in their after coaraea ; and thia waa 
humbly oEFered vnto the deternjinfition and consent of the 
Honorable Company; that so, from thence forward, an an- 
Bwerable date might be obserued in all their commissions^ 
by thera to be graunted vnto the sayd future Gouemoura. 
Prouided alwayes, that the quondam Gouemonr remained 
and (stayed the aayd timg and tdarme of two moneths in ttd 
ilands; the whichj if he did not, that then the sayd com- 
missions might, vpon the instant of hia departure, be of full 
power and anthoritid. 

And thes wer the oontonts of the fifteens Acta conferred 
and eanactod dureinge the Session of thia geoerall Assembly, 
the which, being digested (as it ia aayd by the Gouernoura 
owne hand) into a conaeuient methode, wer Bent into Eng- 
land by the magazin ehyp, the Josflph, an. dom. 1620, ther 
to receiue their confirmation and ratiScation by the Company 
in their courts ther, in sach maaner as, by His Maiestiea 
letters patents, ia limited and apposntodj and, in the meane 
time (as he was warranted by his iastractiDD)j the Gouernour 
did cause the sayd Acta to he publickly reade in ail churcheSj 
and BO to stand in full force, vntiil he heard the contrary 
from England* 

^ To appreciate the jadgment, firmneffi^ aud cstutiDU evinced by Oap- 
tain Butlei' in the. conduct of this Gfiacral ABBcmbly, the reader must 
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Nod aoner is this busainess ouer, tut the mag-azin shyp ia 
dlscouered vpon the coastj and tte warceing peece gmen 
from the mount to all tlie fortea. The same daye, towards 
night, she came into the harhour of St. Georges, bat in a 
vory ■weak e and sickly state, haveinge cast ouer bord twenty 
ur thirtie of her people, and some of them men of good 
accOUtit; and atudtig the rest, a nqare k!u3ma.Q of tlig 
Gouemoui's, being hia sisters eonne^ And so violent was 
the itifectioQ groweii among them, that the most part of 
the people and iiiarriners wer either ao aick^ or so dismayed, 
or bothj as the master of her hiraselfe confessed to tha 
Gouernoar, that if they had stayed aboard but one weets 
longer, he verely perswaded himselfe she could aeuer haue 
bin brought in, for want of hands. Vpon her wer ehypped 
and arriued diners gentlenien of fashion and their wiues, 
but most of them very ci-azie with the voiage, wherof, how- 
soetier, the WOsfc part, by the bounty of the aire, Sone rftCO- 
uered ; yet some ther wer that died presently after they wer 
tisliore, it being certainely the nature and qualetie of the 
place either to till or cure quickly^ wher ib meetea with in- 
fected bodyes. By this sbyp also the Company sent a supply 
of ten persona for the g'etierallttie, but so ill chosen they 
wor (for they had bin taken out of Newgate), that smale 
hope of good was to be Lad of them, and it was secretly 

Temembor the outire novdtf of ColDniol legialatiou at this time. With 
exception of the Virgjiiia Assembly of 1619, the proceedinga of which 
had probably Dot readied Bertnada, ae they v«re only ratified Id LoiidotL

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mattered about that they war ihe occasion of the sbyps 
infection .* 

The Gouernonr found hituselfe Bome-what distressed with 
tliia sickly accident, being once againe putt to the re- 
leiueingB of great numbera of thes sick people; and not 
only 80, but by reason of the continuall employment of hia 
botes in fetchin^e tbera of the shyp, many of his owno men^ 
and especially tboes of his botes gang, became infected also, 
and for some weekes wer not able to doe him any seruica; 
and trnely, tber could udb other iudgemant or censure paaee 
vpon this infectious disease than that it was the plains 
plauge, the purple tnarcts being plentifully discerned vpon 
many of them. And without doubt, had it bin almost in 
any other place, it would haue enlarged it s&Ife to a dan- 
gerous desolation ; but the exceedinge excellent salubi-itie 
of the ayre ^than which I belieue the whole world hath not 
a better) sDTmouoted all thea dangers and difficulties, and 
in a fewe weekes became such a couqueroar as this dreadfull 
Infection wlioly ceased, and the former wonted health of ths 
Hands was fully recouered ; for well knowen it ia, that dis- 
eases (vnless meerely accidentall) are straungely and, in- 
deed, wonderfully rare and mcommon heroj except it be in 
ehypeinge times, when it is many times thus brought in and 
thus recouerBd. Butj howgoeuer this could not passe with- 
out disquiettj yet other occasions ther wer that came packt 
up in the general! letters by this shyp which far more dis- 
contented the Gouernonr; for the Adventurers in England, 

' The Treasurer. Gounaell, and Company of Virginia, in their anxiety 
to people tliat pliiotatioo, addre^ed th<: Lord Mayor io Nosember 1619, 
to provide, as lie had done the previous year, " one hundred children 
irom tho Btiperfliioua multitude to be transported tliither, there to "be 
bound apprentices, npon very bcaneficial cojiditions"; and the city granted 
£5I)I> for tli-eir passage and outEt. At the same time, by the king'H 
order, one hundred convicts, from various priflona, -weru aent out also, 
and the Bennuda CompaDywae prayed to provide for a portion of thom. 
—See E. 15. Neill, Histary of the Virgihia Compaiii/ of London, p. 163. 
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haDeiQj^fi recLMued such a rotton shypfull of Captains Ken- 
dalls yeares of tobacco aa wculd yeeld them litle or noething, 
and witball liaueing-e aduertisement from the Gouemoiirof 
the meane aod weake condition that he found tte Ilands in 
the point of fortification, wherby thej sawa it likely that the 
redreaae therof (which was bo vcanoidably neceasaiy) would 
prcjue a matter of charge, they bccatue (I Saye) wclJ nig^h in 
an rtter dispayre of ths subsistance of this plantation, and 
the rather bec&ose this dragge of tobacco', wheron (as their 
staple Gommoditie) they had fiit their hopes, like a rotten 
reede, came into their hands (not to aaye hearts) when they 
especially wer to be vpheld by it. It wasj therfore, the 
generall crye and conclusine appreheusioQ amongst them 
that some newe commoditiea must be 8odaiaeIy sett on 
foot© to acrue in poore tobaccoes roome: marry, to tell 
what this should be was (indeed) the mistery. Whervpon 
Captains Tucker (who, by being a dilligent commer to the 
courts, became priuje to all thia)j catchinge hold of this 
opportunitie the very next conrt-daye after, proposed a 
pretie proiect of makeinge of suger^ the which lie offered 
vnto the Company vpon thes tearmea : that himselfe ia 
person would goe that voiags, and carry with him, vpon hia 
owne purse and the purse of hia friends, a sufficiencye of 
men and materialls to erect aa iujenio, in consideration 
wherof he demanded the one halfe of all such suger as by 
him should so bo made, tellinge them wonders of the hope- 
full increase of the canes ther, and what a great quautitSe of 
ground he knew to be fitt for them. This proposition was 
at the first highly approued, and in great likelyhoode to he 
geuGrally swallowed, had it not come interlaced with some 
odde prouiaoea vpon the by, among the which one maine 
extrauagant one was that himselfe and all hia might be 
absolutely freed from all commands of the Gouernour, the 
which was held as well extreamely and vnreasonably ambi- 
tions, as vtterly irreguler and impossible; sortiuge, indeed. 
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only to maka that boast good -wtich he had not forborne 
improuidently ynough to veot dureinge his rula here : that 
by some suck aligbt as thfa, by Tiim fastued vpon the 
AduenturerSj be would make liia retume to thes Ilanda, and 
dweUinge in his bra.ue boase at tbe auerplos, tber bmao tbe 
Goueraour, who so euer he werj to hia face, Bnt, how- 
eoeuer, by reasoa of tbes distastes, this captaioe was not 
accepted of for the sug-er vndertaker; yet went that bnasi- 
nesse on by other meanea and other handa^ aa ws shall see 
hereafter. The only point herein that especially disturbed 
the Gouernour was that by reason therofj, beinp; atricktly 
enioyned, and the Kings name vaed vnto him to that pur- 
poaOj to employe and (in & manner) force the people (wto 
wer estreamely vnwilliage and backward vnto it, and did 
htle lesag thaa laugh ont at the proiect) to betake them> 
selGBS to a generaU plaotemge of Buger-canes. He not only 
doubted that the Aduenturera would hnd themselaes fair 
shortn&d (if not quite decsiued) of their golden hopes this 
waye, but also plainely fouud that he was of necesaitie to 
giae oueir and desist from, all s-ach eutendmenta in matter of 
fortification, as he was fully resolned to haue proaecated that 
winter, and found the Hands in want of, as being very de- 
sirous to leaue them in sufficient case and condition in that 
kind before his leaning of them. 

Another point in the generaU letters that disgusted the 
Gouemour was the fastnease and conatancye that he found 
in the Company to the non-dimdeut of tobacco here, for 
haueinge at hia com&ing awaye receiued from them an order 
of conrtj iu thes wordes : — 

" That to pi'euqnt ■wroimg to the ownerB, all totacco and otter com- 
moditiRS which wer to be diuided between^ the owners and teBanta, 
should be sent into England vfideoided, with a n&te vnder the Bayleyea 
hand, what portion belouged to each person; accordiuge whernito a 
iusb diukion aod distiibutiou should be made, aa the same should he 
Bold in^£ugliuid, etc, at his arriuall" — 
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ho found 30 many iacoDUBmeucea, difficulties, aud litle lesse 
than impoaaibillties in the effectmge of it, together with the 
infinite diacontent that he should generally giue vnto tha 
people by it, as he gladly and greedely layde hold vpon ao 
escuse (Inckely off&red) of freeings himaelfe from the eie- 
cutioQ therof for that yeai-e ; and in the interim, writeingB 
very earnestley to the Coinpany for the retieraeinge of and 
employeinge tha aasiatance of hia ablest freinds to that par- 
pose, he was in good hope to cle^re himselfe absolutely froin 
soodioasataske, when (contrary to his expectation) hefinJa 
by thas letters a newe re-info roement putt vpon him, en- 
ioyneinge the strickt aad eiact prosecution thsrof by all 
meanes possible. 

Some other porticulers ther wer in tliem also that iikecl 
them not, as the oiier-crediilitie he perceiued among moat 
of thenij in their reoeipt, naye, wQlcomeinge, of all falae and 
groundlesse in formations, th^ ill expression and bad co- 
herence which he obserued in the very letters themgeluea, 
as seemeii]ge rather contriued with artiticiuUobacuritiBS and 
incompatible iniunctiotia, wherby he might rest confouaded 
and entraptj than plaine and direct dealeinge to giue iufor- 
ination. But because you may the better iudge whether 
thea groiindg of his diacouragement and discontents wer 
traely and cansefiiUy taken or noe, aud that withallyou may 
the more succinctly and perspicuously Tnderatand howe he 
behaued him-selfe in them, and in what manner and fashioQ 
he continued the passagea aud carnage of thes aOayres, I 
hauc thought it not amiaae to deliaer vnto you the troB 
coppiea of the generall letters, together with his repiye, 
rerbatim ; and this the rather also that the garbe and forme 
of the writeinge one vnto anotiier may be seeue in their 
natiue and true dresalnges and trimme; and first (as the 
occuaion and gronud of tho repiye) of the generall lettera 
written "vnbo the Goueruour, the stile wherof was — 
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Tu the right leorahypfidl, our very good freind, Gaptainb 
Nathaniell BoTiEBj EaqDiEE^ Goit&rnoiir of the Sommer 
Hands, 

The contents of the letters aa followatli :— 

"Sip, we receiued four lettera by the {^rlaml, -which arriiierl beta 
about tlie tliird of March, Ijeiiig glmi to hear of your safg airiuall, with 
your coinpauy, whoae proceedeiags wq priiye God to prosper. The firafc 
that we ftbserae in your lettora ia, that oertaino Dutch and English vea- 
Helbi fell vpijn your ila.'ida ; which, aa we Tiideratande by othera, wer 
victualled out agauie, for tlieu- aecuices and proceodeinga vpon the Weat 
Indies; wherby we conceiue the Jlanda ara the more vafuriiishiKi with 
victualle fi>c tha Sahabitaiita anil thoae rouora ayded by you to thoea ill 
eeruiccg, for which we ana here accused and charged by the state to be ac- 
cqBEpry to Pyracye, wh^ereof we saye nue more, till wo come toBpeake gf 
Powell and hia consorts. We are Boryiortlieloaae of theWnrteici:, and for 
the burnemgi! of tlie pktforme in the lunga Castle, and thoea other 
diffiistera you mention, which we hopg yon will eudcu.our with all 
diligence to repayro. Tour agreement with the Garkmd for threepence 
fraught vpon tohacco we haue perfcirraed^ and threepence more we sett 
vpon it, to dtfraye charges for the publiek, by the inToicfl vnder the 
husbands hand may appears ynto you. Many Deceaaary men you write 
for, as earpentera, smithes, gTinnera, etc,, and luauy proiiiaioiis to be sant 
for the publick, the which for want of a piihlick Btore we eaunot accom- 
plish ; for, in truth, the whole retume being nOethinge but a quantitio 
of very vile coudidioued tobacco, neither well cured, nor well made vp, 
noo loan would consent for all the perawaaiona could be Tsed in two 
generall courtes, to yeeld aboue three pence for the puhhcfc ciiarge ; 
which three pence, and that other for fraught, many men e&teeme to be 
more than their rotten tobacco is worthe, whereby, for a great piirt of it 
uoethingeat all is payed, and bo it renmiues packt ypin ware-houaea and 
eellera^ wher for ought we ace, the owners onteud to let it lye^ rather 
than giue six pence to fetch it out; whereby you may iudge of our 
abilitic and th« planters of our incouragement. We knows it was not 
youf fault, aa being done before yen canie thether, but we rest rpoii 
your word and creditt that the next ahall be better to make amendi^ ; 
and for returne thereof we hane nowc furnished and sett owt this 
magaain shyp, in this calme time of the yeare, aa your aclfe desireil, that 
she may be ther in such due time aa to bring awaye the first and prime 
crop of tobacco, and to arrhie with all favrc before winter shall approach ; 
us for their second crop, which we percKine thoy putt altogether, it doth 
but apoyle and di&creditt all, better to cast it awaya than send ii;. 

We haue teaolued hejfe by an order of a great court to take in hand 

P 
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a Dewo course for th* benefitt t>f thai plantation, wliich we doe eaiTicstly 
recfwumenrl to your dilligent care to ace efFeetiially performed, wherhy the 
people may be withiirawne from their exccasiue tojle and pla.nting'); 
about tobacco, which brings V8 ueitbcr proflitt nor rejmtatioa ; which ia, 
that euery shaee of Iwui, otie ncrc at leafet of bucIi ground as is fittinge, 
be planted with enger-cftnea, a.ud in liko manoeT one acre at iomt be planted 
■with viTiea. Heere are those who Laue vndertalieii to goe in hand to 
erect ilii iojcuio to griade nnd boyle the ca.iie3 into aiiger, and if need 
be to erect ftnother or more injeiiioes fn places more eoDiienjeut for tte 
plantefB tn bring their canes to griode ; the worckmen to haue one-third 
part of the auger brought to such perfection as we haue agreoil, and tha 
other two-tliLrtilfl to owners aud plantora. And for the viuea, being once 
growen to bear£, the planters shall bauo sufficient instruction to make 
their wine wholy for thcmaeluea and their owners. We vnderKtand tlier 
is good store of eiiger-canea in sundry plucca of the trihea, we praye yon 
Eayle not to tako aomo conrae tltat, vpon reasanable tearui«a, tb^r may 
beadifitributioa from tbera that hniia plcnticto tlvoea that want, wherliy 
w«may undei^tande by the next, that aii ahn.Il be fumisbed with more or 
lease, and that they be all charged -expregaly to uiultiplye and oncnaiBe 
their "begianinge of plants till all ho connplete, and also to kcepe both 
tlim and their Tines fenced dud wcuded from annoyance of cafctell atul 
vermine, and also from the force of violent windcs that may ahatter 
them in piecea. Tbia to begin and effect, ahall be yonr reputation and 
exceedinge crcditt, not without r&compence, for which wholy we relya 
ypon yon and Icane it to your cliargo. 

^' Santlry complainta are here made of the bayliefs, by planters and 
owners., as that they are not diligent in their places, eapeeially as tonch- 
ingc the tobacco, betwixt the masters and their Ewruanta, that therin they 
doe not farther aernice than to take Ihe thirtieth part, duo to themselves ; 
for which, to siitis&e the complainants, it is agreed that the sayd baybSs 
diall relioquiflh the eayd thiitith part, and ahall noe more exact it as 
their due, but in all other thinges ahall doe their dutyea belonpeinge to 
their place. We haue Jiere with all! aent a magazin of goods, though 
not so great as we would, yet accordii!^ to the nia-ines and smale eo- 
oooragement aett out by a fewe priuate men, and with all a Cape-mer- 
chant, the bearer hereof ; we piaye you, let him not wAnt your aaaistance 
to followe bis commission giuen him, as well in sales aa geUinge in debts 
for this and old ncccranta, as he shall haue cause to vae your hctpe. 
" We liaue, for thia once, accepted and payed yoar bill of exchange 

being the first, ami we hoije the taat, president in that kind. 
" Diuera men write from tliuiice that yon want conie, which by this 
we haue in som^ measure, as well for the publict aa by perticuler men !o 
their Eameliea supplied ; but it hath cast a. great aaperaion and diecrcdltt 
Tpon o-Ur phintfition, that, after such plenty tbef as formerly hath bin 
• boasted of, ther should now, by their slouth and negligence be a waat, 
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" Dluersof tlie tribea hawt written that i£ we wilt send tlicm for euery 
tribe a preacher, they will maintaine them at tlioir cliargQ, euyry tribe, 
one; for they hoU it too nach for them and theira to goe so far to 
deuine aeruice when threLi t-ribes are tied tq on^ congregatioD. If that 
be generally their opinioQ, we dteirc it vader the hacds of the cheife of tlio 
tTibeB find in what manner of compctencyg the^ will niAtutaine thein, 
and we will endeauoor to sattsfie their draire* with aa much expedition 
aa we can. 

" floro is also complainct made of impositions layd vpon plaiitura for 
warra.nta, pasaes, and mch like, wMch some inferior gubatitutca doo a^ULct 
of them ; we prnye you snpprcsae such incroachmenta, that thcr be noo 
C^use of faxther complainct^. 

"Wb doubt not but the flecree of the Honorable Lords ia ore this 
time put into execution touchinge the ouerplus lauct to be deuiied, whicli 
we woiJd iiiiue pei-formed, accordinge to the lordahyjs arbttreraent. 

" We prAy forgett nott to doe right in this point of your instructions, 
that meis comijlaiiieingeof their B^ruajita for refuseinge their Beniicea, and 
belakdtige themselves to other meo, may be Tedreageid ; and by name wa 
recommend vnto you the case of one Nicholas Gabry, .annietime ser- 
UQiit to one Mr. Ga&well, who was transported at his charge, and sup- 
plied by him, now resident at Pembroke tribe ; thia man is here 
chalenged by Mr. Cuawell, and to haiie justice done him, which we de- 
eire you may be performetl, being the second time we haue written in 
this case. And also One Roger Llwclliii to be restored to Mr. Koberta, 
ivb<ffie seruant and apprentice he is testified to be. 

" Ther was a >commuuion cup, with other furniture, Bent as a guift to 
Pembroke tribe, wo pray you r<?turne certificate from yoiir aclfc and 
some cheife of that tribe, wliieh may he here regiatered, to satisiie the 
world that that tribe ia poasesaed with it. 

" All the negroes left ther by Captaine Argplls shyp and the other 
pinnace, let them be deliusred to the rij^ht honorable the Erie of War- 
wick, hifl offi(;erH, or aeruantei, a*, liis lordship liimgelfe' shall direct, and 
the marriners of the treasoronr sent home, tliey payeioge their fraught. 

"John North and rJathaiiiell hia brother, which haue bin long ther, 
and, aa is sayde, t-ake gre^t pained in fishinge and other labours, are 
desired by tbeix freinds here, with great imp&rtutiitie, cither to be re- 
moucd to the tribes, or ao disposed in tlie generall, that as thty labour 
for others SO they may take Bome beneiitt with them for whom they 
labour. 

" Here is a note annexed from Mr, Daniel! Tucl(*?r, snhscrihed with 
his name, coiiteyneiogc a perticuler of snch thingta as he desireth may 
be rendred vnto hiiti, which he ther left behind, aa belohginge and due 
vnto him, which the Company hauu thought good should he- recommended 
vnto you, not doubtinge but you will ciiuee him to be righted, that lie 
may noe more importune nnsr complaine of iniuatice. We cannot perti- 
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ciilftrizo in our lettem eiiery mftoa case and complaincl, thiSTfore we have 
iwliiG"! tiiat .in order of Court ht-refiftor rthil the cojijiy thefof sent Ttito 
yoH, vnAsT the eecretaiyiM iiaiid by whoniaoc-uer shall eiguifie 60 rauuh 
vnta you, iia if owr letters did mention the sami!, 

"We pray yon let thoea of the generatlitiB employe lliemselu.eB in 
ptontingo of migcr-caaea and tiuub, kb well (u othere, that by their in- 
dustry theriji they m.ly be mainteyniid hCFtAfter. 

" Compkiiict js a\aiiw timt lien.' to foro Uisre hath bin an abuse of 
ehooteingc of tbe ordinanco, wherof ao mncb hurt hath ena-ucd, and 
prodigall cipence of powder in the iJiihcla Vpon etiery alight nnd vaine 
Qcca^oD to ealut-c tbe cO'iiicinge, and goeinge, tind kndiage, and jollitie 
of goiiemoure, ciptoiiies, and Bhype, which cuatomeondabiifle his mniestie 
hii-th Mere forbidden vpon the Thamoe a-t iiis oomeinge and goeing from 
Greenwich and oth-er places which are intimated Ynto yoa, asau example 
*o followej, which we douht nob but that in your wisdome and prouidence 
you will. 

" We haue sent yon a Binale remembrance, which yon ahali receiue by 
the master, Fiz., one rundlett of sack Eind two auger tgfe^ 

"Tbe order of Court for all tobacco to be sent into England and 
deuidcd here, hath tin conBidered of, and is agreed shallbe continued 
and be gf force. 

" 'ITi-a lost thinge we mention voto yoa ia that we chcifly recommend 
to be remembered, and it ig vpon occafiign of Powells bijing witb you, 
whom your people call Gaptaioe Powell, and by whom we lately re- 
cciued letters from yOU ; this man aa yoa knows bath his recourse by 
commisaioD from th« St3.tes, with other Uuteli and Eiigl^h, to the West 
lodrca, from whence ttoy haue retired, and made tlieir reiuleuoue at the 
Sommer Hands, wher bringinge auger, oyle, and other victuiLlla gotten 
"by trade or pilluge,. we knowo not whether, but being such tfungcaoH 
please the people well, they willingly entertaine him and snch others 
with great applause, Against thea entcrprizes and practiaea we haue 
liero to fore giucn yon speeiall wameinge and dircctiona in your instruc- 
tiO'Ua, which we memaile joil doe not better obaerae, nor see the danger 
that may eaeue. And amonget othurSf thai Mr. Lang, your preacher," 
should BO applaud and eeeke by liis eloquent letters to wione ts ta the 
likeinge and approueinge of thoea conraee, aayeing we must by all 
meanea endeauor and aecke to weaken our enemies, and help to pull 
downe the members of Anti-Christ, with other such like reasons, the 
common obiectiouB of our modem theenea when they meitue torobbe the 
Spaniarde, Once Bgaine wo admonish you^ and praye you that thia 
affectinge of auch purchaae may bo layde aside, not alone for the vn- 
lawfullnesse of it before God, but likewise fw the danger may hereby

eiL»ie to lis, by complaihcfc of the Spimish that we suffer ami abctt yuu 
ill tliea coursis, whgrby Itia msitstk may rightly recall our patent for 
ahuseing-c tif it, ^at clieifly to your aelUieB, by su/fetinge auch to Lave 
accesae, to be faniilier with your entranco and. land etrengtli, as may 8C1DO 
coiiHOrt mth Others like theniijelucfi to surprize your fortea on a sounlaine, 
and to make thoes Iktiila tiieirs, which inity fjrotle a stroiiug fort for 
tliceuetj and a greater pl&u^'e fgr cbristians tbftu ig Algiur by tJnj Twrquiali 
pyrat'ta, than wKicli, if such a iiieiclicife b1ioil1(1 so fall out, it hnti bill 
b<;ttLT tbey ha.d nifoer bin bonie that are the causes of it. And BBBure 
youtseluea, tliough carelgsse BQCoritie maye make you iLot to f^ru it, yet 
thoea pyratfa abroad baue an aimciage at it, and your owne ^^cciplo by 
knowtiing them too well, will yoold to tiik« tbeir partes, wlnen you ahaU 
not be able to with etand it ; ami the Sponiali knaweings tlie entojcoursc 
of rouera to tliocs ilanda {as they doe already), doe hold it iutollorable to 
be Euffred, and is likely will iustly make au attempt to coote you out, 
when neither you nor wee ahall preutiit it. If all this may not auffim to 
cause you to banish all entertain ement of thes, that tliey may not bO' much 
m liArbour in your rodea-, uorcoma aahorp. aud tbat you doe not stricktly 
Teatraine your owne to goe out in auch casca, wee ahallbe foroeci to take 
each farih^ji* cours(>s and dir^tion from his maiestie as shall be requesite 
in thifl case to redrease 3t. 

" We would glftdy receiue from you and your counsell a note, apecifie- 
in^ what number and utaiaier of ordinauce and muuitiou \e ther at tliis 
present for the siietye of the ilanda, for wo find that a great qtiantitie 
and aimibcr luiae biu tlnther eejit and Iflft, and wer at Captoine Tuckers 
couiLiinge thence, and store of powder, 

" Mr. Caswyll has here monetl the Court to write vnto you in the be- 
haliu of hia brother iu lawe John )Vard, who fonni'rly was iu qu(«tioii 
criminally, and afterwards pardonned, which the Court approneth ho far 
fortii aa their li'ttere patents allowe, and doe pray you in his bL-iialfe that 
he may be wtill reputed and esteemed ther, so far as he behaues huaselfe 
orderly and well, without any imputation of thingee formerly pasaod, 

" Also we desire iliat the rwiucsts of Mr. George Smithe, according^ 
to an Order of Court, maybe effijcted. We earnestly praye you that thia 
shyp may not b« atayeil ther, but diapatched to returoe with all gpcede 
poaaiblu. If this Htlu magazin be not better respected and satKllL'fJ by tlie 
iuhabitanta noc man will hereafter aduenture, they puttinge all their 
trash tobacco vpon it. And so leaiiLnge you, together with your charge, 
to the protection of the Aliaiglitie, wo rcat your very louviug fruinda. 

Subsigned with diners of the Lorda and many of tlie 
cbeifa of the merchandsj wherin the pointes that tha 
Goaerimur found, iu his opiuion, etroage and vnrecoucile- 
abl&, wer; firatj in that place wher he is eiiioyned that all 



the tobacco be sent undeuided into England; and jet pre- 
eentl^ after, in two other places, ho is prayed, admonished, 
and charged, to haue an eapeciall cam for the good of the 
magazin that the payments be made in good tobacco, that 
tber be pres.ent pay, and old debts gotten in. by his assist- 
ance. He sawe not how he could act the one bnt Toust 
violate the other. If all the tobacco wer sent for England, 
eccordinge to that ficst ininnctjon, how oould the magaaia 
be preseutly payed, aa the second required^ if the magazia 
wer presently payed in good tobacco, and old debts re- 
conerod, how oould all the tobacco be sent for England ? 
Another pertiotder (which he apprehended to be perplext 
and obsciire) was concemeinge Powoll and the receipt of 
the Dutch. In the beginnings wherof tbes very men and 
shyps are by themselues confessed to be eoai missioned 
from the states of the vnited Prouincea (allyoa and freinda 
to his maiestie), and yet sodainely after, by the same bands, 
they are atylcd pyrates and rouers, and sfcrickt eommandg 
(not without thrimts) imposed vpon him by all meanea to 
keepo them out of his harbours, and in all thingea to vse 
them aa enemies, by which course he nowe found him sclfe 
to seeke how to distiugui&h in thes kinds betwixt honest 
men and theeues, if such aa had lawfull and authontique 
commissions wer to be held aa pyrates, who wer the sea- 
men aod marriuers that he wag to tate for honest men ? If 
men lawfully commissioned wer to he esteemed and used as 
honest men, why are thea with anch feruour excluded? 
And, besides, who could haue imagined {vnlesse by inspira- 
tion) that thoea wer to bs held for knaues, and shntt out of 
dores, in tbes Ilauds, when the very saiuo passe for trUdi 
men, and are dayly receiued into all harbours of Euglaud, 
and vsed as freinds ? 

Some other thinges and passa^ea ther wer besides (as he 
tooke them) that gnuo him iuat cause to wonder at the 
letters, and misdoubt for hlmselfe, for which I will referre 
you to this hiy onsueinge answer, thus entitled : 
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To iho right nolle ai'd worthy the Lords anj others of the 
Honorable Cuin}iaiiif of Adtienturers, for the Sommer 
Hands. 

" Right Honorable Cotupauy, — I begio thea my letters wher my last 
ended, at the Garlands Itaueirge of ua, when iindingc noetliinge uipre 
important than aoiiie newi; worcka of Jortffication and renewmenta. of the 
ok], I Yiresently fisll vpoo them. Tikis last past yeare therfora I haae in 
Hiia kind perfected tliea pieces followeinge : — First, I hEYg smick a platt- 
forme vpon tliat rock which flaunukerB the KioffS Caetle, being the very 
8Kme that by an Order of the CtiiLtt jrou hauc here to fore enioyiiisd to \i<t 
furtefi<d^l, yet neuer aiitientured vpon vntUl iiowe, Qud upon it I have 
pknteil tiue peiices of good ordioauuc, threi; wheraf wer with much tojlo 
(iHid eoiiie perticuler charge to my selfe) weighed out of tlit wrcackt 
Wnrwickf and now they nil of thetit playe with groat freodomo and ad- 
uaDtagc Vpon that haThoura chanetl; tlieir carriageB are nil newe of 
caider; I have, heBides (as an accompliahiaent of that worck), myeed 
a Bmidf riKloubt of caidtir, muEkctt proofe, to secore niad gard thoes 
ordinatici;, and haiio liooored tho whole peece (being aucli a one, I hope, 
as iniiy Hduuuturu it aelfi? vpon a cttnaure) by uKmela^a it South-lLaioptoii 
Fort. Tliia being perfeuted^ I biigan the rvcouery of the burnt redoubt 
in the Kings Caatle, wliicil is restored, and ruder it 1 have cutt (out of 
tte maiue rook) a conuenieut pkttforma, wheroo, vpon ncwo carriages, 
1 liaue mounted seven peecea &f great ordinance, which are of great vac, 
for the fouadringc of any shyp tliat eliaU attempt a pageage by forw, as 
being lodged to fihootii into her hould ; and bcaidea tbey oommand into 
eucry nooke of tlie harbonr, and I halie bin bold to Call it Deuouatyrea 
Kedoubt. From hooce 1 w-ent bo the other plattforme, that Bhootea it 
Belfe more out to uea-ward, wher, findtage scarce two peecra aeruiceable, 
I haue ncwed aad renewed all of tliem vrith Eubstautiall carriages, imd 
rBuiountfKl the put-ces. So that you bane at tliis prtiauut three and 
twentyo peeces of ordinance in gard of the harbours moutbe, whei you 
bad not fiue any way Buruiceable at mine arriuaU ; and no-we I dare 
(modeatly) afhruie it tf> he snfliciently fortified. Aa for the hai'bom' of 
&t, George's, it is too far short of being so, yet must rest na it is, vnless 
you will allowe meaDeB t« succour it. I haue alao Ihia somraer Huiahtid 
Uie framed Churche at St, Georges, and when you send me bolla, it shall 
tame a stveplt?. The mount likewis& is up ftgaint?, aad swubd foote higher 
than before, 1 hope it will proue lont'-liiuid, to which end I haue giuen 
it a triangioler forme, and keyed it at the corners below witlj Babstaotiall 
poates. You have also a newe Btorehotiae vpon the warrfe at St, Georgea. 
I have hnilded, likewise, eight newe botea, and diaperaed them to tho 
gunaers of tlie fortes whoo had none before, and the rest are with me at 
the towne to iiiiaw«r all oceasions. 

And thua hath tiiia yearo bin expended in thea kindiia of worcka, the 



tnakeing of altke ; the sweet aito ttnd excelknit touiperaturc which we 
euioye are eswedhii;* paturall for the womies. The mnlbeny trees a.k) 
(as for SA I remeuiber) alt-ugc-thsr rescmblont to tLoea I liaiie saiaie iu 
the hast qilck niakcuigu places, and they i^ncrcaae escewliugly and will 
ba q^uickly iii intinit-e nuiJiberH. Neither ia the obserimtion to bt; slighteJ, 
much lesae degjdced, that such spid«rH hL'tc iia worek abroad, mate per- 
fect stick, both in respect of strengtU, e-ubetauce, and colour. As for Uie 
disDourageiiientB you haue formerly receiued herein from one Pctw, a 
Frenchman, I am credibly informed by diuera here that protest they 
he&rd it from |u$ own@ mgathii in Lpudon, since Ma returno, that be 
batb. sayd that ther are not better trees our a better place in the world 
than thee Ihimlfl fortlmtend; and being asked why then he reported 
tbe i^uito coiitrAry vnto yoQ, his a&Hwer wa^ tha.t oLhtirwise he shoulJ 
nauitir liaiie gotten home to his cuoutry, and that heataniodthe 'wormeson 
purpose to that euteut, Thier is noe great cost belougs to tbis eiperimciit-, 
aud if you Bhallbe pleased to maika it once ngaine wUUat I am in your 
ecruice, I shall Bot faylii jou in any part hcjtcof helonginge vnto ine. for 
the desire you haue to drawe the people from their e^uessine toyla ojii 
platitiDge of tobacco, you sauc me thut labour, and baue ttiJLeu the bust 
of courstia for it by yoUr nOn diuident order of tobateo, m I shall ffuther 
manifest wlnjii 1 ouaie to that poynt, and you will liad I leare thu ueit 
crop doe I wliaE I can. 

"Accordinge to your cOmmandB, the bayhfl^ are (Commanded froJn 
their thirties, uuen this yeare, tor so some ioyfull and not lesae thaaia- 
Bultiuc letter of prluate meu. expound yoiu" general], which el es might 
hftUB bin more charitably enterprcteti ; yet are they enioyned to thu duf 
execution of theit places (aa your will ia also), at which they ahaike their 
beads aud quote scripture to nie, that the labourer is worthy of hia hire, 
and 0.00 man goeth on warfare vpon his owns cost ; aad truly I am per- 
ewaded if they had bin bat heard before they had biB coDdisnmed ([ 
meoni? thy mwt of thuQi), tliey would uot haue appeared ao vnworthy as 
you deliuer them unto ine. Full well you knowe that none ore more 
obiected to iiiaMce aud alaunder than pubiick men, and I h»ue heard 
that the litconneucieB are many aud weightie that may ensue the giue- 
inge awaye, by an ouer-ready beliefs and applause, to the tradiieeinge 
of such. How&oever, sure it ia that it must neeJs make ill for me and 
my comtiiandB when all my eubordiuate offictrs &re to acnie me thus, 
vpon their owne purses, as Toliiataryes. 

" I haue recouered as muchamber-grflcceaaamounta in all to twentye 
eight ouucea three quarters and a halfe. I haue payed tlic finders here 
their moyetye, after your Order of Court), the which atth-e rate of three 
pouuda the omice (iat so much I haua allowed them) ariseth to fortic 
three pounila sis. shillings three peuce. You allows me, by the aame 
bfdef, ten groats on euery ounce whicli cometh to iovxe poimda aud 



iQBpccially gTnin.era, "without Vihlah how can tie contimiall decayeinge 
carriagiB of yoTir ordinancft be supplitd, or bo much aa hootes made for 
yguT people to fieh ; or to what purpose have I fiftie good peecea of 
ordinance nowe well mounted Tritliin tkree miles coiiii:iaa& of me? 

" Aa for the last yeares rotten crop of tobacco (if you pleaso to reniem- 
ber) I wrote to you suspicioiialy of it then, and aory 1 atn I proued 
Bo true a prophet. But the iinpositioii of three pence on the pound 
is yet obaemed to amoimt "well nigh to ft thousand pounds aterlingt;, and 
glad the people would haue liin to haue found a liEle more of it heatowod 
towards a publick Securitie. I am bound vnto you for yObr acqnittingQ 
of me from that of which I hope I aliall neaur hs gailtie : I lu^iane of 
being the least cause of this liadd ■ware ; hop shall I fayle yon in ray 
word nor braatfi credilt with you, but pcrfomie my very heat and most 
attcntiue cndesuour, so far as my skill and aathoritie can exact an 
amends ; hut I doe not remember that I Wrote eo absolutely of this 
point, aa you tull uie of. 

"Your newe resolution in yoiir gri^t Court about fiagar-caneB and 
vines I wish may fall to your wish, yet I hold inyselfe bound to tell you 
freely that I find not the grouada. therof anawerable to your hopes. True 
it is thftt the canes at St, Georges and ela-wher growe conueniently wdl 
Sfttie that they are extraordinary Riiort in the iointea), but ther can not 
ho found one share among twentye that will afford on& acre fitt for 
them ; yet eliall I giue life to your ibjunctioii with all diligence ; and t& 
this end I bare already made a passage tbroagli the trihcs where X find, 
the people generally in distaste of it, and many of the heat vnderatftnderfi 
altogether dispayreingij of any good effect, {md much they Beetiie to 
wonder that any experience fetched from hence should hegett such a 
proicct. Aa for certain propositions produced in open court, ppcteodod. 
ypon thee respecta, but eutended to eufn'oge the commis^jon, it hath 
pteafied you to hold me ■capable of, and with all f alMy conueyeinge close 
imputatiouB to the woundinge of my repatation, I shall ueuor belieue 
that ao noble and iust liands aa yours will euer eubscribe to their passage, 
nor I hope sbiill I euer deserue it. 

" Concerueiuge vuiea here, I confesec they consemed me much this 
Springe, for bo admirably wer they taken and sett at the first, that I 
verily thought to haue preaentiid you with a vcssell of Sommer-Ilaiida 
wine, and to that eud had them, diligently teuded and fenced, but when 
I expected their matureing, not one cluster of fiue hundred came to per- 
fection, but growcioge into a kind of hardn esse and ahyncinge lite n 
home, they still proued rotten instead of being ripe. Whence this cause 
of miscarriage and aicknesae proceedea Some vigneron rauat teU you^ 

" But since you are so graciously incliued to pi-oiectora, giue me leaue 
to proue one among tije rest. I am pcrswaded that there is not a fayrcr 
hope of any staple comnioditie from hence (besides tobacco) than the 
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that HOC tonng;e Ii.ith presumed to bo so bold with you, aa to iufome 
againat me in that kiud. Myaelfi; and your gunner practice with duiube 
Bi^ea to Baue your Jjowder, for wull we knewe what smaJe q^ftantititi we 
had, and nowe fearo how litle wni aha.Il liaiie. I quiatioried Mr. Kcii'Iall 
about the ovtrinuch lessinninge (for one yaare) of tliat store of powdei' ; 
as it ie wtt downe in the inueutory, left him by Capttiiue Tiiditjr, 
wboae aiiawcr wjia tliat Captaiiie Tucktr at his gofcinge awayo com- 
manded tLat flj] the ordiDaiice in your lElaiida should exprease (as all 
thioge-B ek did) a ioyfull partioge, and that tlioiice grewc both that vrmt 
of powder and diEmountfinCB of your ordinance ; wliea I dopatt, th^ete- 
foppi I will doe it sylently. 

"I Lave recfiiued the one rundlett, and two aoger-loffls, whiish il 
JileaBtth you to style a ftliiAlti reaiiitnbranCeT but thanptfylly I bold tt a 
great one, bi'cauBe it comes from you. Your constaiicye io your owne 
order of CoutE, against the diudent of tobacco hero was no soner bete 
but in the tribcB, and i^arge bad I th^Aq youi lettyrs belore many 
lamcntyinge men came vpon me. Sir (sayth one), I am a kind of 
chirugien, and haiicinge cured many this yoare vpon crcdatt, I nowe 
heare I am to goe into England for payment. I hane lent corue (sayth 
another) this last hard winter, to ht payed in tobacco this yeare, and 
eaimd some liuca with it, must I goa to London for it? A tbird tells 
me iu plaine tearmca, that Ginoe matters are como to tlds paese, ha will 
not sett One plaot of tobacco all the utisi, ycare, whom (for esauijile 
sake) 1 dupt by the heeler. But vpon thes forowameinges, adaiaeiitgg 
with the counsell bow to Batisfic yon, and liecpe a quictt hero, it vae 
thus resolved, and is anawcralily perfo-rmed, I hope, without offwuce to 
you. First, that noo man ahull diiide his tobacco, Tulesae he can produre 
voder hia vndertaliers hand an admittance and couetiatit for a diuiEioii, 
or giue in a certificate vpou oatlie, that be bath recoiued noe supply at 
all thia years from England, Secondly, that in respect o£ many dt'tt* 
growen betwixt partyc and partiu Yix>n most vrgent occasions, as to 
smithes for fish-booli^ aod tooles, carpenters for botes., etc, ; it vsi 
found necessary that for this yeare all siiigle dettB Tuder the valae of 
££tio pounds of tobacco should he dlachar^d and payed out of tbe 
lumnipc of enery suflh dcptors crop, a note being to be putt in that bo 
much ia to be defanlked at the diuiaion with you out of hia part. AbA 
I i;RrneBtly craue that iu theis deuiaiona with you thur may bo all eqmill 
and iuBt rtapect had to the coutL>nb of tbe people licrt^, otherwUe I ims 
much cause to feare that thelc clamours will proue both loude and 
dangeroim. 

"Ab for the extraordinary Dutch and English that haae bin here this 
yeare, I uioat coufesse rayselfc umta^ceu in the receipt of them ; and jot 
I oduiHcd with your iuetructiouB before their admittance ; wher fluda- 
inga the title pyrabe giuen (osuch as werto be excluded, and. autUeutique 



witli these, I therby became (I nowe perceiue) oiier bold 
h ; and with the more caae was I hiirrifjd to this boldnesae, 
"Hit that at that tLme we wer in great and yrg'ent need of 
'ta, B,s a.ho that such and tbe yeiy same are harboured 
■■Iftnd itBelfe. But I Tvill no6 farther diue into tbia 
ire yoor will shallbe absolutely performed, so that 
loe farther occasions to meruailo afc my miaob- 

T, Mr. Lang, and hia eloquent letters, us you 
■me I knewe or heard either of them or hia 
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.J recQiue, so 1 banc as gladly sent you a note of 
. and raunition wc have, he well good as barld, and you 
...ict it and call me to account ] you haue the coansella hands to 
aim. Compareinge it likewise with tbe note you had from me the 
laat yeare, iu my generall letters, you loay fin.de how I bauo carried 
myself-e in mRtter of expence that waye, X desire, tlierfore, it may bo 
luhlickly reade. 

" You hana eeut yon also a certifloate -of tbe receipt of the com- 
munioEi cap, belopgingi; and bequeathed to Pembroke tribe,'" 

ITiat I haiie not bin forgettfuU of that point in your instriictiona 
which coDcemes Deruants alienateiage themselues from, their masters 
ice, mine actions may witne^ for me, aa also that laws to that end 
acted in our general! asaembly, Aa for the jierticulera in this nature 
commended to my redresaii I haue dispoaed of them after your prescrip- 
tiona for I dm^ not vary; and yet I must needs saye that vpon due 
examiuatjoD I found some materiall partes, and diuers circumstantially 
dissonant from what (I believe) yon wer« posseesed with all, ao that 
could wish {if not in my time, yet in some other mans hereafter better 
entrusted) that your absolute commauds la thes kindes might bo 
sweetened with some wholsome prouisoes and referenceaj for you can 
instruct me of the perill of grouudinge a de£nitiuc conaiire, vpon the 
hearesuye of one aids only, and will teache me that euen. very good 
en oft timca are willfully blinded with &e1fe loue, and their owno 
iteresta. 

The annexed note yon send me, Bubsoribed with Mr. Daniel Tuckers 
e, conteyTieinge a perticulcr of such thingea aa lie desireth to be 
dred vuto him hath had its full due from me : aod yet haueing thus 
fnllj righted him, how can I be sure -will noe more impottuoe nor 
eomplftine? if h*t hath charged me with iniuBtice in this point or any 
otliur (as your letters seemt to implye), I ahall looke to be righted liy 
him also. StraUnge it ia to me that you are pestred thus with plninctifi^a

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aa 70U speako of : truel; the groiinds could not be fetched tiom miae 
(only) two monethfiB time, but it may he tLicr was noe oHun cause at nil, 
eaue their own willfall malice, or fond tredulitie. The shjp, indeied, 
that weut om from us tUe last y«are, I find (by aomc priuate inftima- 
tiona) to bo as fouly fraugbted with fal^ reportca as rotten tolmcco; 
but I would it wer aft well within my power to ciire the one, as you mny 
the other, go shouhl thee bo noe diaconbcTit. It ia performed on yout 
part, if you be but pleased to practise a Bospension of beleife atid cen- 
sure, remembring that I am your piiblick seniant, and three tlioueaiid 
niid 8ome hundreda of mil^a distant from mine accuaera. 

■"The crop of tobacco sent vnto yoli by thia ebjpinge, hath a very 
^Derail hope setlled ypon it of restoreing you to Bome codtente what the 
couraes hfiue bin, that I hauc held to that end may appeare by a lawe 
enuacted to that purpose in our gcnerail assembly^ and it hath had its 
due execution. If w« fayle nowe (which God forbidd) I shaEl find 
reason to enchue to the commone voice that all our tobacco is abaolnttfly 
spoyled at the aoa, and this may either be by tatoing in of salt-water, 
as certainely it did the laat ycare, or (which I rather thincltj by being 
ouereona packt into the hott IloiiM of the shyp, and bo being newe anij 
greens, and not haneinge had ita due worckinge abroad, it becomoB ouer 
hettte, and so worcka out the very heart of it ; and the rather I am jq- 
duced to thk beioife, vpon an experiment in mine owue case the lost 
yeore; when haueiage bought a euiale parcttll of tobaeco vpon the 
cboycest iudg^nienta here to preaent my freiiida with all when it came 
iato England, it proU'cd as badd aa the worst: when yet a rowie of the 
very Bame lumpe reserued, reraainii to thia daye, exceedeinge well 
coloured, and very strong and good. If you will bane, therfore, perfect 
tobacco from hence, I am pcrawadcd, you must be contcnteJ to lett it 
reat with iis one winter before it be exported, and so fetch it awaye in 
the spriog : neither should 1 one lott mlstrusti this our present crop, wee 
it not for being ouer hastely ehypt. Thia I am full sure of, that at ita 
partinge from us, it appeare'l to all mens vewe aa fayre, likely, and well 
conditiouod need be. Well knowen it la that the Spanish tobacco rt- 
mainea for the moat part a whole yeare before it be ahyyit awaye : you 
may doe well (especially if you find yourseluea still agrigucd) to make a 
triall witli us, by acndinge one bark (aa hitherto) about September for 
the moyetye of our crop, and to lenUe the other hdlfe vntill the apriug, 
and then &e«d out a Becond bark for that part, and bo jseeordinge as you 
shall find cause and proofe to proceede or relinfjuiahe. IliR ohargo of 
this cOurfte (the vcSsells being but smale) will bo all one with tlie former, 
and besides one maiue encouragement maybe added herevnto : tliataa 
the seaBon of the springe will bo lesae dangerous, and more agreeable for 
your fresh-water aoldiera and pfwsengers, the retiime o£ your ahypinge 
vnto you more certaine aad opportune, and their staye and atteudaaM 
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here in hftrbonr fair ahorter, and bo leaae chargeable, The wiDda like- 
wise in the moiaetha of the apridge ate, for the most p&rt, eiLsterly with 
you, aad bo serne fsyre to TjringyoyrBhyps hether : and being Lere tliey 
seldome faylo of ftndinge of tliem fsuorabte homewardg. For mine owtie 
part I protest vnt-g you ; I haue talcen ell the cajc that I poesable could 
to g:ivc you content in thia pcrtionlep. If I fayle f&p all tliia, I will ac- 
count it one of aiy miafortunes, and yet will not dispayre of a fauomble 
ceiiBUiCk Biuce it is not within tlie power of any ouo man in tlie world, 
nor of all of them to preuent all accidental! ilia. 

"The aniale creden-ce I find giuen in po'intes ot the highest nature, 
together with some captious apprehenaiona that I hearo of, ieaah me to 
stand vpon my garde in the meanest. 1 pray, therefore, giue me wae- 
rantize what sliallbe done concerndnge yotir ouer many bulls her^: vrs 
bane of them almoat aa noany of the one 8i2x es tbe other. This years 
you hau& fius caUiea, and three of them bulls ; it is appareut that they 
not only liazard a Bpoylc and miscarriage in the cowoe, hut by their con- 
tinuall flghta endanger one another. If I sliall cause tlie old bulla to be 
geltf it is tfiu to oni) but. they die wilU all ; but if not, aud thut they 
ahoald scape, yet hereby wiU they sone make the only ground that we 
haue to bteede ttiem ot (which ia the only ^jround you aUott me to 
make tobacco ou), too etraiyht ancE narrowe to euetaiiie them. In truth 
I rauat mnfeaati I am not able to apprehend what benefitt may arrise to 
this plantftiop (in the peaceable -condition it breathea in) hy nonrishiiige 
stecres, or barren cattle here. Some tber are (they saye) that would 
posaesse you with the eicellencyefl of makeihge theui draught beaatea for 
the plough ; it may well be that tliey haue bad more erperieuee in that 
oecnpation, and are truer bred to it than inyselfe, yet reaaoa tella me that 
neither the vnenen eurface and posture of our Jslanda, nor the es:ceed- 
inga lightnesso of the aoyle can either allows or require them.. To your 
absolute iniuufitionB in this, as in all other the like, I aubmitt mine 
eiecutiona here (for I would be loath to be found gmltye of the lejigt 
contempt). Since, therefore, you liaue me thna at yonr command, it 
followeth that yon become the more aduiaed and wary in your oom- 
niands; and soe we arc on both sides likely to doe well, neither ia tlier 
iosae rtanjfiir on the contrary. 

"■'And thna (as I tate it) I bane giuen you the fall account of uny 
Bnbmif&icii and obedience to your general letters and ordere of Court, as 
also of the general employments of myselfe IB your seruice thia last past 
yeare. Maoy other occasioDe, both for your publicli and mine owne 
priuate, vrge me to enlarge rayaelfe vnto you aa au humble auter, but I 
haue spcdd but ill hctherto, and loath I am either to disqnictt or diacon- 
tent you in being aolicite*!, or myaelfe with being denieil, and therefore 
with a resolute patience 1 forbefire, and attendiuge all opportunities to 
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express^ tiiiiie afTcctiotiBte sstoice, test ta(mi ready to be cottimanded to 
my vttermost aliilitiee. Katb, Botlbr."' 

Bufc "before the enBealinge or wnteio^e- of tLes letbers, 
within SQcoB fourtGeno days aftei" the magazine shyps arri- 
ua!l, tlie Gouornonr made a passage tlirougli the tribes ; the 
which he did, partly to take order for the generall pla,nte- 
ioge of sugar canes, to acc|uaint the people with that 
iniunetion, and to take a uewe of what quantitis of gronnd 
might be found proper for them, and partly to see the 
choyce of the triers of tobacco, and accordinge to the news 
statute in that case prouided, to giue them their oathes, 
which being done, he returned to the towae; and presently 
vpon it, the first crop of tobacco (which he only looked 
after) heiQg finished and made up, the triera fell generally 
to their tflske, so that much fidaso and badd ware was 
bnmed at the owners dores, notwithstandeinge Ondeiuge 
both by Keare saye and eye-sight, that the aflfayre ai^d 
execution hereof was not so throughly and stricktly carried, 
as he entended it should ha, and expected from theui as 
sworna men, ts Cauaod newG c[lLickeningfi warrants for ye 
redresas of this conniuence to ba directed downs to all the 
bayliea the second time, the which opce more sett the 
buasinesse on foote, so that fresh bonfires ensued, and soma 
that had escaped the first brant payed for it at the second. 
Within a while after, the people generally (being; generally 
hasted and vrged by the Gouernour) brought up their to- 
bacco to the sbyppinge, the whiqh being done, and about 
some sixtie thoaaand waight therof laded vpon her, after 
aeuen weekea staye, she cleared herselfe of the harboar, anil 
made her wayo for England, the which was ths Bhortes.6 
time for staye, and sonest time in the yeare, that euer 
magazin ahyp y^t made in thes Hands since the plantation.

Ther went passengers in her for Englantl the quondam 
Gonernour, Captains Kendallj and Mr, Lewes [Hiighea]^ the 
minister. About fourteene dajea before her^ the smale 
barck of the we&t country of Eog-land (formarly mentioned) 
had taken her leaae, and vpon kor had bin laden to the 
qaantitye of about ten thousand weight of tobacco more, 

Noe soner wer thes shyps departed and of from the coast 
but a new sayle ia diBCOuercd, and proueth the same of 
which intelligence had bin giuen by the magazin ahyp. 
She waa called tha George, and came fraughtsd only with 
newe men and suppUeg. She came in generally well con- 
ditioned ; only lu the actiou of falHoge vpon the shore she 
was in danger, for bauoinge not carefully ynoiagh lookt out 
for the Hands, and the wind bloweing a stiff gale at south- 
east all the night, she found her aelfe by breaks of day so 
nere to the rockis, which waa her lee-shorej as justly made 
her affrayed ; so that the Castle giueinge the alarme by 
peepe of day, the Gonernour^ at the heareinge therof, con- 
cluded that if it wer a shyp that occasioned itj she moat 
needs be in perrill, and therupon presently went in person 
np to the mount J by which time, the daye beginniugo to 
breake and cleare, she waa discerned close under the land, 
and within a cables length of the rocks called the Breakers. 
Whervpon she ahott of a peoce of ordinance for a piloto, 
but by reason that the sea went so exceedinge high^ aud 
the wind blewe fiercely in at tbe hatboura moutho, noe bote 
could gett out to her, though diners essayea wer made, and 
the Gouemour himaolfo at the fortes to vrge them vnto it. 
She was putt to it, therfore, to trust to her ownc skill and 
fortunej the which proued so well, as within two hourea 
after sho safely moored herselfe in the Kings Castle harbour. 
By her the Gouemour raceiaed his second genei-all letters 
from the Companyj the most part wberof consisted of rein- 
forcementa of the contents of the former j and in perticuler 
that point was vehemently vrged that concerned the ex- 
's 
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elusion of all straungo shyps, the feruencyo wlierof gaue 
occflsion to the Gouernour to apprehend that some other 
Bocrett cansaa and motions maakeci vnder the colour of 
thoea published reasons were the Hfe-giuera to that so 
elaborate and diligent a prohibition, in ho much as to some 
of his most entrusted freiitds he eticked not to saye that he 
perceitied well ynoiigh that by such couraea as thes the 
aduenturers aimed aad entended to hold the hke tie vpon 
the iuhabitants of th0s I]aiiil& that the Spaniarde ^oth vpon 
hifl Weat Indies; and that they dQtorrained and ment to 
keepe them in a continuall necessary need of them, and 
affected not to haue them ouer-tiche, He wondered also 
at that clause in the letters that enioyned him to send all 
Powells debts due vnto him from the people here rnto thm 
into England, and was not sory that he had apparently noa 
meanes to effect it, at leasts that yeare. By this shyp also 
the certaine knowledge of such as wer vndertakers of the 
proiect for auger-canea was brought, and a certaine refiner 
of suger waa sent ouer to make an eaeaye, who, although he 
had (by his owns confeaaion) nener aeene a suger-cane in 
his life (so little care is ther generally taken for a through 
eJcp^rim entail knowledge in thea kindes), yet being pre- 
sently sett on worckj and by tho Gouernour aasisted with 
canes and menj &ome smale quantitie of browce STxger, 
which they call panele (and which with refineinge they saye 
proues very good) is produced, and seat ouer for an ineou- 
ragement. 

This ahyp had not long bin in harbour before (by the 
well-nosed drunckerds of the Ilands) b,Le was discouered to 
be well Btufft with liquourigj for the master of her {who was 
a true water-ratt), with his mates, and the rest of his com- 
pagniona, vndoratandinge the quick and nimble vent of that 
coinmoditie, had aboandantly prouided for themaelues that 
waye ; andj indeed, it is incredibly straunge to report what 
a hugs quantitie of thea hotfc composed waters are (mis) 
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spent yearely in those &male Hands. Will it euer be be- 
lieued (in England it selfe, which is yet too neere akinne to 
GermaDj in this ; in Spaine and Italy certainely it can 
neuer) that twelue himdreil persons (wherof the one halfe 
almost are women and childreCj and so noe drinekers in 
thia nature) should in three moneths space only coasuma 
and etnptye two thousand gallons of this hartbumeinge 
gfiare, by powceioge it doyme into their vaste mawes ? 
And yet thia is the least that (traely) can be aayd of it. 
HowgoeoeTj certaine it ia that the Gouemour, apprehend- 
inge that by this meanes, throngh the estreame greedineasa 
of the people that waye (all the tobacco being already ex- 
ported that Was worthe any thing's for which it was wont to 
be bartred) that thafc am ale store of eoine which by diners ira- 
porbatioDs was gotten in amongst them would be exhausted 
and carryed awaye which was nowa (by reason of the non- 
diuident order) the only meanes left them of entercourae and 
commerce one with another, he caused a prohibition to he 
sett vp Tpon the maino maat of the shyp^ that noe marriner 
whatsoeuer should sail any thinge for mony, but that all 
Bales ehonld only be made by waye of eschaonge and bar- 
tringe for such commodities as the Hands aflfordod of thera- 
Belues, or vpon creditt; and this vpon the penaltyo of the 
forfeiture of all such goodea and mooy as (contrary to tha 
Bayd iniunction) shonld be found so to be bought and sold ; 
all which notwithatandingej, ye contrary and breach hereof 
being adueutured vpon by some that hoped in a conceale- 
ment, discouBriea wer made vpon them and the penaltie 
inflicted, to the osatuplc of others. 

This shyp made staye here of eight or nine wciskes, vpon 
idle pretences and vame excuaes of her mastor, who, serua- 
iDge by the moneth, cared not how long he lengthened out 
his Toiage in a harbour. Bat at last (haueinge receiued 
Some harsh speeches from the Gouemour in check of his 
negligence) vpon the first day of ihe newe yeare, he weyed 
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anchor, and cleared himaelfo of the Ilanda, makeiagQ hia 
voiflge liomewarda by Spaine (being so etiioyued by hia 
ownGra), to tho much wonder of manj who held it; a dan- 
gerous improuidence. And thus, alaoj ended the first yeare 
of Captaine Batler his goaerment. 

With the very first of his second yeare he held hia third 
generall assize at St. CJoorgea ; and (as at the former) a 
grand inry wa3 empannelled, and two petye jurya. The 
Gouemour himaelfo also gaue the charge, and satt as cheife 
indge. At this seaaion fewe eriminall delinquents wer fonnd 
at the barre, the which (aa i t seemed by his open profession) 
gaue him good coateot. The cheife act of note was con- 
cemeinge the hayltSa of the tribes, who .wer all of them 
endicted vpon a neglect and breach of tho newe statnte in 
that case made and prouided, in not g^iuein^e a beginnioge 
and entrance in due time to the worck and bnildinge of the 
pubbck bridgesj to which, they pleadinge guiltye, wer fined 
by the Court in ten poundes of tobacco a man, to be be- 
Btowed towardes the erection of the aayd bridges; and this 
occasion was the rather layed hold on that by it (by waye 
of example) others might take heed how they offended in 
the like hind; fqr. Since tho bayliffa could not be spared, 
bow wer others to expect it. Duroing this assize, it wa8 also 
ordredj at tbe counsell table, thatj wheras it had formerly 
bin a frequent practice to carry about in the night time 
palmitoe leaoea, fired and flameingo, to the much feare and 
danger of honest ciuill people, lu firein^e their houses and 
groundes; that from thence forward the aayd ill cuatome 
should be absolutely left of, and that vpon the penaUye of 
one hundred pounds of tobacco, to be inflicted vpon euery 
inaster or a famely or haluer so offoudinge; and that all 
hired sernantSj apprentices, and boyes in the like case should 
be carryed to the constable of the tribe and wipt. It was 
likewise! concluded that alt handy-craft atti en, as smithes, 
carpentera, and the likoj were to take such paye aa the pre- 
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sent couditioTi of the place coald afford, ttat is to saye, 
tobaccOj come, potatooa, etc., and wer not to staud vppn 
tearmes of refusall to worck unlesse they had paym&at in 
ready monji which waa rarely to be had, as formerly they 
had used to doe. A rate also was proportioDed and sett 
downe for the paye and alloweance for the ferry at Barnt 
Point, which waa as that eaery pereou from sisteene yearea 
old and upwards should paye one pound of tobacco by the 
yeare to the ferry-mauj or whosoeuer ela did vnderfcake to 
keeps it add discharge it suflSciGntly. At the same time an 
iniunction waa layd vpon the churchwardenH of all the tribes 
that they should meete together; at two geoeral] prefist 
dayea in the years ; and ao to giue information of all abuses 
coacemeinge breachea of the Sabaoth, drunckenneaaej in- 
contiaencyej and the Uke crimesj vnto some oce raan desti- 
nated and appointed by the G-ousmoiir for that aeruice ; 
that therby their preseatmonts might be the better pre- 
pared and fashioned against the time of assize. Diners 
other controuersiea wer nowe also heard and discussed, being 
matters of plea betweene pai-tie and partie j and so, after 
two dayes espence, the Bayd assize was finished and dis- 
solued, The daye after waa bestowed in a geueralL traine- 
ingOj all the bayliffs and prime men of the whole plantation 
being commanded to be in armes. They wer leade into the 
fieilde by the Goiiflmour himselfe, wher he Likewise in 
person (for encouragement sake) exercised the battell of 
pikes, and commanded his liuetetkant to doe as much with 
the shott, which, being done, he caused the whole company 
to be equallye deuided into two smale battalions, and to be 
opposed one against another ; and then caused the wings of 
shott to be drawne out in Bin^rle files to a skirmage, after 
the Irish fight, the which he openly mainteyued to be moat 
proper for the Hands, both in reg-ard of the uueuennesse of 
the groHud as the generall thick couerts ; and, thus haae- 
inge held them in the feild about foure or five houres, they 
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wor with comiueD'ilationa (as ia truth many of them well 
desemed, being for tho most part very rcadye men) dis- 
cliarged and dismissodj eaerye man to his owoe home wilih 
good content. 

The towne being thus cleared of people, the Gouernour 
presently began to pursue some other affayrea ; aud with 
the first (vpon notice giuen of the abuse and spoyle which 
ensued by BuffL'ringe of bogies to goe lose, especially to 
tbe com^ij suger-caneSj and potatoes)^ he set out a proclatna- 
tion of rostrainct, wherby libertie was graunted (by wsye of 
poualtie vpon the offeudor) for any man to kill aud carry 
ftwaye all such hogges as (after the date of the said pro- 
clamation) should be found niDneingo lose abroad j but yet 
with this prouisoe, that within fours and twentye houres 
after, the partie so kiHinge of any of them shoold giue 
notice thereof to the bayliff of tho tribe, and produce prufe 
of due occasion. He at the same time mado three newe 
carriages for the ordinance in the lower plattforme of the 
Kings Castle, and spent two dayea ther in desreing of one 
of the best peeces which bad layne cloyed ouer euer since 
Captame Tuckerti time, tbe which, with much dif&cultie and 
after many trialls, was at laat oficctod, the shott being much 
rusted in the concauitie of the peece, aud her touch-hole 
fonlj cloyed with peecea of yron. He then also caused 
diners peaces of newo ground at St. Georges to be planted 
with auger-canes and vines. He built, Hkowisc, a ncwe 
large storehonsB of framed casder in a smale Ilandj being 
nere vnto the townes'-warfe, and fitted it for the receipt of 
all general] newe supplies from England by euery sliypinge, 
the which waa made with two dorea for the easier oonuay- 
ence of goods in and out ; by tho former want wherof the 
people bad austayned much spoyle and dammage in their 
pi'ouisions^ which wer sometimea, by acarcetie of botes and 
lack of stairssj wlndes to carry them awaye, forced to tie 
open to all woafchersj a, moneth or two before they could be

carried into tke maino. Great store of lime was also cgm- 
mandet] to be burnt, and the fort commandiii^ the tawue, 
called Warwick Castle, began to be repayrod and perfected, 
the whieh being left vnfinished by Mr. Moord, and neglected 
by Captaine Tucker^ waa conceiued by tlue troueruour as 
a necessary accomplishment, both in regard to its being a 
Bea marck aa alao that therin tho women and children might 
be bestowed, and preaerued from any soudaiue fury of an 
enemye (it being a strength not haately to be surmounted, 
but will require the mountauce of Bome ordinance, and with 
all that it oiight appeare, bq much the more worthy of the 
uoble appellation it was dibtinguiahed by. Thia done, he 
made five newo carriages for the ordiuaaue of Sraithea-Fort 
and mounted tha peecea upon them^ the olil English car- 
riages (which wer of elme) being rotten and nnsernicoable. 
From, thence he went to Pagetts Fort, where he layd a newe 
plattforniB vpon the topp of the rcdoubtj and beateiDge out 
a large and hanaome porthole he mounted a good peece of 
ordinance vpon a news carriage in the same place ; and this 
was done fcy reason of the vnseruiceablenesse of the old 
plattforme lieingvnderit; the which, by being ouer-streight, 
afforded not any due mannagement of the ordinance, and 
by its lieidge ou^r lowej and too nere the eca, was bo annoyed 
with the billowe, that euery fresh gale at east and north- 
east (which are the only proper windea to bring in shyps 
into that harbourj and so most require the vse of it), fills it 
halfe full of wateij and so altogether disableth the ordinance 
from woixkinge any good effect. This forte being thus re- 
leaued, the Gouernour begins to erect a newe fayra house of 
hewen stone at the towue, the which he makes with a flatt 
roofe, after the fashion which he had seene in other conn- 
tryes in paralell with this, and he built it of that substance 
and forme aUoj by waye of e!;ample aud enritement of others 
to doe the like, as moat proper for the nature of tho place 
and climate, in respect of titenease against the violent dashes 
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of raiuBj of strengtli against the migttia windca and sondaine 
hurricanoea, and far coolenesse, by the tliicknaaso of the 
walls arad the forme of the roofe ; and, besides^ most n&ces- 
Bary in regard of the Bubatanee ; for the saaeinge and pre- 
Beriaation of timber, which in a short time (if wasted as 
heretofore) must needs fall out very short and geason'; anil 
yet, iu all prouidence above all other thiuges to be made 
macU of, both for the vse of carriagea for the ordiuance 
and ye makeinge of the botesj wheras of stone ther ia an 
utLexhaustable atoro, and lime mqafc eRsily burned. This 
house (when it was finished) ho deatinated to the puhlick 
seruLce, and thence called it the Towne House, wherein was 
contriued (and fitted fqr the pQrpose) one very fayre and 
large rooine (of 32. foots in length, and 22 in breadth) 
for the holdinge of the Generall Ass&mbly. 

Whilst thes thiogea wer thus on foote in St. Georges 
Island and at the fortesj the biidges (which, as you haua 
heardj wer enioyned by an Act of Parliamentj and the 
bayliffa ammersed and eheut^ for their negleot therin) are 
BOW thxonghly BBtb forward^ and in action ia- the maine, 
diuera carpenters being, by the Gouemonra warmnt, pressed 
to the purpose, sud the tribes, m order, brought up to the 
TTorck, so that, after some monetha of being closely fol- 
lowed, foure very substantial! and conuenient bridg-es are 
erected and finishedj three of which wer so large and 
atroung that, although they wer of fortio, fiftie, and fonre- 
score foote in length, and had their foundations, and part of 
their arches in the sea, yet a well laden horse might safely 
passe ouer them^ At the samo instant, also, the gonerall 
high-wayes (enioined likewise by a statute) are cutt out, and

in all places pursued and pei-fected, by wliicli time the 
season for the entrance into tlie common employmonta 
about corne and tobacco comemge upon them, euery man i3 
dismissed to pursue bis priuate aad home affajr^s. Mucli 
abont the same timSj the Gaueraour commanded all the 
powder at the towne and the fortes to be broken vp and 
vewed. Snch wharof as he found required it, he caused to 
be layed abroad in the soune and driedj the which was done 
as well for the preparation, preseruatioHj and strength of 
the powder, sls to be surely enformed both of its qaalitie 
and qaantitiCj least otherwise halfe filled barrells and dust 
should be receiued and relyed vpon in lieu of good seruice- 
able and good etore. A proclamation came then abroad 
also for the presemation of wildo foule, and in particuler 
for the whits hearnes, for their breediuge time draweinga 
nere, it was doubted thatj by the encreaae of newe comioers, 
and especially boyes, a great waste might be practised upon 
tbem by the takeing awaye of their egges and apoyleinge of 
their nests. 

In the moneth of May 1621 upon Whiteson Twoesday 
(being the prefixt and firmed day by the statute)j the 
Sommer Assize began at St. GeorgeSj and lasted two dayea, 
wher-ftt w6r impleaded and tried by juries of 12 men, about 
some twenty seyerall actioos in ciuill canaee, Diuers indict- 
ments also vpon diners of the newe statutes being made^ 
foundj and presented by the grand inquest, wer sentenced 
accordingly. Some matters likewise in the nature of con- 
tempts wer censured by the Gouernour and couusell, sittlnge 
openly on tha bench, and about ten ciiminail persons wer 
ari'ayned vpon eeoerali felonies, and petit larconyesj fiue 
whereof (who had bin honae-breakera in the daye-time), being 
found guiltye and condemned, wer leaued by their bookea 
and buined in the hand; the rest openly whypt. Lastly, at 
the breakinge up of the assize, two orders (which had been 
debated and concluded at the counsell table) wer openly 
published by tho Gouernour Limselfe, the one of them about 
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tobacco, aa that ther should not be Buffrad to growe nor 
be made vp, vpon any one stalk, aboao the nuinber of ten 
leaues at the most; and that in the cureinge aad makeinge 
of it up^ a distinction ahoald be diligently practised of two 
kintleSj a better and a wrorsej or a prime aad a latter sort, 
and BO not to mingle and confound one with another, aa it 
had furmerly bin ; bat yet so that the worat part was to ha 
allowed for merchautable tobacco, by the censure of the 
triers, or els to passe to the fire. The other ordor waa occa- 
Bioned by aa abuse ordinarily practised by some conten- 
dous and hrangliiige speritts, who continually troubled the 
court with friuolous alight and raalicioua idle actions and 
sutes ; and by it was decreed thatj from th$nqe forwardj in 
all ciuill oonsea. between partio aud partioj which came to 
their triall by twelue men, the side cast should allowe vnto 
the jury to the valae of fours pence for euery person. And 
thua ended the Assize j and presently vpon itj as well for 
the divnlginge and atrengtheuin^e of ths fore -mentioned 
order about tobacco, a proclamation waa sett forth, the 
which also I haV6 thought fitt to deliiier vnto you Verbatim, 
that by this one the manner and forme of all others ther 
vsed may be kuoweij and censured 3S beiug first in vbq in 
this Goueraoura time, and by him introduced; and it waa 
as foUoweth ; — 

the Gouernour. 

" It beiug apparent that by tho negligence and abnsea lieretcfore tited 
and pi'tictifieii in thts Ilaads iu th.e ■cui'umge and makeinge up of tobtWW, 
the creditt und estimatian tberof is brought into contuiupt, and -well 
uigli vtterly lost, to the much ilfiiumage and Oiacouragement, Loth of 
the yndertakera aud plauter. And altlxough {for tlnj rodrtisee and [■«- 
conerye the.ruf) ther hath lately hill ennacted in our generall AsaemWy, 
aji Act and Statute Lawe especially fmined and cooitriued to that and 
and purpoae, yet it being considered that uoethiuge can be done too 
much for the cure of so infcctioua and dangerouB a disease, after Juii and 
mature consideration and aduisi^, both with the cQimaell and uther dis- 
creet and experienced peraona in thia affayre, it ia concluded and com- 
marided bj" the vertne hereof, and for the entent aforesayd that from 
tonce forward Cbeginuiuge at the dale of this preBcut) noe pereou nu: 
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p£;TsoDB inliabitinge or being within any of this Hands doe presama or 
practise ia the dressingfi, primeinge, and ahredtUage awaye of the 
suckers from their tobacco plAnta, to nouriah or Bufier t& growe abouo 
the uumber of ten leaucs at the must vpoo auy one stalk, as algo that ia 
the cTireitige and makeinge up therof, they fitricktly and carefully ob- 
eerua to distingaisL. and aeuer it iuto two sortus and kiiides, that ig to 
Baye^ hito a priiim Bort aiid a latti^r, or a better imd a irorso ; aad yet bo 
as that that lAtter and worst nott be found also, aud allowed by the 
triers, lor me rch and able) ws-re, accordjiige to thtj entent au'l meaiieiuge 
of the statute, in that case made and prouided, or otherwiBO to be 
hnrned at the owuers dores. 

" And wbL'raa, vpon the perfonnanc^ exacted by this proclamation in 
the perticuler of the makeinge up of two eoites of tobacco, thus diatin- 
giuabed, aud by ogcasion tlietof, some vtujonsciosiable and perucrse 
people may bo fomid who being to paye their debts will doe it in the 
worst sort of tobac<;o only, and reaenie all the best for thefuseluea, 
wherby it ie conceiued that much disconteot, dificouragemeat and dlB- 
commoditie may ensue, especially to man\iall trades-men who are by all 
good vsage to be ch^risiied aad enuited to come amonpt ua, 

" Thes are m thia respect also to ordaine and appoint that all euch 
debts and payments aa aforcaayd be equally made and performad^ tha 
one halfe of them out of the best aod prime kind of tobftCCO,tUe Other halfe 
out of the latter and worst sort. And the^ pretniB^s, aud euety seuerall 
and tierti';uler clause of them to be carefuliy and reapecttully obaenied 
and followed, vpon, tlio penaliye of one huiidr^d waight of tobageo, for 
euery breatihe aod traus^rcssiou thcrof, of which aajd penaltye the one 
halfe tberof to be giuen to the informer, the Other halfe to be employed 
in ptiblick worcks ; and ako farther corporall punishment to be iutlLcted 
an gliall in jastieo and diiicretion be thought fitt, and aa the nature of so 
high a contempt deBem«th. 

" Straigblly chargeinge and commaudinge all coniiBellourB,baylLfFa, cou- 
atablefi, and all other inferior offlccra, na also all triers of tobacco that ahaU 
at any time hereafter haue an oatb admin istered viito them to tliat pur- 
pose, that they doe diligently and he^dfnlly examine aud looke aftxjr all 
Buch offuncea aud ofFtudors aa shall any waye violate and traUsgresae the 
contenta and meancinge of this prcaont proclamation, and vpoii the diS' 
coueiy of them to bring them out to justice. As th«y wiLl answer their 
neglect and contempt of this ao neceaaarye a eeruice at their vttcrmost 
perilJ. " Giuea at St, Georgen^ Maii 2&, 1621. 

"(Signed) Natn. Edtler," 

And thes wer the coateuts of this proDlamatioi], the which 
I the rather mSBrtj in respect that soma of the young- and 
raah beads, who fondly esteemed themselues riche rather in 
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a great quaDtitie of totacco than a goodj aea-etly grui3god 
acd grumblocl at thia limitation of ten leaaes vpon a stalke ; 
but not dareiug to aduenture vpon a breach therof, they 
wer left in their discontent vutill not long after by expe- 
rience they found an ample reoompence in the largeuessG 
of their leaucs, goodnesse and streogth of their tobacco. 

Much about this time it was that a aoudaine alarme was 
taken at the towne of St. G eorgesj and from thence speedily 
dehoerod vp to all ths forteSj a peece of ordinance being 
ehott of to that purpose. Fop one eueninge, about eight of 
the clock at night, the watch beiog vpon eettinge^ and the 
Goaernour ready to goo to beddj the mount-keeper (who 
hath an oath gtuen him to kecpe his due houres of lookeinge 
out to sea from the mount, and an entertainement of an 
hundred pounds of tobacco by the years for that seruice) 
came haately in vnto the Gouernonr, and informed him that 
he had made a discouerye of certaine botes and vessella 
lieing a bull (as he take itj to the northwards of St. Kathe- 
rainsa Point, as far out to sea aa he could possibly kenne; 
whervpou the Gouemour^ as well in regard of the time of 
the night (so that ther could noe farther vewe be taken of 
them from the mount)j the fittncsae of a light moone, and 
the fayrenesae of the winde, which then blewe an eagie gale 
at northeast, as that in his owne opinion^ he euer held that 
plate and that course the most likely to breed danger ami 
ofl'ence (being withall not vnwillings rpon any meet and 
due occasion to trie the readinesGO and t^peritt of his men) 
secretly callinge for the drumme of his owns Company, he 
commaDded him, in steed of his wonted settinge of the 
watch, to beate an alarms, the which being well and 
speedely answered by the garrison at the towne, and all of 
them quickly brought together and in arm,es vpon the warfe, 
they were deuided into three eqnall partes, wherof ona 
part of them being deliuered to Captaine Felgate^ he was 
commanded presently to carry them by bote to the man- 
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ninge of Pagetts Fort, and m hia w&je to gine warneinge 
to thoea of Smiths Fort to stand also vpon thoir garde; 
another part waa appointed to Liaotenant Buckly to lead 
Oaer by land to St. Kathetains Fort; and the last third part 
the Gouernour kept with himaelfe at the towne, wher he 
held them in arm'es all the whole night, himselfe in person 
heing very often with them vpon the g-arde. Sentinells alao 
"wer eaery way sett out, and Warwick Fort (which com- 
manda the towne) manned. And in this manner being held 
together yntill the neste morneiogBj at tho ordinary time of 
dischargeiage the watch {after lie had caused a throngh 
VBwe to be taken al! about from of the mount) they wore 
dismissed Tnto their seuorall omployements. ^Neither was 
it knowen for the present what vessella thes wer that cansed 
this alarme vntlil within a day or two after they wor 
found to be certaine boteg of the inhabitants of Hamhleton 
and Pembroke tribeSj who had layns out all night at sea to 
fish for sharks, of whose liuers they vso to make oyle, to 
eerne them in their lammpa ; and this waa then their arrant. 

Sommer being nowe well come on^ and the weather 
calms, the Gouernour made newe trialla for the reconerye of 
more goods and ordinance out of the wrackt Wnrwieh; but 
by reason her timbers -wer not yet throaghly rottenj nor 
her hold broke np, litle or noethinge could be gotten np at 
the ess&ye, Oaly certaine yron potts, kettles, croee of yroo, 
halfe pikeSj and the like, and one peoce of ordinance (bein^ 
the fourth that had bin fetched from her) wer weyed, the 
which peece waa afterward monnted at the dore of the 
Corps du Garde in the Kings Castle; and eerueth oppor- 
tunely to playe vpon the landinge place ther. 

Toward the end of tbia moneth (warneing haueiuga bin 
ginen to all the tribes) the Goaemonr made & passage 
through the maine, beginnings at Sands his tribe, whether 
he came by bote from the towne of St. Georges j and in all 
places as he went, he tooke a vewe of their corns and to- 
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baccot atid gaue a ve^ strickt diar^e concemeinge tie 
well curoinge and makeinge up of the one, atiii for the care 
and prcseruation of the other, By the waye, he also swore 
the triers of tobacco ; and wheras formerly ther had bin but 
two of euery tribe, he nowe encreased them to the number 
of tbreCj that so ther might bs a castinge voice. In the 
beginningo of July, he oauaed the port-holes of the ordi- 
nance in the lower plattforme in the Ktugs Castlo to bo 
repayred and enlarged, that thoes great peeces might the 
better aud with more faciiitie he trauersed, and the battle- 
ments lesse damnified, which had formerly bin much shaken 
by being oner streight. Then and ther also he began to 
ray&e and contriue a stroung and coauenietit house of hewen 
Btons for the receipt of the CaptainB of the castle aud hia 
famely, who formerly had bin very meaaely lodged and 
peatred in a poore amale frame, which was nowe tamed 
and fitted to aerue for a Corps dn Garde, He cauaed like- 
wise a come house, for the receipt of the proulsion for the 
garriaonj to be Bott up vpon that smale iland, wherin 
standeth Charleis his Forti and at the Bame time he made 
auch another at the townSj and repayred the shalops-honae 
ther, which was much ruined, 

Vpon the first of August next ensueinge, two sayles 
beiug discooered from the weBterue partes of the IlandSj 
the Serieant Maior in all hast sent vp word tberof to the 
Gouemour at the towne, and about noone the same day 
they wer discried from the Kiugg-Caatlej wher the Cap- 
taino (accordinge to the Gouemonra direction in such cases) 
gaue ■wameiage with two peecea of oi'dinaiicej and was 
anawered with one from the foote of the moaat. Towards 
night they came both of them to an anchor, and rode two 
miles out in the open aea, rader the shore, ouer against the 
harbours mouthe of St. Georges ; and presently the admirall 
eent of a small botBj tho which arriuingo before the fortes 
that command that chanell, and being haled by the com- 
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mandora ther, made answer that she came from Captaine 
Fowell, wlio was abord the adtoh'all (and tbis was tke same 
Powell BO oft mentioned here-tofore), and from Mm had 
brouglat letters to the Goaernour, whervpon aha ia com- 
manded to pntt in at Smithes Fort, ther to staye vntill the 
Gouernoiirs pleasure was farther knowen. And not lon^ it 
was bnt the Goueraour (who had bin in his shalope nt the 
castle, and made his retume that waye) waa arriued at 
Pagetta Fort, the which h&Ing so ner© vnto Smithes, the 
straungers. wer quickly brought ouer thether vnto him, and 
presently their letters, which wer to this effect, that heing 
of Z&alandj and commissioned by Prince Maurice, he had 
bin at the West IndieSj and nowe vpon returnej being falne 
into distrease of water, by reason of calms, be humbly 
desired admittance to refresh himselfe in that kindj for 
which he would giae all content and aatisfactiou. To which 
the Gonomour (instantly retumeinge the bote) sent thig 
answer with her in wrightinge, that he was not ignorant 
that Powell was not ignorant that (elnce hie being here the 
last sommer,) not anHy the Company of Aduenturers, bnt 
the King himaelfe also, had giuen him absolute command 
for ft generall esclusion of all such as he, and in perticdler 
of himselfo by name. In which regard he much wondered 
to find soe little Toderatandinge of himselfe, and respect 
vnto hiffij as either to hope for any aach matter, or to offer 
it. It was noe meruaiLe, therforo, that Powell waa nowe to 
find the vanitie of his presumption by the effect ; for he was 
to aeeke his refreshiaents ela wher, and that without farther 
delayo, vnlesse he m.ent to staye vpon the tearmes of an 
eneraye. He had done improuideotly and rashly ynongh 
to send in his bote in that manner ; and had it not bin that 
some remnants of hta former ireindshypj njixt with pitty, 
wrought vpon him, ho woald assuredly hane stayed, her, and 
sent back hig reason by the moathes of hia ordinance. And 
with this resolution the bote ia dispatched, so that withio 
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two hoTires after the barcka both of them waye anchor and 
depart, and, being seene clesre of the coast hj the Gouer- 
nour himaelfe (who rested at the fort to he an eye-wit tnesse 
of it), he then returned to the townej wher already he found 
diners of the maiqe-men posted up with the hopes of ncwea 
and supplies^ of which they are in contiauatl neede. Bat 
being thus frustrated of both, they bang- dowae their 
lieades, and Btormed at the Tnei-chands, Btickinge not to 
saye (as pubhckly us they dnrst, for feare of ye Groneraonr) 
that the moat part of their undertakers would neither doa 
them good themseluesj nor suffer any body els. 

And to speake fruely it eeemeth a course of much strickt- 
nesae in the company of aduentorers (not to saye oppression) 
thus to tie the colouy, not yet ten yearea old, and soe re- 
mote from all neighbours and to make it destitute of all 
hopes and supplies, aaue such only as they tbemselues send 
only once a yeara from England when they fetch away th& 
tobacco; and then too bo lamely and niggardly, as should 
thor, but at auy one time (which God forbidd) fall out a mis- 
carriage by the waye (and that waye is of three thousand 
miles in length), the most part of the poore people must 
needes Tndergoe many and great distreaaoa ; and nombers 
of them (which wer an ill and misbecomeirige eight among 
Christians) be found in a ahamofuU and barberous naked- 
nesee. True it is indeed (and an obseruation not without 
wonder with all tbanckfuEnesse to be acknowledged) that 
hetherto (in a good houre be it spoken) such bath bin God's 
great mercye to thia his owne worck^ ther hath not any one 
eiyp miscarried either in her goeing or comeiuge vnto thea 
Tlanda ; but certainely we shall be founds to make but very 
unworthy and base use hereof, if it make us presumptuousj 
Bince neither colony nor company doe or can deserue that 
God should worck miracles for them. As for thoea common 
and thred-bare allegations as that by a more generall admis- 
aionj a dangerous discovery might bo made vpon our weaks- 
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Tiesses, and tlte secretts of our cliauells, harbours, aud fortes 
ouer-lar^tly diuulg'tjii it is well ynougli knowen that jieitlier 
sncK a knowledge ia nor can be wantinge by many other 
raeaoea and occasioas not to be preuentedj nor we in any 
sach case or condition as we shall neede to feate (if the fault 
be not only in themseUies) whatsoener thia waye can either 
belcnowen Or discouored. Tho true can^e therfore of this so 
enforced and terrible a prohibition springeth from Bome 
other g-roDudes and motions, the which becaase thay are 
well ynough vnderstoods and percGiuedj for all their aeoerall 
maskinga and disguises, by the moat of thocs, they are so 
sought to be patt vpon; and being also in part (though 
very succinctly) touched and pointed at heretofore, shall not 
need a second time to be mentioned farther in this place, 
omittiuge therfore all farther disputes upon so odious an 
argument, we will returno whence we haue digressed. 

Towards the end of this monoth of Aagusfc the Goueraour 
began to siacb two neive plattformea in Peniafconea Hand: 
one of them viider tho redoubt of Pag'etta Fort (vpon the 
top whereof he had a litle before made a Bmall plattfortne, 
and planted vpon it an escellent saker) which was to succour 
that old one tber which had bio spoyled by Capt. Tcic-ker, 
and was uery nnceruiceable j vpon which he mounted two 
sabers ; the other was layod oat vpon a point of that Hand 
lieiiige out to the northwards; and vnder a sroalo redoubt 
called the pigeon-house, which being erected by Mr. Moore 
aud left forsaken and »n ruins by Capt, Tucker who 
robbed it also of a peece of ordinance to bestowe it els- 
whcr, was at this time renewed and the peece restored, as 
findinge it of good and requisite vse for the command of 
shalopea, which by a emale and narrow chanell might othor- 
wise passe up vntoucbed into the towne harbour, and very 
towne it selfe, and for thea peeceSj he made three new car- 
riages of ca3der. 

Noe soner is thia done, but the magazin shyp is descried 
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from the mounts and the shalope manned oat vnto Tier from 
the towne; but, the wind at the matant scaatinge vpon her, 
and with all groweing'e to a storme, ahs waa forced to maka 
Iter way e round about the Hands; bat the bote haueinge 
bin abord her with very much ados gott in againe the next 
daye after in the eueniu^e, bringin^e newes of the losse of 
many of her people, and in perticuler of her master, aa also 
of A newe ministerj and the pfime man for the soger appre- 
hensions, and with all a straungo rumour of much complainct 
in England against the Gouernour, with an expectanoe of 
Tuckers returns by the uest shyp to succeed^ him : within 
eight dayea after t!ie shyp her selfe getts in at the Kings 
Castle Harbour (great 6ers haue bia continually kept in the 
night by the Gciuernours strickt command, to direct and 
shew her the coast) aod then the Goueruour receiues letters 
from the company, in which alchongh he found not any 
thinge that could confirme the former reports brought in by 
the bote; yet by some primite letters from diners of his 
noble and sure freindes, he waa giuen to mderstand the 
couL-s and certainety of thoea proeeadeinges, the which being 
ptrauiige and altogether vnexpected could not chuae but, as 
they did, gine him much discontent, the groundes and origi- 
nalla whereof, together with the practices and seoerall encite- 
inents moueinga thervnto we shall nowo succinctly deliuer 
vnto you. Captaine Kendall with hia crue, being (as you for- 
merly heard) abypped away for England the years before, 
HOB Boner is gotten thether hut hieth hiraselfs to hia coaea 
Sir Edwin Sands, (a man as well in the Virginia aa Bermuda 
Courts very loquenb, and by many and himselfe thought 
eloquent), to him Kendall makes a pittifuU complainct of 
being depriued by the Gouemour in the Somraer Hands of 
fonrteene negroea giuen him by the pyrate Kirbye ; enter- 
lacing withall some other most false and scaundelona grien- 
ancBB. Sir Edwin, greedy to embrace any hold occasion of 
wrangle against the noble Earle of Warwick^ vpon aoms for- 
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mer diagnsta botwixt them (whose negroes they wer adiodged 
to be) eucourageth Itendall and shewes him the way to fratoe 
and preaent a petition into the Coui-t about itj Kendall, 
prande of being thus backt, ahewes himselfe at the very nest 
Court, with his petitiorij and presents it, the conteata wherof 
wer that wheras diuera Moorea had been giusn hioi by one 
Kirby, they wer, contrary to reasoQ and equitie, deteyned, 
and taken from him by tha then preaenfc Goiiernour of the 
Sommer Ilanda, Captaine Nathaniell Biitlar, for which 
wrOflng- and hard vsag^e he humbly craued the justice and 
redresBe of that Konourable Court. And in seconding' hereof, 
Sir Edwin Sands sitandea up and speakea to this eEEect, That 
true it was that his cosen Kendall had recetued much iniury ia 
thia pertieiilei*, but that fcho Grouernoiir of the Benniidoes was 
to be cleared herein, for (qnoth he am] he sayd truly) " what- 
soener he did horein, wiis by order from Englandj and that 
ther wer some mens hands to that order, who would be loathe 
to iustifie what they had done." "Wherin it was well yuoug^h 
knowen that he apparently aimed at Sir Thomas Sniithe and 
AlderQian Johnson, with whom he had not for a long time 
held any good quarter. Vpon tbia speach of Sir Edwins, 
Sir Nathaniell Riche (a nere kinsman to the Earle of War- 
\pick, and a very temperate and honest gentleman) demanded 
of Kendall what Moores thea wer he thus layde claime vnto, 
and whether they wer not of the number adiadired as due 
Tnto the said Earle : if they wer, that then it was a bold and 
eawcye fashion of him to deliuer that petition in that Lordes 
absence. Hervpon much dispute and contestation ariseth 
betweone Sir Nathaniell and Sir Edwin, so that Mr. Lewes 
Hughea the minister (who had departed for "England 
together with Kendall), being present at tlios broylea, and 
conceiueinge that some abuse and wrong might hereby be 
wrought against the Gouemour of the Somraer Hands 
dureinge hia absence-, he enforined the Gouemours brother, 
Called Mr. James Butler (who was also at the same Conrt), of

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a certaine note guien Iiim by the Gouernoar at his departure 
from biui, wherby was manifested bow ipre^^ularly ami dan- 
gerously Kendall ha<3 demeaned biinselfe duriug bis smale 
time of hia deputy.gouerment in tboea Ilanda, and howe 
Tnwortby to receiue any reward from tbe Company^ The 
contents of the note were ; " That the said Kendall bad 
Bold nmaitions to the pirate Kirby; bud disfurniBbed the 
fortes of their allowance of corne to furnish him withall ; 
bad deliuered a bote ynto bim belougiTig to one of tbe 
colony ; and had let him bane some aaylea : in recooipence 
wherof he had reeeiued diaers negroeSj certaine chests, 
oue ebony bedsteed, and a gold ring> with soma other 
tbingea not tnowen j ia it was also mentioned bow the sayd 
Kendall had caused bimselfe (aftar the departure of Cap- 
tainc Tucker, who had left bim Deputy Goueroour), to be 
tumultuoasly chosen Gouernoar by the people; and that he 
had braggud that be relied more by far vpon that election 
than vpon Tuckers commlagion." This note being shewed 
by the Gouernours brother ^uto Sir Nabhaniell Ricbe, it -was 
thought fitt that it should presently be giuen into the Courtj 
although Mr. Butler was not very willinga withall, alledg-e- 
in^e (with good reason) that his brother the Goiioraotirs 
name was Bot subacribed vnto it, and that althongh he con- 
fessed ifc to be "written with bis owne band, yet knew he not 
■whether it was his brothers meaneinge to haue it published; 
wherin certainely be very well vnderatoode himselfe, and 
was in a true aims at the Goueraoura intention, who writte 
it only for a note of remembrance for Mr. Lewes, and the 
which he was only to vse in that nature ; but, tbe opinion 
and iraportunitie of the rest preuayleinge, the note was 
thervpon pnblickly produced, and reads in open court, wber- 
ypon moat of the auditors (as they bad iust cause] wer vovy 
much moued^and the matters therin ohlected against Kendall 
held very foule and worthy to be well looked into: to which 
end it was demanded why tbe Gouernours hand was not 
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subscribed viito it, aayeing-e that it had bin well done, tliut 
thoes itifbi'matioiis kad bcBii laken by conitnissioii tlier, imd 
BO from thence sent vuto tkem by the Gouernour. To which 
his brother answered (very truly and discreetly) that the 
minister, Mr. Lewes, beinge one of the coangell for thoes 
Ilandsj WHS ia Court ready to iuatifie whatsoeuer was therin 
writteu; and which was the cause (as he conceiued) why his 
brother the Gouernour had uof; subscribed vtito it; aud, as 
for the punishinge of the sayd Kendall ther (which soGie 
wished had bin done), he told them it was very likely that 
it was foi-eborne, in respect that he, haueing peraonally and 
basely wrounged the Gouernour not long befofe by false and 
Ecandaloua reportes, it might hapely hane been sinisterly 
taken by some of his passionate froiades, and blazed abroad 
as an occasion layd hold of to make good a priuate 
reuenge ; in which respect it might well be that this refer- 
ence in this Case had rather bin to the Cotnpaoy in England. 
And, in truthe, ther could not liavo bin made a more true 
and exact interpretation of the carriage of this affayre tbaa 
this waSjh.owsoeLier at that time guest at only by the Goaer- 
nours brother^ the Gouernour haueinge bin heard to saye, 
diuers times after Kendalls departure, that he looked to be 
taxed of the Company for not questioninge of him about 
the pirate Kirby ; and that for his part he had only to 
alledgB for himselfe tiies two reasons ; tho one in respect 
that he euer found the sayd Kendall exceedinge sil]y> and 
eaayly led aUy way, especially to the worser part ; and that, 
therfore, it might well be that he was abused by some of 
his knatieish counsel I onrg, who noethin^e cared how far they 
engaged him in any action ao they might pillage for thom- 
seluea. The other was tha case. Vuwortby and base iniuriea 
received from him in his owne person, in regard wherof ha 
eeteeined it a course, freer from scandall aud misluterijreta- 
tion, to referm him to the Company in Eng^land than to 
deale with him himselfe, especially because he well ynougli 



was acqiiuinted with the fiumoiirs of some of his cheift) 
freindea ih England (populer meu in the Beronido Courts), 
who wer not lesae affectionate anJ paasiooate in defendiDge 
and palliateiDge the errors and offeacea of auch as they 
embraced, and wer in faction withall, than in exclaimein^e 
and plottinge against others. AuU, in truthe, this laab ap- 
prehension of the Gonernours was fully coBfirmed, not long 
aftePj by a letter, which came by ehaunce into his handsj 
v?ritteu to Csptaine Kecdall from Sir Edwia Sands, by the 
Bhyp the Georr/e, an. 1620, wheriti be signified vnto him of 
ibe hearesa^'e of all Kendalls traffique with the pirate 
Kirbyj os of his selHnge vnto him ordiuancej corne, botes, 
saylesj and the like; wishinge hinij in any case, to deale 
pluinely and confjduntly with him, and to let him kuowe, as 
Bone B.3 he could, how far he had proceeded in thes courses, 
and that in soe doing' he should be sure to find him a fast 
and aiit-e ktnsmaii and fteind ; and that if in the meanc time 
any coiirse of iustice wer taken againat him in the Sommer 
Hands, that he should appeals from it ruto the Company ta 
Ktiu'likiid, and then let him alone to make a good partie for 
his aecuritie. The which aduice and direction seemed alto- 
yuther dissonant from hia open courses in that kind, and 
very much raisbecomiug-o a man so eagerly affcctinge aud 
professeing^Q the repntation of an vpright and excellent 
coinniou wealthe man aa Sir Edwin doth in all places, espe- 
cially in this particuler, wherin it is well knowen how fiercely 
he hath expressed hiinselfe against straungcrs, and though 
nowe he is found not only a forbearour but a aupportour 
when the case toucheth vpon one of his owue. 

But thes iuformatioTi3 of Kendall agaiaat the Goueriiour 
rested in quiett, and seemed to he vtterly qnayled vntill tho 
great Qnarter Comt next ^ncceedmngie; at what time it 
waa againe diacoaered that much secret plottinges and close 
sideini^e pi-actices had bin contriued against him vuderhaud, 
and that many assouiutus had bin drawen into a conspir^cye 
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and fuctiou aj^'aiiist him in the meaue time: amoag bhe which 
the prime ones wer Capt. Tucber j oae Smithe, a grocer ; 
and one Melin/ who being but a tneaiie saruaut to one of 
the vndertakeioge merchants, wag yot as prouda an one and 
of aa many wordes, and as sawc&ly peremptary aa any 
master of thein all ; and in that regard cheifly cockered and 
made vee of by Sir Edwin Sands, who certainely waa tbe 
cheife mouer, and principal! backer of all thea impndenfc 
back -biters. 

At this Qnarter Court (wherin contrary to his owne know- 
ledge and raeaaeinge, the Earle of Soutbamptoa was chosen 
Gooemour of the Company, and Sir Thomas Smithe re- 
rnoaed) the Gouemoura brother began to make a motion to 
haue eertaine promises performed which had bin made vnto 
hitn by the whole Company. But he waa (somewhat im-

ftauh great feaata veniaon ia esteemed tobea moat necusmry complement, 
the court hath thought fitt tiiat letters he addre&icii, in the name of the 
Company, vnto shcIi noblemen atid gentlemen as arc of this Society, to 
request tlie favour at their hatida and withall iheir presence at the said 
Bupper." — E. D. Ncile, Hislort/ uf (he Virtjin'ia C'nmpiinif, p. S61. 

llie Feast was held iu Merchant Taylors' Hall, " whither many of 
the nobility and eoiincil were invited, but few carae. They spent twenty 
ODe rfoM, and were between 3<K> and 400 Eit 3s. a man," — IJ. see 
Nkhois^ iv", 7b1. 
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prudeutly and irregulerlj) aodaioely interrupted by Sip 
Edwin SandSj wbo made nn earnest reqaest vnto tlie Coui-t, 
that his coseu Kendall raigbt haue admittance to reade his 
answer to thoes former accusations inserted against him in 
the Gouemoura note, the which he thought could not other- 
wise be esteemed'of them as a tnei^re lybell, in which re- 
spect the Goweroour deserued to be sent for home, and to 
haue a bill preferred ogainst him in the Star-chamber : to 
which heady speeche (being noe lesao passionate than whea 
I heard him, being treasorour of the Virginia Conipany for 
one ouly yearSj to tearme the whole CoDipaiiy vniuat, and 
after glad to expound hiniselfe fauorably, the which by hia 
good freiuds was admitted him), the Gouernoura brother 
calmely and pertinently replied and manifested vnto the 
Courtj that that note was only giuen by way of TCmem- 
brance to Mr. LeweSj who being a sworns counsellour of 
■estate in l)ie Hands was ther ready to iustifie whafcsoener 
had bin written in it, and that therefore it could neither be 
a lyboll nor a lye. But the Court being ready to rise ther 
Was noe farther dispute thereof at that sittinge. 

But this claster of confederates, not meaneioge to let it 
paase bOj but being mad in their mahce against the Go- 
uernoiirj who was three thousand and three hundred miles 
from them, and litle dreamed of any sucb proiecta, and 
with all to make way to their owne perticuter and diuerS 
ends, wherof euery one of thera had one by himsolfe, as Sir 
Sanda to thwarte the Earle of Warwick, who ho knew truely 
loued and respected the Gouernonr, as also to helpe out and 
cleare his coseu Kendall, and so by sending him back a^aine 
quickly to be ridd of him ther for feare of a farther burthen : 
Tucker likewise for his part, that therby he might make 
good his maiae ambition and longinge desire to be returned 
once more Gouernour thether: Smithe, also, to reuenge him- 
Beife for being noted vnto the Company by the Groaernour 
for his waut of due respectj and for Lis clumerous behauiour 
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against him without all cause or occasion : Medlinge Mel- 
ling', because the Gquerngnr had snihed him to the quick, 
in an auawer to ous of his sawcye letters : and, lastly, Mr, 
Keodall, as being a man maineiy ujarchinge downe hill to 
all dunghill actions, aencelease of repntatiou, and vtteilj 
rncapable of all noble respects ; the associu-fceinge vuto 
them, besideSj one Carter^ a veiy simple ftiUowe, but a per- 
fect droiickarde ; one Wiltiamsj a mutiuoua hare-braynej 
and one easily wonne any way with a meales meate; as 
also one Hind, who, at the same time, had three •jviueg 
liueinge in London ; one Groue, a ball ud- singer, sent oiier 
by Sir Ei3wii] Sands into the Sommer IlandSj and made 
marshall ther by Kendalls wise choice and discretion dure- 
inge the miserable yeare of his deputy goaerment-sbyp, and 
then displaced by Captaine Enbler for his insufEciencye and 
knauerie ; and, lastlyj one Dnnby, a most especial! young 
minion of Kendalls, and a beloued bedfellowe of hia, God 
knowes wherfore. This crae (I saye) stroungly combined 
themseluas together, and after mnny meeteinges at t-aueruea 
and alehousesj at last forged and hatched np certaine deli- 
cate articles to the Dumber of one and thirtie, the which, 
within two Courtes after, wer dressed up and lauuced ont 
into the Court against the absent Goueruour of the Sommet" 
Hands in this forme. The title of thera thus : 

A Oaialogue of diners wroungs and inivries committed 
and dune iy Ciqitame NathanieU Jiutleyj Gouernour of 
the Sommer Hands, vnto the Compantf in generalt, and 
fa diners planters, as also of diners extortions and ez- 
aciione of vnlmw full fees, tahen or receiued hy him or hia 
viinisters in the sayd Hands. 

The sappy pitbe aa followeth : 

1. He hatli made nos Act of ParlameDt or Lave m his Assembly-, 
either for tlie aeriiico o£ God, or for the ohseruatioB of the Sabaoth, 
vliich ought to !mu» Iflu done before iiLl tijuigcs. 
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2. He bflth confirmed noe lawe made here in Eiiglntid tit our Quarter 
Coui-ta for the goiieriiEuent of the people ther in Chriatiaii puaceand 
aiuitie ; wit Jier cnnfimied liny former liiwe made in the SoniDnjr llande, 
either for the oTisernation of the Siihaoth, for tlie seniiee of God, or for 
the c-'xi-'cutioii of jiistico in Ilanda beiweeue the pluQter^ and the 
owuurs o^f the lliinda. 

3. He sold thia yeare tlie caake belongingc to the whale fishinge at 
vnreasonable rates for tobacco, fane to liia owue Tse ; as also tlie colobie 
botes, likewise ooe barge, to one UswulMa for 110 lbs, of tubacco, 
which he tooke to hia ownc vse. 

4. tl« keepeth n Dutth carpenter that was cast away ia a Dutch 
pLiitaui to inak<; hotus vpoii the publigue, aud setk them Eiwtcy for hia 
owtiie VBe at utirt^iBotiable ra.tea. 

5. He cauaed this yaire, by vertue of aii Aet of Farlaraent made in 
tbe Bommer, liHK) lbs. of tobacco or tnore to be taken from the planters 
and owB^rq. of the beet tobacco, before any diuiaion was made towards 
the payment of the men that built the mount ; whioU sayd luouDt did 
iieuer cost Mm S5U lbs. iu all, and f-ormerly ooethinge. 

6. He caiMed this yeare, by his warrauts, coHectiQue towards watch 
and ward to be made througb out all the tribes, a thinge neuer heard 
of bufore. 

7. He caused a oollectioD to be made for Mr. John Yatea for the 
ferry ; the said Yfttes rotiirneil aliout DOO Iba, of tobacco, and one John 
Patton Bent home and entred this yeare about 1700 lb,, being buta 
baylift, and carryijige ouer with hijn but one boy. 

8. He sold coinage belonginge to the whale-fishinge this yeare for 
tobacco, and Bujlea, and other impleineats, bebnginge to tbi treaaorour 
and frigate that was cast away in Captaiue KendaUa time, and yet 
layeth the same vpon the aiiyd CapL Kendall. 

9. Ho sent iu the beginniBge of this haiuest into aU the tribes the 
Prouost Ottwell aud Woodward to collect hia debts before any diuiaion 
was made, some of which tnyd debta were oweiuge fortobacco lost at dice. 

10. He tooke extraordinary firiea of some offenders this yeare, as of 
one Nash 50 lbs. of tobacco, who atoode also upon the pillory ; likewise 
one Robert Tap and one Legge ; and set^ne^tred dead msiis goixla iuto 
bib own bands as due to him, without gioeiiige aoy accoupt oi the 
same. 

11. He hyred nut the poure Ilutch men formerly castaway and tooke 
the proffitt to hiiaeelfe, as also the Treasorours men thi? yeare. 

12. He maketh pqch as haue warrants to goe for J^nglaud vauajly to 
pay 1 lb. of tobacco for his warrant, 

13^ He eauseth the Marfiball to erect extraordinary fees, vpon al] men 
committed, the fees being written in capital letters in tlie Marehalla 
hoiWe; if the ofifendor be a couuaelior or captaine he paya 20 lbs. of

tpta-cw fee aud 1 lb. of tobaccf> * day for hia diet ; if a U«etena.ut 
15 Ibe, fee and 1 lb. of tobaci^o Sor diet ; if an euaigue 10 lbs. fee and 
1 lb. for h'la diet ; for a COmtnOu mab 2 ibs. ai tobacco fee atld I lb. of 
tobacco for bis diett. 

H. He coDCealed theft committed one Crowther his m&u, fo£ 
goods stolen from one Woodall, for which bo we* oeuer pnuiBbed nor 
question&d. 

15. H6 fumiahed Captain^ Scouten, A Uutcb m&a, with gome men 
and gaue hiici a bote of Gaptaiue Hindids^ and payed noetbioge for it, 
and at his returue from the Weat loAina viotualM him hoioe for 
Holkiul. 

16. lit! g^aue to ons Captaiite Bakor, a pyratc or Dutch man of warre, 
a warrftHt vudtc Ida hand to hana a free trade witli a magazio in tlifl 
Sommer lUmda from tbe LoT?e Countries, who in gaas t[na ye^are mgaiuo 
for the Soraiiier Ilaada. 

17. Ue tooke of John Fowall, another EiigliHli captaiue, one chaine of 
gold, oue wedge of goald, two silufir candle aticke, one eLLver ewer, one 
rapier and dagger, the hilta one of silver, wliicU some Spanish rialls^ with 
BOnie veluott silck grogram, and ^Ick BtoekioggB, with diwerg otbur 
ttdogeSj in conaideratioii whereof Powell sold hia other commodities at 
eiCeasivie ratea in the IslandSj watered and victualled. 

18. llu bath rejiortud in tbi; Spuimer Hands that he was hia Maieaties 
liiietenaut, and not the Conipanyea Gouernonr, and that he acomed to 
aerue so ba«e a Company afl tbis ie, 

1&. He made out aeoerall warrants to the Baltera to gather in old 
debts before any diuisiou was made, nud bo seazed the btst toliaccn for 
thfi dubt fur his tiwae vse. 

20. He hath takm some men eisruiiits from their niastera lands for hi§ 
Dwne vse, and some lie hath sent home willioub order from th* ownura, 
contrary to his first Act of i'arlaiuent. 

21. He aettetb publick men vpon the overplus and other meua lands 
takeioge the benetitt of their labours to him aud tbem, ueglcctioge the 
platititige of the pubiique land, the absence of which people doth dayly 
iuctanger the whule li^lauds if any eiieiuie ehoidd approach, ther bi^go 
fewti ur ntnie left to plye the ordinance, or tend any other aeruice what- 
aoeiU'r. 

22. He letUith out botes to byre to briog downe tobacco from the 
luainti to the ahyp at extraordinary rates, refused 20 Iba, of tobacco of 
Mr. Gores man this yeare to bring downe but a timne of cast, which 
is one p. cent,, and uo« botea are left for l«SBe than tea pounds at 
tobacco, 

23. He fread mch UJun from publiquc worck as would giue bim t«o 
pounds of tobacco a man, bnt auch ae did not made the great fort^ and 
did other worcks, wherof he boastctb, 
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24, He hath Itilkti two of the OMH in tlJe Sommei Ilauik, aiiJ ahntt 
eomis of the goatea with hia peece, and eate them, witbout order froiui 
heuce. 

25, lit IB a cainiiion dicer, ainl ginea eatertfiiiieiuent to any that will 
play ill Ilia coiiipany for rooiiey or tobacco^ either in big. owni> hpu^ or 
cIb wlHer. 

26. He beate Ol-d Needlaam, and (Jruw hia eword vpon him at tie 
Gouernonra owne liDUse. Hp lieate likewise owe itatt Paym;, when lie 
was a priBsoiiiier, and one Roh^rt. Williaina, •whom. wKen he had bejiton 
downe, he troile vpoti his utck till he was like to l>3 stramigEod, i>ecaiise 
In." wouM not kni.'ule and aeke for for^i^ienc^. 

27. lit! STiJfreil Otwel], by exoctinge of fws this yeare, to gaitie 
1,000 lbs. of tobacco, and uieu a man and a boy to be bis boniJ-Blaues, 
becauae they weru not able to paye their fees ; the one was Mr. Scotts 
boye; the other, Mr. Dclawries man, 

23. lie sufFrwl at the cometuye in of the Joseph uoe man to goe abord 
but Otwell, the mai-ahall, to buy up the aqua-vitae^ and ojle, etc., who 
keepeth a tap-house, and sells thies thingeg againe for mouy at extraor- 
dinary rates. 

2^). He aeased vpon all Mr. Fertars prouision, and eold them awaje for 
owns at estraonlinary rates. 

30, He tooke this present ypare from Cnptaine Hind IfiO lbs. of 
tobatjco towards payment for scoureinge and kvepijigfr the armes, aod 
also for po-wder spent in eserciztiinge the men, a thicge tieutr kooweii 
before. 

31. He toote thia preecut yeare of one Allen, a planter, on the pub- 
liquc laud, for a watrant for his iNifiaage for England 50 Iba. of tobacco, 
and this lunu came without any wi-irraat. He tooke alsQ of one J)ov&'- 
Lam, who had a warrant likewiBe, 50 lbs. of tobacco.* 

Thea libelous articles wer handed into the Court by that 
Soiltlie, the grocer, formerly meutiooedj jet without any 
hands at all subscribed vnto them ; so that being vewed by 
the deputy and some othera of the asBistaots, sitting aboue 
the half pace, it was by them demouded of Smitbe how he 
came by them, and who they wer that would take vpon 
thetn to be the authors ; who answered, that be knewe 
noething-Gf and that !he only found them lioing in his shop; 
whervpon it being thought aLtogotUer vnEtt to haue them

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read in pnlilick, a committe was selected to examine tbem, 
the wliich, after diaera sittinges about it, fiodioge noetliing-a 
of profs, nor anj thinge to make auy matter of, the heate 
of the busiaesse and noice of the clamour became husht aud 
smothered up ; only the Gouemours brother haueinge pro- 
cured a copy of the sayd articles, sent thera into the Som- 
mer Hands to the Cxoueruoiirj who, by the returue of the 
aaroG shypinge, retarned them vato him, thus answered. 

The arrant Articles anmoered by NATHAifiBLL BtTTLEE, 

"To the first article of the one aod thirtie, it ia answeradj 
tliat if the wordea aerdtee of God, here vaed, be meant re- 
Bfcrictiue to a forrae of churche seraice (far otherwise who 
kuowea not but that all ciuill lawes tend to the seruico of 
(rod) ; then behold the only article among thera all without 
grosse falssification ; for it is trae that we made noe laws in 
oar g'enerall Assembly against the breach of the Sabaoth, 
nnr for a forrae of churche seruice 3 noe more did we for 
felotiies, oiurthera, nor treasons. And our resson was that 
the lawes of England haueing, with so great iudgement and 
iostice, prouided ia tlies cases j it had bin {as we tooke it) 
an highe presumption in vs to haue meddled with any of 
them, and therefore applied our selues wboly to such per- 
ticuters as touched vpon oar seluea, and which the lawea of 
England could not take nqtice of, because eoei-y climate 
hath somewhat to it selfe in peculier. Aud yet, howsoeoer, 
I see not with what integvitie or discretion this article 
was preferred against myseife in perticuler, since, for my 
owne part, I had only on9 single voice as all other men in 
this our freo geuerall Assembly, the which also I practised 
apaveingely aa haneing bin informed that they tire seldome 
the best parlamentall men that aro allwaiea in orations. 

" To the second it ia replied that indeed we confirmed not 
in our generall Assembly (for alone and single I neuer 
tooke vpon me to be a lawe-maker) any of your Quarter 
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Court ortlera, because we held them allwayea sufficient of 
themselnes wlthqut our approbation, and so approued of 
them by our submiaaion. As for a certaiue sort of articlea, 
formarly hung up in the churches by Captaine Tucker^ and 
"wholy dBuia^d of his owne braine, I cOnfessQ I tieuer could 
find io my heartj nor durst call thorn hiwos, much \esse 
couGrme them to be soe, since in many perticulers they wer 
both dissonant from the lawes of England and all squall dis- 
tribution of justice, eueiy petit-larceny and two peny pilfeiy 
being equally rated with the highest felonies, and censured 
with death, 

"To the third it is saydj that true it is that vpou a geuerall 
and pittifull complainct of the want of tubbs and cask to 
■wash in and pack up tobacco in, findinge in a certaine iland 
a heaps of cask staues that had layne ther three or foure 
yearea, I caused a cooper to make soma of them into tabbs 
and cask, the which I caused to be sold vnfco the people at 
a roasonable rate, the one halfe therof being to pay the 
coopar for hia worckj the other for publick seruice ; so that 
to .the mucli ease and content of the people, about 200 Iba. 
of tobacco in all was recouered this waye, and which, if it 
bad not bin donej the people had bin much distressed in 
those prouiaionaj and by this time thea cask-staues had bin 
vtterly rotten and nought worthe Aa for my bote-sellinge, 
1 deny nqt but that I sold that Only one rotteu barge to 
that one Flwellin mentioned in this third article for liiO lbs. 
of tobacco, yet not before I had made another in herroome, 
worths 250 lbs. 

"To the fourth it is confessed that I hired a Dotcli car- 
penter to gtaye with me dureioge my gouerment here in 
thes Ilandsj and that to the exceeding-a beneStt of the 
plantation, as^ the effect ahewes, for he hath multiplied their 
botes (of which ther is noethinge more necdfuU nor im- 
portant) into fiue times the number that I found them. Yet 
is it moat false that by hia meaoes I made botes vpon the 



publick to sail them againe at mroasoQa'blQ rates, eiuce all 
the world here can wittneass for me that I euer constantly 
refused to doe this, although much sollicited by the country 
ia generall, because I would aooid ali colour of scauadall 
this wajB ; but nowe I perceiite it waa all in vaine, becausa 
impudent maJice dare eaye any thioge. 

" To the fifth it is answered that, haueicg bmlt the mount, 
raysed Soutlianipton Fort, cutt out Deuonahire plattforine, 
made fifteene newe carriages for yonr ordinance, onr g^ene- 
rall Assembly (assembled by yoar ioiunctions and instruc- 
tions) found it iust and equiill to presont rae with 1,000 lbs. 
of tobacco tosvarda the 1,500 Iba. which it coat tnsj the 
which waa afterwards respectfully leuied by the bayliea of 
tlie tribtS without any Warrant of mine at all. As for the 
worcka doDO in Mr. Moore's timB, in thes kiodaa and how 
tbey wer done^ that they cannot be done so at the presentj 
you selues may wjttnesse for me. 

"To the Gthjalthough I conld sufficiently answer this article 
and most of the ensueingCj witli glueing them a plains ne- 
gatiue Ubj and makeing it good too when I haus done ; yet, 
because I euer held it a word of an ill sound, I haue rafher 
chosen (for reuerence sake) to aaje that in good truths, tber 
was neuer aoy suche matter ; for that the watch and ward 
here mentioned was euer payed by mine owne purse, yet 
was it kept for a general! presernation, and therfore will in 
time noQ doubt (accordicige to reason) bo inadti a generall 
charge. 

"To the 7th it is protested that ther was neuer any such 
collection made aa the article talks of, nor did the said Mr. 
John Tates (beinge one of the counsell) euer receiue any 
thmge of the people, for his keepeing of the ferry (for 
which be dwella moat opportunely of all others) sane a wil- 
linge beneuolence of whatsoeuer euery famely pleased to 
gine hitn^ the which (as ha protesteth) nener ammounted to 
halfe the value here articled. Aa for Mr. John Dutton (one

"To tte iSth, that the fees allowed vnto tiie marshall 
wer Tield bothe by myselfe and the Coursell to ba very reii- 
sonable, and it was tlioug;ht a good diacretion, to make 
men answerable £ov tbeir faults this waye : that tberby 
they might learne to keepe themaelues faultlesse j ainos 
lUBiVj esbeeme their parse more tbaa either creditb or any 
thiDge els. 

" To the 14bh it is rapliedj that the quoted Woodall lend- 
ing certains tobacco to Crowder, the said Ci-owder (ppoii 
present occasion) in tbo absence of Woodallj presumed to 
take it of hiniselfe. This being taken in anufi" by Woodall, 
the controuersis ra brought before me; and betng found 
aa you haue heard, was orderod accordingly, noe folloneoas 
entent at all appeareing-e in Crowdcr, nor Woodsill making 
any sucb accusation. 

""To tbe IStb it ia affirmed, that TpOn tha Sxtreams 
ina porta aiti'ea of one of mine owno seruanta called William 
Warman being at the same time very sickly: I saBfered 
him to passe for England with Sconteti fbebold bow he wag 
furnished with men) l I chaunged a bite with him also, 
but tq bia cost, fqr euery cliild here C-an SayS I had by ftir 
the better bargayne: as for any victual linge he had from 
hRnce, it is ao groundlesse and false a tale, as it very well 
and tniely reaembleth the Fathers. 

"To the 16th it is answered, that this baker who came 
in the Dutch pinnace in KenJaHa yearOj had neuer any 
warrant at all vcder ray band^ nor euer the least pi'omise 
of trade, without th& Gompanjes addmittance ; and surely, 
if it be true (as this Article talks of) that he made out for 
thes Ilauds the last yeare, he hath lost his waye, for 
hetherto we nener sett eye on him. 

"To the 17th, concemeinge Powell it is aa-yd, and not 
denied, but that PowgII, at his being here, made certaine 
presents vnto me, as &ouernour (a cuatome uot strauuge 
any wher in the like case) as a rapier and dagger with yron 
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siluerd tiilts in steed of the Articles siluer ones, and also 
certains Bilck Btockinges, which it is welt kaowea wer 
giuen to the brioger; ia reqaitall wherof I returned vnto 
him by the same hand, an excellcat sword and two fayra 
equinoctiall dyalls. As for the one ehame of goldj the odb 
SDiale wedge of gold, the one siluer candlestick, which 
these fine informers haue made two^ and the one siluer 
ewer; I bought them of the sayd Powell, at the prize of 
fiftie poucda sterlinge, aa appeareth by d. bill signed hy 
Diyue hand, the which ray brother and others haue seene in 
England, and payed him part of the sayd mouy, thti whole 
not being* to be payed vntill my returne j how impudent, 
ther fore, is the sequall of this article ; as that, vpou con- 
sideration hereof, he wag to haue libertie to acll his com- 
modities at excGBsiuQ rates, since ther ia noe greaber dis- 
content among the people than that the Company hath 
prohibited them any more such good bargaines. 

" To the \ 8tb, it ia confessed that I haue deliuered pub- 
lickly, that by vertoe of his Maieatiea gracious letters 
patents, graunted to the Honorable Company, and their 
graunts to me, I was, aa his Maieatiea Deputy Lieutenant 
here, and so to be obeyed ; as for denyeinge my seruice to 
the aayd Company, much lease puttinge the tearme base 
Tpon so honorable a Societie ; I trust I shall nener be 
found ao foolishly baae, as once to thinck it; hetberto, I 
am sure I haue neuer spoke it, nor is ther an honest man 
in the world that will afflrme the contrary against me. 

"The 19th Article being about giaeing out warrants before 
the diuision of tobacco, hath had its full payment in my 
former Answer to the 9th. 

"To the 20th, it ia graunted that at the firet retorne of 
ahypinge after mine arriuall, entrusteinge myselfe vpon 
Capt. Kendall (who of purpose it may bsj sorted the moat 
vnfitt), ther was an errour committed in giueing a Hbertie 
of returne to some that ought to haue bin deteyned ; hnt 
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this, since my better experieuce, hath bin carefuBj auoided; 
yet did I neuer take any roaTLS seniants from his mastera 
land for mine owns vse; but, as all knowe here, by all 
meanes endenuoured to doe all right in this kinda. 

" To the 21at, it ia answered that theia malicioua sq- 
formers knowe well (though myselfs could not doe it before 
I sawe it) that, that only part of publick land allotted vote 
me as Gouernour, to place mj men vpon and plant tobacco, 
is the very same that piatoreth all our cattel j neither is 
tber (as yet) any other place, tUrongh want of watcsr and 
graase that can dos it besides. Thea cattle, both by 
former and late ordera from yoa of the Company, are 
by all raeanea to be preaerued. So that being; hereby of 
necessitie to forbeare my land, I was forced to foUowe the 
course lead me by my predecesaora, and to suffer thooa 
few of the Coloney meOj that I could find at the 32 pro- 
mised vuto me by the Order of the Court, to bestows 
themseluea abroad wher they best liked, prouided that it 
wer done withoat endamtaageinge of any othera. And 
yet for all thia (as all honest will beare record for me) the 
fortes wer neuer so atricktly looked vnto as at the preseutj 
nor the ordinance in half bo good plight, 

"All the 22th Artiele is whole-lie inuented by the in- 
formers, without all coulour or sbewe of ground. 

"The 23th, also, ia very fittly coupled with the former, 
being iuat of the same atuffo j for I neuer tooke one 
pound of tobacco in tny life for the release of any ons, 
from any publique worck, nor neuer came neerer it^ thaa 
only to suffer lazie aad vQseruiceable fellowes to hire 
seconds to worck in their roome; but how they agreed 
with their seconds, and what tbey payed, I neuer looked 
ft fie r. 

" To the 21th it is anaweredj wher ther is mention made 
of my killinge of two oxen, that ther was neuer two of 
them in the Hands before I came; Bince, indeed, ther haue 



"bin mfide diucra; yet deny I not, but that upon cei'taine 
assurance of the raiBcarriage of tlie cowes, hj beiag ouer- 
liarried witli oner-many buHs, I kilted two very old ones, 
wherof one had bin g'cldod not long before, and truely wer 
tliC3 cattle myue owne, I should, aone sett fourB or fiuo 
more of tboin on goein^ the earns way, for tlio same cause ; 
and yet well ynough knowen it is, that T am noethiog-e so 
greedy of balls beef© as tbes Plaintiv^ea are of aqii&-vit-ie. 
It is true also that I killed an old he-goate, and shotfc him 
throngh the heart wit-h ujy peece, because he would not be 
taken otherwiae. But it waa done vpon a beliefe tkat he 
occasioned the rest to miscarry ; thongh since it is per- 
ceived that the poors beast had great wroung, because 
most of the rest of them hauo died without my helpSj and 
it is thought to be with t^keiog oucrmuch tobacco. 

"Ah for the 25th, it need not be denied hut that at my 
first coraeinge I vaed to play at dice, somotimes in naina 
'owBe bowse, and sometimes at my Huetenauts, both for 
money and tobacco; yet not so commonly, nor with any 
BQoh common feLlowea as most of thes articEea ; and when- 
Boener I did this, it was done fayrely, and with a contempt 
of gaineiogo by it^ neither did 1 conceiue it vtterly rnne- 
cessary for a time, to practice this familiaritlB amoag inioe 
ofBcers ; because, by it they might find that I could he both 
sociable and honestly merry araong them, tbo which since 
they haue found to be true: I also haua almost utterly left 
ofj this course of lettinge of them to kuowe it. 

''Tonchinge the 26thj it is confessed that vpon an inform- 
ation of much wroung, offered rae by old Needham, he 
comeinge in the nik, and I being augry, atrooke him, yet 
not with my Bword {which I acorne to vso vpon an old 
man), bub with my band; but since, haueing found that 
I wag abused by a false tale, I haoe satisfied him, by ac- 
knowledginge myne errour, which I hold the part of an 
honest man. As for Payne, I bestowed mj truncheon vpou 
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him indeed, but duelyj for hia aawoey conuayeiage away 
of certame vesselk of wine, reserued for tlie mmistcrs, 
and entendinge to fciple it with his compagnioaa, and then, 
laugh at them j yet was he not a prisonnour thenj as it is 
impudently affirmed, for I only found him in the infl.rshalla 
house. Robert WilHaras^ also a peremtory fellowo of very 
insolent behauiour, and of a scuruye kiud of mutinous 
sperittj for his takeiuge vpou hioiBelfe in a brauery the 
foule fact of another, I strooke once or twise with a reede 
I had in myne handj yet neither beate him downe nor 
troda vpon hia neck, but onlyclapt him by the heelea vutill 
I had taught bira to fiad hia erronr. It may, perhaps, be 
cengured by aome of an irregular course for a insgistrate 
to ,vse blowes with his owno band j yet well knowea it is 
that the most temperate commandors that euer wer bane 
aometiines bin putt to the vse of their trnucheona; and in. 
trntho should all men that vsed to desei'ne it here, at mya 
first arriuall Laue bin clapt in prison, I should hardly haue 
found prisou-roome ynongh to haue conueyed them ; and 
besides, bothe mine owns worclc, and the vudertakera 
TTOuld baua bin much hiudredj for so accustoiiiBd they bad 
bin to the cudgdl hy Captaiiie Tucker, as a good whila it 
was before they could be brought into any order without 
it; but nowSj haneiug- generally learned a better lesson, I 
also haue quite quitted that kind of discipline, 

"To tho 27fch it is answered, that Ottwell, ray Prouost 
Marshall, hath offered to take his oathe that he gained not 
by hifl place, or fees, in any other yeare, yet aboue lOGl. of 
Tobacco, which thes informers haue made a thousande. As 
for Scotta Boye, and Dolawnea man (who wer both felons) 
they wer only left vnto the Marshall, vntill they had earned 
out their due and eqnall feea ; the which they haue done 
long sincBj and are restored; and thes diligent informers 
in their iSth Article, rubbed vpon this very point once 
before; and nowe they have here about with it againa 
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But it may easily ba guesat at why such kinds of creatnres 
as tbey ore bo full of inuectiues against tliig. kind of officer ; 
and it ia a wonder they rayle nob against my causeinge to 
be erected a newe payre of gallowes, a cage for druuckarda, 
n pillory, aDii A whyppioge post. 

"Touchinge the 28th, I confosse I held it not fitt that 
Buclie kind of peopto a9 thes Articlera should be suffred. 
to neglect their tobacco bussinease at home to gadd abord 
euery newe come ahyp to be drunck^ and therfor© caused 
the Marshall continually to keepe good rule ther ; if being 
ther he bought any aqua vitse, wiue, or oylcj I protest it is 
tnor$ than I knftwe or ener heard before; otJy, this I am 
very eure of, that he dares not keepe any tappinge dis- 
orders in hia housf, whatsoeuer tbes wide-TDOuthed men 
dare affirme in England, Bince he and all others here are 
sufficiently giaeu to vnder&taud that I am as £erce an 
enemie to all such practices, both in mine officers and all 
others, aa euer wae any Gouernour here yet. 

"The 29th is a most cunaing and insiuuateinge trict. 
For not only Mr. Ferrars owne people, bat all the world 
here will beare me wittuease that I neuer touched any part 
or pareell of any of hia prouisions in my life, otherwiaa 
than by a carefull layeinge of them vp for him in oor 
publick store, neither did I Bell so much as one penywoHh 
of meale to any one, all that whole deare yeare. 

" To the 30th it is sayd, and willbe maiiiteyaed that ther 
cannot be a more worthlesse nor vngratcfnll man in the 
world than tliis Hindej if he affiroie what this Article 
reports : for fill men knowe here, that whatsoeuer he gotfi 
and carrid with liira honestly, he had it by my fauour and 
pitty of b-im, being otherwise wreachedly poote j and surely 
I haue euer yet bin fauonred with a better condition than 
to have need to robb the spittlehonao. 

''As for the last Article of this bunch, the 31th beingo 
the game on the head, it is yeelded vnto, as an answerable 
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coiiclusi'an to the rest of tke buildioge. For this Allen 
articled for was a coluny tiiaiij whoj pretendinge newea of 
liis father's dsatli, and muck dammsge to be gastaiuod by 
abaencCj cryed Tnto me to goe koms agaiue. I pittyinge 
of kim, gaue him leaue; yet Heaer took© a pouude of 
tobacco more of him than fiftie pounds, which wa3 for hia 
yearea worck^ ns euoi'y one knowea. And thua I have eeut 
you answered aa impudent and grouudlesse Articles aa 
(as I thinct) the world euer yet had; wherby not only my 
aelfe (dureinga mice abseuCe) haue receiued mo^t vnde- 
aerued cowardly wroungs ; but tke Honorable Company 
and their Court also, a notorioua affroot, and of very ill 
example." 

And vnto tke ainceritie, and in verification of tkea 
aUSwsrS, all tke CoUngell and officers qf tke Hands sub- 
Bcrihed, protestinge their readiiiiessD to affirme as much 
vpon their oathes wbensoeuer they should he called ther 
unto, euerye mati presaiog-e to giue in hia testimonye, for 
the disprofe of thoea impudent and nialiciona articlea^ which 
generally wer much detested j so that the Gouernom' rather 
wanted paper than handea to esprease hia iustification. 

But tke ale-bantings articlers in Euglandj perceiueinge 
tkey could not by their scrihHnge produce the renenge that 
they desiredj not restinge so, they fe^ll Tpon newe tricks 
and proiecta, to make good their malice and apleene againat 
tke Gouernour, and of these. Tucker was indeed a sfcoute 
leader and » braue captaice. First of all therfore (con- 
ceiueinge himselfe a very gracious man with the CornpaDy), 
he sued into the Courfc for a patente, wherby he would be 
made Hole Gouernour of the common laadj as also Goueroour 
of the fortes ; but this was sylently and with a scorne 
reiected, euerye man knowcinge him to be a better gardiner 
than a Gouernour. That fayleinge, he gaue out by himselfe 
and Ms twang that it was certaindy knowen that the 
Qouemour (vpon disgusts receiued from the Company) 
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resolued to forsake tlie Hands and his cliarge tber by Ibat 
yeares shypinge* In which regard, it beiug very liangeroua 
to haae the Itanda left at six and seueas, it was very 
r^quosite th&t either a new^ GQiiemouF sbould be elected 
and Bent by that ahypiiige, ptiblickly professed^ or that a 
Select comiqitte of six ineu should, cbuao a man secretly, 
whose name should bo closely sealed up in a boxo, Laneing- 
a large commissioa giueu vnto biui, which ha should v&& 
accordmge as he found occasion when he came thei-, and 
not to be knowen who lie was untill then, the wliich fine 
man he meat should be Liinselfe. But the Company sone 
amelt out this his rare deuice also, and larght at it, in ao 
much as he was generally stiled vpon the Cxchango, and in 
many other places, tho Jack in the Box. Being thus growne 
pooFB and bace, hia third ebyft was, that he might g-oe oner 
to Hue upon his owue land, thei-, as a priuate uiaDj but freed 
and priuilidged from the Gouemment ther, and not any way 
answerabla to the justice of the place ; the which also being 
held altogether irrcguler and without examplSj as rather 
being a request fitt for kuaaea and outlawes than honest 
and worthy men, he became absolutely frustrate aud pott 
of from all his deepe deuises^ aud grewe altogether in dia- 
payrs ; y$t had he bo Confidently relied vpon them, and so 
promised vpon himaelfe a certaiaetis of their takeinge, as 
he cot only wrote vnto his planters by the first shyp, that 
he would assuredly come vnto them, in spite of all enemies, 
by the second shyp (haueinge ehypped Bome barrells of beere 
vnto them also, to entertaine him at his arrluall, which wer 
afterwards merrily drunck np by snch as rather wished 
their company than his), but alao had bin abord the sayd 
second ahyp himselfe, and tber pointed and sett ont his 
owne cabbin, together with his wiuea aud his maydes^ 
which he determined to take very speedely, aud to dresse 
np for the voiage. But being thus generally frustrated of 
all his delicate hopea, he remained behind at homo to plott 
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and deaise uGtve lies and practices agaioEt the next yeavea 
returoe. The cheife acd almost only disconteut that the 
Gouernour receiced by all his packtug-e beiu^ from the 
readynesse and procliuitie that he therby perceiued and 
fomid to be in many of the Company to apprehend vii- 
charitably and rashly of him and his proceedinges, wheraa 
he eKpected (accordiDge to reason and Common ySB in such 
casBs) to haue found them his patrones and protectors; but 
in this also he was much releiued and comforted by being 
assured that they wer generally and almost only of the 
sitters beneath the halfe pace, being shop keepers end 
pedlars, who still fawne vpon and cocker their GouBmonra 
when they are newe, and aodainely after endeaiiour && 
inucb to disgrace and canuas them. But we will nowa 
retarue to the raagazin shyp, who (us we have sayd) was 
gotten in in a very aickly estate into the King-castlo 
harbour, The very next dayos night after whose arn'ualJ, 
the Gouerflour, about the middle of the night, teceiaeJ 
hastie newea by a dismayed measenger from Sands his 
tribej that one hundred Spaniards vver landed vpou that 
part, and that diners other botes and some shypa wer dis- 
couered to lie of at sea. Wbervpan (haneing first well 
tnaliQCd all the fortes) he instantly made thether iu persorij 
with soma twenty men in their armes, determineinge as he 
found cause to drawo together more tnen by the way out of 
the maine, and gett thetbet by the breafce of the nest day, 
when, instecde of an enemy which he expectedj he mett 
ooly with a company of poore delected Portn^lls and 
Spaniarttsj who, in. their passage from Cartagena iu the 
West Indies for Spsine, in company of the Spanish fleete, 
by the very same atarme that had endangered our owno 
shyp (as you have heard) had lost theirs vpoa our terrible 
rocka. They wer to the number, men, women, and children, 
of aeuenty, and had saued themaeluea partly in their shyp- 
bote and partly vpon fi raftj soe that (by Gods great 
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mercy) not any one of them penshed^ although they had 
forsaken their broken and tattered ahjp at least ten milea 
of at sea. Some of thes wer found people of faahion, and 
some women ther wer much to be pitted, wherof oue of the 
cheifeat waa within three dayes after brought in bedd of a 
hoyo. 

The Gouernour receiued them with all the comfort and 
releife that was poaaihle, causeiage all each goodea of theirs 
as had bin pilkged from them by &ome of the baser figrt of 
hia people (who had begun to be fingrmg with theni) to be 
rotoi-Gd ; and in perticultir, kaueing vuderstoode by the 
captaine and pylote that tha meaner sort of their owna 
marriuourSf vpon the first apprehension of their dangerj 
had stolen from thum in the shyp-hote, and nqt only left 
them to the mercye of tho seaeSj but carryed away with 
them also all ancli monyes as conld hastely be gotten, so 
that the better sort, who had most right vnto it, wer therby 
vtterly destituted. Vpon juatice by them, herein discretly 
demandsdj the GonernOnr caused a sondaime search to bs 
made among all the aayd marrinourSj, and recouered from 
amoDg them all to the quaatitie of one handred and fortie 
pounds, Bterltnge, or ther abouta (the which before witt- 
uesse) he deliuered iuto the captames hands, to be em^ 
ployed in a generall purse towards a general! keepeinge of 
them dureioge their abode here ; and ho billeted them 
abroad among the people of that part, wherou they wer fast 
cast, at the rato of a doUer, or foure shillingea Engtishj by 
the weeke for a heada. Only the oaptaine, pilote, and 
some others of the cheifeat, both of the men and women, 
lie caused to be conueyod to the townsj wher they liued the 
most of them at his owns table for nine or ten wcekSj vntill he 
ehjrpped them away for England, as we shall hears hereafter, 
haueitige giaen command and direction to all the fortes as by 
the waye they came any tlunge neere them, that they should 
speake loude vuto them with their ordinance, the which. 
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thoug'Ii they perhaps might cnterpretQ as a biddinge of them 
wellcome, yet he entonded it as a lettiuge of them kngwe 
tbflt he was able to gioe it, both them and their shypa, in 
■what fashion he listedj nourialiinge them with all in all the 
ignoraace he cpuld couceraeiage such perticulera wherin 
their knowledge mig'ht be any way preindiciall, and on the 
contrary, puttinge on the beat face he waa possibly able 
vpon all thoea thingea that might any waye speake the 
strength and reputation of the lUinds. 

The Goueruour haneingo thua settled this affayre, tnrned 
himselfe to the occasions of the ehyp ; and first of all he 
caused all her sick passengers (which wer very many) to bo 
had on shore, whers they wer releined and looked vnto ; 
then the magaain goods (of which tber wer reasonable 
BtorCj though the moat of them nona of the fittest), and the 
two Cape merchanda (being more by one man euer ther 
Vsed to bo oni* ahyping'e) wer appointed their residence in 
a newe Btore-honse, built of purpoae by the Gonernour this 
yeare to that end. This done, precepts are sent dowue into 
the tnaine to vrge the people to their worck, and with all 
conueniect apeede to bring up their tobacco to the sliypinge, 
wherof not lesse than twenty thousand waight had bin 
torne and spoyled in the feildea by the former storme. In 
this ahyp, ther wer also sent by the Company ten boyea 
apprentices, to bs placed on the generall land, and by 
the Company wer appointed also to the custody and oaer- 
sight of the gunner of Smithes- Fort, in regard wherof, he 
was allowed the one halfe of their labour, and for the other 
to Htand answerable to the CompRnyj but with this con- 
ditioHj that the whole yeares crop should be sent home vnto 
them eueiy yeare in lumpe, a course the which, as being 
newe and straunge, hothe caused a loathnesse and difficultie 
in the gunner to receiue them upon thoea tearmes (which 
certainely hd had not done but for the importunitie and 
vi'gcinge of the Gouornour), and also gaua an apparent 
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euidonce to the Gonernom* hmiselfe that the Company litia 
uieot Of cutcnded to make good their promises, by order of 
Court, vOto him in tlie supply of his men (wher of ha 
allivaycs wanted twenty of his due number), since they fchtta 
tooke up a newe deuice and courae to frnsimte and auoid 
him, Dot doubtinge but that this addle egge had bin hatched 
and brought up by the plottiugo and Euggestiona of aome 
of bis talkatiuG oppoaitea in their Courts, who endenored 
iioethinge more than how to discontent and diaraaraj^e hira. 
With thia ahyp ther arriued Kkuwise about ono hundred 
ncwe pbinterSj some whcrof were people of good ffishion, 
and very well supplied and prouided. The Gouernonr also 
at the satne time reclined fiftegngi barrella of gunpowder 
from the Company, and soma great shotfcj but expsctinge 
i'ni'tber («i;cordinge to on intiuiatiou of such perticuiera iii 
the gonerall letters) to hauo found somo store of razin,tacT, 
fishinge lines, course oyle for the armes, and some other 
necessaryes^ he foxiud liimselfe vterly deceiued; only the 
tarr and rozin came (very ill conditioned) by the next shyp, 
wherby he perceiued a bold negligence (not to say worsej 
in the husband of the Company, who^ being by them en- 
trusted to SEO such thinges prouided and shypt oner, either 
regarded not the charge imposed Tpou him, or mia-n.ppliod 
it to hia owne perticulerj to the great danger and hinderauce 
of the plantation. 

In the moneth ensueingGj the second shyp of this yeare, 
called the James, was discried from tiio Mount, who that 
day came in into the townes hai-boar^ aod she also, by the 
heates of the season, had by the ways lost her master, and 
diners of her passengers, 

In her ther returned into the Hands Mr. Lewes [Hughes], 
the ancient minister (who had bin here from the very 
beginuinge of the plantatioo, and token great paines and 
done rauch good, and yet at this time, contmry both to all 
reason aqd expectation, found himselfe very harshly and

vngi'atefolly vsed euery ways by many of tlie CompatiyJ^ aa 

also (to all wise mens -v^oniie]-) Mr. Keadal], tlie captaioe of 

the foretnentioned informera, who (aa being euery waye 

coDScioua of his owae miscarriage) had procured by meanes 

of his coscra Sands a certaine note of recionjinendfifcion or 

protection to be inserted iu bis behalfu vnto the Gouernoui' 

in the generall letters io thes wordes : — 

*' Wfi recommendfid Captaine Kendall vnto you, and very earneBlIy 
d'esire you (as tie hiitl) faythfiilly promiBed us) to sett apart aU diacoiv- 
teiit and euiH will for former u»kiiiilcieaae3 past either here or ther, 
betweeue you, which we oaciuot tbinclE on witliout gteife aoe ihitt 
priuiite diacontentB may not be any Jiiudrance to tbe aduiincflraeiit at ye 
publick affayrea; aud in perticnler we must require you, tbnt you doe 
not vae tLe authoritie of your place to the recentment of ygiq- priuate 
ininrips ; a tMnge very vnworthye of & Gouernour ; and eaah aa 
noetliinge could be more -odious "yndo Uft ; eapeciAlly iu the case of C-apt, 
Kendalls, who comes vpon the puhlick B«;Hntie of our Court, which we 
haue giuen him, not as a tbiuge needfull, for we are asaured, your good 
dispoaitioD is such aa would not haue pi-ocecded otherwise than iustly, 
and aa a wortliy man ought : but for his owne and frioiiila satiefaction 
we coT.dd doa HOC iesse." 

VpoQ the presentment of which by Kendall, and before 
the Gouernoor either knewe it, or sawe itj lookinge vpoji 
Kendall he used thea wordes vatg him : " Howsoeuer, Cap- 
taine Kendallj I cotifeass I did not looks to see you here at 
this time, by reason of some straunge thinges that I haue 
heard of yoa, siTice yonr departnre, practised ag'ainst me in 
England, and which yon knowe also I cannot be ignorant 
of; yet siuce you are come, you may assure yonrselfe that 
yon shall line vnder a moderate and iuat Goiiormenfc and 
vnder a Coinmandour that doth much Bcrorae to makevse of 
his authoritie to Berne (how iustly soeuer) his priuate and 
perticnler ends," 

Afterward, haneing vewed the uotej and well considered 
of it, tarneinge vnto Kendall, " You aee, Captaine (sayth he), 
by the assurance I gaue you at the first dash, that this, 
your protectinge note, mig-ht haue bin spared." To which 
pnrpose aUo, m his answer to the Coiiipaaya generall leisters 
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comeingo to Ibia pointy he told them tliatp lie was to thanck 
the Honorable Company for remembriDge of him that he 
held not his place here to serue his owne turces ; yet was 
this a ]esson that he had both learned and practised before 
then as holdeiuge it vtterlj Tubecomeiage him, not only 
OB he was a Gouernoitr and a Christian, hut he was a 
mail, in such ca&e& as thoes to deale vpon auch aduaatages ; 
in which regard ho vowed uuto them that their Courts pab- 
like seeuritie might haue bin spared and forborne; and that 
yet the aduBoturesa of aomq other of that confederacye, by 
a rGturn-e into the Hands withont it dureinge his time, 
miglit sufficiently proclairae vnto the world that they kiiewe 
him otherwise than they §pake him." 

But, howsoever, Kendall and hia consorts escaped thus 
freely from the touch of the Gouemoar, yet could they not 
(especially Kendall, as being the moat notorious) keepe 
themselaea so clears from the toungea and talks of the 
people, some sayeiDge that he came like a theife, with hia 
pardon about his neck ; others, that if they had bin in hia 
case, they would rather haue gotten a liueinge with sellioge 
of stinckinge fiah than, after haueinge proued himselfe a 
base and false informer and slandourour of his commandoar, 
behind hia back, to sae pittiftiUjj and make freiads for a 
protection when he bad doce. Thes, and auch as thes, wer 
the common censures of the very common sort against hini. 
As for thoea of better fashion, he was altogether and gene- 
rally neglected by them and despiced of all, euen of auch as 
had formerly bin his very great and affectiuge freindesj so 
that noe man enniteiage him to house, nor scarce receiueings 
him when h& came vnbiddenj it became his owne report 
that he was almost staraod whilst he stayed at towne. 
Yet had the Gouemour wished him not to forbeare hia table : 
bnt his owne guilty conscience forced him [as it shouhl 
seetne) to make noe vse of that enuitement, for aeldome 
went he thetber, nor to the very chorche it selfe, but makes 



awaye as sone as he could to his home at Sommerseate, 
whev he is noe soner aTriueid but falls most desperately 
sick ; BO that being in all mens iudgments held as a dead 
man, it comeinge to the Gouemotirg ears, he of purpose 
SGDt the niiuister vnto him to comfort him, and for quiett of 
his conscience, to assure him that if any act done BgainSt 
him in perticuler did any way trouble hia minds (as he con- 
ceiued it might well be), that for his part he did fully 
re-mitt itj and absolutely forgiue him. For which measagDj 
although for that preaent with a hollow voice (for ho could 
scares speaks), he seemed to giue the Gouernour much 
thancfcs; yet noe soner became he a litle recouered, but (to 
let all the world kaowe that it was done with a more hol- 
lowe heart) he gaue it out amongst aomo of bis rabble of 
Sir Edwin Sandsj his planters, that the sayd minister bad 
bin sent vnto him to grope him in his weakuease ; and that 
for his part he had neuer done the Gonernour any wronng, 
nor would acknowledge it, though he had : of such a base 
mettaile is the man made of. 

In this sbyp came ouer likeivise diuers newe planters^ 
and among them certains young raaydes (or, at the Icaatj 
single women), sent oner at the. cost and by the piona 
intentlo'U (as the genSrall letters say(3) of some Adoen- 
turoura of the Company to make wiuea for auch single men 
of the country aa would paye one hundred pouades of 
tobacco apeece for euory one of thorn, Ther wer also two 
Virginian virgins (one wherof died by the way at sea) 
shypped by the Virginia Company, and very well supplied 
by themi, who wer by that Company recommended vnto the 
Gouemour,uB beiug not only one of the Company.but asworne 
counsellor in that plantatioUj that by his care and authorifcie 
honeBt English husbands might ther be prouided for them 
(a harder task in this place than they wer aware of)j who 
together, after Bomo ataye in the Hands, might be trans- 
ported home to their aauvage parents in Virginia (who wer 
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ther no lesse than pctie kingea), and so La tappely a 
meaues of their conuoi'sion.' 

Towards the end of tbis moneth of October appeareth 
vpon the const a stnale shyp of Baratablej in the west 
couutry of England, belonging to one Mr. Dalbridgej a 
brotber of the Sommer Hands Coropany, and wboly sett out 
by biuisclfe. She came into the townes harbourj and was 
very well Conditioned, Bod with her a conuenient and well 
chosen mag-azin and a Cape-merchantj or, rnther, captaine 
of the barck (for so he was stiled by a commission procured 
trom this Compadj), being an allyance of the sayd Del- 
bridge: the which magazio, the moat part of it (although it 
arriued somewhat at tlis latest, and by that meanes gott 
none of the best tobacco), waa sold to tlie inhabitants out of 
a boothe, almost a mile from the towne^ the remaindoar 

* Pocahontas waa accompanied to S^ngland by three young Indian 
maid^DE, who remained Jifter hur deatb a cDosidi^raliW (charge to tbc 
Virginia Company for four or five yearfl. One of them died of con- 
sumption ill the i>tlier two remained imtil June 1021, wlten we 
have the followiog entiy in thi Kycords of the Virginia Company : — 
"At a great and general Quarter Court, held the IS Jane, Itt being 
referred tij this Court* to djrect Rome course for the dispceing of two 
Indian maydiia Iiavinge byne a Longe time verie chargeable to ye 
Compati^y, ttt ia now ordereil tliat they shall be furniebed and sent to 
the Snninier Ilands, whyther they were willing to go with oar servajita 

. . towai'da their preferra't in with auch aa shaU accept of them 
with that meaiiea — with eapMiali dyrection to the GouT'nor and 
Councell there for the careful! beetoweing of them.'"

By an orig'iual clc'rical error in Bonig transcript froai the parish 
register at Grareaend, the di^ath of Pocahontaa is commonly placM iu 
IfilG instead O'E 1617. The ditte of burial ia given in tlie Keg^ijjter 
March 21, 1C16, or IVLarch 21, 3617, as wa now dividu the yi^ar. This 
has been read May 2L, 1616 (see Notts aiul Queries, 3-rd aeries, toL v, 
p. 1^3. E. D. Meill, Hi»lorfi of the. Vinjinia Comim>iy, 18G&, p, 98, 
and the Bamt author's Euiflhh Cvluiikatiun in America 1871, p, 83.) 
I am indeteed to the Kev. R. Joynca, Rector of Gravcsend, for verify- 
ing this correction, which recoDcilea her death with the well-tnown fact 
that elie was preaent at a masque performed before tiie Court iii 
January 1617, Domestic Corresp., Jac. 1., vol, ic. 
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thei'of being afterwards to be cnrried for Vlrg-inirtj aa you 
shall beare. By ter also th$.r returned two or three more of 
the Kendall crua, and among the rest that Carter, before 
mentioned, who, being one of thoea three that at the first 
of the discoucry of tbes Hands wer left here behind to 
Iceepa posaessioii (aa you haue h,eard)j and then fiudeinge a 
great qaantitie of amher-greecSj to the valas df fiue hon- 
dred pDundH aterlingj which was taken from him by the 
Company, he at hh timo by infinite importonitie in recom- 
pence therofj rcceiued of the Company in gift for three 
Hues (who found that he began to vndQrta,ke some dangeroaa 
courses, by the counsell of some wiser than himaelfe) a 
Btnnle Hand called Coopers; but with such cuninga con- 
ditions, one whereof was to keepe continually a certaine 
number of resident men vpon itj to be vpon all occasiona 
at the neruice of Pembroka Fort, which stands ther Cthe 
forte with ths appurtenances being aeuertheleasa excepted 
from him) as let the world knows, bothe how well they 
could la-ye about for themselueSj and with what a foole they 
had then to deale withalh By this barck, nlso, are brought 
some fewe mare new inhabitaats aa likewise single women 
to sell for wiueSj and young boyea for apprentices, the 
which to such aa would and could giue most. 

The fifth day of NouDraber followeinge (boing the day of 
that damnable gunne-powder treasons discouerie) was this 
years (that the Spaniards raight take notice of it) obserued 
here with a kind of solBmnitis; the &ouernor, goeinge to a 
Bermon in the charche that moruinge, with an estraordinary 
garde of halberds and musketta ; all the straungers of 
fashion, bothe men and women, dioeinge with hitn, aa also 
all the officers, an(^ the cbeife of the towna at what time, a 
health being begun by the Gouemour, to the Kings Ma- 
iefitie, and the pioaperitle of all hia dominiona, ther was 
Tpon it deliuered a very good and quick voliy of smale ahott, 
the which was answered from the fortes with great ordi- 
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nancGj and then Hpaine concliicled by a second volley oF 
amale sbott : ueltfeec was the afterfloioue of that day witboat 
musiclc and dauceinge, and at eight many hug-e bonfires of 
Bwcet wood. 

By thigtime, the most part of the tobacco being shypped, 
the Magazin shyp, the Josopft, is ready to be gone ; at what 
timo also tho Governour onteodinge that both© shippa 
shonld goe tof^ether (as a good meanea of safety and pro- 
uidence foi* them bothe (vrged tho shypj the James, to a 
dispatch ; and to encoiirago her the more, promiaetli her 
the fi-aught of the most, and all the better sort of the 
strnungors ; for, findinge their geaerall purse and stock 
almost vtterly exhausted, and that of neceasitio they wer all 
of them to be furnished with aome warms cloathes for a 
winter voiage; and besides, holdinge it vtterly vnfittj that 
by a longer ataye, either they should bccomo farther ac- 
quainted with the place or the people with them; he re- 
soloed to shyp awaye, either all, or the moat part of themi, 
by this ahypinga. Bat the master of the James, being very 
fearefoll of the discharge, and due pay of his fraught by 
thea strauDgera when they arriued in England ; and the 
sayd straongers not being able by uny meaner to make 
present payment of it here, tho Gouernour was constrayned 
(rather thna to be any longer troubled with them) to eng^age 
hirasclfo for it vnto the master, by Icaucinge a good part of 
his yeares crop of tobacco in his hands, vntill the sayd 
fraught wer by them discharged; the which, although the 
straungers protested honestly and speedely to performe 
after their arriuall at London ; yet the Gouernour thought 
it not amisse to intimate as much tO' the Company in his 
generall letters j prayeinge them, since it was for a generaH 
goo3, that if it should proue that they dolt otherw^se than 
well with him in that perticutcr, tliey would be pleased to 
iuterposo their, assistance to the Spanish Embassador re- 
sident in Loudon, for his preaeraation; to whom also, at 
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the earnest entreaty of the straung-era, he wroie Icfctera in 
Spaniali ia their belialfe aad fauour; tliD which, notwith- 
stanJiuge lie enclosecl (vnsei^leil in his perticuler letters to 
the Earle of Southampton, tlie Goaernour of tlie Company), 
Dot knoweing whether otherwise it might bo sinisterly iu' 
t&rpretod by hia enemiea for a Gouernour in this pluce 
especially, to write to tho Embassador of aformioge Prince, 
and cheifly of that Prince, without aequaintinge thoes that 
had employed and entraated him thether. 

And thus are tlicse accidetitall guests pacted away, 
hnueinge bin very curtuoualy entertained by tho Gouernour 
{though not without some grudgiugs of the common sort, 
who sayd openly that they would not haue vasd them in 
the like case) dnrcinge their whole abode heroj the which 
also they seGtaed themseliloa to bo so fi^nccable of as that 
their departnre, they presented the Gouernour with an act 
m wrlteiogej signed with all the prime raeas hands; by 
which, as towards and by way of an expression of their 
thancks, they made a full and absolute deed of gift vnto 
him, of what so euer, either was or should be recouered 
oot of their last ahyp left behind them ; and thia they 
itiAtiifested to h& and rcat id their power to doe, in regard 
that hothe by their owns safe arriuall on tho shore, and 
their leaueinge of diuers Hue creatureSj as hogges and 
doggea abord behind, the shyp could not be taken nor held 
us a wrack. Fine persona only of all thia number wer 
detfiyntd VntJU the yefti'e followiOgCi, and vnder a, pretence 
of "want of roome for them in the shypa; though many 
conceiued that it was rather done to 6nd oot in the meaoe 
time whether any discoueriea miglit by their meanes bo 
made of any Spanish intentions vpon thes Hands from the 
West-Indiaa or els wher; and the rather (perhaps not 
cnuselesaly)j it was guest so by reason that these fine men 
wer saylouts, and had long bin couuersaut in thoes partes 
and aoe most likely to attainc to the knowledge of it if any 
such things wer in talke. T 2 
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About the fourtoGnth of November, both the ahjps, the 
Joseph and the James, beinge in two seusrall harbourSj g-att 
out and mett ftt 80ft; yet neither of them without some 
(lauger : for although the weather was at the same time so 
calme, aa they wor forced to towe them out with botes and 
strength of me'o, yet tho chanella being yery narrow and 
tho currant great, the Joseph found her selfe to be falne 
ouemeere a rock, and so was putt to it to let slipp an 
anchor, and so shjfTted for her selfe. But the Jtmies (whcrin 
most of the Spaniards wer), by the wUlfallnease of her 
Master, who regarded not the Iland-Pylotea aduiae, caused 
his shyp to be towed vpon a rock which laye hid a fathaino 
under water, wher she strookc senen or eight times, to a 
generoll disraaye, but especially with the poore atraung'erg, 
some of the women lamentinge, and cryeioge out to bo 
gotten on shore againe, and sweareinge that they would 
rather die in the Hands than aduenture awaye with such 
perill. Bnt the seas (by good hap) being Gxtraordinary 
still and qniett (othorwiao she had certainly bin loat with- 
out all redemption), she wm at last towed of, with very 
mach adbo, and that without the least harme and dainmage 
that could be discerned : which caused the Gouemonr to 
Bays (when he was told of it) that he was noethiog-e sory 
for the aduentuTB, since the shyp escaped so well : "for", 
qnoth he, " it letts the Spaniard knowe, that besides our 
good fortes and store of ordinance, we haue secretfc and 
stroung walls vndyr water, on all aides to giue them a mde 
Wellcome if they como vnbidden, vnlesse they looke well 
about them : the which thes their countryman hane found 
true to their coat by loseing their owne shyp and goodes 
on the end of tho Hands, and being^e putt into a second 
fears of loseinge of their lines in one of our owns shyps at 
the other end." 

In the monetb next followemge the harck of Earnatable 
also takes her leane of us, but leauea her Captaine or Cape^ 



mGrchaot bohintl, who (from somo former infection) dieth in 

the Ilands. She made her course for Virginia, whether 

^33 you bane heardj, after her dispateh here she was 

bound. Bj her the Goaemour sont two Jarge caader chests, 

wheriu wer fitted all such kindea and sortes of the country 

plants and fruictg, ag Virginia at that time and yntill then 

had not, as figgSf pomegranates, orangca, lemanSj plautaueSj 

anger CiEmeS) potatoe, and cossada rooteSj papaes, red-pepper, 

the pritle peare, and the like : one of which sayd cheata ho 

directed to the then present Gouernour, with letters of this 

tenor followinge. 

" To my worthy Friend, Sir Frauncis Wiatt, Gouernor of Virgiuia. 

Sir, — If your name decciue me not, we kDowe one another, llow- 
Etieuer yottr Deigbboui-Loode and aHiaitie of coiuuiaud Inuiie me bo 
-wellcome you, and to wiah you aU happinesse, in tMe your oneroua 
Hotmour, 

" Our plantation commeQceth a commercs Tnto you, for by tliia shyp 
I ha-nc sent you sucbe of our prime Fruicte as (I hearc} you haue not, 
but aagiire niy eijlfe you would haue; nor is ther ought ela ■with vs, but 
(liureiiige my tearme here) yoa aball, aa brethren commfiud it. And 
(although your owne clima.te gines a beleif? you cao hauB no^ hadd 
aire) I caunot chase but witih you the tfimperntnre and salubritie of 
onre, the TFliich I dare prononuce to be t'qLiall with the best of the 
world; and with it ab«) wniicqnicated our bothe naturall and artificittn 
BtreiifjthcH. I doubt not but that you hauc your good wishes for va 
likewise, as a participation with yon of a spntioua continent, goodly 
pasture, fayre riuer-s, nece^ry yron miDeE, aad (perhaps) some other 
Becret hopea : arc glad and thaccfe you for it^ and let tb Btill iointly 
goe on to wieh one anytliers good, and to act it, and God s^t^Qud our 
houest endeanours. And thus (noble sir) you haue hastely and heartely 
recomniDnded the trlie and faythfidl aSfction c)f 

" Your assurfid freind, 

" St. Georges, in the Sommer Ilanda, " Nath. Hutler, 

" Deeeinb. 2, 1G21." 

The other chest being alike fitted ami ordered as the 
formerj he sent vnto Sir George Tardly, whose time being 
newly expired. Sir Frauncis Wiatt arriued ther this yeare, 
being cliosen by the Virginia Company to succeede him. 
Sir George retircluge himselfe, as ti priuate man, to liue 
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rpon oertniue land of hta owne in a hansome house which he 
had built dnreinge the time of his Gooermeot, The con- 
tents of which letters wer aa followoth : 

'* To my worthy fretnd, Sir George Yardly, iu Virginia gine then, 

" VVuithy gir, — TLifl bearer (who loves yon well) asureth me that 
you ment yk tlie last jeare, ami tliat you mot out a »Iiyp of purpose 
to let vh know it, of wtiicli liowflo euer we wtr doi>riucd by t!ie i^fnorance 
flf tile pylote, yet your noble entention ought io iini wtueuied as &u 
net (lone to cii<rreaBe my IhiLnckB. I liaue nowe Bent yon tame of out 
Coanlrj fruicta, anil I wieb they njay miiltiplie with you.; they ft te of 
oar choicB ones, acJ such us giue tb luucli content heta; vhcr, aud 
cuery wher ela, I shari by all ucanca eiprease my sclfe, 

Your a^ectionate freind, 

" St. Georges, in the Sommer lUuda, " Nath. Bdtler. 

'•Deicemb, 2, 1C21.'" 

The lEtLods being thus cleared and voide of BhypingOj and 
the Gouemour sA sotn^ Htla leysure, he presently goetli 
into the maine, and so out to sea to the lost Spanish shyp, 
lie had bin once tliere before^ within two dayes of her first 
rnine ; bnt ovon then findinge her (contrary to all cxpecta' 
tion) ahynered all to piecoa {^ar nenor had ehyp a more 
eoudaino death), and most of her goodea either under water, 
or floted away, he found noe poasibilitie of recoaoringo any 
tbingc of v^alue, saue one ancboi-j one cablej and two very 
good aakera ; Nor spedd be any thtnge better at this time, 
for tho wind beginning to blowe londj and the loast gale 
• disablinge all attempts that waye, by reason of the great 
BwelHnge of the billowes in that part, and its beinge so far 
out to sea, he was constreyned to retnme without any great 
t-ffecfc; only three murthcring peecea wee weyed and brought 
to the towne, the which afterwarde wcr knowen to be the 
very same that Kendall bad sold to Kirby : whervpon the 
Qoneraoiirj detnandinge of the fine Spaniaxds that wer left 
behind how their shyp camo by them, it was answered that 
the sayd Kirbifj bi?ing long on rouetngo vpon the Islands 
of the West Indies, was at last dlaeoucred in hia hant^ and 
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two good shypa sent oat from OartagGua to euti-appe Iiim ; 
wherein their Pilots had bin cbeifly otnployed: so that at 
lastj being- tnken on the soudaiDB^ most of his men wer 
slajoe and baogedj hig frig-ate borded and carried awayo, 
and himselfe, being shott through the nock with a musketC 
shott, forced to ruune into the woods, wher be sone after 
died of hia hurts : by which meaiiea whatsoeuer be had for- 
merly pillaged was made a praye to the conqaeroara ; thea 
tnurtberourg fallings to the share of theif Pilote, who tbua 
broQght them to his ahyp, and hia ahyp to ns. 

The Goueruour is noe souer returned ont of the maiae to 
St. Georges, butt he setts twenty men of hia owne people 
on worck at Southampton FortOj tho which after six weekes 
of hfird labour \s absolutely perfected, and the whole worck 
shutt ill, and ordinance secured, by three somle bullwarcba, 
two cm'taines, and two raveling ; th& which not only (being 
thus putt together) makoth a very fayre shewe out to son, but 
ia, with all (the naturallsite of rock esceediiiglie well ■concur- 
ringc) very atroung and defenaiblo : being (to saye the 
truth) the only true peeice of fortification in tha whole 
Hands.^ By this time Christmas being come, and the pre- 
fist day of the Aasizea^ the fifth generall gaylo deliuery 
(since this Gouemours time) is held at St. Georgep, wherin 
diners ciaill causes hetweene partieand partle, in the nature 
of nisi-prius, being hoard and decided, some delinquents 
arc condemned and sentenced to the whyping-e post : others 
to be bnmcd in the haod accordinge to the natures and 
Beverall qaalities of tbeir offences. Three young boyes 
ouly, for sundry felonies, aa stealeinge of piggesj ineate, 
potatoes, aud brcakciugo open some cabbias to that end, 
are sentenced to be hanged; hub being carried oucr to the 
place of exeeatioo and made to goe up the ladder, and their 
eyes banded, lookeinge verely to die and being escoediugly

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terrified, their ropriva is shown to the Marshall, who ther 
vpoc roturneth them, the Goiiemoui' sayeinpe to mrae fhat 
wer about liiin, that he could cot fiodl in his heart to hang 
Buch young knanes for stealeingG only for their bellyeSj sinc& 
it might well be, that either thie cruelty, pooertie, or at least 
want of fittgoucrninent in their masters, wer chfefe occasions 
and motiuea of thia ther pilferiiige : an apprehension iustly 
and with all reason groiinde^d vpon the carefossoesse and 
iudiscretioD of diuers vudertakera in Englaml, who appoint 
l>oyGS to be comtnandours nnd oueraeera of boyea. Hat the 
only matter of note at thia AssizsSj was, that the same 
Crowther, about whome it was suggested (as yon haue 
heard) by the Articlera of England, that the Gouemour 
should coocBale his lelooye, hiiUGiu^e at the sittinge of the 
Court entred an action of sender against one of thoes iu- 
furmera, for giveiage oat Home such thinge of him^ here 
since hia retnrne, the Gouernour CHUs^ed the sayd action to 
be so withdrawen [although ther wer diners wittnesses 
ready in the Court to depoisc for the cleareinge of the sayd 
CroTfther), sayeinge that himselfe being interested in the 
cauae, it was not fitt nor proper for him, being the Judge 
of the Court, to bane the hearelnge of it; and tliat therfore 
he must, together with hiniseUe, haue patience vntill their 
retarne into Eoglaud, wher he might aasure hiinselfe to 
find good and sufficient justice in good timo to right thetn 
bothe. 

The Assizes being broken np, the Gouemonr, with the 
the fii-at of the newe yeare^ senda downe his Liuetenant into 
the maiuGj to distribute tlie armes to able people, and such 
as wer Jitt, nnd atlbcted to be Goldicra, And to that pur- 
pose, giueth cerlaine orders for the rendeuous, and answer- 
iuge to nil alarmes, which wer hanged np in all the churches 
in the xnaine and wer to Ihia effect : " That fine of the tribes, 
V])on the discouci'v of an tnemyc, should resort to the oucr- 
pluB huuEB with their amiefl, ther to be furiiiahed with 
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powder, bulletts, and mafcqh j the charge wLerof waa com- 
mitted to the nearest Counsellour dwellinge ther-abouts : 
and from thence they wer to be conducted by their leaders, 
accordiTDge to direction from the Gonernonr, and as ocea- 
eioaa rcquir&d. The rest of the tribes wer to repayre eitlier 
to the Kinrjs-Castle or the towne of St. GeorgeSj to be pro- 
uided ther in the like mannerj and accordiDgly coniDaanded. 
And eaery man to whom armsa wer committed wer afc all 
times to keeps them fixt aad in point, vpon the peualtie of 
one mQueths injpctgonmenfc, and to be witha,ll diagracefully 
caaaired : and were aUo vpon the like penalty to make their 
appearance at all exerciaeinge dayos and places." 

AboiiC this time it was [though by meere channce and 111 
husbandry, too), that an esperiraent and inuention of much 
importance aod benefitt for the whole Tlatlds for the- keep- 
ing-e and presemationof their corne (which is the Indian maiz) 
from the flie and weauell which iuSmtely spoyled it.and hither- 
to vnanoidably, was fonnd out and diaeouered. For the 
Gouernour haneing giuen out a proclamation the yeare 
before, that all corne should bo housed and gathered in by 
a certain day, vpon the penaltie of the forfeiture therof : 
which was done vpon dne informatioD and qertaine know- 
ledge, that very much corns^ by the laziaease of diners idle 
persona (who move diligently looked after Aqua-vitse than 
Panem-vitie), had by that meanes bin lost and spoyled euery 
yeare in the feilds, and, with all, proued a great nouriah- 
ment and maintenance of the increase of ratta, a vermin 
ener daugeroua, and to be carefully looked after in thes 
Hands I at this sOmnier haruest [ther being generally g]-eat 
Btore of come vpon the ground, and a goodly crop} very 
many of the inhabitants (none of the best husbands)^ who 
had hastely gathered in their corne before the day of forfei- 
ture, for feare of vndergoeinge tha penalty, haueing bo gott 
it in, did as hastcly cust it into oiit lionaes, ypoa heapesj 
and altogether vn-huaked, as it came froui the feild, ao lett- 



ing-e it be vnheedeJ foure or fiua monetheSj by which tims 
qU tho good tiusbanda tbrough out the whole Hands, "wlio 
had diLigcntJy and painefuUy hnaked and hung np all their 
crop, began euery wher to complaine and lament the ratne 
and spojle of it by the fits and wsauell : only thee good fel- 
lowea, who neuer cared hut from hand to mouthe, wer iolly, 
and heid up their heads, makeiog their boasts that not a 
grains of theirs had bin touched or hart : the which (beyond 
all beleife) being', indeed, found visiblye true, soidd fewe (who 
looted into the causes of actions) apparently perceiued that 
the former common ViSe of huskioge and hanginge up of the 
gorne (which both tooke up much time, asked many handes, 
and hindred other busaineaae about tobacco) had bin the 
only meane to prostitute it to the flio, who, by bloweioge 
into it generated tho weanell ; tha which weauell, after it 
had deuoured the inward sabatance of the graine like a 
viper, entes oat its way, and became a flio it salfe : from all 
wbicli the corne was sufficiently preaeraed by being left 
lieinge in its naturall coate-armour, the husk. Here-ypon 
this ill-bestowed mproffitable labour of huskainge and hang- 
ingo of it up becomes totally left and gioen oner (for you 
may be sure that euery man wquld greedely followe a lazzie 
trick, especially being gaincfull with al!i), and therby the 
former wonted plauge of the decaye and ill keepeiage of it 
excellently avoided: an experiment among many others, 
which lets the world to vnderstand that mis Fortune hath 
euer hiad, and wiil haue^ a greater atrooke and hand in iq- 
iientiona than either witt or industry. Much about the 
saoie time, also, excellent fresh water ia luckely found out 
both in Coopor Hand and St. Dauia, to the great ease and 
benefitt not only of the places themselues and the inhabit- 
ants ther, but of all the neighbouring fortes, which haueing 
bin long and often searched after in former times conld 
ueuer be mebt with all vntill nOwe. 

In the moiieth of February foUoweinge, certaine iniunc- 
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tioDB wer direcbed from the Gouemour to all churche 
wardens and sideinen to this purpose : 

"Thftt wheras the sayd charcli-war(iiina and aideinen wcr to aesiat the 
miuiftttrB in liiokeingc to the lines and conuersations of the people, being 
a principal! meanee for th* siippresBinge of prDplianeueasQ and vugodly- 
nesaa, tliat thcrfore the sayJ ofEcerB wer carefully to takt to their 
charge, and to goe vntfl, or send for all euL-Iie jjei^sou or jictsoiib as 
thould be fumid tg abfieut thenifMihicB from the churchc, or refuse to 
Teccine thecomniunjon, or wer an open prophanowr of the Sabaoth, or 
an obstinate awcaeer, notorioua drunckard, disordurly and riotouB 
gamster, enrojloyr, ^lauiidaroua or idle buaie-body, a make-bate, oue 
Tefieuieotly atid vpoa iuat grounds eiifljuicted of an incontineot life, or 
lineingo any ways offenaitiely, the wliich siiyd delinquents, thoy wer 
firet in mild and loaeinge aort to adrn-onish and eshorte in the feare of 
God to refraiiie itdta such ^christian behauiour, and in case they 
amended not, but still co-ntinaed in ibeir fonaer disorders, to preaunt 
them at the gcuerall AsBizea, thcr to receiue Buch open puniabnient as 
tliu qnalitio of their offeuccs should be found to desL-nie, And farther, 
the forcaayd otGiiM^ra wer to present all such readers as regarded not to 
keepc ft true ri^ster of all marPiageB, cliristeuings, and burialls, as wer 
made in Lht^r gcn-erall pariaheK, or did not «u^y Sabaoth d]\y te''<i>;he and 
cntcchiae such youtliefl and people of the younger sort aa wer moat 
ignorant in the priticipaU of Chrigtian religion, and to Bayo the Lord's 
Prayer, the articles of the Cbribtiau fayth, and tliu ten coniniaii dements 
by heart, as also all such prime men of fameli^ as did either rcfnse or 
neglect to Beuil thuu people and seruant« at th@ timg appointed for the 
Bnyd rmdeiB to teach aud instruct them." 

la the sacQQ moneth, alao^ the GonerDour augmented the 
THimber of hia gardo from twelve to twenty, and gaue them 
OTie Mr. Seymour Woodarde for their captaipej a very houest 
and ciuil! gentleman, and a rare man [in that regard) in tboes 
partes, who was the first captaine of the garde in the Sora- 
mer Hands. 

In the tnoueth of Marche foUoweinge, a small barck waa 
diacouered vpon the south-west side of tho Iluuds; the 
which the day after gutt in at the towues harbour, being 
sent from Virginia. Her ladeinge was aqna-vita!, sack, 
oyle, tiiid bricks; in escbauuge wherof she desired plauts 
and hei-bes of all sortea, potatoes, duuks, tiirkeyes, aud 
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essaye was putt in action by tliQ Gouernoar for the killinge 
of waleg, who (dureioge tte TnoiiBthes of Marche, Aprill, and 
May) are ia huge numbors found vpon the coast : and it 
wna nttempted at this time^ vpon the Master of the ahypa 
report of hia owns aufficieucy and his mates that waye who 
wep both of them employed in it ; but noetbin^o effected, aa 
well by reason of the misse of due meanea, as due ekiU: 
otherffiso it being in all likelyhoode a bu3sinesae very fay- 
sable, and of fayre hope ; and that aa well in roficard of the 
exfcraordraary nmubot of tho whalea as of th© richnoaaa of 
thenij haueing {noe queation) for the most part store of 
Bperma co^ti. 

After fiue weekea stnye hero this Virginian barcka cleared 
heraolfe of the harbour to make a returae into Virginia, 
beijig deeply laden with the natiue commodities of the 
Hands, for the releife of that plantation : for she was bal- 
lasted with lime-stone, the beat iu the world for that pur- 
pose; and had besides twenty thoasatid watg'ht of potatoes 
at the leaat^ great store of ducks and turkeys, aorae fewe 
cooyes, all kindea of planfcea in great varietie and qnantifcie, 
as likewise store of the Cossada roote, and a good pro- 
portion of corne, and of which a3so she might haue had 
much more, For tho Gouemonr, hauoinge receiued secret 
and snre intelligence, by some priuate letterSj written from 
thence, that the people ther in generall wer in much dia- 
tresae by want of breads, freely offered vuto the Master of 
tho ahyp to spare him twenty thousand eares of come out of 
hia owne store, and one hundred thousand from the coantryj 
but the Master (being as it should seeme acoolcd to a con- 
cealement) would by noe meanes confease nor acknowledge 
any want at all in that kinde, and so went awaye worse 
pronided than {perhaps} sorted with the wiahes and expect- 
ances of many of the inhabitants, especially of such as being 
but newe commers thelher might well find a smarte seuce 
of this dissimuEation, and wish that ther had bin lease out- 
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faceiiige of a want in that nature, especially with their neigb- 
boiira b$mg EtigltsHiinen, 

The monetlies of April and May followGingB wer spent in 
fully aBcomplialiinge and perfectinge the newe stone house 
at St. Georges ; iu buildintfa of a strounge and largy prison 
of framed cieder; in digging^a of n now3 wellj and empale- 
inge of it; atid in scowroin^fl of the fresh water poud ther. 
The Gouemour also, at the same time, aenfc dowoe his Liue- 
tetiatit and the Captaiae of his garde to attempt the weyeiuge 
of the rest of the great pie'cos lit tho ruined Spanish shyp, 
wher, after fourteeuo dayee expence of twenty mens labour, 
foure very good sakera war reconered, and gotten to tho 
towno. 

Sone after this began the generalL Assize at St. Georges, 
wherin wer decided not fewer than fiftie ciuill (or i-ather 
vnciuill) actions betweene partie aud partie : and twenty 
crimittall prisonners brought to the barre, to the great dis- 
content (as well as trouble) of the Gonernour^ who pJainely 
found by thes vnespected ill fruicta of the misvso of his 
former wonted elemencyc, that a wraunglinge and stiff- 
necked people, as the most of thes proaed themaelues (b^iDg, 
to aay truth for the greatest part, improuidently and 
wreatchedly raked up out of the London Icennells,* wer not 
to he mannaged with so smooths and gentle a 9nafQ.a as he 
(out of his oaturall diapoaition) had thetherfco only employed,

Ther (Tr-eaaurer) alleadged would thereby acerew unto the Company^ 
that tbey could not goc in tessc than foucr sJiippa for feare they tjtiiige 
many together may diawe mora vnto them, and so mutiny and carry 
away the ehipa, which w-ould stand the ConipMiy in foure thousaud 

pouuda" Memorial to the Rt, Hon, Sr Wm, Cockaiae, Knt., Lord 

Maior of the Oitty of London, 17 Nov, lfil9, applying for a turther 
grint of ODG hundicd children, E, D, NciU'a Virginia Company, p. 160, 
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and, therefore, openly professed himselfc happy, and a glad 
man that ho waa so shortly to leaue them* And the rather 
ho became fully assured hereofj by the cryeinge and out- 
rageous crimes, that three of these foresayd prisoners wer 
noweinholdfoi*; whorofthe onewasendicted and arraing-ed 
(and aa straaugaly, to say truth, acqaitted by a seuceleasB 
jury, though one of the beat the place could afford) for the 
rape of a married woman; the second and the thtrd^ after a 
targ'e beareinge, aud due and faooumhle triall, wer acOrd- 
inge to their desertes hanged : and vpon iust caii-e. ..... 

And as an addition to all this^ much about ths same time 
likewise, two cTiickings wer hatched, the one wherof had 
two heades, and the other crowed very loude and Instely 
within twelue hoiirea sfter it was first gottea out of the 
shell.3 

A litle before thia Assize also it was that a certaine des- 
perate fellowe, bound ouor thether to answer for his steal- 
inge only of a Turkye (a fact that could not haue coat him 
more than a bnrneinge in the Hand, whether it wer oat of 
meere madd follyj op of being consciona to himselfe of some 
other guilt), aduentured, rather then to come to his triallj to 
steals away a hansome newe bote belonging to his Master 
(who was his surety for his appearance), and in her (being 
single and all alone) to cotnmitt himselfe to sea; the which 
he did, but to what part he tntended, and with what forecast, 
could neuer be yet discouerodj for hetbcrto he waa neuer 
heard of, nor without an asceedinge wonder litle short of a 
miracle is he euer like to be. 

It waa much about this time (accordinge to an Order pf 
Court sent from Englaudj and receiutjd by the Gouernonr 
the shyppinge before) that the office of the bajlies was putt

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dowQo, who beiDg* remoued from their sayed places, in their 
roomes, and steade wer chosGn, by pluralitio of voices, two 
men in cucry tribe^ who wei* affcer the aaine fashion to be 
newly chosen enery yeare, and wer tearmed ouersoers, beiag- 
especially (nay only) to looke to the diQidect of all suche 
commodities as wer to be yearely shared batwist the owner 
and planter. And it was found very sfcraungs and much 
woudered at by all suche who, neuer so litle, looked into 
the gonerall carriage of aflayrea in thes Hands, that the ad- 
uenturera in Eoglaode, who^ for the maine part of them, 
are well ynoagh knowen to be very eutoDtiue and open-eyed 
for their owne aduanntage and gainsj and hereof some what 
vncharitably snspitioua, and therfore estreamely iealoua of 
being itiiuried in thes kindea by their teiianta here, should 
thii3 on a soudaine declinGj and forsake the care and coa- 
scienc& of the former bayliea who, for ths greatest part, wer 
elected and appointed by themaelues, and the rest by the 
Gouemour [being certainely not only the raosb sufficient, 
but the moat honest here to be fonnd), to tbrowe themseluca 
thus and their conlideuoo vpon such men who wer only to 
be colled out by a generull choice (which is generally the 
worst) trtkon from the moutheB of thoes very people whom 
they wer thqs to trye and ouersee. How could it be but 
apprehended hot that this their election, thus brought forth, 
mQst of necessitie produce all the effects quite contrary to 
their aimea and desirea : neither could !t be imagined by 
what mennes and fortune this galemafry became thus dia- 
gested, vntill at last it Was remembred that the most part of 
the able iudgement of the Company by their being ela wher 
tooken up and bestowed by the actiae times and high 
affayres at that time on foote in England, this bussinesse 
and coutriueroent fell necessarily vpon the refnae and rest 
of them ; who, for their croditt sake, thincktnge to doe 
Bomo what, at length, after much sweateingc, lighted vpon 
and hatched vp thia broode of new orders about thes fresh 
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oueraeers, the which in all probabilitia ia most likely (if it 
hold out but a yeare ot" two) to etinge and vexe tboes that 
sate so close vpon it, eiien in thoea very perfciculer partes, 
wherof they are most tentJer and so most chai-y. 

Tha office of the bayliea thiia ceaaeing-e, that part of their 
former charge "which belonged to publick justice [for they 
had formerly in their peculier fcriljes, semed in the nature of 
laaticoa of the Peace) was by the Grouernoura ioiunction 
l&yde vpon the sworne Coansellours and a perticulor Coun- 
seU-Dur appointDd for enery trlbsj who, within their limitta, 
wer to doe justice in potie matters, and so to sane the 
people fcoTn the labour of rnnneinge vp to the towne vpon 
euery alight occasion. And this course he was forced to 
_taie, as fiudin^e that the newe anoaall ouer-ssera, in all 
likly-hoode would be allwaiea vtterly vnBtt for tbia seruicej 
and that botha by reason of thsir choicCj as chaungej and 
therfore thonght noe waisa fitt (although the undertakers 
bad entrusted them with their tobacco) at which uotwith- 
standioge he much wondred) for him selfe to doe the like 
by them, in poiute of juatice. 

In this moneth of luae, the botes are once againe sent 
downe from the towne to the Spanish lost shyp (being- 
almost fortie milea of) for the recouery of the rest of her 
ordinance ; but. the weather falleinge out very vnanswer- 
able both in respect of winde and raiue, after eight dayes 
attendance of twentye-men, one only saker, and another 
murtherour are brought up to the towne. 

Presently vpon this returne the Gouernour began to bewe 
out of the maiuo rock a payre of large and handsome stayrea, 
for the conuonient laodinge of goods and paasengera out of 
botes, the which after one weekes hard labour of halfe a 
score of people of bis owne^ wer fully finished, to the much 
both beauty and benefite of the towne. 

This done the Gouernour employed two of his botes, 
manned with twenty of his best men, with two excellent 

D 
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diaerB, and went ia himselfe in person, to attempt the 
recouery of more orJinance out of tte wreackt Warmcic, 
being the shyp that brought him in. Bnt ahe was found so 
vnluckely lodged as all the remaladour of them wer hurried 
VDi3er her sidsj and not one of them to be found ; so that 
one only small raurtheringe peece was gotten vp at that 
essay. But not contctited witb this ill fortune, he, the same 
day, caused thea same botes and men to passe out to sea, 
and to make a diecouerie vpon tlie rotten ribbs of a ahyp 
called the Sea-Adventure^ -which (as you formerly heard) had 
bin wreacked about eome thirteen yeares before.* The which 
beinge founds out, aud his diuers sent dowua to the bottome 
(which was three or foure fathorae deepe) to see what was 
to be done, at tbe very first profe, there was, by great 
chftunce, discouered a very fayre aaker ; and with very much 
adoe (though not without some danger of mens liuea feuen 
of the Gouernours, who stoode nere vnto the gunn) by the 
breakeinge of a rope, such ia the miserable want of respect 
in such of the Company, as, by the Lordes and ofcbera are 
itnproaidently entrusted with the prouideinge of suche 
necessaries) the sayd peece was safely recouered and landed 
Ekt the townej haueinge notwithstandinge her long lieiage 
Tndor water, receiued litle or noe harme. At the same time 
and place alao, a great shete anchor of hers was weyed ; aa 
also diners burres of yroo aud Steele, with some pigges of 
leade ; to the great benefite and vse of the poore Plabtatioa 
in that perticulerj whereof at that present it was in great 
and gripeingB want, by reason that for diuera shypiuges 
before, scarce any at all of aoe vsefull and important a com- 
moditie had bin itnported, throngh. the carelesse wreatcb- 
leeanesae of the greedy vndertakers, who neuer regard how 
litis of such necesgaryes they send vnlesae it returne an 
rnconacionable gaine into their vast cofers ; nor how much 

* Siugukr tliat tlie writer doee not think it worth me&tiouing that 
this WBB Sir George Sommer'a veagel. 
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nf vnnecessariesj nay pi-eiudicialU, so it pay them accordin^a 
to tlieir pedliiige phraae, witli cent, per cent., at the yeares 
end, as it commonlj dootli. 

This years, towards the latter end of July, tke Goaernonr 
wilb diuera botes in his company sayled downe vtito Sands 
his tribe; from whence he caused diners searches to be 
made out into the sea at the Westerne End of the Ilauds, 
for the Parkase of a certaiue shyp, the which by sundry 
inhabitants of thoes partes had bin seene, aa<l was reported 
to lie with her hull sunck vnder water, vnbroken up, and 
her hatches spiked dowue } but by noe meauea could she be 
found out. Only three fsyre aakers more wer weyed out of 
Spanish wreack, which laye all in pieces not far of from thoea 
quarters; the which done the Gouercour returned to the 
towne, takeinge hia waye through the Tribea, at what time 
he tooke a ¥ewe of a cerfcaine nawe Ingeuio proiected by 
soToe of the Tndertakcra in England, vpon their vaine hopes 
of Buger canes ; the which he found mora than halfe finished. 

All tbia somuier also the Gouernour employed two of bis 
people to look out for bedda of oysters, and to make triall 
for the findiugo of perle; whereof a certaioe quaatitie of 
s^ede was presented him (and which was very straunge out 
of one only smale shell, about six score smale seede) besides 
some other perles of & reasonable size and roundnesae, only 
they wer found somewhat defectiua in their coulour, and 
wanted that orient lustre and ahyne which cheifly giues them 
their prize and value. 

It was much about tbia time that certaine letters, signed 
by the whole body of the Connsell, wer presented by the 
Minister, Mr. Lewes [Hughes] unto the Gouernour at St. 
Georges, being (rerbatiiu) of thin tenor. 

Right Worthy Sir. — ^This poore p laatatiOQ, liaueinge nowc almoat for 
three yeares iidA its linely hoode and being from jour noble andiudicicms 
Rouerment, wee assure ourselues that your wiwlonie hathe long since 
taken due tnowledge of thoes griueances wherwith this litle commnn 
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wsalihc 19 TKOet OpprcSBed, fur whicli (as we by our place present the 
ho<\y of the plantation) we s.ia.a(lv bound in a generall behalfe to seeke 
all Ittwfull redri'sao- Ti> that i?ti(l tlios ate presenttd vata your vewe, 
and mir aeluea in gpnerall hfcome petitioaera, rsjuiistiiige your lawful] 
faitoiir (fiHIionj^h wc mnat coTifcsai? thnt in reapect ot your eclfc, youf 
Pare, Lrauhl^, and goutrment^ might iuat.ly end all itt once), that bo you 
would be pliiosed to take into your coiisideratio]) our poore condition 
and estate, &o tha-t vium jroti sitall Icaue and Burctme to be any longer 
our noble Goueraour, yon would vouchsafe to remaine our moat worthy 
fpeinde, in pre&entingo our dlBcontenta to the Right Honorable the 
lordes of the Coni|xiiiy, and ao, vpOu occasion, to prOceede by ways of 
bambb petition to the Kings Most Excellent Muiestie (the releif-e of 
the oppreaed), hy w1io3q gracious fauour we hope (through your assiet- 
ance) to be uiad^; Iiappy by a true aetled govenimeDt. So fihall not our 
Belues only r^at obliged vnto you in all thao-ckfullueeae (aa the only 
nieane of our deli ue ran ce), hut the geuerall infaabitants also o£ tbcs 
Ilajides be for euer hoond to eternize the remembraDce eo good and 
beneficinll a decde and most noble an action ^ aod thus, worthy Sir, 
presuukeinge on your fauourable graunt hereip, we cuiis^ frorn farther 
troublinge of you hy heapes of wordes, aad reat with, remetnbrauce of 
onr aeruice. At yonr noble commande." 

And tliea wer tha contenta of thea letters, of wliich the 
Gouernour haueioge coneiderately aduiaed^ ho retarued an 
answer hy the same hand that brongLb them, that the Coun- 
Bell (rroDi whom thej came) should determiue of a genemll 
mect!ng;G in some place in tho mains, wher he himselfo 
would not fajle to be present, and so to giue them bia reso- 
lation hy his owne moothe. At wKicb assembly (being 
about eight dayes after), after he had made mention of the 
meBsage receiued from them and the pet'ttculera therof, he 
told the<in that findings the tnotiuea veiy forceablo aod 
vrgeinge, and their manner in deliuery of themseluea fayre 
and honest, he could not (haueinge vowed bimselfe to the 
good of the plantation; but yeeld to their so generfill a 
sollicitationj only ia regard of important priuate distractions 
which might befall him in England, wherby he tni^ht be 
forced to a lesse attendance vpon the busainesae than was 
requesite and he desired, he thought it very behoufefuU 
that they would select two of their company to be ioyned 
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with him to helpe to teare out that burthen ; and that, with 
all, letters of credence and intimation should be iointly 
written from them all to the Lordes of the Company, wbich 
■might ospresae their meaneiugea and desires in some breife 
and generall tearmes. The which adiiiae beisg receiued 
and followed, the tnea wer presently made choice of, and the 
letters drawDe to that purpose as followeth ; — 

" May- it please your HouQours. We shaXi be bumbly buld to ezpieBfie 
and make knowen toto the noble Lordee of the Company thoea heauio 
lodes and weightie preBautea wtiicli, bj the diareapectH and impositioua 
of the gi^neral]iti<3 of tUe Compaoy, doe day]y fall vpon aud m^e tb 
to gpouc. Aud since thia cxpreBBion of our seluea proccedeB from moat 
loyal! and quiett mindes, and is to be offered to most noble and tnao 
iurlgmedts, we canuot but assure our seluea not oul^ of a favourable 
constnietioii but graeioua acceptance; and tie rather in regard tbat 
(beiog sworDe counculloars for this pcore plantatiou) we aqt (as we 
cojiceiye) noe improper part. Yet not to be tedious to- your Lo., but 
takeinge due notice of joUE bighe affayrcfl, we huTio cboacn in ihes our 
siippliiiut lettL'ia to fidl only vpon geucrall tcarmes «e to leiui-iit Tuto 
you our bt^iog defrauded of tbe foodta of our bouIps, neglcBtcd in the 
safety of oqr liues, censur-ed by ordei's of Court, coutrary to bis 
AlaieetieB lawea, fruBtrated in our important aud Uitierely toucbiug'S 
couenanteH, impouerisbed and made naked by beicg forced to buy our 
neeessariiM at uioet vnreaaonable rates, and latitlj tbat our chiMmn, 
when any of ub die, are left Ihere bcbind vs in a condition but litle belter 
than elauery. 

" Ihe perticu^er ^uideucee and profea of which generallitics we leaue 
to Captaiue Butler, our late Go-ueriiour,! to single out vnto your I^oid- 
Bbyps wheosoeuer you shall be pleased to require tbem, wbom by ow 
ioint and earneat intrcaty we haue sollicited aud woune to this charitable 
oflice, and haue aJgo ioyned with liiai tbo Captaiue of tlio Kiugs-Caatle 
aud the Captaiue of SoutEiamptou I'ort, being botUt; of tliem our fello'ive 
couti sell ours, moEt bumhly besceciiinge your noble to vouchsaffi 
tbem your beninge audience and full credence, thait HO', ypon due 
exaiDiuatiou, we may (by your gracious fauour auil protectiou) fiud our 
redresaes (accordinee to our hopes and prayers) from your houorable 
ho„ oc at least (if vpon oecessitie) your Lo. (whu we well knowo are Doe

■way conpcious of our wroungca anri gufferings) slia)! admitt atid direct 
tie to proceede farther, Ijy way*? of hmnVrb petition to hiu Sicred Maiestie 
in that lii-halfo^ tliut thtn your Hoiinoura wilL voiicbaafe to be eo far 
frOuj bting parties nguiiiiit ub as not so much ns to rest neuters, but to 
hv pleused to cuuipiusioQiLte our greiuQucuSr and to receiue vs and tbia 
whole plantatiou aa idubL eippresecd hat moet respectfull clii^nta vnder 
your iitdefiUl patronage aud protection, towards wliom in all humble 
duty wee aholtbi] allwaieH ready, by all possible tunaiivB to be expressed. 

■" Your Hounours moat aff^i^lioimte aeruante," 

Aud tbus wer tbes lett&rs of credence, wkerin to giuc a 
fuller aatisfactioTi to the Lordes concerneinge the grieuances 
rioted vnder generall headea in the foresajd letters. Some 
choyce perticalers wet instanced and proned vuto them by 
a setiond writcingej signed likewise by the whole body of 
the Counsel], which I haue thought good also to deliuer 
vnto yoa, and wer as fulloweth 

^' 1. Wq are defrandcd of the Coode of our soules, for being not fewer 
than, fifteen.^ hundred eoiilea, diepereed into a lengths of twenty nailed, 
we baue at the present but one only minister, iieuur hitd but two 
together, and thoea two, alwayes bo shortened in their promised enter- 
taitiGmeute, aa but for meere pitty, they would certaitiely haue foraaien 
VB, and so haue luEt vs desolate. 

" aiy. We are neglected in the safety and presernation of onr lines, 

" By want of all sortes of miinition, for we are ]iot allowed so mucbe 
powder as can maintaini^ all onr {irdinauce m thrue bourea &ght. We 
haue nine fortes and two plattformea, and fiftie three grcjit peecea 
Beruiceably mounted, and bat one only gamier in the Companyea pay 
tu plie them all, yet hathe ther bin not lee^ tEi^u two or three tliou^nde 
pouiidee rayaed by impositiona vpon our tobacco within thes three last 
pnat yeurea Tndur the pretence of auppEyeinge vs with thes ueKeaaaries. 

" 3ly. AVe are ceneiirt'd contrary to His Muieaties kwea, as it may 
appeare by tbes instances foUoweinge in eteede of many otbera. 

One Paul Deane, being indicted, arminged, and coiideniiied for the 
Btealeinge of a peece of ciieeae valued and prized (with all stricktoessej at 
about two Bhillinges six pence, piciiddiigc tbe bciie£tc of his cleargle 
accordinge to the lawea of England, is ligonroiiHly denyed it, and so 
hanged vntill he was dead in Captaine Tuckera time. 

" One iiicholas Gabridl, endicted, arraiuged, and condemned (in 
Captaine Tuciera time of Gouermenfc also) vpon certaine mutinous 
wordes, as waa pretended, being repriue<l from the execution of tbe sen- 
tence, was ill lieu ther of ecuaurt'd by tlie Goucmonr in direct tearmea 
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to remame a filauc to the colony, contrary to the lawes of Englande, 
whicb atloweth Doe slsLues, nor any bqcIi censure. 

*'One Steuf.li Painter, vpcm an actitm of trespasae only, aayd to be 
committed against his vndertaipr in England, without go much as being 
first adtaitted to apeake for himeelfe, la by an Ordtr of Court from th,e 
Company in En^fUtide ceaaurefl, not osly to toftke a full payment and 
repanititm of the s&yd pretended tresapaase, but aisQ to be (ouer aod 
aboue) examplerly jmuisbeiJ. The coppy of the which aayd senteDce ia 
setit oner by tbe Company ther to the Gouernom- here, to lie by him 
putt in execution ypon the aayd Paiuter. 

■"4ly. '^Vee are frustrated in our iioportant and neerely toiichinge 
cotienaiits. 

*' For one John Dtitton, comeiuge ouer hether, vpon hopee of a com- 
misaion giiien him vnder tbe haudea of tho perticuler Aducnturera of 
Wai-wick trilw, wterby he was enabled for three ensueinge yeares to be 
bayliefe of the aayd tribe, and by waye of recompi'iice for hia paiiiea in 
dischargeinge of the aayd office, to receiue the thirtith part of all suflhe 
parcella of tobacco as should yearely diirtinge the sayd tearrae be made 
up in the sayd tribe, the sayd Jobn Diitton is natwitbstandioge, by an 
iniunction in the generall letters, sent ouer hethef tbe TetjtiextBljypinge 
after hia arriu;dl, abgolati^ly X)rolubited to reewue or meddle with the 
eayd thii'ties, and yet enioiued to execute and performe the sayd office 
and charge without auy one penny pTOffitt, It ig also (as a farther 
vndeoiable profe of this grieuance) a case generally kuoweu and fdt in 
thes Hands, that many poore planters, haueiuge couenanted ™ith thtir 
under-takerB En Englaud (and comeinge ouer hetber ^3x10 hopes therofj 
to deuido their yearely tobacco herej and only to be accountable Tnto 
the luoyetifl, are nevertbelesae (contrary to the sayd perticuler couenaots) 
forced, by uewc genfrall Ordera of Court, to send ouer their whole crop 
of tobacco into Englaud vnto their undertatora vndetiii3«l, from irhoni 
the most of them neiier receiued but Tery lame and wretched accoimts, 
to the vttor vndoeinge of the eayd pooro planters. 

" 6Jy. Wee are pinched and vndoue by Tureaaonable rates of necesfeary 
cloatheiage, houscold-atu^^, and other goodes. 

"For, uotwithstandinge that our tobacco (our only mooy) is by the 
Adiienturei* valued at a uleaue rate here, tz., at two ahillinges aii pence 
tbe pound, yet their owna commodities sent ouer hether ai-e by them- 
eeluea pitched at what priBB themaeluea please, and eo eold here, viz., 
Bait, six sbilUngeB tho bushell ; vinegre, at three pouiid<!a of tobacco the 
gallon; oyle, eight ehilliugea tbe gallon; aqua-vitie, three pouudes of 
tolsiccoi the gallon ; and that withoatall allowance of leakage, Ti-eareiiige 
cloathes also, and all other the like necessaries being auawerably rated, 

" Illy. Our eliildren, tbe parents dieioge, are left behind them, and 
kept here, io little better condition tbati elkUM. 
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" For poore plantei^, comeiuge oner hether, and sometimea bringinge 
oner with thcni diuers c!iildn;ii, if any of the planters chsimce to die (aa 
diiiura baiie cloDe, aud fillwaies will do-ii), thoir BUTviueinge children are 
for maoy yearc-e ieiuj>li)yi.'J utid Leldu ns EJaues (•rdrmlges at beet tg their 
landlordfi for the only disfiharge of their dead fatliera debt% beinge In 
the nietuiiis time inatnictei] in noe trade, scarce bo □lUi^h oft to the tiiak^ 
Inge up of tobacco, but left in the handea of nidv aod m>Qr(iLleSBe young 
ffllowofl, TtttTly vnfitt for thi- least chnrge in that njttMru, v/hoy iusCes<Ia 
of aliowcinge- of tliein iiett«Hitry tloittlirlnge to coner their nakedneaae, 
and das foode to HU tlivir betlies, teacbe tbem oaly suffraace and 
patience, to the grout ruthe and pitty of all honeet eyee that behoM and 
cwueider tkeui," 

After the profe and inanifeatatfou of wbicli greiaancQS, 
tlier was la&t of all (by a tbirde writeinge sigued aa before) 
ofTereJ vnto the considerationa of the sayJe Loi'des of the 
Company a course and waye of redreaKO and ease of the 
foreaayd wroung?, espressed in the wordea followGinge; — 

"Ad Hamhle FroposiltoEi^ aabmitted with all due r^pect« rnto 
the true iudgcmentfi of your Honnoure for the troQ redrcsee 
of the a ETiffrancea. 

" Wherin we are far from that inBoIcnt Qnrogoiice aa to preserihe any 
Course in this kinde to your Lo. wisdorues, only iii confidence of your 
^racioae goodueeee, ve are bold to present ounueaaeapprehcugian; but 
yet in the nature of a rude chaoB to receiue its forme and perfection 
from yoor Lo. direction and approbation. 

"In regard therfoce (aa it is moat appareot) that all thus ills and 
neglects proceede from the carriage and conclufdon of all affayrea, by 
uioltiplicitie of Toicta in the Hommer Hands Courtsin Eoglnnde, wherhy 
not only all holBonie and uecissary motLona (I'specially if they Buccour of 
neuer so Ktle charge and expence) are cried dowrje by nunih<a- rather 
than wai^lit, but also that this coui'ec, as being in its s^Mq full of cou- 
fuaion and error, is directly contrary and opposite to the noble Oo\eru- 
nient of a Monarchy, vnder which we haue bin borne and bred, 
and deaire alwayea to liue; it is our dayly prayere (and wc hope 
without all offence) that it might pleaac Hia Sacred Maieutie, in stcede 
of thiSi annrclij of Goiierment nowii practised in the fjontuaer Hands 
Courts in England, to inBtitut€ aud appoynte the boiiy of a Couiisell, 
selected and composed of you the Honorable Lordua, the GeKtlemen,, aud 
Bome of the worthy Merchante of the Company, \tho beingu thus His 
Maieaties Counaell for thes Ilanda, and hiiufiLge their cerUiine and 
khowen daycs of sitfctnge, all the rest, botln? of the Adm^nfurere and 
plancens, may (vpon all occaeioiis) haue their retouise tbether (by 
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petition) for iustice; Bnd tliat from thence all onloi'B, lawes, and in- 
iunctioiis coneerneinge the Goaennent anii porticiilaritieB of thes Hands 
may haoe either their "beinge or alloweaiice. 

" Aiid from hence (we End all reason to assiire our saluea) tlier will 
vndoubtedly fluTre as from a pure and naturall foiintaine thes blessed 
and holaome streaiiica. 

"1. Thnt we, the poore iDhalDitaotB oi thes IlojidE, Ehall be BUppJied 
with a meete sufficiencye of Mlniabcra, and they sufficient men, and 
eufficieotly payed aud contented. 

Sly, Thftt we shall allwaiea baue a due quaiitiUe of muaition, some 
dLillfull gunners, and an imEWcrB,ble number of gcnerall men to matme 
and att-eod the furtea. 

" 3]y. That the pur« and smoothc currant of Hia Miiieatiea lawea 
sJiBill ptisse amongst vb without intermption eitlter of ignorance or 
tyranny. 

" 41y. That by a free trade and lawfull admittance hether of houeat 
men and ahypinge, the excesaiu« and gript^iiigQ prizes of all iLeceBBitriL's 
will ol thyuiaelm.'fl fall to an buaest abatement. 

" And thia (aa we wish, an we hope) may, without all mconuonience 
or violence to Hia Ktaieeties gracious letters pat«utH, or iniury or detri- 
ment to auy one in pcrticuJer, be graciously graunted by Hia Most 
Excellent Jlaiestie ; and ao wfflbe, shall it but please you, the honor&hla 
Lonles of Uje Conipajiy (to whom wo arfi, in thw name of the whole 
plftutation, most humble supjilJants in this bchalfe) to vouchsafe it and 
VB yonr neceaaary aasiatance and opportunie mediation, 

'*For which high and pioiiB fauour, the whole inhabitants of this 
poore plantation (at the present languishinge Tuder thea Tnsupportahle 
burthens) &baU continually offer up their taroest prajera to Almightie 
Godd (as they bane dua cause) for your Hormoura happynease sud 
proaperitie, bothe in this world and that which is to come," 

And in tbia manner and inothode was thia afiayre con- 
tnued and fashioned for its carriftffe, matiEa^ement., and 
dispatch in England. What the iasue waa, and effect that 
folIoTved Lerevpon, moat be looteid for hergaftgr, 

Eut tliia husainesae waa noe sooeroucrbut the Gouernonr 
found bim^elfe intTeag-ued in a second^ tind that of uoe lesse 
conBsquance • for not long before, haaeinge caused a cer- 
taine fellowe aamed Thomas Harriott to be bound oner to 
the next assizes "^pon certaino Bcditioaa wordes by him 
vttered to one of the Couosellj and Boine others which 
might teed to a Btirringe vp of the people to disobedience 
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and mutioye, he at this time, by lettera sent vnto him from 
tliat parte of the IlanJs and the same coutisellonrsj. found a 
soudaine and dangerous encrease of the same ill "by the 
eame deUuqaeDt, causeicge not only a boldaesse and irre- 
galaritie in the common and worse sort of aperitts in that 
quarter, bot also a diahearteninge and feare in the best;, the 
contents of which lettera (for the fuller eipreasion of this 
motion) I haue here also inserted^ and are as foUoweth : — 

" Right Woi-oliypfuLl.— At your last being with Jue at my touac, at 
tlie biodiDg owr of Harriott, you fpne Qh-4rgti to haae au eye vnto 
him in the point of his followers especiallf^ mace which diac how io\iy 
and carifliiBBe he hath shew-ed himselfc, his great feasteing^ aud the llku 
it in not vnlmoweii vnto you. But at the prceeiiE he so eaceedetb, and 
ia gro-wen to ht-ighth of iDBolence, as he darcB to qu^tion your worshypa 
gouermeut, to interrupt the luiuistcr in the pulpitt, to disobey my com- 
mande, and hath angled the people to that posse, as boiui:: haue hiu heard 
to Baye they wonld they had moro HarrioU ; others that they would he 
gf Harriotta side, ajid the like. True it is, Sir, that the& thiiugesl heard 
uotmyselfe in person, but Mr. Lewts can (I dare eaj) veredB as mact 
to his greife, and Captaiuc Yatos also, snto whom, as I haue heard, he 
spake strdunge wordt-a hufore the whole tribe. I confcsBe, Sir, it had 
bin my part to haue seazed upon liia pcreon presently, and to haue sent 
him up priaciuour vnto the bowne; but I conceiue witb all that, if it 
sbaH pK'ase your worahyp to eend your manJiall to f<!tch him np by land 
iti yrons, all hia Mtifedtmtes will he imtsb dauntt'd ; for to say tfutU, 
they arii ah so out of order aa tlit?y cry with Ipude voices after Mr. 
Li!Wts that Capt, Tucker will come too niorrowe, nor can I apprehend 
any other issue hereof than some TioEent sedition, vnlesse your wifidome 
tai-e a apeiidy couree of preueation, for so many seemea to atund up with 
liim, OH it iiiay be ynough to coat V9 all our liuea ; for ther are bo many 
poore anakes {but despemte withall) that aeeiue ready to tii.ke his part, 
as if he ibould be eulIrtHl viitLU your tune should he expired, before the 
comt'iuge in of your successor, it ia to be feared that tuerye oue would 
be a GouernouE, and all thi^ugtfa cyme to coufugion, I fae&eech your 
worabyp to examiae all that Mr. Lewea aad CapL Yates can saye herein^ 
and to COndder of that and this, aud what more may he fouade in tliia 
compact, that so both be and they may be curbed in time, for otherwise 
I must needes aaye our case will sone proue moat mlBerable.

The Goiiernour being qnJclcDed with thes letters^, and fiti3- 
ioge it necessario to sbew liimselfe to he so, iastantly sent 
tlownB the Liuetenaot of his avune company, together with 
the Prouost Marshall, who soiJaiacly appreheJidiuge the 
sayd Sairiott in hia hoase brought him to the townej wher 
he wfis inacJe a close prissononr; whei'tipon ati capeciJill 
Commission being directed to two ConnsellourSj for the Ml 
and perfect examioatiou and takeinge kuowbdge of hia 
causej the whole body of the Conngell wag assembled, who, 
together with the Gouernoorj aittinge in open Court, the 
Bajd prisonoour was charged with these eisteene articles 
followeinge, and vpou the charge had frea libertie to make 
answer for himself. 

Certain e articles, -tendiTige to aedition and rantinie, obiectoii 
and proued against Tliomas Harriott of Soutliampton tribe, 
tobacco- maker, being hronght to tbe tmrre, before tie 
Goueriiour and Counsel), openly sittinge in Court, bta., vpon 
the 7th of September 1622. 
" 1. That the sayd Harriott did giue out that the Gouernour should 
saye that he would call a Martiall Ccmet, and iang him the aiyd 
Harriott if he coulii, 

"The wliich aajd article was proiied agaiiiat the priaonnour by 
the oatLie of two wLtiiesses, and found a, uitre slaunder uf 
the Gouernour, 

" 2. That he should report tber wer aoe couusellourB allowed in tliea 
Hands, nor to be bo held to be, aa-ue only Capt. Fe!gate, Capt. Stoalea, 
and Capt. Ivcudall, bat that the rest wer uf the Gouernoura makeinge, 
and therforB durst not but yeeld to whatBoeuur the (Jotiemovir liked, 
least he sliould take theiu by the arme and tarne thetn of, Atid thei-foro 
they ratliur those to saye as he saytb, and sitt with their hatt«. on their 
headcs, than by dis^lcaEcingc his ^-ill to be made to atand bore- And in 
6COme he called them a company of wise men. 

Proued by the deposition of two witneaaea. 

" 3, He bath sayd that the Counaell in generall stand bat fot ciphers, 
an.d doe more hurt than good in their places. 
Confessed by the prisgnour, 

'■'4, He affirmed that the Couernour sold conie out of the publick 
»tore to the Spauiarde that lost their shyp ypon thi: coast last years, and 
tooke niony for it, 

" ConfeBBfid by the prisounour, but the contrary proUed. 
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*' &. That he adiiised oue Mris, Faitiielt, wid-owoT to red-emaDtle cer- 
taine cornu that hvi liuebiLiid tlie yearu befure liivi payed into the publick 
fttore, Bcconliugi; to a leuyc Appointed by statute, eaying mto her to 
encite her thervnlti, that it was as good mony as any in li«r purae. 
" Proued by the oathe of two wittnessea. 

" 6. That be biith puhlickly reported in & disdainefiiU manner that 
the Gouernour would haue enoughe to doe to aiiswer for taiiuactfe viito 
BUch tiiAttecK as ther would be ohiected aga.iust hiin, viz., fur loa4«illg(i 
th* people with pftymutita, And that tor bis part lie would make him 
to answer hiiii for ccrtaine Mrne that he waa forced t-o pay the l&at 
yif-aro, 

" Conf L'ffled coaceniPiiigG the first part that the Goneniour would 
tftufl ynough to doe to answer for himselfe, and hia owns 
reaaon vrm h&^me (quotli he) I Eiaue gooe oucr with two 
GoHern«ura from hence, and they wer bothe of them troubled 
by the Compaay ; and so he beleaucd woidd this be. Aa 
for the rest, that the Goueruour Joded the people with pay- 
nieDts, and that he would make him to answere for hia 
comis, he di>niod them botbe ; hut that be liad notwith- 
Ataudluge BO reported waa proued by the oathi» oi two 
wittnesBca. 

" 7. lie hath eayd that the Gouernour this yeare did demand 30,[K)0 
eares of come of the country, and the Conusell did taxe the country at 
42,0o0, which waa 3,2^00 more thau llie Gou«ruour required ; but that 
thfsayd Coniiscll should be made to pay it back, and farther he hath 
igooRiiitly afliriufd hL're vpon, that the whole body of the CounaeU wer 
in a premiinire, 

" A sufficient cause being shewed for the leuy of the ouerplu8 of 
oorne, the priaonnour was found guiltie o£ ai'ticle by his 
owne conftsai'On. 

" 8, Ho affirmed that the Goueraour ehould aaye that witbout him- 
BelEe hia Comi&ell could doe noethiiigev but that he^ without hie Coun- 
sel], would doe any thinge, wlier vpou he inferred that the Gtmernour 
would make himuelfe more absolute than the King, 

" Found to be a meere falEehoode and slauuder of the Goucmoui, 
iuiiented by the priaounour, 

"5. He hath Bayd that the Goucrnour called the Ferry at Burnt- 
point a royaltie belonginge tti the Company, and therfore he tocke 
^50lh. of tobacco this yeare for it of Captaine Yat«B ; but (aayth he) the 
Goueraour dares not call it a Toyaltie in England. 

"The article confessed wholy by the priBonnour. 
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" 10. He hath 3ayd to Captflino Yatua, Ijj waye of aduiee, tlifit 
te should not p&js one ounze of tobacco ynto tUe GouerDOUF for the 
foreBHfd Ferry, 

" Confessed to haue giaeu Mm tho aayd flonnseU. 

" 1 L, He piLbliukl; gnus out that 'vrhepns the Goaeraour told him thut 
!ie had gotten hia mony with tappinge he kept, himself l< licpt a tap-lidUBe 
viidur his uoufi, and an cx-tortingc fcllowc to hcggcr tlie cO'Unlry with 
payinge the extortinge Lost; and that ho prayu'd God that the Goiuir- 
nour jiroued not a bind of boat hiinselfe, for he thought it woidd proue 
thstt he had a hand in the buyeiDge and selhnge of the winej which the 
Inut yeare wiia soldo bo dcare. 

■" The whole ai'ticlu found a mcere alamider, inueijteil by the 
pFifK)nnour, of which hs woa found g:uiUiQ "by hia ovna 
confession. 

12, lie boldly affirmed to the person of a CouuHellour that for his 
part he would payo none of tli^ kuie appointed by the statute for thia 
yenrCj Tnlce&e it wet gotten frota him by force. 

"Fully coafeBseil by the pTisoiioDur, 

"13. Being in company of diuera peraons, thu sayd Thomaa llflrriott, 
in A aeditioua and braneinge inaaoer, deliuured these wonlea, that if the 
people of the Hands iver as they might be, they would not pay one iott 
of the fore-eayil Ibhim, hut nialie the Company to doe it. 

Proued by oathe against tbe priBonnoiir. 

" 14. Ha openly and in plaine teartncB Bayd tliat Mr. Lewes, tho 
minister, and & swome cOimsellour besides, was a foole. 

" Froqcd by oatbe- 

" 16. The Bayd Mr. Lewea, being publicily preachinge the wordle of 
God vnto tile people out of the pullpitt in Southatii pton Tribe 
Chuiclic, the aaid Harriott openly and aloud interrupted him, being 
in the cierciaemge of hia diuine function, and told him he wea out o£ hia 
text. 

Confessed by the priaonnour. 

" 16 Lastly, tlier was produced (ag effeflte and motions cauaed by 
thcao G^^dilious speuchea and rebellious behauiour of the eayd prisonnour) 
the BCCOndinge of him by BOnie of the COnimoti people, who had bin hia 
anditora, and Dowe growling to shewe tiiemseliieB Lis disciples, wher of 
some of them sticked not to eaye openly that they would be of Harriotts 
side ; others wer heard to wish that they had more siiebe Harriotts ; 
and one Mallory, and Will llardeinye, a black -aiiii the, with diners 
otherSj went of purjiosc to a villajje called Port-royall to iiuire (aa they 
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aayd) how Ilan-intt won!J lioli] tip the two Odptain^ Stokes and Tateo, 
being bothe of them sworiic iiomiaelloura iur the plantation. 

" The fiill of which ftiticle was proutd agniiast tht priBCumonr by 
oAthl^ nnd flome of the sayd seditions delinquents poniahed 
accordidge to their deiaeoritlfl." 

Herevpon, according-e to these profeg and confegsioTig, a 
censure passed vpon him by the Grouernour and Coansefl, 
sittinge puHickly in Courtj the which with a very vnusaalt 
vnanimitie was as followeth ; — 

"That he, the nnyA ThoniJiB Hatrintt, their jirisonaer at the barre, 
being nccuaed and connicted □■f all the turbulont bebnuiour and seditious 
ape«dn?a conteyned in tlie articlea aforeaayd, should be conueyed man. 
naolefl (juite through the niaine Tnto SouthamjjtoQ Trihe (wher he had 
acted the most port of his insoleucyos and mutln}^), ther to Iiaue 
one of Ida eai'ca nayled to a ■whippinge post (whinh was purposely to lie 
erects and called Harriotts Piiat), sne to staniile the Bjiace of halfe 
a houre, then to te brought back to the towoe of St. Georges, and In 
the pillory ther to liia other eare ; to paye a fine of one thousand 
pouudea of tobacco to the vae of the llouombtt: Company, and to 
TemAinc a prisonnotir in the gayle of St. Greorg^s diireinge the sayd 
Company eH pleaame." 

The which sentetice was shortly after executed vpon him, 
only in pitty and coTntniseratiou the Gouernour spared him 
one of his earea, vpon hia future good behauiaur, haneing bin 
also very fauDurflblyvaed in the takeing away only of apeera 
of the otheT. A fauour notwithatandinge uoe waye deserued 
by the delinquent who eueu in the instant of the trial! of his 
canae, had in dmera perticulers carried himselfe with mach 
insolence, as among'st others an arrogant and impertinent 
exception takeinge against diuera qf the Couusellj as not to 
he allowed for hia Gompotent judges, by reason (forsoothe) 
that one of thenij in I113 exaini nations of him. should tell 
him that he had made a fayre step to the gal I owes ; that 
another had sayd^ vpon his demandinge to haue bayle, that 
it wag not safe 60 allow bayle to a mutiner j that a third (vz.) 
Mr. Lewes the Minister, had in his prayer desired God to 
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contierte ilie mutinous and rebelHong aperitts of the Islands, 
or to cufct them of, and the like.^ 

Kot long before this it was tlint the Gouemour made ono 
Mr, John Yates (an ancient planter and a sworne Counsel- 
lour for thes Ilandes) the Captaine of Southampton Fort by 
CommissioD ; who thereby also became obliged and tied to 
an attendance vpon that fortj, and to a sufficient manneingB 
of itj with hia owns people vpon all aoudaine occasiona and 
alarmes; as likewise to the GCitertaiQomont of a resident 
gunner ther vpon his owne pecuiier charge, in consideration 
whereof he had grannted out vnto him (with a prouisoe not- 
withstandinge and reference to the Companyes approbation) 
the keepeinge of the ferry at Buriit-point ; and for which (it 
being enery way to be sitfSqiently maintoyiied by himselfe 
also (he was only to receiue the beneuolence and free gift of 
the people, the inhabitants of the Maine, and not otherwise,.,. 

And here it was the mil of Qod to iahe oiii of this world 
the v;nter of {h is Sistorij, kee intendlnge a farther progresse in 
it, hukt as I ha lie lifiard from the last mentioned Gouerners 
mouih tlia Oompany of Adiienturers in England, accordinge 
to tbeire wonted eaaalUnge manner with the 'pr&c&Hinfje 
Oouemers, played fast and loose with him as with (lie rest, and 
though hee stayed his fidl tyme att the Somcr Islands and 
iookc much care and paines not only in. orderinge the slrengthen- 
inge of the cheife forts, plantsinge of necffsmrys and. doeinge 
■what possibly could be done in the infancy of this plantation, 
hutt alsoe in eetablishinge honest and conuenient lawBsfor the 
good of the place, yett he returned' loith vei~ry little pro^tt or 
ihancks more from that vngratqfuU Company thm those which 
were hefore him. 

1 No record has "been found of the asfeiaea held tietTceen Jnne l620 
and March 1626. The trial ai Thomaa Harriott aeema to have oceiirred 
ia 1C22, «t which date therefore this History breaks off.

Hence, it is evident that in 1729 the traditioQary site of 
the tomb of Sir G. Somers was well Tcno-wn, that it was in 
or near the Governor's garden, north of Mr. Smith's pro- 
perty, and near the common ponnd. 

Now we Bnd at thia day in what remains of the Gover- 
nor'a garden an altar tomb boarinpf tha inscription ; — 

" ClTARLOTTB HoPE 
POSDIT 

Johannes Hope 

21 Decem. 179.6." 

Tt was, evidently, thought unnecessary at the tiine to say 
why Bbe placed it ; aud if, as I presume^ her object was 
only to mark in a more worthy manner a spot already 
notoriouB, the omission ia sufficiently accounted for tlma. 
Samuel Smith refers to it in hia will three years later as a 
familiar object. The same spot was in 1S19 still tho re- 
puted burial place of the "heart and entrails" of Sir George 
Somers, and as such, waa opened in search of them by 
Admiral Sic David Milne, who, however, found nothing 
exeept fragments of a glass vessel or bottle, the character 
of which ia not recorded. 

(Commftnder R,ii.), afterwards Admiral Thomas Weetem, whose family 
ngw owng it. 

From a deed of 1805, I find that at tliat date wlint wae formerly the 
" Pound Lot" waB called Peter Burchali'a". TlttH lot was next west- 
ward of the premifieB now oeotipie'l by Lane as, Btables, etc. It waa the 
lot leaacil by Buroball to Wceteni in 1795. 



In 1795, the lot opposite tLiis reputeci tomb waa leaseii 
by Peter Burcball to Thomas Western, and probably a plot 
of it drawn, which, however, has not been found. 

In 1831, ths Same lot waa aurvcyGd and a plot drawn by 
Dan. R. Pruddeo, Surveyor-lieneral, who inserted opposite 
ihe north-eiaat angle of it, or opposite th& north-west ang'le 
of the adjoining lot, wliicb is known to have been foi'merly 
Colonel Sarnuol Smith's, a rectaugle, with the words/' Tomb 
of Sir Geo. SammBrs"j agreeing very well with the indi- 
cations in Samuel Smith's will already quoted. This original 
drawinj^ is iti the sBCrGtary*8 office, but a copy of it ia in tho 
posaession of Mr. Swainaon, owner of tho adjoining lot to 
the west, aad in the copy the rectangle ia moved about 
thirty feet to the west, and the words added, " Tomb of Sir 
G. Summers". " Hie situa corpus G. S. IGOO." The 
Latin is wrong and the date wrong, and on what authority 
the place waa changedj or the " Hie situa" inserted, is not 
known. It may have been put in from memory after the 
copy waa taken, and accidentally sat at the wrong corner. 
There are other slight deviations from the original in thia 
copy, especially in the notations j and it is sigoificant of 
the little attention paid to accuracy, that York Street is 
Ofllled Kent Street in both. The pouod is inserted iu 
Pnidden's plot, who adds : " See the lease from Burchall to 
WesterD, dated 28th Nov, 1.795, when the pound waa in- 
cluded with the lot by Mr. Trott^'s surrey." 

There must have been many elderly men living in St. 
George's in 1726 who could remember Ricburd Norwood- 
He was doubtless concerned in the erection of tho original 
monument, and survived until 1675. It is hardly conceiv- 
able that tradition could err within one lifetime so far as to 
fil upoD a Wrong Bite for an object of SO groat local interest^ 
and 1 conceive, therefore, that the spot now marked "by the 
commemorative inscription in the text [p. 175) is aa well 
authenticated as the case rec|uires. It is of the greater 
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interest, because tlie precise site of the interment of bis 
actual remams at Whitchurch, in Dorsetshire, cannot, be 
idontified, and Lis monumeutal inscription has disappeared 
in restorations of the church.

private house, or vpou aome perfciculer committees^ to frame 
bnsines against the next moroiDg'O. 

Att the Tiest meeting of the Assembly, the secretary 
reads diatinctlio auche hilts as be propoiiuded, which, being 
once read, whoBoouer wills riseth up, and speaketh either 
with it or against it. 

la which accompt thia order ia to be observed. 

He that eotendeth to epeake is to stand vp (vnleaa it be 
the Gouemonr) bareheaded, wherby it ia discerned that he 
has a meaninge to speake. 

If more stand vp then one, he that is iudged to arise first 
ia first heard. 

Euerie man is to direct his speeche to the secretarie, and 
to be hard out without interrvption. 

He that hath once spoken to a bill, tboughe he be pre- 
sently answered and confutedj may not reply that daye, so 
that none may speaka twice to one bill in one day, and thia 
ia to avoide ouermnche disputea and mispending of time. 
In speaking against any mans apeecha, the party spoken 
againat is not personally to be named, to auoid heats of 
contention and the giueing of distastes. 

Noe revileing or nipping wordea are to be vsed vpon any 
occasion whataoeuer. 

All bills are to be read three aeuerall dales once (and but 
once) ; they oome to the concladinge of tbem by voices, that 
so in the meane tyme they may adniaedlie be esamyned, 
and euery man have space to deliberate, and soe accept or 
reiect them when they are putt to voices. 

After a bill is read three seuerall daies, and safflciently 
disputed vpon, the secretary is to demaunde whither it 
flhalbe putt to voices or noe. The which being graunted, 
the said secretarie ia to hold vp the bill in his hand, and to 
saie — as many as will haue this bill to passe for a lawe, lett 



liiin sale soe. If the ciHe tjea be fount] npparently greater 
then the crie noe, the bill is eoacted for a lawe j if on the 
coutrary, it is daghed. 

If it be a dowbt which crie is the greater, the secretary 
is to saie thus — as mauy as allow the bill, stand yp oii your 
feet?, add you that refuse it sibt still. And soe bothe the 
numbers being coiiDtedj the most carrie itt. 

And in this tnanner all bills are to be decided daring the 
whole tyme of the Asseinblie. 

Ypon the Ust daie of th^ Aasemhly, all the Acta that haue 
passed are to be rend. 

Which being donno, the Gouomouv dismissoth the Aa- 
Bembly, concluding with some short specehe, as ho findeth 
occasion. 

All tte acts being afterward digested into a conve- 
nient method, are to be sent into England to rcceiuo 
their ratification by the Company there, in suche manner as 
by his Maiostioa letters pattents ia lymitted and appointed. 
And in the interim, the Gouemour here by Order of Court, 
ther ia Rwthoiised to pntt in execution all the said Actes 
and OonstitntiouB whatsoeuer, as he shall finde meete^ pro- 
iiiOed that the same be Bot repugnant to the lawea of 
England. 

Note, that any man whatsoeuer, although he be none of 
the present Assembly, raaie yett lawfully preferr a bill to 
the Sccretarie dureing any seeaion of any Assembly, pro- 
nided that it be for the benefitt of the pubIi(|UB, aiid be 
inodeatlie and cyvillie composed and required. 

The Office of liie Sccretarie helonginge to the Cenemll 
AsBemhlife. 

The fii-at day of the A&sembbe, the tiouernour haufsin^ 
taken his place in the How&e, and the Company being 
coma together, the Secretary ia to present himself to the 
Gouernoiir to receine his onthe, 



Being sworne, lie is to stand by hig place^ and then to 
call Qoer a]l the Compaay by their names and titles they 
holde in the AssembliG, who are to present themselaes vuto 
Lim aa they are called, and Hoe receiuinge theire oakhes 
from him, to retire to tbeir places. 

This action being- performed, he is to read the forme and 
order appointed to be obserued in the holding of the Ab- 
Bemblie. 

Ee is also to receiue all billa that slialbe deliuored vnta 
him dm-ing the whole tyme of the Assemblie, the which he 
ia to cause the Gierke appointed and eworne for that pur- 
pose to engros39 into a booke. 

All those bills^ aa occasion shall seme, he is distinctlie to 
read word for word with aa audible voyce before the 
Assemblie. He is to obserue dilligentlie that all bills be 
openlie read thre severall daies before they be putt to the 
question, and so to passe hj voyces. 

A bill being read thre severaU daies, and sufficiently 
debated of, he is to holde it vpp in his band, and reading 
the title of the bill, he is- to demaunde whither it shalbe 
putt to the question or nott. 

Being putt to the quoBtioDj he is dilligentlie to observe 
whether by most voices it be allowed and enacted for a !awe 
Or contrariwise ; and accordingly he is to reoorde itt. Att 
the breaking Tp of the Assemblie, he ia to read ouer the 
titles of all snob actea aa duriug the whole tyme of session 
haue by the Aasemblie bene enacted and confirmed. And 
lastlie, he is to dispose and construe all the saide actea 
ftud statute lawoa into a conreQient and sutablei forme and 
methode, that bo they may be sent into England vnto the 
Company there to receiue theire coDfirmatlon, and in the 
interim to be putt in execution here by the Gouernour aa 
bo shall finde cause and occasiou. 



Yon ahall receive aU Buche bills as shalbe delivered and 
ofTred vnto you to be presented vnto tbU Assemblie. You 
shall accordtDglie^ as opportunitie shall 8erve, distinctly, 
word for word uod with an audible yoycoj reads them in the 
Assemblio j you shall dilHgently observe and take especiall 
care that all biJIs be openly read three eeuerall dayea before 
they be putt to the question, or come to be decyded by the 
plurality of voices j yon shall heedfully and faithfuUie take 
accompt of all auche bills as by most voyces shalbe passed 
and ennacted for lawes ; you shall conceale the aecretta of 
the House, aud neither directly nor iudirectly reveata or 
discourse them to any person whatsoeuer not being a 
member of this Asaerablie. All this you shall sweare to 
perfortDSand keepe to your vtterinost powre aud abillifcy, so 
helps you God. 

IZ7te Oath of the Clerks ofihe Assemblie. 

You ehall dilligentlie, exactly, truely, and faitbfullie, as 
nere aa possiblie you may, engrosse all siicba bills as ahalbo 
deliuered unto yon for that pappose by the Secretary ; you 
ehall assist and aide h.im in all suche imploytaents and 
afl'airea as (belongings to this present Aasetnblie) he shall 
hatie occasion to tae your service; you shall not reneale 
any buaines or affaires handled or deterniyned by this 
Asserablle witliiu your hearing- or knowledge. Thia you 
shall swearGj performe, observe, and keepe to your vttmost, 
so help you God. 

The ■which bills being found fitt, and becomein^e the 
eares of the House, and being aucih as thia Assembly may 
take notice of. 
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The Oath of a Burgeses of the Generall Assembiie. 

Being to be a mBmber of this generuU Assemblie, yon 
shall Bweare to vse and ymploy your best endeyonr as a 
furtlievance theirvuto. All Huche propoaicions as shalbe by 
jou or by yonr meanea offred vnto the considevation and 
discusaingB tberof shalbe especially entendBd and levelled 
ftt a generall wolfpre : yon shall not bs lead by any partial] 
affection or respect of private interest or gaine to oppose or 
binder the establishinge or enuactinge of any lawe ameing 
at the reformacion of any diasorder and abuse. In. all suche 
actions as you shall practise and contrive duringe your 
whole time of assistance in this service, you shall strive to 
discharge a good conscience in all equity and integrity; 
you shall by all meanes conceale the secrets of the Howse^ 
and not impart or discover, either by word^ writinge^ or 
any other meanes, to any one, not being of the present 
Assemblie, the pasgagg and carriage of any afFaire or 
businea that ahalbe treated of and disputed dareinge the 
tyme of the whole sittinge and continuance of the s&ide 
Assemblies And this and euerie parte thorof you shall 
promise and sweare to keepe autJ peTfonne to your vtter- 
most powre and abillitie, so help you God.'

HiaTOKiciL DocmrESTS iNNBXBD TO THE Sloane MS., 750. 

L T)ie Voyage of the Garlnnd", 1619. 

Wee, the Gouernour and Oonuaell for the Sommer Islands, 
do giue certificat vnder oar bauds that vpon the thirtieth of

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October 1619 the ship called the Garland, Wm. Wye, 
maatev, amueil here in tho harbour of the Kinge-Caatle, 
haueiog hadtl a locg and tedious voiag from England to 
these parts. And brought hither diners passingers safe 
and well, with certen gocda consigned to these Hands, of 
which passingers sixc are said to haue died by tho wais and 
two in tho harbour. And of which goods, notwithstanding 
the clamonr of losae and damage by diners paEsingera, he 
and his company aiErnieth to hauo all sett ashove aa farre 
53 he or they kuowe, having taken noe further charg vpon 
them but the condactiou of the sliipp only. As also that 
he brought in the said &hipp diuerB passingers bonud for 
Virginia, wherof at a£?a died fowrOj Captaine Whitney, 
their principal! Commander^ dicing bete on ahore at St, 
George. After which arriuallj he haaeing staied twenty 
daies here in harbour before his ahipp could be vnladed, by 
reason of tho scarcity of boats and the tedionsnea of tho 
wether, althonghe he had all the aasistancc that possible 
could be gh/en him from vs, there arose, the 19th of 
November in this place, a verie sore and tedious stormej in 
which atorme the foresaid shipp was likly to haue perished, 
with all suche men and goods as were then in her. And by 
reason of whiche atorme, the MasteTj for the aaffcie of the 
said shipp, was constrained to cutt oner board the maiue 
mast of the said shipp, being muche damnified in his cablea, 
by whiche distres, not being able to performe his voiag to 
Virginia without his said mast. 

II, The " O^arland'f" Metum to Ejtgland without Orders. 

A Commission graunted to Wm. Wye^ Master of the 
good shipp called the Garland, for the gouernment 
of the said shipp passengers and seamen, during his 
voyag frona the Sommer Hands into England. 

To all to whome these presents shall coname to be seene 



or beard, I the Goueruour aiiil Fnncipa]! Cotnaunder now 
resident in. tlie SoEnmef Ilaods, s^ndt^tli gre&ting, whereas 
the (jiouernours and Compauie of the Cittie of London for 
the Plantacion of the said Hands, by vertue of the Kinpja 
Maiestiea Lttfcera Patfceuta vnto thctu gi-aunfcodj hatha 
.giuen to me the said Goueroour, as appeareth by Commis- 
sion under their seale, full churg-e and snthoritie to execute 
and pei'forme within these Hands all Boche things as to tha 
place and ofiicti of a Captaine and Oommauuder apper- 
taineth, as woU id causes criminall as civiil. Nowo knowe 
yon, that I the said Governour having vppoa speGiall con- 
gideratioDa, fraughted out the g-ood shlpp called the Gar- 
land, from these parts into Ea^lEind, with diners parcella of 
goods of tobaccos, and other comodities dua to the said 
Companie : by vertne of the said Commission given to me 
from the said Companio, doe anthoriao and Quable Wm. 
Wye to be maister and ComaundGi- of the said shipp and 
Companye during the said voyage ; willing aud commauud- 
ing all persons which© ghalbe shipped in the said ahippe for 
this voyage, to accept and obey himj as their lawfull Com- 
maundcr in this kind, during the time of the said voyage. 
And withull doe g-ive charge and commaund to the said 
Wm. Wye to performB and execute all BUthe thinga, €jither 
for goaerment or directiouj as to the snid place of maister 
and Commaunder of a shipp ehall appertaine and not other- 
wise, whoe for the breache and transgression therof shall 
give accompt to the said Honorable Companiej now resident 
in London, att hia retoi'ne to Eiiglaud. In witneB wherof, 
I tho said Gouernour haae hervnto putt my hand and sealo^ 
etc., 15th January 1619. 

111. An Investiyation ordered 1620. 
A Commiasion graunted to Wra, Seymont and Sey- 
monr Wodward, gent.^ etc. 

To all men to whome these prceeats shall comme great- 
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ingf etc., wheras by reason of the negligence and wastes o 
the l&st yearo, t!io l&to blast of our corne^ and tbe puttdng^ 
vpan Ts of mame verie ill provided new comm&rg, we are 
faleu into sommo diatres of broad : soe that manie are 
altogether destitute therof : And because it is especiallie 
my charge and care in doeing jnatice to all sortea, to suc- 
cour the poore and distressed : Being informed that there 
are divera vncharitable persons among yon, whoe baueing 
an overplus of cotton, and more a great deals then will 
serve thera and their familye for their sober eipences 
vntill the next harveafc, doe either bide it, expecting a 
dearer marketfc bereafterj or doe sell it at sucbe vnreaaon- 
able rates as are altogether vnconscionable, and full of 
oppreasioDj theirby proTobing God's wrathe against va to 
punishe 7S further in onr next cropp, since we make a 
pmie of the neceasitiea of our poore brethren : For the 
redress and remedie of these inconveniences, it is thought 
fitt (according to the lawdable custom vaed in England in 
the like caaBs)^ that there bo a due searche made in all 
cabbins throughout all these Hands, and in all likely placeSj 
where anie conie maie be hidd and lajd vpp. And if there 
Bhalbe found in anie of the said places anie quantitie qf 
grainej more than shalbe judged fitt and requisitt for the 
coo-venient sustenence votilJ the nest barvost, of the family 
wherin auche come ahalbe found (a reasonable rata being 
allowed for their purpose), that then the surplusage and 
overplus ahalbe sould to Buche poore people as are knowne 
(by all likelihoodos) to stand in greatest wants and neces- 
sitiBs : And that att such prices as by honest men ap- 
pointed for that purpose (whereof the bailiff of the tribe ia 
to be alwaies oue), shalbe thought fitt and reasonable. 
The payment being to be made presentlie, if the parties 
haua wherewithal! ; cr els at the fartboat at the nest 
croppe ; and for the faitbfuU and dilligent execution of the 
promisseS] I haue, and doe by these presents authorise, 
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constitate and appoiot Win. Seymour, my Beiaat maior, 
deputie bailiff of Sandea tribe, and vSeymonr Wodward, the 
bailiff of the coUony and steward of my house, to be Com- 
missioners ia this buaiaes. Straig^htHe chardgiug and 
comraannding all bailiffea and other officers whatsoeuer, 
being resident within these Ilanda, not onelia to acknow 
ledg and raceiue them according-lie, but also to giue and 
aPt'ord all poasihle aaaistance for their better effecting of 
this sei-vice. Given vnder my hand at -St. Georges the -Ith 
daic of Marcha 1619-20. 

17. A particular Commission grannted to Lawea Hoghea, 
John Yaibes, Joha Pereuchieff and Jarvis lnglesbie, 
aworne Gounaeltors of Estate. 

To all meu to whome these presents shall comma greet- 
ing. There haveing bene diuers and sondriB persona som- 
moned and called before me the Gouvemour and the whole 
bodie of the Councell, to maba thsir personal! answers 
concermng certains defamatorie and seditious sclaunders 
tending to the contempt of authonfcie by the abuse of the 
Goavernonra person, the whiche aaid persons haveiug bene 
yrg&d according 6o the statute, in that caso pro^idedj either 
to produce theer authors, or to be held aoe themselves ; 
and so to receive their censures accordtugliej they haue all 
of them performed thaa. muche, so that for the time it 
resteth upon the person of Miles Kendall, a swome Coun- 
cellor, and the bailiff of Satida tribe j but the said Miles 
Kendall being att that present aoo visitted with Gods handa 
by sickneaa, as that he conld not with the rest (according 
to BommoDs orderly given bim), mate his personall appear- 
aunce to answer for himself. These are therefore to com- 
maund and authorise thaforeuamed Lewes HngheSj John 
Yaites, John Perenchieff, and Jarvia IngleBby, Counsellor ag 
aforesaid, to mate their personall repaire to the said Miles 
Kendall att the place where he ia now resident, and there 
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to confer together, aod osamju bim about tbc said partica- 
lers, and so to retorne how and vppon whomOj he sliall any 
waie diabarthea himseJf hereof. Assuredly bopeiog, tbab 
he will botbe cousitier duely of the respects in this fair© 
course carryed vnto bim, and also shew a readio williug'- 
uea, according to the dutie of the place he holds, to give a 
free passage to the eiecution of that jusfcEce, whicha a 
crymo of soe hij^be a nature requlrei.

IV. 

About Pa-nique feases seizbinob vpon an Army. 
Frob(tbiy hj Oaplain John. Smith. Sloane MS., 750, 

It bath bin founde the geserall practise of all ablo 
generalls in thoes paaique feares which haue often befabie 
armios nouer to bazarde a battel] before they hadd recouered 
and assured the speritta of their men : and tbia tbey com- 
monly practised by one of tbca two wni&s or by botho. 
By makeinge of speches or by a strounge entrenchingG the 
terrified army in aome place of advantage not farre from 
their enemie : and from thence by smale skirmlges of sorae 
selected men to lett tbe rest find (litle by litle) that neither 
their enemies wer inuincible nor more valient themseluea, 
bat that by the conduction of their cheifea and their obe- 
dience to thsir diflciplinG, they might bs broken. 

Thua did Csesar io his warre with Ariouistua,'' who being 
lodged betwixt him and his victualla, whiche incited the 
feare, C^eaar herevpon mnrcbed with hia whole army and 
fortified in an aduaotagious place, about two miles distant 
from the enemies camp, ye which withall fauoursd ye cmtiage 
of hia prouiaions of Tictnalls vnto him, craployinge one 
thirds of hia army in the worck whilst the other two stoode 

- Ciesnr. G., i, $1. 
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ia battellj to repnise ArioniBtns if he shonld attempt to 
hinder his fortifications : this being done, he lefb two 
legions lodged within thes entrenchments, and bronght 
back all the rest of Iiis army into his old Camp : and the 
morrow after presented himselfe in battell betweene bothe 
the Gampes : bat soe as that Ariouistns issueinge out vpon 
him^ was by Casars best men^ who wer ordered purposely 
to receine him^ soe entertained as he was gladd to retire 
with the worst : whervpon CeDSar finding the courage of hia 
soldiers herby recouered, brought out all his army, and 
marchinge to the very retrenchments of his enemies Gamp 
prouoked him to the combatt^ fought with him and de- 
feated him. 

For mine owne part, I find noe cause to doubt, but that 
if oar first discoverers vpon the several) partes in the West 
Indies, hadd bin bat as heedfall and wise to maintaine 
those Indians in theia kindes of panique feares which they 
hadd of our men and armes at ye first fight, as CsBSar was 
to disengage his soldiers from them, wee might to this 
daye have wrought more amongst them by the beate- 
inge of a drumme than now wee can by the fireinge of a 
canon.
